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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION 

INCLUDING  BY-LAWS 

1.  This  organization  shall  be  called  the  Rowan  Baptist  Associ- 
ation, and  shall  be  composed  of  ordained  Baptist  Ministers  who  are 
members  or  pastors  of  the  churches  within  its  bounds,  and  mes- 
sengers chosen  by  the  churches,  and  sent  with  letters  certifying 
their  appointment,  each  church  being  entitled  to  three  messengers 
for  the  first  fifty  members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger 
for  each  fifty  above  that  number  or  part  thereof. 

2.  The  primary  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  increase 
spirituality  and  efficiency  of  the  churches,  to  support  the  gospel 
in  destitute  sections  in  our  midst,  to  encourage  and  assist  feeble 
churches  in  the  erection  of  suitable  houses  of  worship,  to  organize 
Sunday  Schools,  B.  T.  U.'s  and  W.  M.  U.'s,  wherever  practical  and 
strive  to  make  those  already  organized  more  efficient  in  educating 
souls  for  Christ  and  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina  in  all  of  its  departments  of  labor. 

3.  The  members  convened  in  the  Association  shall  have  no 
ecclesiastical  disciplinary  power. 

Resolved  that  Article  4  of  the  Constitution  be  changed  to  read 
as  follows: 

4.  The  officials  of  the  Association  shall  be  elected  annually, 
shall  be  a  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer.  The 
executive  committee  shall  consist  of  one  representative  from  each 
church.  Pastors  and  Association  officers  shall  be  members  ex- 
officio. 

5.  New  Churches — See  Article  13. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  preside  and  enforce 
order  in  accordance  with  established  parliamentary  usage. 

7.  The  Clerk  shall  record  the  proceedings,  publish  the  min- 
utes, and  distribute  them  among  the  churches  as  the  Association 
may  direct.  He  shall  keep  a  printed  copy  of  the  minutes  of  each 
session  of  the  Association  and  every  ten  years  have  them  bound 
for  the  use  of  this  body  and  receive  for  his  services  a  suitable 
compensation. 

8.  The  Association  may  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  by 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

9.  Amendment.  At  each  session  of  the  Association,  there  shall 
be  preached  by  appointment  of  the  Association,  an  introductory 
sermon  of  doctrinel  character. 

10.  No  church  shall  remain  a  member  of  the  Association  in 
good  standing  that  does  not  cooperate  with  our  State  Convention 
and  make  a  report  annually.

11.  The  time  of  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  on  Tuesday 
after  the  second  Sunday  in  October  of  each  year,  at  a  place  des- 
ignated by  the  body. 

12.  Amendment.  That  three  trustees  be  elected,  who  shall  hold 
in  trust  all  property  and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of 
and  keep  the  same  in  repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association,  and 
perform  all  other  duties  which  the  Association  may  declare,  and 
according  to  the  laws  cf  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

13.  The  Association  meeting  on  November  17,  1944,  unani- 
mously voted  to  amend  Article  5,  concerning  the  reception  of  new 
churches,  to  read  as  follows: 

Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

"Any  group  of  individuals  desiring  to  organize  themselves  into 
a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the  recognition  of  and 
the  fellowship  and  the  cooperation  with  this  Association,  be  re- 
quested to  fulfill  the  following  requirements." 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association  of 
the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization  takes 
place.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee  to 
study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficiently  removed 
so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  the 
group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church  covenant 
and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  recommended 
that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three  laymen  of  the 
Association  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Should  this  council  ap- 
prove the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group  will  then  proceed 
to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist  Church  of  the  same  faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  pastors  and  three 
laymen  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 
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1.  The  Twenty-First  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  met  with  the  West  Corinth  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury, 
North  Carolina,  at  9:30  A.  M.,  October  19,  1948.  The  Moderator, 
Reverend  R.  O.  Brinkley,  called  the  body  to  order.  In  addition  to 
the  Moderator,  the  following  other  officers  were  present:  Clay  R. 
Barnes,  Vice-Moderator;  R.  A.  Ellis,  Clerk;  and  Mrs.  Earl  Blalock, 
Pianist. 

2.  The  opening  hymn,  "O  Worship  the  King,"  was  led  by 
Reverend  W.  H.  Walton  with  Mrs.  Earl  Blalock  at  the  piano.  The 
opening  Scripture  and  prayer  were  given  by  Reverend  O.  D.  Moore 
who  read  Psalms  1. 

3.  The  Clerk  presented  the  program  for  this  session  of  the 
Association  and  it  was  adopted  unanimously  by  the  Association. 

4.  The  committees  to  serve  at  this  session  of  the  Association 
were  read  by  the  Clerk  as  follows,  having  been  appointed  by  the 
Moderator: 

Nominating  Committee:  H.  T.  Davis,  Chairman,  Charles  Bol- 
den,  F.  P.  Blankenship,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gupton,  and  D.  S.  Tysinger. 

Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  Committee:  W.  H.  Walton,  Chair- 
man, W.  T.  Owensby,  J.  P.  Yarbrough,  Frank  Kirk,  and  E.  L. 
Melton. 

Resolutions  Committee:  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gupton,  Chairman,  O.  D. 
Moore,  Mrs.  Leonard  Clark,  R.  C.  Cline,  and  Jesse  Hill. 

Refreshment  Committee:  H.  H.  Henderson,  Chairman,  and 
the  twenty -seven  pastors. 
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5.  The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  given  by  Rev- 
erend R.  A.  Ellis  who  announced  that  at  a  meeting  in  January,  the 
Executive  Committee  recommended  that  the  State  Mission  Board 
grant  the  Grace  Avenue  Baptist  Church  $1,500.00  for  relocation  of 
building.  Two  missions  have  been  established — one  in  the  Pine 
Ridge  Community  and  the  East  Salisbury  Mission.  The  Committee 
recommended  that  the  State  Board  pay  for  the  lot  for  the  Pine 
Ridge  Mission  and  that  the  Association  buy  the  building.  The  Pine 
Ridge  Mission  has  recently  organized  into  the  Pine  Ridge  Baptist 
Church.  A  Sunday  School  has  been  organized  in  the  East  Salisbury 
Mission  and  is  going  well  under  the  leadership  of  our  Associational 
Missionary.  It  was  necessary  that  the  Executive  Committee  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Trustees  borrow  $500.00  to  help  pay  for 
these  buildings. 

6.  The  Clerk  then  gave  a  digest  of  the  church  letters  and 
commented  on  the  gains  and  losses  during  the  year  and  thanked 
the  churches  for  their  cooperation  in  sending  their  associational 
letters  to  him.  There  was  a  unanimous  vote  that  the  digest  of 
church  letters  be  adopted. 

7.  The  Moderator  recognized  Reverend  L.  A.  Huneycutt  who 
gave  the  report  on  Christian  Literature. 

Report  on  Christian  Literature 

Christian  literature  should  be  defined  in  our  thinking  as  to 
eliminate  the  unscriptural  and  otherwise  objectionable  and  mis- 
leading writings  that  are  so  prevalent  from  the  slightest  suggestion 
of  our  favorable  consideration.  Much  damage  is  done  to  unthinking 
and  untrained  minds  by  unscriptural  literature  that  goes  forth  in 
the  name  of  Christianity.  In  many  cases  the  scriptures  are  so  per- 
verted that  they  are  made  to  teach  that  which  God  tells  us  will 
lead  to  the  destruction  rather  than  the  saving  of  the  soul.  The 
only  literature  that  can  be  classed  and  accepted  as  Christian  is  that 
which  sets  forth  the  ideals,  principles,  and  standards  of  Jesus  as 
set  forth  in  the  Scriptures. 

We  should  also  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
great  volume  of  poison,  obscene,  and  suggestive  literature  that  with 
writings  and  pictures  are  offensive  to  common  decency.  Much  of 
this  material  is  so  obscene  that  the  postal  officials  will  not  allow 
it  to  be  sent  through  the  mails,  and  it  has  to  be  distributed  in  other 
ways.  This  stuff  is  often  found  in  the  open  in  drug  stores  and  news 
stands.  Christian  people  should  do  everything  possible  to  reduce 
the  use  and  offset  the  evil  effects  of  this  poison  material. 

Our  denominational  literature  published  by  the  Sunday  School 
Board  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  strictly  Christian  and 
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offers  instructive  and  inspiring  reading  material  for  both  young 
and  old.  There  is  no  better  literature  to  be  found  and  our  people 
should  be  encouraged  in  every  way  possible  to  read  our  denomina- 
tional periodicals. 

Here  in  our  State  we  have  two  publications  that  should  go 
into  every  Baptist  home  in  North  Carolina.  These  publications  are 
the  Charity  and  Children  and  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

We  have  forty-four  thousand  copies  of  the  Biblical  Recorder 
going  into  the  homes  of  our  people  weekly  with  information  about 
Baptist  work  and  articles  by  outstanding  Christian  leaders  which 
deal  with  the  great  issues  which  all  our  people  face. 

The  Recorder  has  three  subscription  plans:  two  dollars  a  year 
for  individuals;  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  in  clubs,  a  minimum  of 
three  to  a  church  reporting  less  than  one  hundred  members,  and 
five  subscriptions  to  the  church  reporting  over  one  hundred  mem- 
bers; one  dollar  and  twenty  cents  a  year  on  every  family  plan. 
One  subscription  for  each  family  is  required  in  this  latter  plan. 

We  should  pray  and  work  that  the  circulation  of  the  Recorder 
and  also  Charity  and  Children  may  increase  until  they  are  going 
into  every  Baptist  home  in  North  Carolina.

Reverend  O.  D.  Moore  was  introduced  by  the  Moderator  who 
spoke  to  the  report.  Pamphlets  regarding  the  club  plan  and  budget 
plan  for  the  Biblical  Recorder  were  distributed.  It  was  announced 
that  the  Pine  Ridge  Church,  which  was  recently  organized,  has  the 
Biblical  Recorder  going  into  every  home.  Four  churches  were  rec- 
ognized who  have  the  Biblical  Recorder  in  their  budget.  These  are 
West  Corinth,  First  Church  of  China  Grove,  East  Corinth,  and  Pine 
Ridge.  Fourteen  churches  subscribe  to  the  Biblical  Recorder 
through  the  club  plan.  A  motion  was  made  by  Reverend  L.  A. 
Huneycutt  and  a  second  by  T.  A.  Dennis  that  the  report  on  Chris- 
tian Literature  be  adopted  and  it  was  accepted  with  a  unanimous 
vote. 

8.  The  Clerk  called  the  roll  of  churches  and  twenty-nine 
churches  were  represented  with  two  hundred  and  fifteen  present 
at  that  time. 

9.  New  pastors  in  the  Association  were  recognized  by  the 
Moderator  and  Reverend  T.  W.  Bray,  the  Associational  Missionary, 
introduced  them  and  welcomed  them  into  the  Association.  They  are 
as  follows:  Reverend  W.  T.  Hendrix,  Pastor  of  Dunn's  Mountain, 
Reverend  Clyde  Luther,  Pastor  of  Landis,  Reverend  Tillman  Lake, 
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Pastor  of  Morlan  Park,  Reverend  O.  D.  Moore,  Pastor  of  Stallings 
Memorial,  and  Reverend  Walter  Whittington,  Pastor  of  Faith. 

10.  The  hymn  "Saviour  Like  A  Shepherd  Lead  Us"  was  led 
by  Reverend  W.  H.  Walton. 

11.  The  report  on  Sunday  School  Work  was  given  by  the 
Associational  Superintendent,  D.  S.  Tysinger. 

Report  on  Sunday  School  Work 

This  year  has  been  an  unusual  year  in  our  Sunday  School 
work  in  the  Rowan  Association.  Due  to  the  Polio  band,  which  kept 
all  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  away  from  Sunday  School 
and  church  for  several  weeks  during  the  summer  months,  all  of  our 
Sunday  Schools  have  been  disorganized  and  the  attendance  has 
been  below  normal  because  of  these  conditions.  With  all  these 
handicaps,  our  Sunday  Schools  show  an  increase  in  enrollment  for 
the  year. 

We  have  tried  to  reach  every  Sunday  School  in  the  Association 
in  the  group  meetings  held  each  quarter.  There  has  been  two 
group  Sunday  School  study  courses  held  during  the  year:  one  in 
October,  1947,  and  one  in  September,  1948.  Our  total  awards  for 
the  year  just  closed  is  the  largest  for  any  year  since  the  Associa- 
tion has  been  organized.  In  the  church  planning  visitation  meetings 
in  February,  every  church  of  the  Association  was  visited  and 
because  of  these  meetings,  many  new  classes  were  organized  and 
other  work  for  the  Sunday  School  was  started  in  many  of  our 
churches,  with  the  result  that  many  were  enlisted  in  Sunday  School. 

There  were  twenty-one  Vacation  Bible  Schools  held  in  the 
Association  during  the  year  just  closed.  Plans  were  made  to  hold 
a  school  in  every  church  of  the  Association,  but  the  Polio  ban  made 
it  impossible  to  carry  out  our  plans.  A  Vacation  Bible  School 
Clinic  was  held  for  the  Association  and  a  large  number  of  our 
churches  were  represented.  The  standard  of  our  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  this  year  was  much  higher  than  for  years  past,  with  larger 
enrollments  and  greater  results. 

For  the  new  year,  we  are  setting  large  goals  and  feel  sure  with 
the  help  of  the  Pastors  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents,  the 
goals  will  be  reached.  We  are  going  to  hold  a  Vacation  Bible  School 
in  every  church  in  our  Association.  We  are  asking  every  Sunday 
School  to  organize  a  Nursery,  a  Cradle  Roll  Department,  and  an 
Extension  Department.  Our  Sunday  School  Board  has  set  a  large 
goal  for  the  Southland,  and  we  are  asking  for  a  net  increase  of 
fifteen  hundred  in  our  Association,  and  an  average  of  fifty  for  each 
Sunday  School  in  the  Association. 
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October  begins  a  new  Sunday  School  year,  and  if  you  have  not 
made  your  plans  large  for  this  year,  stop,  take  an  inventory  of  your 
equipment,  find  more  room,  enlist  the  unenlisted  church  members 
of  your  church,  then  go  out  and  find  and  bring  in  the  possibilities 
around  your  church.  Pastors  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents, 
get  a  vision  of  your  opportunities  and  this  will  be  the  greatest  year 
in  our  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Rowan  Association.

On  motion  by  Brother  Tysinger  and  second  by  Brother  T.  A. 
Dennis,  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted.  Mr.  Tysinger  brought 
pamphlets  to  give  to  each  Sunday  School  entitled  "What  Should 
Be  Done  for  a  New  Member,  "Steps  to  Progress,"  and  "Linking 
the  Home  and  Church  in  Bible  Study"  which  shows  how  to  spend 
four  hundred  and  fifty  hours  of  Bible  Study  each  year.  The  four 
Sunday  School  Associational  officers  present  were  recognized.  The 
Sunday  School  enrollment  during  the  period  1920-1947  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  increased  125  per  cent.  The  goal 
for  this  year  in  the  Baptist  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Southland  is  a 
600,000  increase,  which  will  mean  .an  increase  of  1,500  in  our  Asso- 
ciation. 

12.  The  hymn  "Heavenly  Sunlight"  was  led  by  Reverend 
W.  H.  Walton. 

13.  In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Lesley,  Reverend  Ellis  made  the 
motion  that  the  report  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness 
be  made  and  this  was  second  by  Brother  T.  A.  Dennis  whereupon 
the  Moderator  introduced  Reverend  Zeb  Baker  who  gave  this 
report. 

Report  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness 

Let  us  look  first  at  the  Alcoholic  problems.  North  Carolina  sold 
last  year  alcoholic  beverages,  wine,  beer,  and  liquors,  in  the  amount 
of  $95,844,793.32  and  spent  for  public  education  $51,921,766.19  or 
43  million  more  for  liquors  than  education  or  five  times  as  much 
for  beer,  wine,  and  liquors  as  all  denominations  in  the  State  spent 
for  all  religious  purposes.  North  Carolina's  larger  State  debt  is 
$30,142,000.  Our  liquor  sales  last  year  would  have  paid  off  the 
State  debt  three  times  with  six  million  dollars  to  spare.  One  hun- 
dred and  twelve  million  dollars  have  been  spent  in  the  last  ten 
years  for  liquor  advertising  in  North  Carolina.  Judges  say,  "75  to 
95  per  cent  of  all  criminal  cases  are  related  directly  or  indirectly 
to  liquor."  In  a  period  of  the  last  five  years  the  Keeley  Institute 
has  received  1,005  North  Carolina  alcoholic  patients.  The  State 
Hospital,  "Dix  Hill,"  in  the  same  period  received  1,149  men  and

124  women.  Automobile  drivers  affected  by  liquor  are  a  menace 
to  public  safety,  but  this  is  only  one  phase  of  the  complicated  prob- 
lem. The  same  highways  on  which  the  killings  occur  are  lined  with 
beer  taverns.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  Vir- 
ginia states,  "97  per  cent  of  all  applications  for  admittance  had 
liquor  problems  connected  with  the  home.  During  prohibition  this 
percentage  was  only  32."  Sam  Jones  said,  "I've  seen  a  man  and  a 
dog  go  into  a  saloon,  and  in  an  hour  the  man  would  get  beastly 
drunk  and  stagger  out  like  a  hog  while  the  dog  would  come  out 
and  walk  away  like  a  gentleman.''  From  January,  1948,  to  July, 
1948,  5,065  drivers  lost  their  license  because  of  drunken  driving. 
Of  the  forty-nine  million  young  people  in  the  United  States,  thirty- 
six  million  have  never  set  foot  inside  of  a  church  while  during  the 
last  four  years  seventy-six  thousand  new  liquor  stores  have  been 
licensed  in  the  country  (government  figures).  George  Robertson 
says,  "No  nation  can  rise  higher  than  its  motherhood.  Drinking, 
drunken  mothers  spell  a  nation's  ruin!  Will  you  help  save  your 
nation  from  such  a  fate?"  Now  what  are  we  doing  and  what  will 
we  do?  In  our  nation  where  marriage  is  a  passing  fancy,  one  out 
of  every  three  ending  in  divorce.  We  ministers  could  render  a 
great  service  to  the  world  and  probably  decrease  the  divorce  rate 
by  giving  some  time  to  the  studying,  instructing,  and  advising  our 
young  people  on  the  great  institution  of  marriage. 

Let  us  vote  for  candidates  who  will  pledge  their  vote  and  influ- 
ence to  the  cause  of  prohibition.  Let  our  Association  organize, 
work,  and  pray  for  the  abolition  of  alcoholic  beverages.  We  can 
inform  our  people  concerning  the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic  and 
solicit  their  prayers  and  cooperation  in  the  observance  of  all  the 
Baptist  principles  set  forth  in  our  church  covenants.

On  motion  by  Reverend  Baker  with  a  second  by  Reverend 
T.  W.  Bray,  the  report  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness 
was  unanimously  adopted.  After  the  adoption  of  the  report  a  dis- 
cussion was  held  in  which  several  laymen  and  ministers  expressed 
themselves  on  this  issue.  It  was  agreed  by  all  that  these  issues 
cannot  be  dealt  with  by  a  few  people  who  are  interested  but  every 
Christian  must  assert  himself  in  every  way  possible'  for  a  more 
Godly  community  in  which  to  live. 

14.  The  Clerk  read  a  letter  from  Reverend  and  Mrs.  C.  A. 
Rhyne  expressing  their  greetings  and  made  the  motion  that  the 
Association  send  a  communication  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rhyne  which 
received  a  second  and  was  adopted. 
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15.  Reverend  H.  T.  Davis,  host  Pastor,  welcomed  the  people 
to  the  West  Corinth  Church  for  this  meeting. 

16.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  fifteen  people  who  were 
present  when  the  Association  was  organized  twenty-one  years  ago. 

17.  The  hymn  "Send  the  Light"  was  led  by  Reverend  W.  H. 
Walton. 

18.  The  annual  sermon  was  preached  by  Reverend  J.  C.  Hill, 
Pastor  of  the  Grace  Avenue  Church,  using  as  his  text  Luke  19: 1-10 
and  the  subject  "The  Abiding  Christ." 

19.  The  morning  session  was  adjourned  for  lunch  with  prayer 
by  Reverend  Hill  to  reconvene  at  1:45  in  the  afternoon. 


TUESDAY 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

20.  The  afternoon  session  was  called  to  order  by  the  Modera- 
tor and  Reverend  W.  H.  Walton  was  recognized  who  led  the  con- 
gregation in  singing  several  hymns:  "I  Love  Thy  Kingdom,  Lord," 
"How  Firm  a  Foundation,"  and  "Higher  Ground."  The  afternoon 
devotion  was  given  by  Reverend  Carl  Helms  who  read  John  4:  34-35 
after  which  Reverend  E.  L.  Melton  led  in  prayer. 

21.  The  Moderator  recognized  Reverend  F.  P.  Blankenship 
who  gave  the  directions  to  Phaniels  Church  where  the  Association 
was  to  be  on  Wednesday,  after  which  the  Moderator  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  women  of  the  churches  for  preparing  the  lunch. 

22.  The  Moderator  recognized  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gupton  who  gave 
the  report  of  the  W.  M.  U.  and  Auxiliaries. 

Report  on  W.  M.  U.  and  Auxiliaries 

We,  the  W.  M.  U.  Auxiliary  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association 
at  the  close  of  another  year  bring  the  following  report: 

We  have  had  unusual  growth  this  year  for  which  we  are  thank- 
ful. We  now  have  twenty -three  W.  M.  U.  organizations,  with  four 
new  ones  this  year.  We  had  two  leadership  and  mission  study 
conferences  combined,  on  consecutive  days;  one  at  Landis  and  the 
other  at  Calvary,  with  the  same  leaders,  but  in  different  parts  of 
the  Association  in  order  to  reach  more  of  our  people.  The  Asso- 
ciation met  in  April  with  twenty -two  of  our  churches  represented 
and  more  of  our  Pastors  attended  than  have  before.  We  like  to 
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feel  that  we  are  cooperating  with  our  Pastors  and  we  appreciate 
them  taking  time  from  their  many  duties  to  encourage  us  by  their 
presence. 

The  Y.  W.  A.  had  two  county  council  meetings  and  study 
courses  combined.  These  meetings  were  well  attended  and  the  fel- 
lowship was  very  inspiring.  We  had  three  new  Y.  W.  A.'s  this 
year.  All  of  our  Y.  W.  A.'s  are  doing  good  work,  but  I  want  to  tell 
you  about  the  Grace  McBride  Y.  W.  A.  at  the  Rowan  Memorial 
Hospital  that,  perhaps,  you  are  not  familiar  with.  They  have  thirty- 
four  members  of  seven  different  faiths.  Working  together  in 
Y.  W.  A.,  believing  that  all  people  can  work,  play,  study,  pray, 
sing,  and  worship  in  one  spirit.  At  a  recent  meeting  they  gave 
seventy  dollars  of  their  meager  earnings  that  others  might  know 
Jesus  as  Saviour  and  Master.  This  group  of  Christians  has  a  glee 
club  which  is  directed  by  Professor  Harry  Taylor,  Director  of 
Music  of  the  First  Baptist  Church.  This  Y.  W.  A.  is  sponsored  by 
the  First  Baptist  Church  and  Mrs.  Earl  Blalock  is  their  counselor. 

We  have  nine  new  G.  A.  organizations  this  year.  They  had  a 
one  day  rally  and  study  course  at  the  Spencer  First  Baptist  Church 
last  November.  We  have  seven  new  R.  A.  organizations  with  Rev- 
erend Bill  Roberson  as  R.  A.  counselor  and  Reverend  E.  H.  Wilmer 
as  assistant  counselor  working  with  Mrs.  Baxter  Jordan,  our  Young 
People's  leader.  We  have  more  interest  in  R.  A.'s  for  which  we  are 
thankful.  They  had  a  one  day  conclave  and  rally.  They  had  planned 
a  three  day  camp,  but  it  was  cancelled  because  of  the  polio  epi- 
demic. We  are  expecting  the  Divisional  Conclave  here  at  the  First 
Church,  November  the  fifth  and  sixth. 

We  had  two  new  Sunbeam  organizations  this  year,  making  a 
total  of  twenty-five  new  organizations.  We  rejoice  that  we  have 
been  laborers  for  our  Lord  this  year,  but  with  this  harvest  comes 
new  responsibilities — to  furnish  leadership  for  these  groups,  and  the 
other  young  people  in  our  churches  not  enlisted.  Leaders  that  will 
help  these  young  people  see  a  vision,  not  a  mirage  or  a  dream,  but 
a  vision  of  what  God  would  have  them  do  in  His  work.  Help  them 
realize  anew  the  value  of  a  Soul.  Help  them  to  realize  that  God  and 
man  must  work  together  to  win  the  world.  They  need  a  vision  of 
spiritual  victory. 

Our  growth  should  inspire  us  to  greater  loyalty,  more  conse- 
cration as  we  start  a  new  year's  work  and  still  aim  to  reach  every 
church  and  enlist  their  people  in  all  phases  of  our  W.  M.  U.  work, 
that  we  may  all  together  serve  the  Master  better.  May  the  Holy 
Spirit  show  each  of  us  anew  that  people  are  temples  for  the  dwell- 
ing of  the  soul  while  here  on  earth.  May  we  forget  social  stand- 
ings, clothes,  and  bank  accounts,  and  see  souls  of  men.  I  Corinthians 
3:5-9a,  "Who  then  is  Paul,  and  who  is  Apollos,  but  ministers  by 
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whom  ye  believed,  even  as  the  Lord  gave  to  every  man?  I  have 
planted,  Apollos  watered;  but  God  gave  the  increase.  So  neither 
is  he  that  planteth  anything,  neither  he  that  water eth;  but  God 
that  giveth  the  increase.  Now  he  that  planteth  and  he  that  water- 
eth  are  one:  and  every  man  shall  receive  his  own  reward  according 
to  his  own  labour.  For  we  are  labourers  together  with  God." 
Philippians  2: 10a,  "That  at  the  name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should 
bow."

Mrs.  Gupton  moved  the  adoption  of  this  report  with  a  second 
by  T.  A.  Dennis  and  a  unanimous  vote  followed.  In  discussing  this 
report,  Mrs.  Gupton  thanked  the  women  of  Rowan  Association  for 
their  work  in  preparing  the  food  for  entertaining  the  Greensboro 
Division  in  our  Association  on  October  13.  She  also  thanked  the 
people  for  their  cooperation  and  stated  her  pleasure  in  working 
with  them.  She  stated  her  desire  for  a  ten  per  cent  increase  in 
the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering  and  pleaded  that  the  individuals 
be  enlisted  to  work  in  their  churches  and  in  the  Association.  "We, 
as  Missionary  Baptists,  must  go  out  and  find  lost  souls." 

23.  The  Moderator  introduced  Mr.  J.  D.  Fraley  who  brought 
greetings  from  our  Baptist  Orphanage  and  expressed  his  apprecia- 
tion for  the  support  of  Rowan  County  to  the  orphanage.  He  gave 
the  four  reasons  for  caring  for  children  and  why  we  need  orphan- 
ages: (1)  death  of  parents,  (2)  divorce,  (3)  drunkenness,  and  (4) 
desertion.  There  are  three  types  of  training  for  the  children  at  the 
orphanage:  spiritual,  mental,  and  physical.  They  also  teach  the 
children  what  it  means  to  earn  a  living.  The  orphanage  is  sup- 
ported by  the  once  a  month  offerings  from  Sunday  Schools,  Thanks- 
giving offerings,  and  produce  and  canned  goods.  This  report  was 
received  as  information. 

24.  The  report  of  Associational  Missions  was  given  by  Rev- 
erend Clay  Barnes.  He  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted  and 
Brother  C.  R.  Myers  second  the  motion  and  it  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

Report  on  Associational  Missions 

Your  Associational  Missions  Committee  is  glad  to  report  that 
during  the  past  year  we  have  seen  some  real  tangible  results  of 
our  united  efforts  in  our  Associational  Mission  Program.  During 
the  past  year,  two  mission  points  have  been  set  up;  one  at  Pine 
Ridge,  which  is  now  a  regular  Baptist  Church  with  around  thirty 
members.  This  church  is  making  progress  in  every  phase  of  the 
work.  At  present,  they  are  erecting  a  new  church  building  to  take 
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care  of  the  needs  of  the  community  in  which  it  is  located.  Another 
mission  point  known  as  the  Baptist  Chapel  has  been  set  up  through 
the  united  efforts  of  our  Missionary  and  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Salisbury.  This  Mission  has  at  present  a  graded  Sunday  School 
with  fifty  enrolled,  and  will  soon  be  organized  into  a  Baptist 
Church.  This  work  is  being  financed  by  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Salisbury.  At  present,  a  worship  service  is  being  conducted 
each  Sunday  evening  and  a  prayer  service  each  Thursday  evening 
by  our  Missionary. 

During  the  year  our  Missionary  has  served  in  most  of  the 
churches  in  our  Association,  has  been  very  active  in  promoting  all 
phases  of  our  Associational  work,  and  has  attended  a  number  of 
our  State  and  South-wide  meetings  to  better  prepare  himself  for 
greater  service. 

As  a  whole,  the  work  has  gone  forward  in  a  great  way,  and 
with  the  fine  spirit  which  now  prevails  we  see  no  reason  why  the 
Associational  Mission  Program  cannot  go  forward  even  in  a  greater 
way  during  the  coming  year.

25.  Reverend  T.  W.  Bray  made  the  report  of  the  Associational 
Missionary  which  was  received  as  information.  In  this  report  he 
announced  the  plans  to  have  a  simultaneous  crusade  for  an  evan- 
gelistic program  in  our  Association  in  which  every  church  would 
participate.  He  asked  that  we  enlist  people  to  tithe  and  to  give 
through  the  Church.  He  stated  that  we  need  at  least  two  more 
Baptist  churches  in  this  Association.  This  report  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

Report  of  the  Associational  Missionary 

The  report  of  your  Associational  Missionary  covers  the  twelve 
months  of  the  Associational  year:  October  1,  1947-September  30, 
1948.  Miles  traveled  10,791;  served  in  24  of  the  29  churches  and 
mission  points;  made  157  personal  visits,  and  many  conferences. 
Met  with  45  groups  for  consultation  and  planning  meetings;  22 
committee  meetings;  preached  60  sermons  in  the  churches  and 
mission  points  of  the  Association.  Taught  one  Training  Union  study 
course;  conducted  one  funeral;  one  week  of  radio  devotionals;  two 
revivals  inside  of  the  Association  with  fifteen  additions  to  the 
church  and  mission  point.  Assisted  in  the  ordination  of  three  min- 
isters and  five  deacons.  Promoted  one  Deacons'  School  with  28 
churches  participating;  an  Associational  Vacation  Bible  School 
Clinic  in  cooperation  with  our  Sunday  School  department,  and  the 
"Church  Planning"  meetings  that  reached  every  church  in  the 
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Association.  Attended  eight  Pastors'  Conferences;  two  Executive 
Committee  Meetings;  State  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  meeting 
at  Salisbury  First;  State  W.  M.  U.  Convention,  Greensboro;  Greens- 
boro Division  of  the  W.  M.  U.,  Winston-Salem,  and  the  Rowan 
W.  M.  U.  Convention  at  China  Grove;  the  Fifth  Regional  Training 
Union  Convention,  Asheboro;  State  Mission  week  at  Seaside  As- 
sembly in  July;  South  wide  Leadership  Conference  at  Ridgecrest 
and  visited  Fruitland  while  at  Ridgecrest.  Printed  and  mailed  to 
the  Pastors,  Associational  leaders,  and  church  leaders  1,440  copies 
of  the  "Rowan  Baptist  Rambler." 

Two  mission  points  have  been  opened  this  Associational  year: 
Pine  Ridge  and  East  Salisbury  Baptist  Chapel.  The  Rowan  Asso- 
ciation donated  the  building  at  a  cost  of  $500.00  for  Pine  Ridge. 
The  State  Mission  Board  at  Raleigh  gave  the  lot — %  of  an  acre  at 
a  cost  of  $300.00.  In  close  cooperation  with  the  Missionary,  Brethren 
Brinkley  and  Baker  and  their  churches,  China  Grove  First  and 
China  Grove  South,  led  beautifully  in  the  above  work  and  on 
May  2,  1948,  the  Pine  Ridge  Baptist  Church  was  organized  into  a 
regular  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  Brother  Zeb  Baker  was  called 
and  is  now  serving  as  Pastor  of  this  new  church.  Since  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Pine  Ridge  Church,  which  began  with  nineteen  charter 
members,  the  church  has  been  self-supporting,  and  is  supporting 
our  Denominational  causes  and  is  on  a  building  program  which 
when  completed  will  cost  around  $15,000.00.  The  present  member- 
ship is  thirty. 

The  East  Salisbury  Chapel  grew  out  of  a  religious  census  taken 
the  early  part  of  this  year  under  the  direction  of  your  Missionary 
and  sponsored  by  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Salisbury.  This  work 
has  been  financed  entirely  by  Salisbury  First  at  a  cost  of  around 
$3,000.00  including  the  lot  and  the  building.  Weekly  prayer  meet- 
ings began  here  as  soon  as  the  building  was  available.  In  June,  a 
two  weeks  revival  was  conducted,  the  preaching  being  done  by 
your  Missionary  and  Reverend  R.  A.  Ellis.  Several  people  regis- 
tered a  desire  to  become  members  of  the  Chapel  looking  forward 
to  a  church  in  the  near  future.  Records  of  these  and  those  who 
came  accepting  Christ  for  the  first  time  are  filed  with  the  First 
Baptist  Church  under  whose  sponsorship  this  work  is  being  done. 
On  July  18,  1948,  a  Sunday  School  was  organized  with  one  class  of 
adults  numbering  ten.  The  Sunday  School  now  has  an  enrollment 
of  48  with  a  full  graded  class  set-up  for  all  ages.  Worship  each 
Sunday  evening  and  Prayer  Meeting  each  Thursday  evening. 
Should  the  interest  continue  at  the  Chapel  as  is  now  manifested, 
this  work  will  of  necessity  be  organized  into  another  Baptist  church 
soon. 

In  all  the  mission  programs  for  the  Association,  it  has  been  most 
pleasant  for  the  Missionary — fine  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
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Pastors  and  the  churches  could  not  have  been  better.  All  for  which 
we,  "Thank  God,  and  take  courage."  New  fields  of  work  should  be 
opened  in  other  areas  just  as  soon  as  funds  can  be  found  for  pro- 
moting them.  In  the  new  year,  I  trust  this  Association  will  major 
on  these  things:  (1)  A  great  evangelistic  crusade  in  the  Spring 
of  1949;  (2)  Strive  to  enlist  "Every  Baptist  to  tithe"  through  his 
or  her  church;  (3)  Seek  to  unite  our  people  in  Bible  study,  worship, 
and  mission  endeavor  around  the  world.

27.  The  report  on  State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions  was 
given  by  Reverend  E.  H.  Wilmer  who  moved  its  adoption  with  a 
second  by  T.  A.  Dennis. 

Report  on  Missions 

"But  when  Jesus  saw  the  multitude,  he  was  moved  with  com- 
passion on  them,  because  they  fainted,  and  were  scattered  abroad, 
as  sheep  having  no  shepherd.  Then  saith  he  unto  his  disciples,  The 
harvest  truly  is  plentious  but  the  labourers  are  few:  Pray  ye 
therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  will  send  forth  labourers 
into  his  harvest." 

If  we  Baptists  would  view  the  multitudes  through  the  eyes  of 
Jesus,  we  would  be  moved  as  He  was,  with  a  spirit  of  deep  com- 
passion. No  longer  could  we  sit  complacent  in  our  comfortable 
homes  and  churches.  Born  of  that  compassion  would  be  an  active 
goodness.  We  would  not  rest  until  every  effort  would  be  made  to 
answer  the  needs  of  humanity. 

Many  of  us  fail  to  visualize  the  true  Christ  who  never  attempt- 
ed to  divorce  the  spiritual  needs  of  Mankind  from  the  material. 
Jesus  did  more  than  preach  and  teach,  although  it  is  true  that  the 
emphasis  was  placed  on  these,  He  healed  the  sick,  fed  the  hungry, 
befriended  the  lonely,  clothed  the  naked  and  saved  the  sinner.  If 
we  are  truly  His  church  we  shall  follow  in  His  footsteps.  Some  may 
remind  me  that  the  needs  of  present  day  humanity  is  a  far  cry 
from  the  days  when  Jesus  walked  the  earth.  I  remind  you  that 
man's  basic  needs  are  still  the  same.  We  have  the  poor  and  neg- 
lected, we  have  the  ignorant,  we  still  have  the  sick  and  afflicted 
and  the  basic  need  of  man  remains  the  same  since  the  tragic  fall 
in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  the  need  of  God. 

How  may  we  as  Baptists  meet  these  diversified  needs  of  hu- 
manity?  Few  local  churches  if  any  can  ever  hope  to  cope  with 
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such  gigantic  demands,  yet  it  must  be  done  if  we  are  to  be  faithful 
to  the  great  commission. 

The  sick  must  be  healed,  poverty  must  be  alleviated,  institu- 
tions of  learning  must  be  kept  open,  the  unfortunate  men  and 
women  who  are  the  victims  of  circumstances  and  sin  must  be 
encouraged  and  given  another  chance,  and  last,  but  by  no  means 
least,  we  must  obey  the  command  of  our  blessed  Lord  and  take  the 
Gospel  to  the  far  corners  of  the  earth. 

How  is  this  to  be  accomplished?  You  know  the  answer,  what 
we  cannot  do  alone  we  can  do  collectively  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  This  program,  if  I 
were  asked  to  give  it  a  definition,  is  "The  practical  Christianity  of 
Southern  Baptists  in  action." 

We  look  back  on  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  with 
no  little  amount  of  pride.  Looking  at  statistics  we  have  done  a 
marvelous  job  and  I  am  sure  that  God  is  pleased  with  our  efforts. 
However,  comparing  what  we  have  done  and  what  we  are  doing 
with  the  stupendous  needs  that  exist,  we  have  accomplished  very 
little.  The  world  is  desperately  ill  and  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
alleviate  the  physical  sufferings  of  humanity  and,  above  all,  to 
point  them  to  the  great  Physician  who  alone  can  cure  a  spiritually 
sick  humanity.  So,  as  one  of  the  vast  number  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists, I  say  we  shall  do  better  in  the  future,  the  needs  of  humanity 
shall  strike  a  responsible  note  in  the  heart  of  every  Baptist  and 
every  church  which  shall  result  in  a  greater  support  of  our  mani- 
fold programs  throughout  the  Southland  and  the  world. 

The  theme  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  ADVANCE.  Un- 
daunted by  difficulties  well  known  to  those  versed  in  foreign  affairs 
which  would  seem  to  call  for  at  least  the  consolidation  of  our  forces 
and  the  maintaining  of  our  lines,  the  Board  has  made  plans  for  an 
extensive  world-wide  program  of  advance.  During  the  past  year, 
we  have  assisted  churches  in  twenty-five  separate  countries  and 
around  the  world.  The  staff  of  active  missionaries  has  increased 
from  462  in  1943  to  619  at  the  end  of  1947.  The  report  looks  good, 
but  six  million  Southern  Baptists  cannot  continue  to  stamp  out 
the  fires  of  a  burning  world  with  six  hundred  missionaries  and  an 
average  per  capita  gift  of  seventy  cents  a  year.  We  must  back  this 
all  important  program  with  all  we  have.  We  should  be  willing  not 
only  to  part  with  our  money  but  our  sons  and  daughters  as  well. 

In  our  great  desire  for  Kingdom  building  we  cannot  afford  to 
overlook  the  needs  in  our  own  land,  and  so  we  have  our  Home  Mis- 
sion Board  which  attempts  to  meet  the  physical  and  spiritual  needs 
of  our  own  people.  Through  its  seven  hundred  missionaries,  the 
Board  today  is  preaching  the  Gospel  to  the  Indians,  Mexicans,  Span- 
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ish-Americans,  the  Italians  in  our  overcrowded  cities,  Negroes, 
Cubans,  the  people  in  the  Canal  Zone,  Panama,  Costa  Rica,  also  the 
lost  in  forty -four  of  our  larger  cities  and  in  the  rural  sections  of 
fifteen  of  our  States.  This  program,  comparable  to  the  Foreign 
Missions,  is  so  vast  that  time  will  not  permit  the  review  of  such 
an  extensive  work.  May  the  Lord  remove  the  scales  from  our  own 
eyes  that  we  may  see  the  suffering  in  our  own  land  caused  by  sin 
and  circumstances  and  then  through  the  instrumentality  of  our 
own  great  denomination,  take  the  good  news  of  Salvation  to  the 
neglected  of  all  races  and  classes  within  the  borders  of  this  land 
which  has  been  blessed  by  God. 

An  important  question  and  one  that  should  be  asked  is  this, 
"What  disposition  is  made  of  the  monies  given  to  the  cooperative 
program?"  I  shall  answer  briefly  through  the  information  at  my 
disposal  and  if  wrong,  I  know  I  shall  be  corrected  in  a  very  few 
moments. 

Some  time  ago  our  State  Convention  decided  to  divide  our 
income  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  on  a  fifty-fifty  basis. 
Fifty  per  cent  for  State  needs  and  fifty  per  cent  for  Southwide 
causes.  The  breakdown  on  the  State's  share  is  as  follows:

For  the  coming  year  the  Southern  Convention's  share  of  the 
cooperative  program  shall  be  distributed  as  follows:

Such  an  all-inclusive  program  as  has  been  launched  by  our 
denomination  should  capture  the  imagination  of  every  Baptist  to 
the  extent  that  we  would  support  it  by  our  prayers  and  our  gifts. 
Christ  is  the  only  answer  to  the  world's  needs  and  we  Baptists  have 
a  peculiar  obligation  to  present  the  Compassionate  Christ  to  the 
peoples  of  all  the  world. 
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I  challenge  every  Baptist  to  meet  world  needs.  You  may 
answer  that  challenge  by  becoming  one  of  the  one  hundred  thou- 
sand tithers  needed  in  our  great  State  of  North  Carolina  to  help 
meet  the  goal  of  one  and  one -half  million  dollars.  This  is  your 
opportunity  to  strike  a  deadening  blow  against  evil  for  the  cause 
of  Jesus  Christ.

Reverend  R.  A.  Ellis  introduced  Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins  who  is 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 
Mr.  Huggins  expressed  his  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bray  who  is  our 
Associational  Field  Worker  and  explained  that  the  last  two  Sun- 
days in  October  were  State  Mission  Days  and  how  for  the  last  75 
or  100  years,  people  brought  offerings  on  the  last  Sunday  in  Octo- 
ber for  State  Missions.  The  State  Mission  program  gets  thirteen 
cents  from  the  Cooperative  Program  and  needs  $300,000  this  year 
and  gets  around  $150,000  a  year  from  the  Cooperative  Program; 
therefore,  needs  $150,000  from  the  Sunday  Schools  and  churches. 
He  urged  the  churches  to  set  their  goals  high  and  try  to  attain  it 
by  the  last  Sunday  in  October.  This  money  is  used  to  purchase  lots 
for  new  churches,  help  pay  pastors'  salaries  of  new  churches.  He 
explained  the  purpose  of  the  State  Mission  Board — winning  North 
Carolina  for  Christ.  He  took  as  his  text  I  Corinthians  1:17  stating 
that  everything  would  fall  into  place  if  we  really  believe  what  we 
profess  to  believe. 

28.  A  trio  from  the  First  Church  of  Spencer  sang  "All  on  the 
Altar." 

29.  The  Moderator  recognized  Reverend  W.  T.  Hendrix  who 
gave  the  report  on  Christian  Education.  Reverend  Hendrix  made 
the  motion  that  this  report  be  adopted  and  Mr.  C.  M.  Myers  second 
the  motion  and  the  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Report  on  Christian  Education 

All  will  agree  that  knowledge  is  powerful  and  how  much  more 
is  this  true  when  this  knowledge  is  gained  under  a  Christian  influ- 
ence. Our  modern  society  needs  the  influence  of  trained  Christian 
men  and  women  in  every  walk  of  life,  not  just  those  in  full  time 
religious  work.  With  the  great  evil  sweeping  our  land,  our  best 
defense  is  Christian  Education. 

It  is  because  of  this  and  other  needs  that  we  have  in  North 
Carolina  six  Baptist  colleges  providing  such  training.  In  the  six 
colleges,  which  are  Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Campbell, 
Wingate,  and  Gardner-Webb,  we  have  over  5,000  students  enrolled. 
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Approximately  500  of  these  have  dedicated  themselves  to  full  time 
Christian  service.  The  others  are  being  trained  in  their  respective 
professions,  realizing  the  need  of  Christian  laymen  in  all  capacities. 

To  these  colleges  approxmately  $384,000  has  been  contributed 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  for  operating  purposes.  Without 
an  exception,  all  of  our  institutions  have  expansion  programs  with 
new  buildings  and  other  facilities  for  providing  for  the  needs  of 
the  student.  Also  in  these  colleges,  Baptist  have  investments  in 
endowment  and  plant  funds  totaling  $12,000,000  not  counting  the 
Smith  Reynolds  Foundation  supporting  the  program  of  the  new 
Wake  Forest. 

North  Carolina  Baptists,  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
help  in  maintaining  our  three  Seminaries  and  the  W.  M.  U.  Train- 
ing School.  In  these  Southwide  institutions  we  have  record  attend- 
ance, of  whom  over  1,600  are  ministerial  students,  with  several 
hundred  more  training  for  full  time  religious  work. 

The  purpose  of  Christian  Education  is  to  do  more  than  train 
the  mind.  It  points  the  student  to  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 
May  the  aim  of  Christian  Education  ever  be  to  bring  men  to  Christ 
and  train  them  for  Christ.

30.  The  Moderator  recognized  Mrs.  T.  J.  Goggin  who  placed 
flowers  on  the  altar  in  memory  of  our  beloved  dead  and  referring 
to  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Romans  compared  the  different  kinds  of 
flowers  to  the  different  types  of  individuals  as  to  how  each  con- 
tributes to  beauty. 

31.  The  trio  from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Spencer  sang 
"Thy  Will  Be  Done"  after  which  Reverend  O.  D.  Moore  adjourned 
the  meeting  with  prayer. 
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WEDNESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  20,  1948 

32.  The  Wednesday  morning  session  of  the  Twenty-First 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  convened  at 
9: 30,  October  20,  at  the  Phaniels  Baptist  Church  with  R.  O.  Brink- 
ley,  Moderator,  and  R.  A.  Ellis,  Clerk,  in  their  places.  The  opening 
hymns,  "On  Jordan's  Stormy  Banks"  and  "What  A  Friend,"  were 
led  by  Reverend  W.  H.  Walton  with  Mrs.  Earl  Blalock  at  the  piano. 
Reverend  Walter  Whittington  gave  the  morning  devotion. 

33.  The  Clerk  called  the  roll  of  churches  and  there  were 
twenty -five  churches  represented  with  one  hundred  and  thirty - 
eight  present. 

34.  The  Moderator  recognized  the  new  pastors'  wives  in  the 
Association.  Reverend  and  Mrs.  R.  N.  Huneycutt  were  recognized 
as  the  Pastor  and  wife  with  the  longest  service  in  the  Association, 
having  served  in  our  Association  for  twenty-eight  years. 

35.  The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  Treasurer  was 
gvien  by  Brother  C.  W.  Crowell  who  moved  its  adoption  with  a 
second  by  Brother  T.  A.  Dennis.  The  report  was  unanimously 
adopted.  It  was  explained  that  the  Minute  fund  will  be  included 
in  the  budget  after  these  Minutes  are  printed  for'  this  year.  The 
Finance  Committee  made  two  recommendations:  first,  arrange- 
ments be  made  to  take  care  of  the  bank  note  of  four  hundred  dol- 
lars borrowed  for  the  Pine  Ridge  building  without  including  this 
amount  in  the  budget.  The  Moderator  suggested  that  the  Pastors 
go  back  to  their  churches  and  encourage  and  make  an  effort  to 
raise  this  money.  Reverend  Ellis  moved  that  an  offering  be  taken 
in  the  meeting  for  this  purpose  and  Reverend  O.  D.  Moore  second 
this  motion.  Ninety -six  dollars  and  thirty  cents  was  received  in 
the  offering  and  a  pledge  for  twenty-five  dollars.  The  Finance 
Committee  recommended  that  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  Sunday 
School  and  sixty  dollars  for  the  Training  Union  be  put  in  the  budget 
to  carry  on  the  Associational  work  in  these  departments.  This 
Committee  also  recommended  an  Associational  Radio  Program  in 
the  amount  of  $600.00  be  included  in  the  budget.

Report  of  Associational  Church  Membership 

Your  Associational  Church  Membership  Committee  has  two 
churches  to  recommend  for  official  membership  in  the  Rowan  Bap- 
tist Association,  namely,  Yadkin  Baptist  Church  and  Pine  Ridge 
Baptist  Church. 

Yadkin  Church  was  received  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Asso- 
ciation at  the  1947  meeting.  This  action  was  taken  by  the  Associa- 
tion due  to  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  Yadkin  Church 
of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association 
in  Article  14,  which  covers  the  organization  of  new  Baptist  churches 
within  this  Association.  These  matters  have  now  been  satisfactorily 
cleared  up,  and  we  find  the  Yadkin  Church  is  eligible  for  member- 
ship in  this  body. 
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The  Pine  Ridge  Baptist  Church  organized  out  of  the  Rowan 
Associational  Mission  Program  in  cooperation  with  China  Grove 
First  and  China  Grove  South  Churches  and  their  Pastors  on  May  2, 
1948,  with  nineteen  charter  members,  and  having  met  all  of  the 
requirements  under  Article  13  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Association, 
is  also  eligible  for  membership  in  this  body. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  unanimously  and  heartily  recom- 
mends the  reception  of  these  two  Sister  Churches  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association.

A  presbytery  was  called  to  the 
East  Spencer  Church  and  Brother  Reese  satisfied  this  presbytery.

A  presbytery  was  called  to  the  Oakdale  Church  to  question

39.  Reverend  H.  T.  Davis  gave  the  report  on  Baptist  Hospital 
who  moved  that  this  report  be  adopted  which  was  second  by  Rev- 
erend R.  A.  Ellis  and  unanimously  adopted. 

Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  minis- 
ters to  the  sick  from  all  parts  of  our  State.  It  is  our  Good  Samari- 
tan, the  name  of  the  Great  Physician,  to  those  who  suffer  and  do 
not  have  sufficient  money  to  pay  the  large  cost  of  the  best  medical 
care. 

From  among  those  of  limited  means  26,000  visits  were  made  to 
the  Out-Patient  Department  for  examination,  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment last  year.  There  will  be  35,000  visits  this  year.  This  is  one 
of  the  most  important  services  of  our  Hospital  and  it  is  being 
enlarged  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Of  this  large  number  coming  to  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
there  is  room  for  only  one-fourth  of  them  to  be  treated  in  the 
Hospital  as  bed  patients.  Money  is  now  being  raised  from  interested 
friends  and  businesses  to  build  a  new  enlarged  hospital.  This  will 
be  located  on  a  beautiful  one  hundred  acre  tract  in  Winston-Salem 
which  has  been  given  for  this  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  the  money 
needed  for  the  enlargement  will  come  speedily  so  that  space  may 
be  provided  for  many  sick  people  for  whom  there  is  not  room  now. 

As  the  services  of  our  Hospital  have  grown,  the  Mother's  Day 
offerings  from  our  churches  likewise  have  grown.  Those  offerings 
are  all  used  to  help  pay  the  cost  of  caring  for  those  who  receive 
this  ministry  and  do  not  have  the  money  to  pay  the  total  cost 
themselves.  In  order  to  provide  such  help  for  as  many  as  possible, 
our  Hospital  adds  to  the  Mother's  Day  offerings  all  the  funds  it 
can  get  for  this  purpose  from  the  welfare  agencies  of  the  state  and 
counties,  the  Duke  Endowment,  contributions  from  individuals,  and 
any  other  available  sources.  The  calls  for  help  are  far  beyond  the 
means  of  our  Hospital  to  supply.  We  hope  the  Mother's  Day  offer- 
ings will  continue  to  grow  in  our  churches  in  order  that  our 
Hospital  may  provide  more  service  for  more  people. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  and  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine 
of  Wake  Forest  College  provide  training  for  young  women  and 
young  men  who  are  called  into  the  fields  of  nursing  and  medicine. 
With  all  the  facilities  available  in  a  great  hospital  and  medical 
school  such  as  we  have,  there  is  offered  a  quality  of  training  which 
is  not  generally  available.  A  number  of  those  now  in  training  are 
preparing  for  medical  mission  work.  We  urge  fine  young  men  and 
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women  from  our  Baptist  Churches  who  are  interested  in  these 
important  fields  of  service  to  consider  going  there  for  their  training. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  maintains  a  Department  of  Religion.  This 
provides  a  chaplain  service  for  the  patients,  especially  for  those 
with  particular  spiritual  needs.  It  provides  a  Religious  program 
among  the  students,  seeking  to  help  establish  Christian  faith  and 
promote  spiritual  growth.  It  offers  courses  in  pastoral  counselling 
for  pastors  and  ministerial  students  designed  to  prepare  the  pastor 
better  to  minister  to  his  people  in  their  personal  needs  and  prob- 
lems. This  department  serves  as  a  link  between  our  hospital  and 
our  churches  and  people  when  we  have  needs  and  problems  in 
relation  to  the  Hospital. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  developed  an  outstanding  med- 
ical center.  It  is  for  its  ministry  to  those  with  little  money  that  we 
appeal  to  the  churches  of  our  Association  to  give  generously  on 
Mother's  Day.

Reverend  O.  W.  Rhodenhiser  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  spoke  to 
the  report  and  thanked  the  people  in  the  Rowan  Association  for 
their  contributions  of  last  year  which  amounted  to  $1,447.64.  He 
explained  that  one  of  the  first  requirements  of  a  hospital  is  to  be 
fine  from  a  medical  point  of  view  and  provide  the  best  medical 
care.  He  further  stated  that  this  medical  care  should  be  offered  to 
those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  services.  The  Mother's  Day 
offerings  is  the  offering  used  to  care  for  patients  who  are  unable  to 
pay  and  they  are  given  the  very  best  treatment  and  medical  care. 
The  Baptist  Hospital  is  not  a  profit  organization.  They  are  $15,000 
short  of  their  goal  on  Mother's  Day  offerings.  The  hospital  is  very 
keenly  aware  of  its  responsibility  to  provide  the  spiritual  need  for 
the  patients.  Fifty  to  ninety  per  cent  of  the  people  are  sick  be- 
cause of  an  emotional  or  spiritual  problem.  They  not  only  give 
them  treatment  but  point  them  to  resources  beyond  the  medical 
world.  They  have  a  training  school  to  teach  ministers  to  care  for 
the  sick  and  pastors  come  in  for  winter  courses  at  the  hospital.  He 
asked  for  the  people  to  make  complaints  or  suggestions  to  the  hos- 
pital and  asked  for  their  prayers  because  it  is  the  people's  insti- 
tution.

41.  The  Moderator  recognized  Brother  T.  A.  Dennis  who  gave 
the  report  on  the  Baptist  Orphanage.  Brother  Dennis  moved  this 
report  be  adopted  and  it  was  accepted  by  the  Association. 
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Report  on  Orphanage 

Last  year  608  children  were  cared  for  in  both  of  our  homes, 
83  children  in  foster  homes  and  80  children  were  given  Mothers 
Aid,  making  a  total  of  771  children  helped  directly.  The  case  work- 
ers helped  with  the  plans  for  749  other  children,  thus  serving  1,520 
children  in  one  year. 

If  one  could  spend  some  time  at  either  Mills  Home  or  Kennedy 
Home,  he  would  discover  that  the  workers  take  seriously  their 
work  and  are  giving  their  best  to  it. 

Most  of  the  buildings  in  both  homes  are  old  and  need  constant 
repairs.  They  are  now  being  renovated  and  some  are  having  fur- 
nace heat  installed. 

At  Kennedy  Home  a  new  cottage  to  take  care  of  twenty -five 
children  is  to  be  built  this  year;  also  a  silo  and  granary.  At  both 
homes,  frozen  food  plants  are  under  construction  and  will  be  com- 
pleted within  a  short  time.  Space  is  provided  in  these  buildings 
for  storing  canned  goods  contributed  by  generous  friends. 

While  the  foster  home  program  is  still  in  its  initial  stage,  it  is 
rendering  a  timely  and  worthwhile  service  to  the  83  children  being 
cared  for  in  these  homes  which  would  require  more  than  three 
new  cottages. 

At  8:40  each  morning  Dr.  Wall  calls  the  office  staff  into  an 
"Upper  Room"  where  the  Word  of  God  is  read  and  prayers  are 
uttered  for  all  the  workers,  all  the  children  and  all  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  and  churches.  There  is  a  spirit  of  cooperation  and  unsel- 
fishness which  is  most  beautiful.  Recently  the  Mills  Home  Pastor, 
John  Walton,  led  forty-two  of  the  children  down  to  the  pool  and 
buried  all  with  Christ  in  baptism. 

The  following  message  comes  to  us  from  General  Superintend- 
ent Wall,  "We  need  your  prayers,  and  on  one  Sunday  in  each 
month  we  know  that  you  will  continue  to  take  an  offering  for  us. 
Our  own  Sunday  Schools  observe  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month 
as  Orphanage  Day.  You  will  rejoice  to  know  that  all  our  children 
remain  for  church,  behave  beautifully,  and  make  their  own  offer- 
ings regularly  and  cheerfully." 

Let's  all  begin  now  to  plan  for  a  great  Thanksgiving  offering 
to  back  up  the  regular  monthly  gifts.  As  we  do  our  best  for  them, 
you  may  be  assured  that  they  will  continue  to  do  their  best  for 
the  hundreds  of  homeless  children  being  housed,  fed,  clothed,  edu- 
cated, and  led  into  the  deeper  things  of  the  Spirit.

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Reverend  W.  C.  Reid  from  the  Kennedy  Home  spoke  to  the 
report  stating  that  it  takes  $750,000.00  to  operate  the  orphanage 
and  that  they  need  a  great  offering  on  Thanksgiving  Day  this  year. 
He  spoke  on  "The  Rights  of  a  Child"  and  explained  that  every 
child  should  have  an  equal  chance  and  right  to  grow  into  manhood 
and  womanhood  normally.  God  meant  for  every  child  to  have  an 
equal  chance  and  we  must  go  out  and  find  them  and  help  them. 
The  Mills  Home  has  its  own  schools  but  now  the  juniors  and  seniors 
go  to  the  city  schools  and  the  children  at  the  Kennedy  Home  go 
to  LaGrange  School.  All  is  done  for  the  children  at  the  orphanage 
because  you  gave  your  part  and  the  orphanage  is  trying  to  do  its 
best  to  see  that  every  child  gets  his  chance.

Third,  we  wish  to  thank  our  Moderator,  Reverend  R.  O.  Brink- 
ley;  Clerk,  Reverend  R.  A.  Ellis;  Miss  Audrey  Hanes,  and  Treas- 
urer, Reverend  R.  N.  Huneycutt  for  their  most  efficient  work.  We 
are  thankful  to  God  for  these  faithful  workers. 

Fourth,  whereas  we  are  keenly  aware  of  our  need  of  sharing 
the  Gospel  with  all  mankind,  we  challenge  the  people  of  the  Rowan 
Association  to  reconsecrate  themselves  for  the  cause  of  Evangelism 
and  Missions.  We  believe  this  will  be  the  greatest  factor  in  avoiding 
world  catastrophe.

47.  The  Clerk  stated  that  when  the  Association  was  organized 
twenty-one  years  ago  and  looked  for  a  man  to  handle  the  money, 
they  picked  Reverend  R.  N.  Huneycutt,  who  has  served  continu- 
ously with  the  exception  of  a  short  period  in  which  Reverend 
Brinkley  served.  Reverend  Huneycutt  expressed  his  desire  to 
resign  and  the  congregation  expressed  their  appreciation  to  him  by 
standing. 

48.  The  Moderator  stated  his  joy  in  serving  for  the  past  two 
years  and  expressed  his  appreciation  to  the  Clerk  for  his  splendid 
work  and  to  the  committees  for  their  cooperation  as  well  as  those 
who  came  to  the  Association  to  speak.  Reverend  Zeb  Baker,  Pastor 
of  the  Pine  Ridge  Church,  expressed  his  appreciation  to'  the  Asso- 
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ciation  for  its  help  and  invited  the  people  to  see  the  new  building 
Thanksgiving  Day.

We  have  had  the  opportunity  to  study  and  train  in  the  best 
Training  Program,  "Follow  Me,"  that  the  Baptists  have  ever  under- 
taken, and  as  we  look  forward  to  next  year's  program,  "Found 
Faithful,"  I  know  that  the  Baptists  of  this  Association  under  the 
leadership  of  Reverend  Hendrix  will  go  very  far  in  a  real  Christ 
Centered  Training  Union  and  Training  Program.

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  18,  1949 

1.  The  Twenty -Second  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  was  called  to  order  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salis- 
bury, at  9:30  A.  M.  on  October  18,  1949,  by  the  Moderator,  Rev- 
erend Clay  R.  Barnes.  In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following 
officers  of  the  Association  were  present:  R.  N.  Huneycutt,  Vice- 
Moderator;  R.  A.  Ellis,  Clerk;  Charles  Bolden,  Chorister;  and  Mrs. 
Earl  Blalock,  Pianist. 

2.  The  Chorister  led  the  group  in  the  singing  of  "Fairest  Lord 
Jesus"  and  "Guide  Me,  O  Thou  Great  Jehovah." 

3.  The  opening  devotional  period  was  led  by  N.  C.  Teague, 
using  Acts  1:1-11  as  a  basis  for  his  remarks. 

4.  The  Order  of  Business  was  presented  by  the  Clerk  and  it 
was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Association. 

5.  The  Clerk  read  the  list  of  Committees  as  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  to  serve  at  this  Session:

6.  The  Clerk  then  presented  a  resume  of  the  work  of  the 
Executive  Committee  during  the  past  year. 
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7.  A  printed  copy  of  the  Digest  of  Church  Letters  was  given 
to  each  person  present  in  which  the  work  of  the  Churches  during 
the  past  year  was  presented. 

8.  With  R.  N.  Huneycutt,  the  Vice-Moderator,  presiding,  the 
report  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  was  presented  by  E.  L. 
Melton.  After  the  presentation  of  the  report  Mr.  Melton  presented 
Clay  R.  Barnes  who  spoke  to  the  report.  After  discussion,  this 
report  was  unanimously  adopted  as  follows: 

Report  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 

The  reports  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  presented  to  the  Board  in  its  annual  meeting  in  Dallas  on 
March  9,  clearly  showed  1948  to  be  a  year  of  splendid  achievement 
in  service  rendered  and  in  increased  assets. 

Officers  of  the  Board  were  re-elected:  Dr.  Wallace  Bassett, 
President;  Dr.  Walter  R.  Alexander,  Executive  Secretary;  Dr.  R.  S. 
Jones,  Associate  Secretary;  Mr.  Orville  Groner,  Treasurer-Invest- 
ments. 

The  total  income  for  1948  was  $3,888,740.40,  with  total  benefits 
paid  amounting  to  $1,292,341.84.  Total  assets  of  the  Board  as  of 
December  31,  1948,  were  $15,094,093.60. 

There  were  2,297  new  certificates  issued  in  all  the  plans  of  the 
Board,  774  of  them  being  in  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan. 

The  Widows  Supplemental  Annuity  Plan  is  now  in  force  in  all 
the  states  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  with  the  exception 
of  two — Florida  and  Tennessee;  and  Florida  will  probably  qualify 
for  participation  in  this  plan  within  a  few  days. 

There  is  much  need  for  greater  promotion  in  all  states.  As  yet, 
there  are  too  many  pastors  and  lay  workers  who  do  not  have  the 
protection  the  Board  offers.  Every  person  gainfully  employed  in 
denominational  work,  whether  pastor,  missionary,  employee  of  state 
or  southwide  board,  institution,  or  agency,  and  every  lay  worker 
such  as  educational  director,  church  secretary,  janitor,  etc.,  should 
be  enrolled  in  one  of  the  plans  fostered  by  the  Board,  that  when 
retirement  age  is  reached  or  ill  health  impairs  there  may  be  some 
income  provided  by  membership  in  one  of  the  plans.  Your  state 
office  desires  the  assistance  of  pastors  and  others  who  have  this 
protection  to  assist  in  the  work  of  enlistment,  bringing  others  into 
the  plans  provided  for  them. 

The  relief  department  paid  out  $237,252.09  to  1,385  benefici- 
aries. In  nine  states,  more  money  was  spent  for  relief  than  was 
received  for  relief  in  those  states.  We  urge  every  Church  in  the 
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Association  to  follow  the  Calendar  of  Denominational  Activities  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  and  take  the  fellowship  offering, 
preferably  at  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  Super,  or  at  such  time 
as  convenient  for  the  Church.  Unless  this  is  done  no  increases  can 
be  granted  in  1949  and  few  names  can  be  added  to  the  roll. 

Now  let  us  look  at  the  picture  as  far  as  North  Carolina  is 
concerned.  Our  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  began  in  1940.  We 
now  have  about  580  members,  but  there  ought  to  be  1500.  Since 
that  time  the  ministers  who  are  members,  the  Churches  they  have 
served,  and  the  "Convention  have  laid  aside  for  future  use  more 
than  $800,000.  That  money  is  drawing  interest  and  will  be  used 
for  paying  annuities  to  ministers  who  retire  ten  to  twenty  years 
from  now. 

Already  we  have  58  ministers  who  have  retired  and  are  receiv- 
ing annuities  ranging  from  a  small  amount  each  month  to  the 
maximum  of  $90.00.  There  are  also  11  widows  receiving  annuities. 

Then  there  is  the  Widow's  Supplemental  Annuity  Plan,  which 
provides  protection  for  the  wives  in  the  event  the  member  should 
die  before  reaching  retirement  age.  There  has  been  placed  in  this 
fund  by  the  members  and  the  Convention  more  than  $50,000,  and 
already  some  widows  are  benefiting. 

Remember  we  have  about  580  members,  but  there  ought  to 
be  1500. 

Pastors  pay  4%  of  their  salaries;  Churches  pay  4%,  and  then 
the  Convention  adds  to  this.  For  the  Widows'  Supplement  the 
member  pays  \Vz%  and  the  Convention  matches  it;  the  Church 
does  not  have  any  part,  in  this  because  it  is  a  protection  during  that 
period  before  retirement  age  is  reached.  Pastors  should  make  every 
effort  to  join  the  Retirement  Plan.  There  is  nothing  else  that  can 
compare  with  it  in  the  way  of  providing  some  income  for  old  age. 

Let  it  be  understood  that  the  relief  fund  of  the  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board  simply  provides  a  small  amount — I  believe  never 
more  than  $12  a  month — for  those  who  need  it,  provided  the  Board 
has  it.  This  relief  fund  should  be  used  solely  for  ministers  who 
were  well  advanced  in  age  when  the  Retirement  Plan  was  inau- 
gurated, and  who  could  not  enter  the  Retirement  Plan. 

Any  minister  who  would  like  to  have  an  assured  income  out 
yonder  in  the  future  would  do  well  to  become  a  member  of  this  plan.

9.  Moderator  Barnes  returned  as  presiding  officer  and  the 
Report  of  the  American  Bible  Society  was  presented  by  Reverend 
Sam  Edwards  and  adopted  by  the  body: 
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Report  on  American  Bible  Society 

That  we  may  properly  evaluate  and  appreciate  the  work  being 
done  by  The  American  Bible  Society,  let  us  pause  to  take  in  the 
words  of  the  Master,  as  He  says:  "Search  the  Scriptures;  for  in 
them  ye  think  ye  have  eternal  life:  and  they  are  they  which  testify 
of  Me."   (John  5:39.) 

The  moral  and  spiritual  value  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  there- 
fore, lies  in  the  fact  that  they  testify  of  Jesus  Christ,  whom  God 
the  Father  sent  into  the  world  with  a  three-fold  mission: 

I.  To  pay  the  price  of  Human  Redemption.  The  whole  world 
is  in  desperate  need  of  the  whole  truth  concerning  Human  Re- 
demption. It  needs  to  know  the  truth  concerning  the  Redeemer, 
the  price  paid  for  redemption,  the  ones  redeemed,  what  they  are 
redeemed  from,  what  they  are  redeemed  to,  and  how  they  may 
receive  that  redemption  as  a  free  gift  of  divine  grace  and  thereby 
be  forever  saved,  or  how  they  may  reject  it  and  be  forever  damned. 
The  Bible  is  the  source  Book  of  all  knowledge  concerning  Human 
Redemption.  Therefore,  the  world  needs  the  Bible. 

II.  To  establish  an  Institution  commissioned  to  the  task  of 
World  Evangelization.  Not  every  kind  of  institution  can  perform 
that  task  acceptably,  but  only  an  institution  patterned  in  every 
way  after  the  first  Church  founded  by  Jesus  the  same  morning 
He  delivered  His  great  sermon  on  the  Mount.  The  Bible  contains 
an  infallible  blue  print,  so  to  speak,  of  that  first  Church,  her  doc- 
trines, her  ordinances,  her  commission,  the  source  of  her  power, 
the  gospel  she  was  commissioned  to  preach.  How  may  we  expect 
our  foreign  missionaries  to  evangelize  the  heathen  world  and  plant 
strong,  spiritual,  New  Testament  Churches  in  heathen  lands  with- 
out putting  the  Bible  in  the  hands  of  the  people  to  whom  we  send 
our  missionaries  to  minister? 

III.  To  set  up  a  spiritual  Kingdom,  with  Christ  as  the  King, 
and  God's  spiritual  children  as  the  Subjects.  Like  earthly  king- 
doms, the  Kingdom  of  our  Christ  has  laws  or  rules  to  govern  the 
lives  of  its  citizens,  that  they  may  shape  and  mould  their  charac- 
ters after  the  character  of  Christ.  Let  us  remember  that  according 
to  the  eternal  purposes  of  God,  "whom  He  did  foreknow,  them  He 
also  did  predestinate  to  be  conformed  to  the  image  of  His  Son." 
To  all  those  who  would  commence  that  grand  work  of  conforma- 
tion here  and  now,  in  this  life,  the  Bible  is  the  one  indispensible 
Book. 

However,  we  should  know  that  the  task  of  printing  Bibles  and 
putting  them  into  the  hands  of  the  peoples  of  the  world  in  the 
vernacular  of  each  nation  and  tribe  is  a  stupendous  undertaking. 
Yet,  that  is  the  self  appointed  task  of  The  American  Bible  Society. 
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But  it  takes  money — huge  amounts  of  it — as  we  can  all  imagine, 
and  The  American  Bible  Society  is  dependent  for  this  money  upon 
the  free-will  gifts  and  offerings  of  friends,  Churches,  Sunday 
Schools,  Bible  Classes,  and  other  Church  organizations.  We  would 
recommend,  therefore,  that  the  Churches  and  the  various  Church 
organizations  of  Rowan  Association  take  special  offerings  for,  and 
designate  them  to  The  American  Bible  Society  to  further  the  glo- 
rious task  of  putting  the  Bible  in  the  hands  of  the  peoples  of  the 
world.  Send  these  offerings  to  the  office  of  our  State  Baptist  Sec- 
retary, Raleigh,  stating  for  whom  the  offering  is  made,  and  giving 
the  name  of  the  Church  from  which  the  offering  comes,  and  the 
State  Secretary  will  give  the  Church  full  credit  when  he  makes 
his  report  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.

10.  At  this  time  the  Moderator  asked  for  a  Roll  Call  of  the 
Churches.  As  the  Clerk  called  the  roll  twenty-seven  Churches 
and  two  Missions  responded.  The  enrollment  at  this  point  num- 
bers 218. 

11.  The  Moderator  called  upon  Associational  Missionary  T.  W. 
Bray  to  introduce  and  welcome  the  new  Ministers  and  Educational 
Directors  as  follows:  Brethren  Anthony,  Faggert,  Teague,  Potts, 
Blackburn  and  Streater  along  with  Miss  Nora  Padgett  and  Miss 
Betty  Ruth  Smith.  Several  visitors  from  outside  the  Association 
were  present  and  welcomed. 

12.  The  Association  joined  in  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  led  by 
Chorister  Bolden. 

13.  Several  miscellaneous  matters  were  discussed  and  an- 
nouncements made. 

14.  The  Moderator  recognized  Reverend  Zeb  Baker  who 
brought  the  Report  of  the  Baptist  Hospital.  After  presenting  the 
report,  Baker  introduced  Reverend  Richard  Young,  the  Chaplain 
of  the  Hospital,  who  spoke  of  the  medical  and  religious  work  done 
by  this  institution.  Several  of  the  messengers  gave  personal  testi- 
monies as  to  the  wonderful  ministry  of  the  Hospital.  The  report 
was  adopted  as  follows: 

Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

Teaching  and  healing,  two  of  the  principal  precepts  of  Christ's 
ministry,  are  the  main  objectives  of  our  Baptist  Hospital,  which, 
together  with  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  of  Wake  For- 
est College,  forms  the  only  Baptist-owned  hospital  and  medical 
school  combined  in  the  world  today. 
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Underlying  these  objectives  is  the  Christian  responsibility  of 
caring  for  the  poor  by  giving  them  medical  service  they  require 
and  by  ministering  to  the  sick  throughout  the  state. 

Funds  received  each  year  in  our  Mother's  Day  offerings  are 
used  to  pay  the  hospital  expenses  of  those  patients  who  can  pay 
only  a  part  of  the  cost  of  their  hospitalization  or  nothing  at  all. 
Receipts  from  the  Churches  in  Mother's  Day  offerings  in  1948 
for  the  entire  state  totaled  $141,150.51.  This  included  the  value  of 
linens  contributed  through  Women's  Missionary  Union  and  esti- 
mated at  $2,115.09  last  year.  Approximately  half  of  the  8,800  bed 
patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  in  1948  and  all  those  seen  in  the 
36,000  visits  made  to  the  outpatient  clinics  paid  no  doctor's  fee  and 
were  assisted  by  the  Mother's  Day  offering. 

Our  hospital  provided  more  free  service  in  1948  than  any  other 
denominationally  controlled  hospital  in  the  South.  Free  service 
amounting  to  $314,777.17  which  was  dispensed  to  patients  in  the 
hospital  and  the  outpatient  clinics,  was  made  possible  by  individual 
contributions,  welfare  agencies,  the  Duke  Endowment,  but  mainly 
through  the  Mother's  Day  offerings. 

The  hospital  is  the  property  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  and 
is  the  concrete  expression  of  their  desire  to  minister  to  the  whole 
person.  A  patient's  need  for  pastoral  care  is  increased,  rather  than 
lessened,  by  his  physical  sickness.  To  meet  this  need,  the  hospital 
has  established  a  full  department  of  religion  with  a  director,  a 
chaplain  and  a  student  secretary.  Their  duties  consist  of  pastoral 
care  of  patients,  the  promotion  of  a  religious  program  for  nurses 
and  medical  students,  including  the  teaching  of  Bible  in  the  School 
of  Nursing,  the  conducting  of  a  program  of  Clinical  Pastoral  Train- 
ing for  Pastors  and  Theological  Students,  and  ministering  to  the 
patients  and  their  families. 

The  chaplain  is  on  call  24  hours  a  day  at  the  hospital. 

The  Department  of  Religion  is  a  bridge  between  the  hospital 
and  the  parent  denomination  and  as  such  it  helps  to  keep  the  hos- 
pital close  to  the  motives  of  Christian  service  on  which  it  was 
founded. 

Let  us  now  see  how  we  as  Rowan  Baptist  have  shared  in  this 
great  institution.  Visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  for  exam- 
ination and  treatment,  452. 

Patients  cared  for  as  bed  patients  in  the  hospital,  50. 

Total  cost  of  caring  for  these  patients,  $10,766.00. 

Free  service  provided  for  these  patients  beyond  what  they 
paid,  $6,997.90. 
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Mother's  Day  offerings  from  the  Churches  of  Rowan  Associa- 
tion for  1948,  $1,446.24. 

Free  service  provided  these  patients  from  Rowan  County  be- 
yond what  they  paid  and  what  was  given  by  the  Churches  of  Rowan 
Association,  $5,551.66. 

Our  hospital  is  and  will  be  what  we  as  North  Carolina  Baptist 
make  it.  Let  us  give  generously  through  our  Mother's  Day  offering.

Rowan  Baptist  Sunday  School  Report 

As  we  begin  a  new  year  in  our  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Rowan 
Association,  it  is  well  that  we  take  an  inventory  of  the  work  for 
the  year  just  closed.  We  are  glad  to  report  two  Sunday  Schools 
have  reached  and  received  awards  for  being  Standard  Sunday 
Schools.  This  is  far  short  of  the  number  we  had  hoped  for;  how- 
ever, much  progress  has  been  made  by  many  of  our  Sunday  Schools 
this  year,  and  before  this  year  closes,  we  will  more  than  double 
the  number  of  Standard  Schools.  We  have  not  held  as  many  group 
meetings  as  were  planned,  but  the  general  meetings  were  held 
with  a  good  group  attending  all  the  meetings.  There  have  been 
good  reports  from  all  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  especially  from  the 
Churches  that  have  enlarged  their  buildings.  When  the  buildings 
are  completed,  and  occupied,  they  find  that  not  more  than  half 
enough  space  had  been  provided.  More  than  fifteen  of  our  Churches 
made  provision  for  more  Sunday  School  space,  by  building  new 
buildings,  or  remodeling  and  providing  more  space  for  new  classes 
and  new  departments.  We  are  expecting  to  hear  of  more  building 
for  Sunday  School  classes  and  departments  this  year. 

The  training  program  promoted  by  the  Sunday  School  has 
reached  more  workers  this  year,  and  a  larger  number  of  awards 
have  been  issued  than  any  one  year  heretofore.  We  are  expecting 
the  total  to  be  over  four  hundred.  Beginning  the  26th  of  September 
and  going  through  the  30th,  we  held  four  group  training  courses 
for  our  Sunday  School  Workers;  we  reached  two  hundred  or  more 
workers,  but  have  not  received  a  full  report  of  this  work. 

There  was  a  Vacation  Bible  School  in  every  Church  of  the 
Association,  and  in  the  two  mission  points,  and  one  Vacation  Bible 
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School  in  a  colored  Church,  making  a  total  of  thirty-two  schools. 
We  urge  our  Churches  to  have  a  two  weeks'  Vacation  Bible  School 
next  year,  and  we  expect  to  reach  more  mission  points  with  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools.  The  standards  of  our  Vacation  Bible  Schools 
this  year  are  higher  than  years  past.  This  is  due  to  the  Vacation 
Bible  School  Clinic,  held  under  the  supervision  of  our  Vacation 
Bible  School  Superintendent,  Mrs.  James  Elium,  and  our  Mission- 
ary, Mr.  T.  W.  Bray,  and  the  fine  work  of  our  Pastors  and  Sunday 
School  Superintendents  having  a  study  of  the  Vacation  Bible  School 
Guide  before  the  time  for  the  Bible  School  in  their  Churches. 

While  all  the  goals  set  last  year  were  not  reached,  good  prog- 
ress was  made  in  improving  our  Bible  study,  in  the  training  of  our 
teachers  and  workers,  and  in  the  enrollment  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 
We  urge  our  Sunday  Schools  to  organize  a  Cradle  Roll  Depart- 
ment and  a  Nursery  Department,  also  an  Extension  Department. 
Enroll  every  member  of  the  family  in  the  Sunday  School.  We  have 
set  a  goal  of  twelve  hundred  for  our  increase  in  enrollment,  a  goal 
of  six  hundred  awards  in  training,  and  as  you  know  our  slogan  is 
"Take  Your  Family  to  Sunday  School."  Let  every  Sunday  School 
provide  for  every  member  of  the  FAMILY  in  Sunday  School.  Keep 
this  slogan  before  all  of  our  workers  this  year  and  reach  the  boys 
and  girls,  men  and  women  who  are  our  possibilities  and  our  oppor- 
tunities.

18.  The  Moderator  recognized  eighteen  Messengers  who  were 
present  at  the  organizational  meeting  of  the  Association  twenty- 
two  years  ago  in  this  same  Church. 

18.  The  host  Pastor,  Reverend  R.  A.  Ellis,  welcomed  the  group 
and  announced  the  arrangements  for  the  noon  meal. 

20.  The  Chairmen  of  several  Committees  announced  meetings 
for  the  noon  hour. 

21.  The  Association  joined  in  the  singing  of  "Love  Divine,  All 

Love  Excelling." 

22.  The  Annual  Sermon  was  preached  by  Reverend  F.  P. 
Blankenship,  Pastor  of  the  Phaniels  Church,  on  the  subject  "Mis- 
sions, the  Spirit  of  Christianity,"  using  the  text  "For  this  purpose 
was  the  Son  of  God  manifested,  that  He  might  destroy  the  works 
of  the  devil."  Brother  Blankenship  dismissed  this  Session  of  the 
Association  to  reconvene  at  2:  00  P.  M. 
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TUESDAY 
AFTERNOON  SESSION 

23.  The  afternoon  Session  was  called  to  order  promptly  at 
2:00  P.  M.,  led  by  the  Moderator  and  the  congregation  joined  in 
singing  the  Doxology  and  the  hymn  "Come,  Thou  Almighty  King." 
The  afternoon  devotional  period  was  in  charge  of  Reverend  W.  M. 
Anthony  who  read  Philippians  3  and  led  in  prayer. 

24.  Upon  motion  of  the  Clerk  the  Association  voted  to  have 
a  Committee  study  and  re-write  the  Constitution,  bringing  a  report 
to  the  1950  Session.  In  the  face  of  this  action,  it  was  voted  not  to 
print  the  Constitution  in  the  1949  Minutes, 

25.  The  report  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
was  brought  by  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gupton,  Associational  President.  After 
the  report  was  given,  Mrs.  Gupton  made  appropriate  remarks  and 
the  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Auxiliary  to  the 
Rowan  Baptist  Association 

Another  year  of  service  is  history  and  we  come  with  thanks- 
giving and  humility  to  make  our  report. 

God  in  His  mercy  has  abundantly  blessed  our  efforts.  Our 
W.  M.  U.  Association  was  standard  last  year.  God's  blessing  added 
to  your  unselfish,  untiring  cooperation  made  this  possible. 

We  have  thirty-one  new  organizations  in  this  Association  this 
year.  We  have  four  Churches  without  a  W.  M.  U.  and  eight  with- 
out young  people's  work.  We  do  have  twenty-five  W.  M.  U.,  thir- 
teen Y.  W.  A.,  thirty  G.  A.,  twenty  R.  A.,  and  eleven  Sunbeam 
Organizations.  The  untiring  work  of  our  young  people's  leader 
has  done  much  to  make  this  possible — plus  the  interest  of  the  indi- 
vidual Church.  Especially  commending  the  East  Corinth  Pastor 
and  his  wife — and  W.  M.  U.  as  they  organized  two  W.  M.  U.,  three 
G.  A.,  two  R.A.,  and  two  Sunbeam  Organizations  this  last  quarter 
at  Gold  Hill  and  Rockwell  Churches. 

The  Y.  W.  A.  Council  held  their  meeting  at  Stallings  Memorial 
Church.  Dr.  McGee  brought  the  inspirational  message.  Miss  Edith 
Arrington  spoke  on  the  Business  Women's  Federation  at  the  same 
meeting.  Seventy-five  Y.  W.  A.'s  attended  and  a  number  of  visitors. 

The  G.  A.  held  a  study  course  and  rally  at  Stallings  Memorial 
Church  in  November  and  had  a  record-breaking  attendance  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five.  The  Associational  G.  A.  Coronation 
service  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  at  Spencer.  One  hun- 
dred and  ten  girls  were  honored — about  seven  hundred  attended.

The  R.  A.'s  held  their  rally  at  Rowan  Mills  Church,  August  27. 
Seventy-six  attended.  Last  November  the  Greensboro  Division 
R.  A.  Conclave  was  held  with  the  Salisbury  First  Church  with  three 
or  four  hundred  attending. 

The  Association  Mission  Rally  was  held  in  March  for  Y.  W.  A., 
G.  A.,  R.  A.,  and  Sunbeams,  with  246  attending.  The  meeting  was 
held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  with  Dr.  Mattox  as  speaker. 

The  officers  and  chairmen  are  faithful  in  their  respective  duties. 
More  of  our  people  are  studying  and  reading  than  ever  before.  A 
much  greater  interest  is  shown  in  our  Community  Missions  and 
all  of  it  makes  better  stewards  of  us. 

It  all  looks  well  and  good  until  we  look  on  the  fields  and  con- 
sider the  needs  of  the  world.  To  quote  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall  in  his 
book  "God's  Hurry" — "Dr.  Roland  Q.  Leavel  points  out  that  4,630 
persons  die  every  hour.  Of  these  only  1,543  are  even  nominal 
Christians.  The  remaining  3,087  stand  before  the  judgment  without 
Christ  as  an  advocate  and  counselor." 

We  have  just  been  playing  with  God's  important  message. 
Let's  hurry  with  God's  love  and  salvation  to  the  many  lost  people 
in  the  world. 

May  we  pray  that  God  will  use  us  and  that  we  may  be  "Labor- 
ers together  with  God — To  make  known  to  the  sons  of  men  His 
mighty  acts  and  the  glory  of  the  majesty  of  His  Kingdom."

26.  The  report  on  Associational  Missions  was  read  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  R.  O.  Brinkley.  Speaking  to 
the  report  was  Associational  Missionary  Bray,  who  brought  a  most 
informational  and  inspirational  message.  The  report  was  adopted 
unanimously. 

Report  on  Associational  Missions 

The  report  of  our  Missionary,  Brother  Tom  Bray,  for  the  past 
year  is  both  encouraging  and  revealing.  It  is  encouraging  because 
of  the  number  of  accomplishments  listed.  It  is  revealing  in  that  it 
enables  us  to  see  the  need  for  just  such  a  work  as  our  Missionary 
is  doing  in  our  midst.  The  twelve  monthly  reports  turned  in  to 
the  Missions  Committee  by  Brother  Bray  during  this  past  Asso- 
ciational year  contain  the  following  facts:  He  has  preached  51 
sermons,  conducted  154  conferences,  attended  15  Committee  meet- 
ings, conducted  39  services  of  other  types,  spoken  to  three  Church 
planning  meetings,  conducted  2  Training  Union  Study  Courses, 
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conducted  1  Vacation  Bible  School,  held  2  Revival  meetings  in  the 
Association,  led  the  singing  in  1  Revival  in  our  Association,  led 
the  Association  in  a  great  simultaneous  revival  effort  with  28  out 
of  30  Churches  participating,  assisted  in  1  ordination  service  and 
assisted  our  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Brother 
D.  S.  Tysinger,  in  a  Sunday  School  simultaneous  study  course  ef- 
fort in  which  21  Churches  took  part.  He  has  prepared  and  mailed 
to  the  pastors  and  leaders  of  the  Association  2,105  copies  of  the 
Associational  bulletin,  The  Rambler. 

Our  Missionary  attended  the  following  state  meetings  in  the 
interest  of  the  Work  of  our  Association:  The  North  Carolina  Sun- 
Day  School  Clinic  at  Shelby,  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  Asso- 
ciational Missions  Conference  at  Fruitland,  Evangelist  Conference 
at  Winston- Salem,  a  Training  Union  Conference  at  High  Point, 
and  a  two-day  conference  at  Seaside.  In  attending  to  the  above 
duties  our  Missionary  traveled  8,843  miles  during  the  year. 

This  past  year  saw  the  establishment  of  two  new  mission  points 
in  our  Association.  These  were  begun  and  are  being  sponsored  by 
two  of  our  fine  Churches;  and  their  pastors.  One  of  these  is  at 
West  Landis  and  is  being  sponsored  by  the  West  Corinth  Church; 
the  other  is  in  the  Klumac  section  of  Salisbury  and  is  being  spon- 
sored by  the  Rowan  Mills  Church.  To  these  endeavors  Brother 
Bray  has  given  his  assistance  and  encouragement  in  a  gracious  and 
constructive  manner.

27.  The  report  on  Christian  Literature  was  made  by  Mrs,  Ben 
Brandon,  which  included  a  report  of  the  "The  Biblical  Recorder." 
The  able  Editor  of  The  Biblical  Recorder,  Dr.  L.  L,  Carpenter,  was 
present  and  brought  a  message  on  Christian  Literature.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

Report  on  The  Biblical  Recorder 

The  present  circulation  of  The  Biblical  Recorder  is  around 
43,000.  For  our  large  circulation  we  are  grateful  to  God  and  to 
the  pastors  and  leaders  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  who  have  sup- 
ported the  paper  enthusiastically  and  have  done  what  they  could 
to  get  it  into  the  homes  of  the  people.  We  express  our  apprecia- 
tion to  General  Secretary  M.  A.  Huggins  and  all  the  state  workers 
for  the  great  help  which  they  have  rendered. 

A  slight  increase  in  our  subscription  rates  has  helped  us  to  get 
out  of  the  red  financially.  We  have  also  been  able  to  install  the 
addressograph  system  for  mailing  the  paper  which  is  the  most  mod- 
ern and  efficient  method  at  this  time. 
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The  Recorder  has  three  subscription  plans:  $2.50  a  year  for 
individual  subscriptions;  $2.00  a  year  in  clubs — a  minimum  of  at 
least  3  subscriptions  is  required  for  every  Church  reporting  less 
than  100  members,  and  5  subscriptions  for  every  Church  reporting 
more  than  100  members;  $1.50  a  year  for  the  Every-Family  Plan — 
one  subscription  for  each  resident  Church  family  is  required.  We 
hope  that  pastors,  superintendents,  deacons,  Training  Unions,  and 
W.  M.  U.  leaders  will  do  what  they  can  to  encourage  a  good  club 
in  every  Baptist  Church;  or  better  still,  persuade  the  Churches  to 
inaugurate  the  Every-Family  Plan.  At  the  present  time  there  are 
300  Churches  which  have  the  Recorder  in  every  resident  family. 
There  are  783  Churches  which  have  Recorder  clubs. 

Our  aim  is  to  make  The  Biblical  Recorder  both  a  wholesome, 
attractive  family  weekly  and  a  solid,  substantial  denominational 
journal.  We  feel,  since  it  is  the  organ  of  our  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion and  because  of  the  service  it  will  render,  that  it  ought  to  be  in 
every  North  Carolina  Baptist  home. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  organized  in 
1830,  has  as  its  purpose,  according  to  the  Constitution,  the  promo- 
tion of  "missions,  education,  social  service,  and  the  distribution  of 
the  Bible  and  sound  religious  literature."  We  purposely  empha- 
size the  words  "sound  religious  literature." 

It  was  not  an  accident  that  The  Biblical  Recorder  was  founded 
in  1833.  The  founding  fathers  realized  that  the  people  did  not, 
and  could  not,  advance  beyond  the  information  which  they  had. 
That  was  true  then  and  is  equally  true  today.  Secretary  M.  A. 
Huggins  says:  "A  study  of  the  minutes  of  the  Convention  will 
show  that  almost  without  exception  there  is  a  direct  relationship 
between  the  number  of  Recorder  subscribers  in  any  Church  and 
the  support  which  that  Church  gives  to  missions,  education,  and 
benevolence." 

In  addition  to  information  about  Baptist  work,  the  Recorder 
carries  week  by  week  significant  articles  which  deal  with  the  great 
issues  of  life  which  all  our  people  must  face. 

We  hope  our  Baptist  people  will  remember  us  constantly  in 
prayer  and  let  us  hear  from  them  if  they  have  any  material  or  sug- 
gestions for  the  good  of  the  paper,  or  if  we  can  be  of  service  to 
them.  One  of  the  great  needs  of  our  people  is  that  they  be  in- 
formed, trained  and  enlisted  in  the  whole  program  of  the  Church 
and  the  Kingdom  of  God;  and  we  feel  that  The  Biblical  Recorder 
is  of  immense  value  in  this  great  cause.  We  want  to  be  a  comrade 
and  helper  to  every  Baptist  home  and  Church  in  North  Carolina 
and  do  what  we  can  for  the  support  of  every  cause  dear  to  the 
hearts  of  our  people.  We  would  follow  the  injunction  of  Paul  to 
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Timothy:  "Give  diligence  to  present  thyself  approved  unto  God, 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  handling  aright  the 
word  of  truth."

29.  The  Report  on  State,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  was  read 
by  Dr.  E.  H.  Potts.  Following  a  stirring  address  by  Dr.  E.  L.  Brad- 
ley of  the  State  Mission  Board,  the  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Missions 

Regarding  the  great  subject  of  Missions,  we  need  to  realize 
with  Jesus  that  "the  field  is  the  world."  Jesus  said,  "Go  ye  into 
all  the  world"  and  "Be  ye  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem 
and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth."  To  us  today  that  means  State,  Home  and  Foreign 
Missions.  From  one  end  of  our  state  to  the  other,  from  one  side 
of  our  southland  to  the  other,  and  around  the  entire  globe,  the 
fields  are  white  unto  a  great  harvest. 

In  the  Great  Commission,  Jesus  makes  the  Father's  business  our 
business.  God  has  made  salvation  possible  for  all  men  and  actual 
in  all  who  believe  in  order  that  He  may,  through  those  who  have 
accepted  Christ,  make  salvation  available  to  all  men  of  every 
nation,  kindred,  tribe  and  tongue  in  the  whole  world.  Christ  came 
to  redeem  and  save  the  world.  It  is  to  this  service  that  He  called 
His  disciples  into  sacrificial  service  with  Himself  for  the  evangeli- 
zation of  the  world. 

Southern  Baptists  are  accepting  the  fact  that  there  are  no  pre- 
ferred nations  in  Christ's  atonement.  He  died  for  the  Indian  in 
the  west  as  well  as  for  the  Chinese  in  China;  for  the  Negro  in 
Africa  as  well  as  for  those  in  the  southland;  for  the  underprivileged 
in  the  slums  of  our  cities  as  well  as  for  those  in  the  isles  of  the 
seas.  Every  person  everywhere  in  the  world  stands  on  equal  foot- 
ing in  the  redemptive  program  of  Christ.  Because  of  this  great 
conception  of  missions,  Baptists  have  their  State,  Home  and  Foreign 
Mission  Boards  which  are  rivals  in  no  way  whatsoever.  We  are 
concerned  about  having  an  evangelized  world. 

The  latest  news  from  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  that  we 
have  119  mission  centers  situated  in  25  geographical  areas  of  the 
world  with  an  annual  budget  of  about  $5,000,000.00.  670  mission- 
aries and  thousands  of  national  Baptists  are  engaged  in  the  work 
of  evangelism  and  teaching.  To  look  at  this  program  and  make  no 
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comparisons,  it  looks  large.  But  it  is  small  indeed  when  we  compare 
it  with  the  world's  needs,  the  size  of  the  field,  the  importance  of 
the  task  and  the  resources  of  our  great  southland.  Realizing  the 
largeness  of  the  world,  the  vast  amount  of  our  resources,  and  the 
urgency  of  the  undertaking,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  heeding 
God's  command  to  "Go  Forward."  It  is  planning  for  1,750  mission- 
aries for  lands  across  the  sea  with  an  annual  budget  of  $10,000,- 
000.00.  In  order  to  support  this  program,  Southern  Baptists  must 
advance  along  the  entire  line  of  our  denominational  program,  be- 
ginning with  every  local  Church  and  extending  out  through  all 
state  and  southwide  agencies. 

But  the  task  of  evangelizing  the  world  must  stem  from  the 
homeland.  We  should  not  have  to  cross  an  ocean  to  become  inter- 
ested in  the  salvation  of  foreigners.  "Home  Missions,"  as  Dr.  J.  B. 
Lawrence  says,  "is  the  seed  corn  of  a  world  mission  program.  He 
who  wastes  his  seed  corn  throws  away  his  crop.  Plant  sparingly 
and  you  will  reap  sparingly.  The  great  program  of  Home  Missions 
means  greater  resources  for  all  our  work.  Evangelize  and  Chris- 
tianize the  homeland,  and  the  vast  resources  of  the  homeland  will 
be  made  usable  for  Christ  in  Kingdom  work.  If  the  gospel  fails 
here  at  home,  how  can  we  hope  for  it  to  succeed  in  lands  afar? 
We  must  evangelize  and  marshall  the  evangelized  here  in  the 
homeland  for  world  conquest  for  Christ.  The  Home  Mission  Board 
is  doing  this  very  thing."  It  has  1,028  missionaries  including  287 
summer  workers.  It  witnesses  among  Indians,  Negroes,  Jews,  the 
deaf,  foreign  language  groups,  the  underprivileged  in  large  cities 
and  in  mountain  and  rural  sections,  and  in  Cuba,  Panama,  and  the 
Canal  Zone. 

Knowing  that  we  cannot  go  into  fields  afar  unless  we  have  a 
strong  "home  base,"  we  have  well-organized  State  Mission  Boards. 
There  are  22  such  state  conventions  recognized  as  cooperating  con- 
stituencies of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Each  of  these  state 
conventions  is  organized  to  provide  teaching,  preaching,  healing 
and  the  care  of  orphans  and  the  aged.  The  purpose  of  State  Mis- 
sions is  to  make  the  state  a  great  Christian  state.  Through  State 
Missions  it  is  possible  for  Churches  to  combine  their  offerings  in 
an  effort  not  only  to  "Take  North  Carolina  for  Christ,"  but  to  have 
a  share  in  making  the  South  and  the  world  Christian.  Today,  North 
Carolina  Baptists  are  engaged  in  19  different  activities,  such  as 
supporting  or  helping  to  support  new  and  weak  Churches  and 
pastors,  Sunday  Schools,  the  Baptist  Training  Union,  hospitals, 
Pastors'  Schools,  colleges  and  evangelism,  etc. 

In  order  to  finance  this  great  program,  we  have  the  Coopera- 
tive Program.  Only  through  this  program  can  every  Baptist  or- 
ganization and  activity  be  enlarged.    Only  through  this  program 
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can  every  Baptist  have  a  part  in  all  the  activities  commanded  by- 
Christ  in  the  Great  Commission. 

With  every  Baptist  a  tither  and  every  Church  and  Convention 
dividing  fifty-fifty  by  1950,  Southern  Baptists  will  advance  on  all 
fronts  and  in  an  all-out  attack  upon  the  citadels  of  evil.  The  year 
1950  is  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Cooperative  Program, 
the  channel  through  which  more  than  six  million  Baptists  in  nearly 
27,000  Churches  make  their  united  impact  for  Christ  upon  a  lost 
world. 

This  program  is  best  supported  by  every  Baptist,  upon  the 
first  day  of  the  week,  laying  by  Him  in  store  as  God  has  prospered 
him.  But  may  we  also  support  it  by  our  prayers,  sympathy  and 
cooperation  in  every  way  possible.  And  may  we  do  this  until 
Christ  comes  again.

The  reso- 
lution was  adopted  as  read. 

A  Resolution  on  Church  Music 

Realizing  the  increasing  need  for  more  emphasis  upon  Church 
music,  and  that  what  has  been  done  is  insufficient  to  bring  the 
music  program  in  line  with  the  other  phases  of  our  denominational 
work. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association 
go  on  record  as  favoring  the  promotion  of  a  Church  Music  Depart- 
ment by  our  Baptist  State  Convention.

Mrs.  Larry  Rogers  was  playing 
the  organ  and  Mrs.  Earl  Blalock  the  piano. 

34.  The  evening  devotional  period  was  in  charge  of  Reverend 
Clyde  Luther  who  read  Acts  2  and  led  in  prayer. 

35.  The  Report  on  Evangelism  was  brought  by  Reverend  O.  D. 
Moore.  In  discussing  the  report  Brother  Moore  called  attention 
to  the  challenge  before  us  in  Rowan  County  and  stated  that  this 
challenge  could  only  be  met  through  an  Evangelistic  program 
within  the  Churches.  The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Evangelism 

Whatever  else  may  be  said  about  evangelism,  it  can  be  stated 
first  of  all  that  it  is  the  hub  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  Evan- 
gelism in  all  its  aspects  is  the  genius  of  a  Baptist  Church,  and  as 
long  as  it  remains  so,  we  can  be  assured  of  the  favor  of  Christ 
upon  us. 

Jesus  not  only  saves  the  individual  from  the  guilt,  power,  and 
ultimate  consequence  of  sin,  but  gives  the  dynamic  basis  for  vic- 
torious living.  Therefore,  we  stress  again  and  again  that  the 
Churches  of  the  Rowan  Association  give  primacy  to  evangelism 
in  its  work. 

The  gradual  upswing  in  evangelism  is  evident  not  only  from 
the  fact  that  more  Churches  are  reporting  baptisms  each  year, 
but  also  from  the  renewed  emphasis,  given  by  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention  in  its  over-all  program.  Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews,  Sec- 
retary of  Evangelism  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  will  lead  in  a 
great  simultaneous  campaign  in  all  the  Baptist  Churches  west  of 
the  Mississippi  in  1950,  and  will  come  east  of  the  Mississippi  in  the 
spring  of  1951.  Many  believe  that  these  are  two  of  the  greatest 
evangelistic  undertakings  since  the  first  century.  In  connection 
with  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Memphis 
in  1948,  Dr.  Matthews  led  in  a  great  evangelistic  campaign,  and 
it  was  repeated  this  year  in  Oklahoma  City.  More  than  50,000 
people  attended  these  services  and  hundreds  were  won  to  Christ. 
Our  own  State  Convention  is  also  leading  out  in  this  evangelistic 
emphasis  by  setting  up  a  Department  of  Evangelism.  Dr.  J.  C. 
Canipe  is  our  able  Secretary.  He  is  leading  North  Carolina  Baptist 
back  to  this  primary  work  of  the  Churches. 
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In  our  own  Association  in  the  simultaneous  effort  last  spring, 
Dr.  Canipe  led  us  in  a  great  campaign.  Twenty-eight  Churches 
and  one  mission  participated,  with  the  rest  of  the  Churches  coming 
in  later.  Some  of  the  visible  results  were:  257  coming  by  baptism, 
with  70  otherwise.  Four  surrendered  to  full-time  Christian  service 
and  around  94  were  converted  who  probably  have  since  joined  the 
Church. 

Our  clarion  call  is  to  carry  the  gospel  of  Christ  to  all  the  world, 
and  evangelism  is  the  very  heart  and  soul  of  our  mission.  Let's  be 
true  "evangels"  of  the  grace  given  us  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
our  blessed  Saviour  and  Redeemer.

Report  on  Christian  Education 

In  our  Christian  Education  report  we  want  to  give  some  facts 
about  our  higher  educational  program.  Southern  Baptists  have  an 
investment  of  $115,131,099.45  in  three  seminaries,  29  universities 
and  senior  colleges,  23  junior  colleges,  8  academies  and  a  mission- 
ary training  school.  This  investment  is  in  the  form  of  buildings, 
equipment  and  endowment.  Enrollment  in  all  of  our  Southern 
Baptist  institutions  is  as  follows: 


Seminaries  and  Training  Schools   2,832 

Senior  Colleges  and  Universities  39,278 

Junior  Colleges  10,808

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  ministerial  students  attending  our  schools.  Veteran  enrollment 
represented  approximately  33%  of  the  enrollment  in  the  senior 
colleges,  14%  in  the  junior  colleges,  and  6%  in  the  academies. 

We  have  a  very  serious  matter  of  finding  men  and  women 
who  can  qualify  as  teachers  and  various  places  of  leadership  who 
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have  the  highest  degrees  in  literary  training  and,  or,  plus  a  genu- 
ine Christian  background.  This  fact  impresses  in  an  unmistakeable 
manner  the  necessity  to  train  Christian  teachers,  in  our  Christian 
colleges  for  the  work  here  at  home  and  on  the  mission  fields.  We 
realize  now,  as  never  before,  the  urgency  for  Christian  leaders  in 
politics,  in  law,  in  business,  in  social  work  and  in  every  phase  of 
life.  We  are  in  need  of  men  whose  hearts  are  touched  with  the 
conditions  of  a  morally  devastated  world.  It  will  take  men  of  high 
moral  and  spiritual  convictions  to  lead  us  out  of  this  condition. 

Now,  since  we  see  ourselves  having  such  a  hard  time  reaching 
the  highest  standards,  it  might  be  well  to  go  back  to  the  ground 
sills  and  find  out  where  is  the  greatest  weakness.  The  home  is  the 
unit  from  which  we  receive  boys  and  girls  for  our  educational 
movement.  We  know  that  the  home  is  the  foundation  for  a  church, 
a  school,  a  community,  a  state,  a  nation  and  a  world.  So,  it  is  seen 
that  the  Christian  movement  must  begin  in  the  home.  Children 
who  are  born  and  taught  in  a  Christian  atmosphere  are  more  inter- 
ested in  the  opportunities  which  Christian  training  affords,  and  are 
more  apt  to  prayerfully  accept  the  places  of  Christian  training  and 
leadership. 

The  first  and  greatest  step  in  Christian  education  is  the  prayer- 
ful study  of  God's  Holy  Word.  Many  children  grow  up  in  a  home 
and  go  off  to  college  without  knowing  anything  about  the  Bible, 
nor  have  ever  heard  their  parents  utter  a  prayer  for  them.  This 
places  such  a  great  responsibility  upon  the  Church  to  reach  every 
home  in  some  way  with  the  Christian  message.  Good  wholesome 
literature  is  one  of  the  very  effective  ways  to  help  people.  We  must 
see  that  our  Sunday  School  literature  and  denominational  papers 
are  placed  in  every  home,  so  that  they  may  outweigh  the  immoral 
and  trashy  literature  that  the  "world"  promotes.  If  the  home  fails 
to  sow  the  seed  germs  to  grow  a  Christian  community,  the  Church 
and  school  are  very  limited.  Every  Christian  should  discourage 
the  reading  of  all  types  of  vulgar  literature  as  found  on  the  dis- 
plays of  so  many  of  our  news  stores.  We  feel  that  if  the  Church 
people  would  unite  in  an  "all-out"  effort,  we  could  have  a  great 
influence  against  the  publishing  of  so  much  immorality.  Let  them 
cease  buying  such  literature  and  approach  the  editors  concerning 
this  matter.  We  feel  that  it  is  the  Christian's  duty  to  protest  all 
unwholesome  and  unhealthy  reading.  "Study  to  show  thyself 
approved  unto  God  .  .  ."  II  Tim.  2: 15.

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Report  of  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina 

Since  the  establishment  of  our  Orphanage  on  August  5,  1885, 
thousands  of  homeless  boys  and  girls  have  been  cared  for  in  our 
homes.  Last  year  we  helped  793  children  in  Mills  Home,  Kennedy 
Home,  in  foster  homes,  and  helped  other  needy  children  in  their 
homes  with  their  mothers.  We  extended  help  to  22  more  children 
than  we  did  in  1947  and  93  more  than  in  1946;  thus  our  work  con- 
tinues to  grow  and  serve  the  homeless  ones  within  our  state. 

A  new  cottage — one  that  is  costing  over  sixty-six  thousand 
dollars — is  soon  to  be  opened  at  Kennedy  Home  which  will  enable 
us  to  care  for  24  more  children;  and,  on  February  10,  we  opened 
our  new  freezer  plant  there,  the  one  at  Mills  Home  having  been 
opened  late  last  fall. 

We  are  asking  that  each  Association  elect  an  interested  Orphan- 
age Representative — one  who  will  urge  each  Church  and  Sunday 
School  to  contribute,  regularly,  to  our  Orphanage;  that  a  worthy 
offering  be  made  at,  or  near,  Thanksgiving,  and  that  copies  of 
Charity  and  Children  be  received  weekly  by  each  Church. 

Both  the  outside  and  the  inside  of  our  buildings  are  being 
kept  up  well,  the  health  of  our  children  is  excellent,  and  the  spirit 
of  cooperation  among  our  workers  is  as  fine  as  can  be  found  in 
any  institution.  We  take  so  seriously  our  work  that  we  meet  daily 
for  Bible  reading  and  prayer,  praying  for  every  phase  of  our  work, 
and  for  everyone  who  gives  to  carry  it  on.

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  B.  T.  U.  in  our  Association  is 
making  progress  and  this  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  best  in 
our  history.  We  are  able  to  report  gains  in  every  department. 

At  the  close  of  this  year  twenty -three  of  our  Churches  have 
Training  Unions.  That  is  an  increase  of  six  during  the  past  year. 
Our  enrollment  has  increased  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven.  We 
have  five  new  Story  Hour  Unions,  five  new  Junior  Unions,  four 
new  Intermediate  Unions,  seven  new  Young  Peoples  Unions,  and 
three  new  Adult  Unions. 

The  attendance  at  our  Associational  mass  meetings  has  been 
gratifying  and  encouraging.  We  have  averaged  two  hundred  and 
seventy-six  at  these  four  meetings,  with  our  largest  attendance  be- 
ing December  6  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Spencer,  with  three 
hundred  and  eighty-two  present. 

It  is  through  the  work  of  our  Associational  officers  and  your 
fine  spirit  of  cooperation  that  this  fine  increase  in  all  phases  of  our 
work  has  been  registered. 

One  report  that  we  hate  to  make  is  that  we  still  have  six 
Churches  that  have  no  Training  Union.  It  is  our  hope  that  before 
the  coming  year  ends  we  will  have  strong  Unions  in  all  of  these 
Churches. 

We  have  a  balance  in  our  treasury  of  $51.70.

A  Report  on  Public  Morals 

At  each  yearly  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  a 
report  is  made  on  Public  Morals.  The  report  is  basically  the  same 
each  year.  It  usually  starts  off  by  telling  you  that  crime  is  on  the 
increase,  and  it  really  is.  At  the  reading  of  the  report  we  become 
greatly  alarmed  and  pledge  ourselves  to  great  endeavors  in  the 
prevention  of  crime,  and  then  we  soon  forget  the  pledges  that  we 
have  made,  crime  continues  to  increase  and  the  next  year  the  report 
will  again  state  that  "Crime  is  increasing."  It  will  continue  so 
until  we,  who  are  at  the  reins,  set  our  course  and  steer  straight  to 
the  Great  Redeemer. 

For  our  information,  here  are  a  few  of  the  facts  as  they  now 
exist: 

(1)  Gambling.  Some  20,000,000  to  25,000,000  people  engage 
in  the  playing  of  Bingo,  with  some  of  these  games  being  Church 
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sponsored.  Horse  racing  is  now  legal  in  24  states  and  annually 
there  is  more  than  $10,000,000  bet  at  the  race  tracks.  Dog  racing  is 
becoming  very  popular  and  has  even  filtered  into  the  good  Old 
North  State,  with  tracks  being  at  Dunn,  N.  C,  Morehead  City,  and 
Currituck.  Many  is  the  time  when  children  have  gone  hungry 
and  homes  lacking  because  money  that  was  intended  for  better 
uses  was  squandered  in  gambling  games, 

(2)  Marriage  and  Morals.  Marriage  is  on  trial.  At  the  turn 
of  the  century  there  were  10  divorces  for  each  100  marriages.  In 
1946.  31  per  cent  of  all  marriages  ended  in  divorce,  but  today  the 
percentage  is  even  greater  and  continuing  to  increase.  Every  year 
there  are  more  than  IV2  million  new  cases  of  venereal  diseases  in 
the  American  population.  Today  syphillis  is  killing  more  than 
100,000  annually  and  it  accounts  for  one  out  of  every  10  cases  of 
insanity.  During  the  war  years  prostitution  was  suppressed  to  some 
extent  but  today  this  ancient  but  degrading  traffic  is  experiencing 
a  rapid  revival. 

(3)  Suicide.  Every  30  minutes  someone  in  the  United  States 
commits  suicide.  In  ten  years  167,624  persons  have  killed  them- 
selves. The  problem  of  self-destruction  has  become  a  public  and 
moral  issue  and  it  needs  our  immediate  attention. 

(4)  Beverage  Alcohol.  In  America  there  are  more  than  65,- 
000.000  people  over  the  age  of  15  who  partake  of  beverage  alcohol 
either  occasionally  or  regularly.  At  least  12.000  persons  die  each 
year  from  acute  alcoholism.  There  are  more  than  4,000,000  chronic 
alcoholics  in  the  U.  S.  today.  In  1947,  the  latest  figures  available, 
more  than  $10,000,000,000  was  spent  for  alcohol.  Today  these  fig- 
ures continue  to  increase.  And  now,  probably  through  our  own 
indifference,  we  have  liquor  stores  in  our  own  Rowan  County.  We 
can  but  wonder  what  the  future  holds. 

As  we  stated  at  the  outset,  crime  is  on  the  increase.  It  is  a 
shocking  fact  that  a  serious  crime  is  committed  every  18.7  seconds. 
Every  24  hours  of  last  year  there  were  36  persons  slain  and  255 
were  victims  of  aggravated  assault  or  rape.  Each  day  of  last  year 
there  were  150  robberies,  1,032  burglaries,  463  automobiles  stolen, 
and  2,672  miscellaneous  larcenies.  All  of  this  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  the  land  that  we  like  to  call  God's  country. 

The  daily  clock  of  crime  is  ticking  a  monotonous  and  dismal 
record.  It  is  ticking  ponderously  on,  costing  the  American  public 
billions  of  dollars  and  snuffing  out  the  lives  of  men,  women  and 
children. 

Somewhere  and  in  some  manner  there  must  be  an  awakening. 
There  is  a  solution  for  these  problems  just  as  there  is  for  all  of 
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man's  problems — Christ — The  Great  Redeemer,  The  Savior  of  Man- 
kind. Let  us  seek  His  Divine  help  and  guidance.

Report  of  Committee  to  Re -write  the  Constitution 
Rowan  Baptist  Association 

October  18,  1950 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote  and  develop 
their  energies  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout 
the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advance. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  the  churches  within  its  bounds  and  messengers 
chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled 
to  two  messengers  for  the  first  50  members,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  one  messenger  for  each  50  above  that  number.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Association 
by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical 
information,  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to 
send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their 
annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested 
to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 
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V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  '"Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance,  but 
cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lprd  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this 
constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence 
over  the  other. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the 
recognition  of  and  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, be  requested  to  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
of  the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization 
takes  place.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficiently  removed 
so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 
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3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee the  group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church 
covenant  and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three  dea- 
cons of  the  Association  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Should  this 
council  approve  the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group  will 
then  proceed  to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist  church  of  the  same 
faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association  asking  for  recognition  and  seeking  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  Pastors  and  three 
Deacons  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent.  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors  of  all  the 
churches  within  the  Association,  and  one  lay  representative  from 
each  church  elected  by  the  church.  The  duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the  Association  in  the 
interium  between  its  annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any  action 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Association  nor  which  would  initiate 
any  new  policies  or  procedures  binding  upon  the  Association  unless 
specifically  so  directed.  In  an  adequate  emergency  this  committee 
may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  condi- 
tions arising  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  such 
emergencies  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  but 
such  actions  so  taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly,  the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by 
the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
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Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organizations, 
including  Brotherhood  President.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  and  to  advise  with 
any  church  having  any  problem  to  arise  and  seeks  such  help. 

3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations, 
Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance 
Committee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music 
Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the  first 
day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day,  or  that 
notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and  voted 
upon  favorably  the  following  year. 

XI.  This  constitution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
adoption  and  shall  supersede  any  and  all  constitutions  previously 
adopted.

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  17,  1950 

1.  The  Twenty -Third  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  was  called  to  order  at  the  Landis  Baptist  Church  at 
9:30  A.  M.  on  October  17,  1950,  by  the  Moderator,  Reverend  Clay 
R.  Barnes,  In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  following  officers 
were  present:  R.  N.  Huneycutt,  Vice-Moderator;  O.  D.  Moore, 
Clerk;  Mrs.  Earle  Blalock,  Pianist. 

2.  The  congregation  was  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "I 
Will  Sing  the  Wondrous  Story." 

3.  The  opening  worship  period  was  conducted  by  D.  Yates 
Bingham,  using  1  Cor.  13:1-8. 

4.  The  Order  of  Business  was  presented  by  the  Clerk,  and 
adopted.  The  theme  was  "Go  Ye,"  which  was  used  as  the  basis  of 
every  item  presented. 

5.  Rev.  Clay  Barnes,  the  Moderator,  declared  the  Body  of 
Rowan  Baptist  Association  officially  in  session  to  consider  the  items 
to  come  before  the  meeting. 

6.  The  Clerk  then  gave  a  resume  of  the  work  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  which  was  adopted,  and  a  digest  of  church  letters 
were  given  as  a  matter  of  information. 

Executive  Committee  Report 

During  the  Associational  year,  there  were  held  four  regular 
meetings  and  one  called  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  ol 
Rowan  Baptist  Association.  Rev.  Clay  R.  Barnes  presided  over 
each  of  these  sessions,  and  Mr.  Charles  Summers  acted  as  Clerk 
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for  two  of  the  meetings.  The  report  comes  under  the  following 
heads: 

First.  Digest  of  Letters:  All  churches  were  represented  at 
the  annual  meeting.  Every  church  reported  baptisms.  Three 
churches  reported  no  Baptist  Training  Union,  three  no  W.  M.  U., 
and  all  but  one  reported  a  Vacation  Bible  School.  In  the  tables 
will  be  found  the  statistics. 

Second.  Two  new  churches  were  organized  under  the  direction 
of  the  Associational  Membership  Committee,  namely  the  Com- 
munity Baptist  Church  and  the  West  Landis  Baptist  Church.  The 
Community  Baptist  Church  was  sponsored  by  the  Rowan  Mills 
Baptist  Church.  The  West  Landis  Baptist  Church  is  being  spon- 
sored generally  by  the  Rowan  Association.  The  Association  holds 
the  deed  to  the  lots,  which  were  authorized  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  They  also  authorized  the  borrowing  of 
$600.00  to  pay  the  remaining  amount  until  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention advances  that  amount.  The  Convention  paid  $300.00  of  this 
amount,  which  makes  the  lots  cost  $900.00.  It  was  understood  that 
if  the  Convention  could  not  or  did  not  pay  the  remaining  $600.00 
that  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  would  be  responsible  for  that 
amount. 

Third.  Rev.  R.  A.  Ellis  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  O.  D.  Moore,  who  resigned  as  Chairman  of  Evangelism. 

Fourth.  A  vote  was  taken  against  the  reception,  of  Federal 
funds  by  the  Baptist  Hospital,  and  a  resolution  was  sent  to  Dr. 
Casper  Warren,  Chairman  of  the  General  Board.  This  vote  was  a 
majority,  but  not  unanimous. 

Fifth.  A  special  session  was  called  by  the  Moderator  to  con- 
sider raising  this  Association's  part  of  the  $700,000.00  needed  to 
construct  the  wing  at  the  Baptist  Hospital.  Goals  were  accepted 
by  the  churches,  and  the  dates  suggested  for  the  special  offerings 
were  also  accepted.  Rowan  Association  accepted  a  goal  of  $10,000.00. 

Sixth.  The  date  of  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  was  voted 
to  be  changed  to  Tuesday  after  the  second  Sunday  in  each  month. 
The  months  for  the  meetings  are  January,  April,  July  and  October. 

Seventh.  The  suggested  budget  for  1950-51  was  adopted  and 
recommended  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk 
keeps  in  his  files  the  detailed  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee 
meetings  for  reference,  and  information  when  it  is  needed  by  the 
Association.

8.  Rev.  R.  N.  Huneycutt  presented  the  report  of  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board,  and  discussed  it.  It  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 

The  reports  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Chicago  on  May  9,  showed  an  increase  in  every 
department  during  1949. 

Total  contributions  during  1949  were  $2,881,507.85.  There  was 
$1,103,797.25  paid  to  beneficiaries.  Total  reserves  of  the  Board  as 
of  December  31,  1949,  were  $15,375,806.09.  There  was  a  total  of 
2,373  beneficiaries  with  1,030  being  ministers. 

There  is  need  for  greater  promotion  in  all  Southern  Baptist 
states.  Since  the  Federal  Government  provides  no  old  age  benefits 
to  church  employees,  the  Board  has  set  up  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  to  provide  old  age  benefits  to  every  church  employee,  includ- 
ing the  widows  of  ministers.  In  North  Carolina,  for  example,  there 
are  about  2,800  ministers  with  only  807  taking  part  in  the  Ministers 
Retirement  Plan. 

Already  in  North  Carolina,  62  ministers  are  receiving  the  re- 
tired benefits  each  month.  There  are  also  14  widows  who  are 
receiving  the  annuities.  A  grand  total  of  $33,903.83  is  being  paid 
each  year  to  retired  ministers  and  to  ministers'  widows. 

Pastors  pay  4%  of  their  salaries;  the  churches  4%  and  then 
the  Convention  adds  to  this  amount.  For  the  widows'  supplement, 
the  members  pay  lVz%  and  the  Convention  pays  lVz%  to  the  Re- 
tirement Board. 

In  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  there  are  only  12  ministers 
who  are  members  of  the  Minister's  Retirement  Fund;  every  minis- 
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ter  should  be  a  member  of  the  Retirement  Plan;  ali  churches  should 
encourage  their  pastors  and  all  employees  to  become  a  member  of 
one  of  the  plans  provided  by  the  Board,  that  they  may  be  assured 
of  an  income  in  the  future.

Bingham,  for  Dr.  Milton  Braun  who  was  unable  to  be  present. 
Adopted  upon  motion. 

Report  on  the  American  Bible  Society 

For  two  good  reasons  it  is  fitting  that  we  extend  a  glad  hand 
of  encouragement  and  of  fellowship  to  a  unique  and  practically 
unlimited  source  of  Bibles  and  portions  of  the  Bible.  At  non- 
profit prices  the  American  Bible  Society  offers  to  sell  us,  as  we 
"Go  .  .  .  into  all  the  world,"  Bible  portions — the  book  of  John,  for 
example,  for  a  penny  or  two,  or  a  copy  of  the  New  Testament  for 
perhaps  a  dime.  And,  remarkably,  these  copies  of  God's  Word  are 
available  from  the  Society  in  any  language — literally  in  any  of 
more  than  a  thousand  languages.  Such  a  relible  source  of  Bibles 
in  the  vernacular  is  a  boon  to  evangelical  missionaries  the  world 
around. 

But  the  Society  does  not  exist  primarily  for  the  sale  of  Bibles. 
It  has  also  a  colporteur  or  distribution  department  which  functions 
under  the  precept  that  "My  word  shall  not  return  unto  me  void." 
It  therefore  seeks  the  dark  and  needy  spots  of  the  world  as  areas 
to  which  to  carry  copies  of  Holy  Writ  in  its  pure  text,  without 
interpretation  or  comment  other  than  the  gracious  statement  that 
"this  book  is  God's  Word;  read  it  and  it  will  do  you  good."  Along 
with  this  kindly  distribution  goes  the  constant  prayer  of  the  giver, 
and  of  his  prayer  mates,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  open  the  heart 
of  the  recipient  of  the  little  book  to  perceive  therein  God's  plan  of 
salvation  for  man,  and  the  hope  of  the  world. 

For  these  two  sufficient  reasons  it  is  recommended  that  the 
work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  be  sincerely  supported  with 
our  gifts  and  our  prayers.  Blessed  is  he  that  readeth  God's  Holy 
Word.  But  how  shall  one  read  without  a  Bible?  And  how  shall 
Bibles  be  provided  for  the  multitudes  save  through  the  missionary 
and  the  colporteur?  And  how  shall  their  stock  be  replenished 
without  our  gifts?

11.  The  Clerk  called  the  roll  of  the  churches,  and  all  but  two 
were  represented,  along  with  messengers  from  East  Salisbury 
Chapel  and  West  Landis.  179  messengers  and  115  visitors  were 
reported. 

12.  Mrs.  Herbert  Jones  presented  special  music,  "More  Love 
To  Thee,  Oh  Christ." 

13.  Sam  Edwards,  representative  of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  read 
the  Hospital  Report,  which  was  adopted  after  discussion. 

Report  on  Baptist  Hospital 

It  is  not  the  aim  of  your  reporter  to  tax  this  body  with  a  long 
list  of  statistics  which  no  one  would  remember.  Suffice  it  to  say 
that  the  demands  being  made  daily  by  the  sick  and  the  suffering  for 
relief  and  healing  are  taxing  the  Hospital  to  the  limit  of  its  capacity. 
Rather,  it  shall  be  our  aim  to  discuss  our  Baptist  Hospital  in  the 
light  of  the  Great  Commission  and  in  the  shadow  of  Present 
Problems. 

I.    Our  Commission 

In  the  Commission  according  to  John  the  Master  said:  "As 
my  Father  hath  sent  Me,  even  so  send  I  you"  (John  20:21).  What 
did  He  mean  by  that? 

In  the  first  place,  He  was  telling  His  disciples,  the  charter  mem- 
bers of  His  Church,  that  he  had  finished  the  work  of  His  personal 
ministry  here  among  men  which  the  Father  had  given  Him  to  do 
(John  17:4). 

In  the  next  place,  He  was  telling  His  disciples  that  He  was  now 
transferring  to  their  shoulders  the  commission  which  He  had  re- 
ceived from  the  Father,  and  that  from  thenceforth  until  He  should 
come  again  His  Church  would,  by  virtue  of  His  commandment,  be 
under  divine  compulsion  to  carry  on  the  work  which  He  was  now 
laying  down  to  return  to  His  Father. 
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What  was  that  work?  It  was  a  threefold  work.  Matthew  says, 
'And  Jesus  went  about  all  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching  .  .  . 
and  preaching  the  gospel  .  .  .  and  healing  every  sickness  and  every 
disease  among  the  people"  (Matt.  9:35).  That  is  now  the  task  of 
His  Church.  It's  a  big  task.  It's  a  glorious  task.  It's  a  challenging 
task.  It's  a  task  that  includes  the  work  of  relief  and  healing.  Final- 
ly, it's  a  task  that  rests  squarely  upon  the  shoulders  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists.  From  that  responsibility  there  is  no  escape.  We 
must  shoulder  that  responsibility,  or  fail  the  Master  in  the  work  He 
has  assigned  us  to  do.  Shall  we  fail  Him?  He  once  said,  "If  a 
man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my  commandment."  His  command  is  to 
go  and  teach,  and  preach,  and  heal. 

II.    Present  Problems 

At  first  the  Church  carried  on  the  work  of  healing  by  miracles 
through  faith  in  Jesus  (Acts  3:1-8).  Those  were  the  halcyon-days 
of  the  Church.  But  somewhere,  somehow  the  Church  lost  her  heal- 
ing faith.  So  now,  if  the  churches  are  to  carry  on  a  healing  pro- 
gram, they  must  depend  upon  modern  discoveries  and  techniques 
in  the  fields  of  diagnostics,  medicine,  surgery  and  nursing. 

The  healing  program  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  heads  up  in 
the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  and  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospital,  located  at  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  These  splendid 
institutions,  owned  and  controlled  by  North  Carolina  Baptists,  are 
each  striving  to  the  limit  of  its  respective  capacity  to  carry  on  the 
work  relief  and  healing  under  true  Christian  influences. 

But  this  suggests  one  of  our  present  problems.  Attention  has 
been  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  present  capacity  of  our  Hospital 
is  insufficient  to  meet  all  the  demands  of  the  sick  and  the  suffering 
of  our  state  for  relief  and  healing.  In  view  of  this  situation  a  new 
wing  to  the  Hospital  has  been  projected,  increasing  the  capacity 
from  250  to  400  beds.  The  estimated  cost  of  constructing  this  wing 
is  $1,700,000.  Toward  this  amount  citizens  of  Winston-Salem  sub- 
scribed $408,000,  the  doctors  of  Winston-Salem  $200,000,  and  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  $400,000,  thus  leaving  $692,000  to  be  sub- 
scribed. 

At  this  juncture  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission 
offered  to  the  Hospital  Trustees  on  behalf  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment $697,356  of  federal  tax  money  for  the  erection  of  the  proposed 
wing  to  the  Hospital.  The  Hospital  Trustees  passed  a  resolution 
accepting  this  offer,  but  referred  it  to  the  General  Board  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  for  ratification.  The  General  Board  rati- 
fied the  resolution.  However,  there  arose  at  once  from  all  over  the 
state  a  storm  of  protest  on  the  ground  that  this  would  constitute 
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a  complete  reversal  and  violation  of  Baptist  faith  and  polity  on  the 
separation  of  Church  and  State.  Several  attempts  by  the  General 
Board  and  the  Hospital  Trustees  were  made  to  quiet  the  storm, 
but  to  no  avail.  Finally,  a  special  session  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention was  called  by  the  General  Board  to  meet  at  Charlotte, 
April  27,  at  which  Convention  a  resolution  was  passed  directing 
the  Hospital  Trustees  to  decline  the  offer  of  the  Medical  Care  Com- 
mission, and  reaffirming  "unabated  loyalty  to  the  cherished  doc- 
trine of  the  separation  of  Church  and  State." 

The  resolution  further  provided  that  two  special  offerings  be 
taken  by  the  churches  of  the  state,  June  25  and  September  24  "for 
the  construction  of  the  new  wing."  The  General  Secretary  was 
directed  "to  lay  this  appeal  on  the  hearts  of  the  people."  In  con- 
formity to  this  feature  of  the  Charlotte  resolution  a  special  session 
of  the  Rowan  Association  was  called  to  meet  at  the  First  Church, 
Salisbury,  at  which  the  pro  rata  goals  of  the  Association  and  of 
each  church  were  presented  and  accepted  by  the  Association.  At 
last  accounts,  however,  a  number  of  the  churches  and  the  Associa- 
tion had  failed  to  meet  their  quotas,  the  total  amount  reported  by 
the  Association  being  $5,343.90. 

The  Charlotte  resolution  further  provided,  in  case  the  two  spe- 
cial offerings  over  the  state  should  fail  to  reach  the  state  goal  of 
$697,356,  that  the  regular  Convention  meeting  in  November  be 
requested  to  procure  a  loan  sufficient  to  make  up  the  difference 
between  the  state  goal  of  $697,358  and  the  amount  realized  from 
the  two  special  offerings. 

The  Charlotte  resolution  also  provided  that  a  committee  of  21 
be  appointed  to  report  to  the  regular  Convention  on  five  separate 
items  set  forth  in  the  resolution.  Item  2  read  as  follows:  "To  study 
the  whole  program  of  Baptist  work,  including  Missions,  Christian 
Education  and  Benevolences,  and  in  the  light  of  available  Baptist 
resources  seek  to  discover  whether  or  not  it  is  wise  and  practicable 
to  commit  one  or  more  of  our  present  agencies  to  a  Board,  or 
Boards,  independent  of  the  Convention."  Couched  in  these  some- 
what cryptic  phrases  there  appeared  to  be  the  seed  of  a  scheme  to 
divest  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  of  their  present  ownership 
and  control  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  and  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  and  to  vest  said  ownership  and  control 
of  these  Baptist  institutions  in  a  Board,  or  Boards,  independent  of 
North  Carolina  Baptists. 

However,  we  now  have  before  us  the  prepared  report  of  the 
"Committee  of  21"  to  be  presented  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
at  its  meeting  next  month.  We  confidently  believe  that  if  this  re- 
port is  adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  if  the  principles  and  recom- 
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mendations  laid  down  therein  are  adhered  to  and  followed  by 
North  Carolina  Baptists,  not  one  tenet  of  the  historic  faith  and 
polity  of  Baptists  will  ever  gain  be  endangered  or  threatened. 
Your  reporter  is  happy  to  report  that  the  "Committee  of  21"  speci- 
fically refuses,  in  tactful  terms  of  course,  to  recommend  the  com- 
mitment of  "any  of  our  Baptist  institutions  to  an  independent 
Board." 

There  are  in  this  prepared  report,  however,  two  recommenda- 
tions affecting  the  projected  erection  of  the  new  south  wing  to  the 
Hospital.  These  recommendations  read  as  follows: 

"Fourth,  we  recommend  that  financial  support  for  any  future 
expansion  of  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  the  Bowman  Gray  School 
of  Medicine  in  terms  of  capital  needs  come  from  other  than  gov- 
ernmental sources;  also,  that  the  Baptist  State  Convention  not  be 
called  upon  for  further  capital  expenditures  beyond  that  provided 
for  by  the  Convention  in  the  long-range  program  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

"Fourteenth,  we  recommend  that  all  special  offerings  for  cap- 
ital needs  for  any  agency  or  institution  be  applied  to  its  goal,  but 
when  the  goal  of  said  agency  or  institution  set  by  the  Convention 
has  been  met  it  will  not  participate  further  in  distributable  capital 
funds  until  the  goals  of  all  other  agencies  and  institutions  have 
been  met;  however,  it  shall  continue  to  receive  any  designated 
funds." 

This  means,  if  we  understand  the  full  import  of  the  language 
employed  in  these  recommendations,  that  if  the  special  offerings 
for  the  new  south  wing  to  the  Hospital  should  not  reach  the  set 
goal  of  $697,356,  as  provided  in  the  Charlotte  resolution,  the  next 
Convention  would  not  be  asked  to  appropriate  or  borrow  the  money 
to  make  up  the  deficit.  If  this  be  the  correct  understanding,  it  fol- 
lows that  all  hope  for  the  immediate  construction  of  this  much 
needed  wing  to  the  Hospital  depends  upon  whether  or  not  North 
Carolina  Baptists  shall  continue  to  press  on  with  these  special 
offerings  until  the  state-wide  goal  of  $697,356  shall  have  been  fully 
met.  Needless  to  say,  this  places  a  tremendous  responsibility  upon 
the  shoulders  of  North  Carolina  Baptists,  including  the  Baptists  of 
Rowan  Association.  We  have  reason  to  know  that  the  eyes  of 
North  Carolina  in  general,  and  of  our  Baptist  brethren  of  the 
Southland,  and  our  missionaries  on  the  foreign  field,  are  fixed  upon 
us.  Other  denominations  are  watching  us.  Brethren,  are  we  not 
in  fact  honor  bound  to  raise  before  we  stop  an  amount  at  least 
equal  to  the  $697,356  offered  to  the  Baptist  Hospital  by  the  Federal 
Government?  That,  and  that  alone,  will  demonstrate  to  an  onlook- 
ing  world  that  we  are  ready  and  willing  and  able  to  match  our 
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faith  by  our  works.  Brother  Pastor,  what  has  your  church  done 
about  this?  What  is  it  willing  to  do?

Rev.  Richard  Young  had  not  yet  arrived,  so  it  was  suggested 
that  he  speak  a  little  later.  This  suggestion  was  accepted. 

14.  The  Sunday  School  Report  was  presented  by  D.  S.  Ty sing- 
er, Superintendent,  and  was  adopted  on  motion  and  second. 

Rowan  Baptist  Sunday  School  Report 

In  reviewing  the  work  in  our  Sunday  Schools  for  the  year  just 
closed,  we  find  many  reports  that  are  good.  There  are  also  many 
reports  that  do  not  look  so  good.  In  a  report  of  twenty-nine 
churches,  ten  of  the  Sunday  Schools  show  a  loss  for  the  year  just 
closed.  The  sad  part  of  this  report  is  that  the  churches  are  some 
of  our  FIRST  churches.  We  in  the  Sunday  School  Associational 
work  have  fallen  down  in  our  work  but  trust  the  new  year  will 
produce  greater  results  than  the  year  just  closed.  We  failed  in  our 
group  meetings,  and  in  this,  we  failed  to  make  contact  with  some 
of  our  churches  as  we  should.  However,  with  this  loss,  there  is  a 
gain,  which  the  other  churches  show  over  the  loss  with  the  two 
new  churches  which  have  been  organized  we  show  a  gain  of  553, 
or  an  increase  of  7.2%  over  last  year. 

We  do  not  have  a  report  on  our  Sunday  School  Training 
awards,  but  we  have  the  largest  number  of  any  year  in  the  history 
of  the  Association.  We  feel  sure  when  the  complete  report  is  in, 
we  will  show  over  five  hundred  awards.  There  has  been  more 
training  in  our  Association  this  year  than  for  many  years,  and  the 
Sunday  School  Training  in  each  church  in  September  will  bring 
good  results.  We  are  not  in  position  to  report,  before  we  do  report, 
we  feel  sure  nearly  every  church  will  have  Sunday  School  Training. 

We  held  a  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic,  and  plan  to  hold  one 
for  the  Vacation  Bible  School  workers  this  year.  We  are  glad  to 
report  that  every  church  in  the  Association  with  one  exception 
had  a  Vacation  Bible  School.  All  of  the  Missions  had  a  Vacation 
Bible  School,  and  two  colored  churches  were  assisted  in  holding  a 
Vacation  Bible  School.  If  we  can  work  out  our  plans,  we  will  do 
more  work  with  our  colored  Baptist  churches  in  the  Vacation 
Bible  School  work  next  year,  thereby  reaching  more  of  their 
churches. 

Our  theme  this  year  is  "TAKE  YOUR  FAMILY  TO  SUNDAY 
SCHOOL,"  and  we  again  urge  every  church  in  our  Association  to

"PROVIDE  IN  EVERY  CHURCH  FOR  EVERY  MEMBER  OF 
EVERY  FAMILY."  If  we  will  keep  this  theme  before  us  this  year, 
and  make  provision  for  every  member  of  every  family  by  organiz- 
ing more  classes,  organize  a  Cradle  Roll,  an  Extension  Department, 
and  new  classes  and  departments  as  you  provide  room  we  will  reach 
every  member  of  every  family.  This  will  be  done,  as  we  enlarge 
our  Sunday  School  buildings,  and  extend  our  Visitation  to  all  our 
possibilities,  and  take  advantage  of  our  opportunities  within  reach 
of  each  church  of  the  Association. 

Let  us  train  for  more  Bible  Study,  striving  to  reach  more  com- 
plete families,  with  more  personal  soul  winners  in  every  church, 
and  a  better  Bible  Teaching  Program  than  we  have  had  the  past 
year.

15.  Rev.  Richard  Young,  Chaplain  of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  was 
presented  by  Sam  Edwards,  who  spoke  on  "Go  Ye  In  Healing." 

16.  N.  C.  Teague  made  a  report  on  the  status  of  the  special 
offering  of  $10,000.00,  which  is  the  goal  for  the  new  wing  of  the 
Baptist  Hospital.  $5,343.90  was  reported  raised  thus  far.  Twelve 
churches  and  missions  have  reached  their  goals. 

17.  Rev.  Richard  Young  was  presented  again,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  ask  questions  about  the  Hospital  was  given.  Several 
questions  were  asked  and  satisfactorily  answered. 

18.  Fourteen  people  were  recognized  who  were  present  23 
years  ago,  when  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  held  its  first  meet- 
ing. 

19.  Announcements  of  committees  were  made. 

20.  The  Annual  Sermon  was  delivered  by  Reverend  Reeves  C. 
Cline  of  the  White  Hill  Church.  The  congregation  sang  "Jesus, 
Blessed  Jesus,"  after  which  Brother  Cline  brought  a  stirring  mes- 
sage on  the  subject:  "Go  Ye  With  God's  Message."  The  scripture 
text  was  Psalm  126:  2-6.  Brother  Cline  closed  with  prayer  and  gave 
thanks  for  the  bountiful  meal  which  was  served  by  the  Landis 
Baptist  Church,  our  host  for  the  day.

21.  Charles  Bolden  led  in  singing  "Hallelujah  Thine  The 
Glory,"  and  Reverend  J.  C.  Gwaltney  led  in  praise  and  prayer 
using  Galatians  6,  14ff. 

22.  Chairman  of  Music  Committee  Charles  Bolden  brought 
the  report  on  "Go  Ye  in  Church  Music."  Adopted  upon  motion. 
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"Go  Ye  In  Church  Music" 

Report  of  churches  represented:  Number  churches  with  choirs 
that  hold  regular  weekly  rehearsals,  15;  elected  Music  Directors,  17; 
active  Music  Committee,  5;  paid  staff  (director  and/or  organist),  5; 
hymn  books  used — published  by  Sunday  School  Board,  21;  others, 
5;  music  school  during  year,  2;  churches  represented  at  Ridgecrest 
Music  Conference,  1. 

Remarks:   We  must  improve  our  program  of  church  music. 

Quoting  Dr.  B.  B.  McKinney,  Secretary  of  the  Church  Music 
Department  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board:  "Suc- 
cessful programs  of  the  church,  whether  worship,  teaching,  training, 
evangelism,  missions,  benevolences,  or  music,  do  not  just  happen, 
but  are  developed  through  much  thought,  prayer,  planning,  pro- 
motion, education,  and  hard  work." 

We  still  have  hopes  of  getting  a  music  department  installed  in 
our  State  Convention.  Last  year  a  resolution  went  from  this  Asso- 
ciation to  the  State  Convention  recommending  that  such  a  depart- 
ment be  established.  As  yet  no  action  has  been  taken.  However, 
we  expect  to  keep  plugging  the  issue  until  something  is  done,  and 
I  would  like  for  this  year's  Association  to  go  on  record  as  still 
favoring  this  program. 

Until  we  do  get  some  help  from  the  Convention  level,  we  must 
display  some  individual  initiative  in  our  separate  churches. 

First,  our  pastors  must  not  only  be  interested  in  good  music, 
but  they  must  exercise  their  leadership  in  encouraging  the  program. 
The  deacons,  church  officers  and  leaders  must  be  interested  in  the 
development  of  good  music,  and  the  church  itself  must  want  such 
a  program  and  then  take  steps  to  bring  it  about. 

Now,  what  can  we  do  about  it? 

The  Sunday  School  Board  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
has  developed,  through  its  Department  of  Church  Music,  a  Church 
Music  Training  Course.  Excellent  books  have  been  compiled  to 
cover  every  phase  of  church  music.  They  can  be  taught  in  regular 
classes  just  as  we  have  for  other  study  courses,  and  suitable  credit 
is  given  at  the  completion  of  each  book.  Education  can  take  us  a 
long  way  toward  improving  our  church  music  program. 

Another  important  factor  in  developing  our  program  of  good 
church  music  is  the  selection  of  proper  Hymnals  for  our  congrega- 
tional singing  and  music  for  our  choirs.  Again  we  can  turn  to  our 
Southern  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  and  receive  some  of  the 
finest  help  available.  Most  of  our  churches  would  do  well  to  stick 
to  the  publications  of  our  Baptist  Denomination. 
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There  are  other  points  we  could  discuss  in  the  development  of 
a  music  program  in  the  individual  church,  but  we  believe  the  two 
we  have  mentioned  will  cover  the  field  in  a  broad  sense.  An  edu- 
cational program  in  church  music  with  some  sane  planning  and 
promotion  behind  it,  plus  a  proper  selection  of  music  can  do  won- 
ders toward  putting  our  church  music  program  on  a  high  level 
where  it  rightfully  belongs.

The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried,  and  a  quartet  made  up  of  Mrs.  Herbert 
Jones,  Mrs.  Led  Brown,  Chas.  Bolden  and  Kenneth  Archer  sang 
"Beneath  The  Cross  Of  Jesus." 

25.  The  Committee  on  Committees  made  a  partial  report, 
which  is  included  in  the  full  report  later. 

26.  Mrs.  Herbert  Jones  led  in  the  Memorial  Service,  in  the 
absence  of  Mrs.  Carl  Haynes,  who  could  not  be  present  because  of 
illness.  Kenneth  Archer  sang  "Come  Ye  Blessed  of  My  Father," 
and  Archie  Ellis  led  in  a  prayer. 

We  pause  at  this  time  to  pay  our  tribute  of  respect  to  those 
whom  God  selected  this  year  for  promotion.  This  is  the  highest 
honor  that  could  come  to  us.  God,  Himself,  came  down  and  selected 
those  whom  He  deemed  worthy  for  transplanting  into  the  Kingdom 
of  Heaven  this  year.  When  He  called  they  laid  down  their  burden 
of  the  years  and  went  to  Him  and  heard  Him  say:  "'You  have 
fought  a  good  fight,  you  have  kept  the  faith,  you  have  finished 
your  course."  And  when  they  stood  arrayed  in  fine  linen  one  asked 
"Who  are  these?"  And  the  answer  was,  "These  are  they  who  have 
washed  their  robes  and  made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the 
Lamb."  Some  of  them  have  come  up  through  great  tribulation. 
They  were  humble  men  and  women,  almost  afraid  to  approach  the 
throne.  They  felt  that  they  had  done  so  little,  and  yet  having 
trusted  Him  through  life  they  trusted  Him  to  the  end,  and  when 
they  came  down  to  the  evening  they  looked  and  saw  with  one  of 
their  own  number.  As  they  stood  before  the  Master,  they  mar- 
velled with  great  joy  as  they  heard  Him  say,  "Thou  hast  been  faith- 
ful over  a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things."

Report  of  W.  M.  U.  and  Auxiliaries 

We,  the  W.  M.  U.  Auxiliary  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association, 
at  the  close  of  another  year  bring  the  following  report,  our  answer 
to  Christ's  Go  Ye  in  the  Rowan  Association. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  average  growth  for  the  W.  M.  U. 
and  all  of  the  Young  People's  organizations.  We  had  one  new 
W.  M.  U.  and  ten  Young  People's  organizations.  We  have  846 
W.  M.  U.  members  and  917  Young  People  enrolled  in  73  Young 
People's  organizations. 

A  leadership  conference,  at  Oakdale  Church  in  January,  reached 
and  we  hope  helped  many.  A  R.A.  Rally  at  the  South  China  Grove 
Church  with  about  150  boys  attending  was  an  enthusiastic  meeting. 

A  Y.  W.  A.  Council  meeting  at  Calvary  was  perhaps  one  of  the 
most  spiritual  and  consecrated  meetings.  The  annual  W.  M.  U. 
Association  was  well  attended  at  the  Phaniels  Church. 

A  G.  A.  Coronation  Service  was  held  at  Enon  Church.  We  have 
378  tithers  and  may  we  try  to  enlist  more.  Our  Community  Missions 
has  improved  with  651  reported  taking  part.  Seventeen  churches 
reported  community  missions  done.  We  are  doing  more  than  we 
are  reporting. 

Our  Mission  Study  for  the  year  has  improved  but  we  can  con- 
tinue to  grow,  for  as  we  know — we  love,  pray  and  give — Jesus  said 
"Ye  are  my  witnesses — go  ye."

Report  on  Associational  Missions 

The  twelve  monthly  reports  of  our  Associational  Missionary, 
Brother  T.  W.  Bray,  for  the  past  year  reveals  the  following  facts: 
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He  has  preached  47  sermons,  conducted  212  conferences,  taught  2 
study  courses,  attended  39  committee  meetings,  conducted  1  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  at  the  Yadkin  Baptist  Church,  prepared  and 
mailed  to  the  pastors  and  church  leaders  of  the  Association  1,920 
copies  of  the  Associational  Bulletin,  The  Rambler.  He  has  also 
given  much  time  to  the  preparation  for  and  the  promotion  of  a 
Deacon's  school  in  the  churches  of  the  Association,  and  also  a 
School  of  Missions  in  which  25  of  the  churches  of  our  Association 
took  part.  He  assisted  in  2  ordination  services,  and  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Community  Baptist  Church  in  the  Klumac  section  of 
Salisbury,  promoted  special  offering  for  the  building  program 
at  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Wintson- Salem  and  held  1  revival  meet- 
ing. In  addition  to  the  above  our  missionary  has  devoted  consid- 
erable time  to  the  establishment  and  of  the  promotion  of  the  West 
Landis  Baptist  Church  Mission  which  has  since  been  organized  into 
a  Baptist  Church. 

During  the  past  year  our  missionary  attended  the  following 
meetings  outside  of  our  Association  in  the  interest  of  Kingdom 
work:  A  Training  Union  Leadership  Conference  at  High  Point, 
Baptist  State  Convention  in  Raleigh,  5th  Regional  Training  Union 
Conference  at  Leaksville,  a  Called  Meeting  of  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  Charlotte,  Sunday  School  Leadership  Conference 
at  Ridgecrest,  Missions  Conference  at  Fruitland,  5th  Regional 
Training  Union  Program  Planning  Meeting  at  High  Point,  State 
Evangelistic  Conference  at  Greensboro,  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  in  Chicago. 

In  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  during  the  year 
he  traveled  9,752  miles.

"GO  YE"  With  Christian  Literature 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  organized  in 
1830,  has  as  its  purpose,  according  to  the  Constitution,  the  promo- 
tion of  "Missions,  education,  social  service,  and  the  distribution  of 
the  Bible  and  sound  religious  literature." 

The  Biblical  Recorder,  Journal  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina,  founded  in  1833  by  Thomas  Meredith,  and 
published  weekly  in  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  was  incorporated, 
as  authorized  by  the  State  Convention  at  Winston-Salem  in  1939, 
is  rendering  a  great  service  to  the  Baptists  of  our  state, 
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One  of  the  great  needs  of  our  people  is  that  they  be  informed, 
trained  and  enlisted  in  the  whole  program  of  the  Church  and  the 
Kingdom  of  God;  and  we  feel  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  of  immense 
value  in  this  great  cause.  Since  it  is  the  organ  of  our  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  because  of  the  service  it  will  render,  we  feel  that 
it  ought  to  be  in  every  Baptist  home. 

In  addition  to  information  about  Baptist  work,  the  Recorder 
carries  week  by  week  significant  articles  which  deal  with  the  great 
issues  of  life  which  all  our  people  must  face. 

The  Recorder  has  three  subscription  plans:  $2.50  a  year  for 
individual  subscriptions;  $2.00  a  year  in  clubs;  $1.50  for  the  every- 
family  plan.  The  present  circulation  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  is 
around  43,000.  Three  hundred  churches  have  the  Recorder  in  every 
resident  family.  There  are  approximately  800  churches  which  have 
Recorder  Clubs.  This  year  the  size  of  the  paper  has  been  increased 
fifty  per  cent,  going  to  twenty-four  pages  the  last  of  August,  instead 
of  sixteen.  A  wider  news  coverage  and  better  service  will  be  given 
than  heretofore. 

"Go  Ye"  with  Christian  Literature  is  imperative  in  our  Rowan 
Association.  We  have  Recorder  Clubs  in  only  13  of  our  30  churches 
and  one  mission.  The  present  number  of  subscribers  is  only  about 
200.  We  hope  that  the  pastors,  superintendents,  deacons,  Training 
Unions,  and  W.  M.  U.  leaders  will  do  what  they  can  to  encourage 
a  good  club  in  every  church;  or  better  still,  persuade  the  churches 
to  inaugurate  the  every-family  plan.

1.  STATE  MISSIONS 

Let  it  be  stated  here  that  the  State  Mission  program  is  a  huge 
program,  having  as  its  main  objective,  NORTH  CAROLINA  FOR 
CHRIST.  In  this  program  are  eighteen  different  activities.  A 
budget  of  at  least  $359,000  is  needed  each  year.  At  the  moment 
the  Board  can  count  on  only  about  $160,000  from  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Thus  a  like  amount  must  come  from  designations  until 
we  can  build  a  Cooperative  Program  of  at  least  $2,000,000  a  year. 
It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  State  Missions  is  the  "grass  roots"  of 
all  the  work  that  Baptists  are  trying  to  grow.  We  are  giving  aid 
on  salaries  to  93  pastors,  aid  to  125  churches,  with  a  report  of  1,662 
conversions,  and  additions  other  than  by  baptism  1,183.  Gifts  re- 
ported from  the  churches  for  last  year  were  $329,617.  Let  us  take 
a  look  at  the  activities  we  are  promoting.  Let  each  Baptist  have 
a  share.

2.  HOME  MISSIONS 

HOME  MISSION  VICTORY  IN  EVANGELISM.  The  annual 
report  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  1949  magnifies  the  fruits  of 
evangelism.  Home  Missionaries  during  1949  reported  nearly  36,000 
conversions,  and  during  the  year  the  report  shows  165  new  churches 
constituted  and  575  new  missions  opened.  Most  of  these  new  mis- 
sions will  grow  into  self-supporting  churches.  A  total  of  779  home 
missionaries  served  regularly  with  251  summer  students  helping 
at  least  10  weeks.  After  a  careful  survey  a  concerted  effort  is  made 
to  reach  a  large  number  of  the  39,000,000  unchurched  people  in 
areas  served  by  the  Board.  Throughout  the  five-year  period,  the 
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work  among  language  groups,  underprivileged  groups,  juvenile 
delinquents,  migrants,  and  isolated  people  will  receive  special  em- 
phasis. To  accomplish  this  task  the  Board  will  need  248  more  mis- 
sionaries, with  an  annual  operating  budget  of  $2,000,000.  The  whole 
mission  cause  waits  on  Home  Missions. 

3.    FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  foreign  missionaries  reported  about  15,000  baptisms  during 
1949.  The  Board  appointed  67  new  missionaries,  50  new  mission- 
aries have  been  appointed  during  the  first  four  months  of  1950. 
Instead  of  the  approximately  800  that  we  now  have  on  the  fields 
we  need,  and  are  praying  for  at  least  1,750.  The  Foreign  Mission 
Board  receipts  for  1949  totaled  $5,319,261.04,  not  including  $120,- 
354.15  received  for  World  Relief. 

Costa  Rica  became  a  foreign  mission  field  by  transfer  from 
the  Home  Mission  Board  early  in  1949.  A  missionary  couple  has 
been  appointed  to  work  in  Ecuador  where  Southern  Baptists  have 
had  no  work  before.  Southern  Baptists'  first  international  theolog- 
ical seminary  opened  in  September,  1949,  in  Ruschlikon  Zurich, 
Switzerland.  Italy's  Baptist  Bible  School  opened  at  Rivoli  in  Octo- 
ber, 1949,  and  a  woman's  training  school  is  under  construction  in 
Rome  to  open  in  the  fall  of  1950  (now).  The  first  Baptist  Church 
in  Formosa  was  organized  at  Taipeh  in  August,  1949,  with  30  char- 
ter members  and  17  baptisms  the  Sunday  after  organization.  Two 
misionary  doctors  will  go  to  Arabia  and  a  hospital  is  in  prospect. 
For  the  first  time  Southern  Baptists  are  using  mission  airplanes 
for  transportation.  Both  planes  are  being  used  in  Brazil  where 
travel  is  very  difficult.  Distances  that  once  took  weeks  by  boat 
or  muleback  are  now  covered  in  a  few  hours. 

The  hearts  of  people  everywhere  are  crying  for  the  truth  of 
the  gospel  and  the  Great  Commission  is  just  as  binding  on  Southern 
Baptists  as  ever  before  and  even  more  so  as  our  world  becomes 
one  community.  The  only  hope  for  a  war-torn  and  heartsick  world 
is  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature."  Mark  16: 15.  We  are  glad  to  report 
a  gain  of  nearly  $10,000.00  for  Missions  in  Rowan  Association  over 
last  year's  report.

Report  on  Evangelism 

Brother  Moderator,  Messengers  and  Visitors  to  the 
Rowan  Association: 

These  are  days  in  which  the  world  needs  the  gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  perhaps  never  before  in  our  history.  There 
are  so  many  ominous  signs  on  the  horizon  of  daily  activities  in 
the  world  that  we  must  realize  the  certain  destruction  of  all  that 
we  hold  dear  unless  the  gospel  permeates  the  hearts  and  lives  of 
those  who  are  already  profession  Christians  and  others  who  have 
never  professed  loyalty  to  Jesus. 

In  viewing  the  needs  of  the  world  at  large  there  is  a  tendency 
to  lift  one's  eyes  too  high — above  the  needs  of  our  local  communi- 
ties. However,  we  must  realize  that  in  the  program  of  Jesus  this 
is  the  beginning  point  and  here  we  must  exert  every  effort  to  bring 
men,  women  and  young  people  into  a  definite  experience  of  con- 
version through  God's  revealed  atonement  in  Jesus.  Our  best  is 
far  too  little  in  this  respect.  I  am  happy  to  report  to  you  this  eve- 
ning that  during  the  past  Associational  year  there  were  460  bap- 
tisms in  the  churches  of  our  Association  and  438  were  added  to 
the  churches  through  transfer  of  letter,  etc. 

Now  the  challenge  of  a  new  Associational  year  is  before  us, 
and  in  this  Associational  year  we  will  join  hand  and  heart  with 
some  18,000  other  Baptist  churches  east  of  the  Missisippi  in  simul- 
taneous evangelistic  meetings.  Let  us  urge  that  right  now  you  will 
place  these  dates  upon  your  calendar  of  activities  and  keep  them 
inviolate  so  that  nothing  except  a  divine  revelation  of  the  will  of 
God  should  change  them.  We  hope  that  every  Baptist  Church  and 
every  Baptist  Mission  in  our  Association  will  begin  an  evangelistic 
meeting  on  March  25  and  continue  through  April  8,  1951.  As  we 
place  these  dates  on  our  calendars  let  us  place  them  prayerfully, 
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and  remember  each  day  to  pray  that  God  will  manifest  Himself 
in  such  a  way  that  the  churches  shall  be  revived  by  His  spirit  and 
that  unsaved  people  will  come  to  Christ  in  repentance  and  many 
unenlisted  Baptists  shall  be  brought  to  a  new  realization  of  their 
responsibility  to  Christ. 

We  earnestly  urge  every  member  of  every  Baptist  Church  and 
every  organization  within  the  Baptist  Church  to  give  themselves 
unstintingly  to  this  work  to  the  glory  of  Christ.

The  necessity  for  Christian  Education  is  clearly  evi- 
dent in  the  New  Testament  doctrine  of  salvation.  Salvation  is 
wholeness.  It  is  bringing  all  our  faculties — body,  mind  and  soul — 
in  obedience  to  the  will  of  God  and  so  employing  them  that  they 
may  give  the  maximum  service  to  God  and  man.  Christian  Educa- 
tion includes  all  the  best  that  all  other  education  proposes  to  do 
and  completes  the  objectives  set  by  Christ  for  every  member  of 
God's  family.  Secular  education  aims  for  clear-headed  thinking, 
but  only  Christian  Education  can  go  beyond  this  and  educate  for 
the  power  necessary  for  the  achievement  of  the  results  of  that 
thinking.  He  was  an  educated  man  who  came  to  Jesus  by  night 
to  learn  something  of  the  meaning  of  life.  The  answer  he  received 
then  is  the  answer  still,  "Ye  must  be  born  again."  Unless  our  edu- 
cation today  holds  this  up  before  our  people  it  is  not  truly  Christian

Education.  In  other  words.  Christian  Education  adds  the  one  thing 
without  which  there  can  be  no  real  education.  It  is  the  training  of 
the  heartlife.  A  sound  body,  a  clear  mind  and  a  new  and  dedicated 
heart-life  make  a  whole  man. 

It  is  not  enough  to  produce  smart  men;  they  must  be  "reborn" 
men.  To  sharpen  the  wits  of  our  young  people  without  touching 
their  dispositions  may  result  in  more  harm  than  good.  The  tragic 
condition  of  our  world  today  is  testimony  to  the  consequences  of 
such  a  one-sided,  restricted  education.  For  a  whole  generation 
we  have  pampered  the  body,  sharpened  the  mind,  and  starved  the 
soul.  We  have  majored  on  "things,"  and  the  educational  ideal  of 
too  many  has  been  to  instruct  men  in  the  art  of  gaining  more  and 
bigger  things,  not  better.  Character  has  been  subordinated  to  pop- 
ular culture.  Power  has  not  been  joined  to  goodness.  This  is  not 
the  Christian  way  and  it  has  failed.  If  the  power  machine  we  have 
created  is  not  to  get  out  of  control  and  bring  worse  confusion  upon 
us,  the  controls  must  be  in  the  hands  of  leaders  who  believe  in 
God  and  in  the  God  we  know  through  Jesus  Christ. 

We  need  to  re-study  the  Great  Commission  of  our  Lord  and 
realize  that  when  He  said  "teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you"  that  He  was  talking  to  the 
same  group  who  were  to  make  them  believers  and  the  same  group 
who  were  to  baptize  them.  Christian  Education  is  a  fundamental 
function  of  the  church.  "Go  teach"  is  its  imperative  command. 
The  church  must  teach  the  Bible,  Christian  doctrine  and  denomina- 
tional history  and  policy.  It  could  never  be  done  by  our  public 
schools.  The  importance  of  the  Sunday  School  and  Vacation  Bible 
School  programs  is  very  evident.  Judge  Sam  Tatum  of  the  juvenile 
court  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  says  that  since  1939  he  has  tried  approxi- 
mately 8,000  boys  and  girls  under  17  years  of  age  for  violating  the 
law.  Of  that  number  ONLY  42  were  regular  in  Sunday  School  or 
church  attendance.  Another  significant  fact  is  that  of  these  children 
there  has  not  been  a  child  in  the  court  whose  father  or  mother 
attended  Sunday  School  or  church  regularly.  No  other  organiza- 
tion can  equal  this  record.  Therefore,  I  plead  for  more  and  better 
Sunday  School  buildings  and  equipment,  a  more  generous  supply 
of  Baptist  literature  and  for  better  trained  officers  and  teachers. 

Our  institutions  of  higher  learning  can  only  build  upon  what 
we  send  them.  There  has  always  been  a  constant  flow  of  life  blood 
from  the  church  to  the  college,  and  from  the  college  back  to  the 
church.  They  have  been  linked  together  in  a  wholesome  inter- 
dependence. They  are  partners  promoting  a  great  program.  Sever 
the  connection  and  both  suffer.  A  religious  denomination  must 
continue  to  cultivate  the  field  of  education,  or  go  out  of  business 
as  a  denomination. 
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Through  the  years  our  Christian  schools  and  colleges  have 
made  worthy  contributions  to  our  Baptist  life  and  progress.  There 
have  gone  out  from  their  halls  of  learning  countless  numbers  of 
teachers,  lawyers,  physicians,  public-spirited  business  men,  indus- 
trial leaders  and  financiers  of  finest  quality.  But  the  greatest  con- 
tribution has  been  made  to  our  churches,  through  the  men  trained 
for  the  Christian  ministry.  A  list  of  these  men  and  women  would 
include  many  of  the  most  prominent  in  our  state,  the  south  and 
the  nation.  They  have  served  our  denomination  remarkably  well. 
But  at  this  very  critical  stage  in  our  world's  history  there  is  still 
a  great  cry  for  capable,  well-trained,  consecrated  leadership  in  our 
churches  and  denomination  and  nation.  We  are  challenged  as  never 
before  to  support  our  Christian  schools  that  they  may  continue 
their  great  work  in  Christianizing  the  world  through  the  men  and 
women  who  go  out  from  them  to  their  places  of  service  throughout 
the  world. 

For  the  last  four  or  five  years,  our  schools  have  had  the  best 
years  of  their  history.  Enrollments  have  broken  all  previous  rec- 
ords, and  they  are  constantly  seeking  to  raise  their  standards  by 
better  buildings  and  equipment,  better  paid  teachers  and  adminis- 
trators, and  larger  endowments.  Our  Baptist  schools  originated  as 
agencies  of  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina.  In  lean  years  and  in 
those  more  prosperous,  in  years  of  peace  and  in  years  of  war,  they 
have  depended  upon  and  received  financial  assistance  from  the 
denomination.  Individuals  and  churches  have  loyally  supported 
and  greatly  strengthened  our  schools  and  colleges  so  that  the 
ministry  of  these  institutions  might  be  more  widespread  and  effect- 
ive. Always  our  people  have  kept  faith  with  the  founding  fathers; 
have  expressed  their  confidence  in  the  work  of  our  schools;  and 
have  demonstrated  their  sense  of  responsibility  by  giving  of  time, 
talents  and  money.  Today  the  schools  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
are  their  greatest  assets.  Every  hour  of  labor  and  every  dollar  of 
money  invested  is  at  work  as  generation  after  generation  of  stu- 
dents pass  through  and  on  out  into  the  world  to  serve  it  more 
acceptably.

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Brother  Brinkley  then  made  the  following  motion:  "That  the 
West  Landis  Baptist  Church  be  received  into  the  Association  with 
the  understanding  that  the  deed  stay  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  Association  until  the  debt  is  paid  off  and  at  such  time  as  the 
work  will  be  self-sustaining."  This  motion  was  duly  seconded  and 
carried. 

He  then  presented  the  application  of  the  Community  Baptist 
Church  (formerly  Klumac  Mission)  for  membership  in  the  Asso- 
ciation. After  stating  that  this  church  had  been  properly  organized 
under  the  direction  of  the  Associational  Membership  Committee, 
and  that  they  had  accepted  the  Baptist  policy  and  program.  Brother 
Brinkley  made  a  motion  that  this  church  be  received  into  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Association.  T.  A.  Dennis  seconded  the  motion,  and 
it  carried. 

42.  Those  representing  the  two  new  churches  were  presented 
to  the  Association,  and  extended  the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  by 
Tom  Bray. 

43.  Repqrt  on  Committee  on  Ordinations  was  brought  by  R.  A. 
Ellis,  and  it  was  adopted  upon  motion.

Report  of  Committee  on  Radio 

Brother  Moderator,  Messengers  and  Visitors  to  the 
Rowan  Association: 

Your  Committee  on  Radio  does  not  have  the  type  report  that 
we  would  like  to  make,  but  we  earnestly  anticipate  the  day  when 
we  shall  be  in  a  position  to  broadcast  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth  through  this  effective  medium  of  radio. 

For  three  months  of  this  Associational  year  the  churches  of  the 
Association  paid  for  broadcasting  the  Baptist  Hour  over  a  local 
radio  station.  We  endeavored  at  that  time  to  have  this  obligation 
assumed  by  the  Radio  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, but  were  not  successful.  Since  the  cost  of  this  broadcast  was 
so  much  we  felt  it  unwise  to  ask  the  churches  to  support  this  pro- 
gram further. 

During  the  recent  School  of  Missions  we  were  able  to  secure 
the  free  time  offered  by  the  two  radio  stations  for  morning  devo- 
tions so  that  our  missionaries  could  be  heard  by  a  large  audience 
over  this  area.  Of  course,  we  realize  that  this  took  place  in  a  new 
Associational  year,  but  we  are  reporting  it  because  it  is  fresh  on 
our  memories.

46.  Special  music  by  Charles  Bolden,  "Breathe  On  Me,"  and 
the  congregation  sang  "Living  For  Jesus." 

47.  Mr.  Patrick  Beck  from  Wingate  College  was  presented  to 
the  Association,  and  made  a  few  remarks. 

48.  R.  N.  Huneycutt,  Vice-Moderator,  took  over  the  gavel, 
and  presented  James  Myers  who  brought  the  report  on  the  Baptist 
Orphanage.  He  presented  Rev.  J.  O.  Walton,  pastor  of  the  Mills 
Home  Church,  who  discussed  the  report,  and  brought  the  message. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina 

During  the  past  year  our  Orphanage  has  cared  for  781  children. 
The  health  of  our  children  was  excellent  and  they  did  well  in 
school,  14  graduating  from  Mills  Home  and  5  from  Kennedy  Home. 
The  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Orphanage  family  has  been  very  good 
resulting  in  70  professions  of  faith  and  baptisms. 

During  the  month  of  March,  1949,  $586,000.00  was  presented  to 
the  Orphanage  by  the  estate  of  Robert  M.  Idol.  This  gift  is  to  be 
used  in  building  a  church  at  Mills  Home  in  memory  of  his  mother, 
an  infirmary  in  memory  of  his  sister,  and  a  vocational  building, 
which  the  trustees  feel  should  be  in  memory  of  Mr.  Idol  himself. 

Some  new  buildings  have  been  erected  during  the  past  year. 
Many  of  the  old  buildings  have  been  repaired. 

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Orphanage  personnel 
but  we  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  good  leaders  to  fill 
the  place  of  those  retiring.  Dr.  Zeno  Wall  reached  the  retirement 
age  on  August  20.  He  is  now  living  in  Shelby.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  turned  to  Rev.  W.  C.  Reed  of  the  Kennedy  Home  to  fill 
the  vacancy  left  by  Dr.  Wall.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Smith  of  Boone 
have  taken  over  the  work  at  Kennedy  Home. 

With  65  years  of  glorious  history  back  of  us,  with  a  big  build- 
ing program  immediately  in  front  of  us,  with  a  new  general  super- 
intendent and  a  group  of  new  workers  coming  to  us,  with  a  faithful 
and  experienced  band  of  old  workers  remaining  with  us,  with 
scores  and  scores  of  homeless  children  calling  to  us  for  shelter  and 
sustenance,  with  thousands  of  generous  hearts  standing  back  of 
us,  and  with  unfaltering  faith  in  God,  we  face  the  future  feeling 
that  our  biggest  and  brightest  days  are  ahead. 
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Let  us  continue  to  pray  for  the  Orphanage,  and  give  regularly 
and  generously  to  its  support.

49.  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness  Report  was  given 
by  E.  L.  Melton,  Chairman.  It  was  discussed  and  adopted. 

Report  on  "Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness" 

Time  and  space  will  not  permit  us  to  discuss  fully  the  many 
moral  issues  that  face  us  in  our  county,  state  and  nation  today. 
Let  us  take  a  look  at  the  moral  conditions  todav  and  we  are  made 
to  know  that  the  "carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God."  May  we 
discuss  fully  several  of  the  most  important  issues  and  recommend 
some  services  that  might  be  followed  to  correct  these  evils. 

Grown-up  and  juvenile  delinquency  is  a  moral  issue  that  needs 
our  immediate  attention.  Why  do  we  have  so  many  young  crim- 
inals today?  Our  parents  are  more  to  blame  than  the  young  people. 
They  have  taken  the  home  restraint  from  the  child,  turned  them 
loose  on  the  world  and  what  the  younger  people  see  on  the  theater 
screens  are  being  put  into  effect  upon  our  society.  Since  the  sec- 
ular forces  of  our  nation  and  state  have  so  miserably  failed  to  cope 
with  this  serious  situation,  therefore  whatever  help  can  be  rendered 
must  come  from  the  forces  of  righteousness. 

The  gambling  problem  is  on  the  increase  as  evidenced  by  the 
every-day  press  news.  However,  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that 
many  of  our  law  enforcement  agencies  are  probing  into  this  matter. 
We  should  know  that  any  form  of  gambling  is  wrong,  whether  it 
be  for  a  soft  drink,  a  cut-glass  vase  or  $1,000  for  "the  love  of  money 
is  the  root  of  all  evil." 

The  Lord's  Day — Greater  disregard  for  the  Lord's  Day  is  no- 
ticeable everywhere.  If  our  church  members  would  stop  buying 
on  the  Lord's  Day,  there  would  be  few  places  open  on  Sundays. 

Immorality — Adultery  and  divorcing  has  become  very  popular 
in  this  age  of  fashion  and  frivolity.  Various  and  sundry  reports 
may  be  had  from  the  legal  records  showing  the  increase  in  divorces 
since  being  licensed  by  most  states  (but  not  by  God).  Any  state 
that  passes  a  divorce  law  is  encouraging  home-breaking  and  as  the 
home  goes,  so  goes  a  nation.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  we  have  so 
many  broken  hearts  and  broken  homes? 

Racial  Problem — Our  State  Convention  through  our  Social 
Service  Commission  as  well  as  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  working  hard  at  the  job  of  getting  across  to  our  people  the  truth 
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concerning  our  race  relations  as  well  as  our  minority  group  prob- 
lems. You  are  invited  to  study  prayerfully  our  1950  report  of  our 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  which  gives  in  detail  suggestions  and 
plans  in  meeting  this  emergency. 

The  Alcohol  Problem — We  as  Christians  and  church  members 
should  bow  our  heads  in  shame  as  we  come  face  to  face  with  the 
disgraceful  situation  as  it  exists  today  in  our  nation,  our  state  and 
especially  our  own  Rowan  County.  Again  we  regret  that  time  and 
space  will  not  permit  us  to  go  into  detail  concerning  this  all-impor- 
tant problem.  Note  a  few  of  the  factual  facts  taken  from  a  report 
published  by  the  Allied  Church  League  of  North  Carolina: 

With  every  tick  of  the  clock — every  second — we  are  selling  here 


in  North  Carolina  alcohol  amounting  to  $10.67 

Every  minute   $640.25 

Every  hour  $33,415.38 

Every  8  hour  day   $307,323.05 

Every  month  (26  days)   $7,990,399.44 

Annually  $95,884,793.32 


And  it's  gaining  with  every  tick  of  the  clock. 

Rowan  County's  monthly  reports  show  that  they  are  now  sell- 
ing in  excess  of  $425,000.00  monthly. 

Two  months'  sales  from  just  Rowan  County  would  not  only 
pay  the  total  necessary  to  build  the  new  wing  to  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital, but  would  have  $300,000  left  over  to  build  a  chapel  right  by  it. 

In  Conclusion — -The  matter  of  a  State  Referendum  seems  to  be 
certain  to  face  our  representatives  in  the  next  Legislature.  Let  us 
as  Christians  make  certain  that  we  do  not  cease  to  pray  and  work 
in  every  way  possible  for  the  Blessings  of  God  upon  us  in  this 
great  matter.

We  are  glad  that  the  Training  Union  in  our  Association  is  mak- 
ing progress  and  we  have  just  completed  one  of  the  best  years  in 
our  history.  We  are  able  to  report  gains  in  almost  every  depart- 
ment. 

At  the  close  of  this  year  26  of  our  29  churches  report  Training 
Unions,  an  increase  of  three  during  the  year.  The  increase  in  our 
enrollment  for  the  past  year  has  been  307. 
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The  attendance  at  our  Associational  mass  meetings  has  been 
most  encouraging.  It  has  averaged  331  with  the  largest  attendance 
being  at  our  December  "M"  Night  meeting,  at  Stallings  Memorial 
Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  with  508  present. 

This  advancement  in  the  work  of  our  Training  Union  could  not 
have  been  accomplished  were  it  not  for  your  fine  spirit  of  coopera- 
tion.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  18,  1950 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote  and  develop 
their  energies  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout 
the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  wjth  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advance. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  the  churches  within  ite  bounds  and  messengers 
chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled 
to  two  messengers  for  the  first  50  members,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  one  messenger  for  each  50  above  that  number.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Association 
by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical 
information,,  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to 
send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their 
annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at  l*ast  six  weeks  before  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested 
to  nave  the  letters  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
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repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance,  but 
cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this 
constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence 
over  the  other. 

VIII.   Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the 
recognition  of  and  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, be  requested  to  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
of  the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization 
takes  place.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficiently  removed 
so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee the  group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church 
covenant  and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three 
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deacons  of  the  Association  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Should 
this  council  approve  the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group 
will  then  proceed  to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist  Church  of  the 
same  faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association  asking  for  recognition  and  seeking  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  Pastors  and  three 
Deacons  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive -Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent,  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors  of  all  the 
churches  within  the  Association,  and  one  lay  representative  from 
each  church  elected  by  the  church.  The  duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the  Association  in  the 
interium  between  its  annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any  action 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Association  nor  which  would  initiate 
any  new  policies  of  procedures  binding  upon  the  Association  unless 
specifically  so  directed.  In  an  adequate  emergency  this  committee 
may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  condi- 
tions arising  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  such 
emergencies  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  but 
such  actions  so  taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly,  the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by 
the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organizations, 
including  Brotherhood  President.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive -Promotion  Committee  meetings 
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and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  and  to  advise  with 
any  church  having  any  problem  to  arise  and  seeks  such  help. 

3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations, 
Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance 
Committee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music 
Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day,  or 
that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and 
voted  upon  favorably  the  following  year. 

XI.  This  constitution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
adoption  and  shall  supersede  any  and  all  constitutions  previously 
adopted.

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  30,  1951 

1.  The  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  was  called  to  order  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Spen- 
cer, N.  C,  at  9:30  A.M.  on  October  30,  1951,  by  the  Moderator, 
Reverend  N.  C.  Teague.  In  addition  to  the  Moderator,  the  follow- 
ing officers  were  present:  Rev.  R.  N.  Huneycutt,  Vice -Moderator; 
Rev.  O.  D.  Moore,  Clerk;  Mrs.  Earle  Blalock,  Pianist. 

2.  The  congregation  was  led  by  Rev.  Kenneth  Archer  in  the 
singing  of  the  hymn,  "  'Tis  So  Sweet  to  Trust  in  Jesus." 

3.  The  opening  worship  period  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Robert 
Wynecoff,  using  Romans  5:12. 

4.  The  congregation  then  sang  the  hymn,  "I  Love  Thy  King- 
dom, Lord." 

5.  Rev.  N.  C.  Teague,  the  Moderator,  declared  the  Rowan 
Baptist  Association  officially  in  session  to  consider  the  items  to 
come  before  the  meeting.  Report  from  Committee  on  Committees 
was  delayed. 

6.  The  Clerk  then  gave  a  resume  of  the  work  of  the  Executive 
Committee  which  was  adopted,  and  a  Digest  of  Church  Letters 
were  given  as  a  matter  of  information. 

Report  of  Executive -Promotion  Committee 

The  following  matters  were  appropriately  executed  by  your 
committee  throughout  the  year: 

1.  Accepted  the  resignation  of  Missionary  Tom  W-  Bray,  who 
resigned  to  accept  similar  work  in  the  Kings  Mountain  Associa- 
tion, effective  December  1,  1950. 
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Worked  out  the  following  agreement  to  be  the  basis  upon 
which  a  committee  was  to  find  a  successor.  A  committee  of  10 
was  appointed  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  and  the 
following  agreement  was  the  basis  for  calling  a  new  missionary.

The  Rowan  Baptist  Association  will  provide  an  adequate  home 
for  the  Missionary.  Also  office  space  and  equipment  needed  and 
the  necessary  supplies  for  the  work,  either  in  the  home  or  a  sep- 
arate place. 

The  Missionary  shall  be  permitted  to  conduct  two  revivals  out- 
side the  Association  a  year  and  keep  the  honorarium  therefrom. 

For  revivals  held  in  the  churches,  an  offering  shall  be  taken 
for  the  services  which  shall  in  turn  be  placed  in  the  general  fund 
of  the  Association. 

The  Missionary  shall  spend  no  more  than  three  weeks  (3) 
annually  outside  the  Association  in  study  courses,  schools  of  mis- 
sions, and  similar  work,  exclusive  of  the  time  spent  for  revivals 
outside  of  the  Association. 

If  the  Missionary  fills  the  pulpit  for  a  church  in  the  Association 
when  the  pastor  is  away  for  a  revival,  or  similar  work,  he  is  to  be 
paid  the  regular  amount  for  the  supply  preacher,  with  the  money 
being  turned  in  to  the  Associational  Treasurer.  If  he  fills  the 
pulpit  when  the  pastor  is  sick  or  present,  he  is  not  to  be  paid 
inasmuch  as  he  will  be  rendering  service  in  line  of  his  duty  as 
Missionary. 

The  Missionary  shall  have  two  weeks  paid  vacation  each  year. 
Should  a  Missionary  resign  a  notice  of  thirty  days  may  be  given. 

Miss  Ruth  Bagwell  was  extended  a  call  and  entered  upon  her 
work  April  15,  1951. 

2.  Appointment  of  men  to  fill  vacancies  created  by  men  mov- 
ing from  our  Association  and  resignations.  Rev.  W.  M.  Anthony 
was  elected  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Committees. 

3.  W.  H.  Snider  was  elected  as  Associational  Brotherhood 
President.

4.  Special:  December  31,  1950,  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church 
was  organized  under  the  proper  Associational  committee. 

Whereas,  it  appears  to  us  that  there  is  a  real  need  for  a  Baptist 
Church  in  the  eastern  section  of  Salisbury  and  after  much  prayer 
and  seeking  of  divine  guidance  the  Mission  was  organized  in  this 
area.  After  some  three  years  of  operation  the  Mission  has  grown 
and  the  work  has  been  greatly  blessed  by  God.  Therefore,  I  move 
the  organization  of  the  Mission  into  a  regularly  constituted  Baptist 
Church,  based  upon  the  Church  Covenant  and  the  Articles  of  Faith 
just  adopted,  the  membership  of  the  church  being  composed  of  the 
names  previously  read.  These  shall  constitute  the  charter  mem- 
bership along  with  any  others  who  should  join  the  church  on  or 
before  January  31,  1951.  I  further  move  that  the  church  be  known 
as  the  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church  of  Salisbury.

Council  to  Examine  Articles  of  Faith 

This  church  was  duly  organized  and  Rev.  Tracey  Streater  was 
called  as  the  first  pastor. 

5.  Authorized  an  Associational-wide  Religious  Census,  and 
Mr.  D.  S.  Tysinger  was  elected  to  direct  the  campaign. 

6.  Promoted  the  Simultaneous  Crusade  in  the  churches,  March 
18-April  5,  1951. 

7.  Appointed  an  Associational  Refreshment  Committee  com- 
posed of  Mrs.  Reuben  Hellard,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Henderson,  and  Mrs. 
R.  W.  Cheek,  who  were  to  serve  for  the  annual  meeting. 

8.  Authorized  and  received  a  note  on  the  Corriher  Heights 
Baptist  Church  property  for  $600.00.  The  interest  was  given  to 
Corriher  Heights  since  the  holder  of  the  note  did  not  accept  the 
interest. 

9.  It  was  authorized  that  the  Chairman  of  Finance  was  to 
mail  out  a  letter  stating  the  Missionary  was  on  the  field  and  to 
urge  all  the  churches  to  support  the  financial  program. 

10.  Eastside  Baptist  Mission  requested  help  from  the  Rowan 
Association,  and  it  voted  to  sponsor  the  mission  through  the 
Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church,  who  is  acting  as  a  mother  to 
this  movement.  Brother  Harold  Faggart  is  pastor  of  the  mission. 
The  deed  for  the  property  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Association  and  will  remain  so  until  a  regular  Baptist  Church  is 
organized  and  is  ready  to  go  on  its  own.  The  Association  voted  to 
ask  the  churches  to  give  liberally  to  this  project. 
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11.  A  renewal  of  $1,000.00  was  requested  from  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  toward  the  salary  of  our  Missionary. 

12.  The  Finance  Committee  was  authorized  to  make  up  the 
Budget  for  1951-52  and  get  a  copy  in  the  hands  of  the  pastors  by 
the  time  the  Association  met,  so  that  they  could  study  it  and  be 
able  to  act  upon  it.  The  Clerk  was  authorized  to  write  M.  A. 
Huggins  about  the  $600.00  owed  on  the  Corriher  Heights  property. 

13.  A  Rural  Church  Program  was  discussed,  and  a  committee 
appointed  to  bring  in  a  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation.

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL:  Attended  Associational  Clinic, 
helped  with  the  clinic  for  Negro  church,  served  as  principal  of  4 
schools,  taught  V.  B.  S.  Guide  to  3  churches,  helped  with  4  prep- 
aration days,  talked  on  missions  to  9  schools. 

TRAINING  UNION:  Attended  Regional  Convention,  attended 
Ridgecrest  conference  for  3  days,  attended  3  Associational  rallies, 
participating  in  some  form  in  each,  helped  with  Youth  Week  in 
one  church,  spoke  in  opening  assemblies,  participated  in  local 
unions,  helped  with  one  night  clinic. 

W.  M.  U.  Attended  State  Leadership  Conference,  spoke  at 
annual  Associational  meeting,  attended  2  Associational  Mission 
Studies,  taught  5  W.  M.  S.  Mission  Studies,  taught  2  G.  A.  Mission 
Studies,  taught  one  R.  A.  Mission  Study,  helped  with  the  organiza- 
tion of  1  W.  M.  S.,  1  G.  A.,  R.  A.  Sunbeam,  attended  one  R.  A. 
initiation,  attended  Associational  R.  A.  conclave,  installed  officers 
in  1  W.  M.  S.,  participated  in  20  local  programs. 
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CONFERENCES:  270  individual,  5  group,  6  committee,  in  the 
Association.  Served  on  the  State  Committee  for  Social  Service 
and  Civic  Righteousness,  and  Program  Committee  for  Associational 
Missionaries.  Attended  the  Conference  at  Fruitland  for  Associa- 
tional Missionaries. 

OTHER  SERVICES:  Conducted  7  prayer  services,  conducted 
9  worship  services,  attended  11  revival  services,  attended  6  home- 
comings. Taught  class  twice  for  new  converts.  Took  one  religious 
survey.  Published  900  copies  of  Rowan  Rambler,  wrote  many  cards 
and  letters  to  promote  the  work.  Traveled  5,380  miles.

8.  Rev.  E.  H.  Potts  was  introduced  and  made  a  statement 
about  the  Home  for  the  Aged,  and  he  in  turn  introduced  Rev. 
James  Hayes,  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  who  then  spoke  to 
the  congregation  about  the  Home  for  the  Aged.  His  report  was 
adopted  upon  motion. 

Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aged 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  its  November, 
1950,  session  authorized  the  Committee  on  the  Home  for  the  Aged 
to  make  plans  for  the  opening  and  operation  of  our  Home  for  the 
Aged  as  soon  as  the  committee  might  find  a  way  to  meet  the  cost 
of  equipping  and  operating.  Because  of  the  drive  to  raise  money 
for  the  construction  of  the  new  wing  to  the  Baptist  Hospital,  the 
Convention  instructed  the  Committee  for  the  Home  not  to  expect 
direct  help  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  during  the  year  1951. 

On  January  9,  the  Committee  on  the  Home  elected  Rev.  James 
M.  Hayes,  pastor  of  North  Winston  Baptist  Church,  Winston -Salem, 
superintendent  of  the  Home,  and  Miss  Edna  Heinzerling,  Director 
of  Nurses  of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  to  serve  as  supervisor  of  our 
Home.  The  committee  decided  to  open  the  Home  for  residents 
when  sufficient  funds  became  available  to  begin. 

There  are  many  evidences  of  the  Lord's  favor  upon  the  Home 
thus  far.  In  the  first  place,  He  led  in  making  a  home  immediately 
available.  Ten  years  ago  the  trustees  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School 
of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  College  leased  a  three-story,  brick- 
constructed,  fireproof  building,  with  an  elevator,  for  a  period  of 
25  years  for  $1.00  a  year.  The  Committee  on  the  Home  was  able 
to  secure  this  building  for  15  years  at  the  same  rental  price.  The 
building  accommodates  20  residents  at  present.  The  top  floor,  if 
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completed,  would  give  space  for  16  additional  residents.  The  com- 
pletion of  this  floor  would  cost  approximately  $23,000.  With  more 
than  100  applications  for  admission  already  received,  and  inquiries 
coming  almost  daily,  one  can  easily  see  the  pressing  need  of  more 
space. 

The  Home  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the  gifts  received — 
furniture,  office  equipment,  heating  system,  blankets,  linens,  towels, 
and  many  other  items,  as  well  as  discounts  on  supplies  necessary 
to  be  purchased.  Although  the  Home  has  been  operating  only  since 
March  16,  yet  it  now  has  assets  approximating  $75,000,  and  is  not 
operating  in  the  red. 

Our  residents  range  in  age  from  67  to  91  years,  and  come  from 
widely  scattered  sections  of  North  Carolina — from  Franklin  to 
Elizabeth  City — the  mountains  to  the  sea.  Regardless  of  the  sec- 
tions from  which  they  come,  they  are  a  happy,  congenial  family, 
all  rejoicing  in  the  opportunity  to  live  in  the  Home.  The  attitude 
of  all  the  residents  is  well  expressed  in  the  brief  statements  of 
Miss  Bertha  Callaway,  former  matron  of  Mills  Home  Orphanage: 
"I  like  this  good  Christian  home";  and  of  Mrs.  Carroll:  "I  wouldn't 
exchange  it  for  any  other." 

The  Home  offers  four  things  to  those  who  come  to  live  there: 
security,  comfort,  congeniality,  and  a  Christian  ministry.  With  this 
sort  of  program,  North  Carolina  Baptists  can  add  years  to  life,  and 
life  to  years  for  those  who  reside  in  our  Baptist  Home  for  the 
Aged. 

One  donor  said  when  he  sent  his  check  to  the  Home:  "I  believe 
in  this  practical  kind  of  Christianity.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
waited  too  long  to  begin  it."  Surely  it  is  practical,  for  Jesus  said: 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

The  Committee  on  the  Home  has  challenged  North  Carolina 
Baptists  to  build  a  home  adequate  to  meet  the  need  of  the  increas- 
ing number  of  old  people  from  65  years  up.  Their  program  calls 
for  a  million  dollar  plant,  which  would  accommodate  270  residents. 
With  the  Lord  leading  and  North  Carolina  Baptists  cooperating, 
such  a  plant  should  be  built  and  in  operation  within  a  few  years. 

"Now  also  when  I  am  old  and  grayheaded,  O  God,  forsake  me 
not."    (Psalm  71:18) 

9.  Rev.  O.  M.  Moore,  Clerk,  made  a  motion  that  the  Com- 
mittee on  Committees  elect  a  representative  to  the  Home  for  the 
Aged.  It  was  adopted  upon  motion. 
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10.  Rev.  O.  D.  Moore,  Clerk,  then  called  the  roll  of  the 
churches.  Thirty  out  of  thirty-one  churches  were  represented. 
The  Registration  Committee  also  gave  a  report  and  visitors  were 
recognized. 

11.  Rev.  Archie  Ellis  then  recognized  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell, 
Associational  Missionary,  and  the  new  pastors:  Rev.  J.  F.  Graham, 
Faith  Baptist  Church;  Rev.  H.  L.  Barham,  Morlan  Park  Baptist 
Church;  Rev.  Robert  Williams,  Community  Baptist  Church;  Rev. 
Robert  Wynecoff,  West  Corinth  Baptist  Church;  Rev.  W.  P.  Lip- 
pard,  Rowan  Mills  Baptist  Church;  Rev.  D.  A.  Clanton,  supply 
pastor,  Gold  Hill  Baptist  Church;  Rev.  Vance  Edwards,  East  Spen- 
cer Baptist  Church. 

12.  Rev.  Clay  R.  Barnes,  Secretary  Baptist  Pastors'  Confer- 
ence, made  a  recommendation  that  the  following  letter  be  sent  to 
Senators  Hoey  and  Smith: 

Dear  Senator, 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Association  composed  of  ten  thousand  per- 
sons, including  30  ministers,  in  session  on  October  30th,  1951,  voted 
unanimously  their  vigorous  disapproval  of  the  appointment  of  an 
Ambassador  to  the  Vatican  by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
We  voted  to  respectfully  urge  upon  you  as  our  representative  in 
government  to  voice  disapproval  of  such  a  move  which  we  believe 
would  violate  the  time-honored  traditional  American  policy  of  the 
separation  of  Church  and  State  which  is  based  upon  the  First 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  We  join  other 
millions  of  Protestants  in  strongly  opposing  any  official  relations 
between  our  government  and  that  of  the  Roman  Catholic  church- 
state.  We  cannot  compromise  our  heritage  by  becoming  entangled 
with  this  powerful  hierarchy  which  parades  under  the  banner  of 
religion  on  the  one  hand  and  exercises  the  prerogatives  of  a  state 
upon  the  other. 

We  respectfully  urge  upon  you  to  voice  this  opinion  of  ours 
before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  and  cast  your  vote  in 
opposition  to  the  appointment  of  such  an  ambassador.

He  also  made  a  motion  that  the  following  day  letter  be  sent 
to  President  Harry  S.  Truman: 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  composed  of  ten  thousand  per- 
sons, including  thirty  ministers,  in  session  today,  voted  unanimous- 
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ly  their  disapproval  of  your  appointment  of  an  Ambassador  to  the 
Vatican  which  we  believe  would  violate  our  policy  of  separation  of 
Church  and  State.  We  respectfully  urge  your  reconsideration  of 
this  matter.

3.  Do  you  have  any  member  of  your  music  staff  who  is  paid? 
Yes  1,  no  10. 

4.  Did  you  have  a  Music  School  or  Music  Emphasis  Week 
in  your  church  during  the  past  year?  Yes  2,  no  9. 

5.  Did  anyone  in  your  church  attend  "Music  Week"  at  Ridge- 
crest  this  year?  Yes  0,  no  11.

14.  Rev.  Clay  Barnes  presented  the  Report  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  which  was  adopted  upon  motion.  Dr. 
W.  K.  McGee,  Director  of  Religious  Activities  at  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital, then  gave  an  address. 
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Report  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital — 1951 

When  Christ  was  here  on  earth  He  had  this  to  say  about  the 
obligation  of  His  followers  concerning  the  sick:  "I  was  sick  and  ye 
visited  me"  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least 
of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

For  twenty-eight  years  the  Baptist  of  North  Carolina  have 
sought  through  our  Baptist  Hospital  to  put  into  practice  the  mean- 
ing of  these  words.  The  highest  good  of  the  individual  who  is  sick 
has  been  at  the  heart  of  the  motive  and  effort  of  this  work.  Thou- 
sands of  people  sick  in  body  and  soul  have  been  blessed  by  this 
Christian  ministry  of  healing. 

Last  year  9,700  patients  were  cared  for  in  the  Hospital  and 
95,000  visits  were  made  to  the  clinics  for  examination  and  treat- 
ments. About  half  of  these  persons  had  little  or  no  money.  They 
were  provided  free  professional  care  by  our  doctors,  and  were 
given  additional  financial  assistance  with  the  cost  of  the  service 
they  received. 

This  free  service  was  made  possible  by  our  Mother's  Day 
offerings  which  amounted  to  $140,000.00.  Other  assistance  came 
from  various  health  and  welfare  agencies,  the  Duke  Endowment, 
and  individual  gifts.  All  of  which  enabled  the  Hospital  to  spend 
$337,000.00  in  free  service.  When  the  free  services  of  the  doctors 
are  added  to  this,  it  means  that  our  Hospital  provided  three-fourths 
of  a  million  dollars  in  free  services  to  these  sick  people  who  have 
little  money.  In  other  words,  every  time  we  gave  one  dollar  in 
our  Mother's  Day  offering,  it  enabled  our  Hospital  to  give  five 
dollars  in  free  service  to  sick  persons  who  are  poor  in  this  world's 
goods. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Mother's  Day  offerings  this 
year  are  running  ahead  of  those  last  year.  The  reports  from  the 
special  offerings  to  raise  $700,000.00  toward  the  building  of  the 
new  South  Wing  to  the  Hospital  are  encouraging.  Most  of  the 
churches  in  the  state  have  been  making  these  offerings,  and  many 
have  gone  well  beyond  the  suggested  goal.  Contracts  have  been 
let  for  this  addition  and  work  is  beginning  on  the  construction, 
which  will  require  about  18  months.  We  urge  all  our  churches 
which  have  not  made  their  offerings,  or  reached  their  goals,  to  do 
this  without  delay  lest  the  progress  of  the  work  be  greatly  retarded. 
We,  as  North  Carolina  Baptist,  will  do  what  we  have  said  we 
would  in  providing  the  money  to  enlarge  our  Hospital,  and  open 
the  door  to  those  who  are  having  to  wait  for  lack  of  room. 

Our  Hospital  seeks  as  best  it  can  not  only  to  meet  the  needs  of 
all  who  enter  for  treatment  by  providing  the  best  in  medical  serv- 
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ice,  but  also  provides  through  a  director,  two  chaplains,  and  stu- 
dent secretary,  a  spiritual  ministry  for  those  who  are  spiritually 
sick.  Under  this  ministry  many  unsaved  persons  accept  Christ, 
many  Christians  are  strengthened,  and  their  families  comforted. 
The  purpose  of  our  Hospital  is  to  provide  a  complete  Christian 
ministry  for  those  who  are  sick.

15.  Mr.  D.  S.  Tysinger  presented  the  Sunday  School  Report, 
which  was  adopted  upon  motion. 

Sunday  School  Report 

As  we  examine  the  reports  for  the  year  just  closed,  and  try 
to  determine  just  where  we  as  Associational  Sunday  School  work- 
ers have  failed  in  our  work  with  the  churches,  we  are  led  to  believe 
we  have  not  put  across  the  vision  of  the  possibilities,  and  the 
responsibilities  that  are  round  about  each  church  in  our  Associa- 
tion. There  are  losses  we  can  not  understand,  from  some  of  our 
Sunday  School  reports.  Due  to  many  meetings  in  our  Association, 
we  have  not  held  as  many  Sunday  School  meetings  as  were  planned 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  While  our  increase  shows  a  total 
of  343,  or  an  increase  of  4.25%  over  last  year,  out  of  eleven  Sunday 
School  reports  there  was  a  loss  of  369  in  enrollment,  or  a  loss  over 
last  year's  enrollment  of  4.57%.  If  the  eleven  churches  had  made 
no  increase  in  enrollment,  but  held  the  same  enrollment  of  last 
year,  we  would  have  had  an  increase  of  712,  or  8.8%  increase  over 
last  year. 

We  do  not  have  a  full  report  on  our  Sunday  School  Training 
awards,  but  feel  sure  they  will  reach  four  hundred  for  the  year 
just  closed.  We  feel  there  has  been  more  training  in  our  churches 
than  there  have  been  awards  issued.  Our  goal  this  year  is  to  reach 
every  church  with  Sunday  School  Training,  and  if  possible  at  least 
one  Training  School  in  each  church. 

We  held  the  best  Associational  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic 
we  have  ever  held  in  our  Association.  There  were  a  larger  number 
of  churches  represented  at  this  clinic  than  ever  before.  We  are 
glad  to  report  that  every  church  in  the  Rowan  Association,  and 
the  one  Mission,  held  a  Vacation  Bible  School  of  at  least  one  week, 
and  many  held  a  two  weeks  school.  We  held  a  Vacation  Bible 
School  Clinic  with  one  colored  church,  which  we  believe  will  help 
reach  more  colored  Baptist  churches  in  Rowan  County  next  year. 

TAKE  YOUR  FAMILY  TO  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  is  our  theme 
this  year.  We  urge  every  pastor  and  Sunday  School  superintendent 
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to  make  a  check  in  his  church  one  time  each  quarter  this  year, 
find  out  how  many  complete  families  are  in  Sunday  School  and 
how  many  complete  families  remain  for  church.  We  also  urge  each 
church  to  PROVIDE  FOR  EVERY  MEMBER  OF  EVERY  FAM- 
ILY. If  you  do  not  have  the  building  large  enough  to  take  care 
of  your  Sunday  School  needs,  enlarge  your  buildings  and  in  this 
way  provide  for  every  member  of  every  family. 

We  urge  every  church  to  train  for  more  and  BETTER  BIBLE 
STUDY,  with  more  workers  enlisted,  reaching  more  complete 
families,  and  reaching  and  winning  the  lost,  who  are  your  possi- 
bilities, and  responsibility.

The  presidents  of  these 
Brotherhoods  were:  W.  R.  Owens  of  China  Grove,  First;  Henry 
Walker  of  China  Grove,  South;  W.  J.  Stiller  of  Dunn's  Mountain; 
K.  H.  Williams  of  Oakdale;  K.  A.  Kincaid  of  Trinity;  C.  F.  Limer- 
ick of  Stallings  Memorial;  and  W.  H.  Snider  of  Trading  Ford. 
Our  aim  for  this  coming  year  is  to  enlist  all  churches  in  creating 
a  Brotherhood  in  their  church.  We  are  planning  an  Associational 
Brotherhood  for  this  county,  and  we  want  every  church  repre- 
sented. On  November  8,  7:30  P.M.,  at  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Salisbury,  we  are  having  a  Brotherhood  Rally.  Horace  Easom, 
State  Brotherhood  leader,  will  be  our  inspirational  speaker.  We 
want  all  the  men  to  come  whether  you  have  a  Brotherhood  or  not. 
The  success  of  this  rally  depends  upon  you,  so  please  come  and  help 
make  it  a  success. 

This  is  the  first  Brotherhood  report  of  this  type  to  be  given 
in  the  Association.

24.  Mrs.  Earle  Blalock  presented  the  report  on  Historical 
Commission.  It  was  adopted  upon  motion. 

Report  of  Historical  Committee 

The  history  of  Rowan  County  Baptists  from  its  cradle  days 
of  the  past  is  a  valiant  and  moving  saga,  that  reaches  a  climax 
but  does  not  end!  Thanks  be  to  God,  we  move — onward  and  up- 
ward. Growing  pains  of  progress  are  working  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  Association,  from  the  largest  downtown 
church  to  the  smallest  ones  out  in  the  remote  areas.  On  every  side 
are  visible  manifestations  of  the  power  of  God  being  worked  out 
through  faith,  prayers  and  efforts  of  His  people. 

Truly,  an  endless  March  of  Splendor — this  of  building  not  only 
material  things  of  wood  and  stone,  but  more  important,  fulfilling 
God's  command  to  build  preachers,  teachers,  missionaries,  Chris- 
tian educators  and  others  who  must  turn  the  wheels  of  Kingdom 
work. 

A  retrospective  glance  permits  us  to  look  in  on  a  small  group 
of  less  than  a  dozen  warm-hearted,  zealous  Baptists,  moved  by  the 
Spirit  and  the  urgent  need,  to  assemble  themselves  in  August, 
1849,  for  the  express  purpose  of  organizing  and  beginning  a  mis- 
sionary Baptist  church.  This  meeting  took  place  on  the  spot  where 
now  stands  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Salisbury,  and  this  was 
our  Baptist  beginning. 
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Long  years  of  struggle  and  discouraging  slow  growth  ensued. 
But  the  knowledge  that  God  was  still  on  His  throne  found  the 
Rowan  Baptists  fighting  a  good  fight.  It  was  from  such  a  begin- 
ning that  our  missionary  program  of  Christianization  was  to  arise 
in  a  county  covering  five  hundred  square  miles  with  a  present 
population  of  over  seventy-five  thousand  people,  ten  thousand  of 
these  being  Baptists. 

Our  Association  had  its  beginning  in  1927,  meeting  at  the  First 
Church,  with  Rev.  R.  N.  Huneycutt  as  preacher,  Rev.  C.  A.  Rhyne 
as  Moderator,  and  Layman  Percy  Bloxam  as  Clerk.  No  living 
thing  is  static — it  grows  or  it  dies.  It  must  progress  or  retrograde, 
and  so,  the  noble  Baptists  of  Rowan  County  have  lifted  visionary 
eyes,  tireless,  willing  hands  and  grateful  hearts  to  a  task — "White 
unto  harvest" — and  have  wrought  gloriously,  honoring  God  and 
extending  His  Kingdom. 

Our  churches — all — have  awakened  to  a  new  awareness,  a  new 
vision,  a  rediscovery  of  God  and  the  need  for  revival — "At  a  time 
such  as  this" — many  of  them  are  holding  one  or  two  revivals  a 
year,  as  well  as  Vacation  Bible  Schools  and  other  Christ  centered 
programs.  Several  of  our  churches  also  have  Directors  of  Christian 
Education. 

It  is  encouraging  and  heart-warming  to  see  throughout  the 
Association  the  sacred  restlessness  that  is  the  tap  root  of  growth 
and  progress.  Within  the  last  year,  many  of  our  churches  have 
entered  building  programs,  some  completing  new  buildings  and 
others  adding  educational  space.  Yet  others  have  added  new 
organs,  pianos,  redecorating  and  made  beautiful  the  surrounding 
areas  of  their  churches.  Grace  Avenue  at  Kannapolis  is  at  the 
moment  in  a  most  ambitious  building  program.  With  pardonable 
pride  and  humility,  we  mention  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Salis- 
bury, even  now  towering  in  cathedral  beauty  and  already  opening 
loving  arms  of  comfort,  which  bids  all  who  pass  by  to  "Come  unto 
me,  all  ye  that  are  weary  and  heavy  laden." 

To  pastor  and  congregation  alike,  occupying  the  new  church 
shall  be  a  dream  come  true,  and  our  prayer  is  that  it  shall  con- 
stantly abide  a  Christ-honoring,  Christ- centered,  Christ-witness- 
ing Missionary  Baptist  Church,  that  may  bless  the  world  and  those 
in  need  is  our  prayer  for  every  church  in  our  Association. 

How  greatly  we  rejoice  over  our  newest  missionary  venture, 
Eastside  Mission  of  the  Dunn's  Mountain  area.  This  small  band 
of  Christians  have  heard  the  cry  of  need,  and  through  the  devoted 
and  tireless  efforts  and  prayers  of  Mr.  Faggart  and  Mr.  Bingham, 
with  the  aid  of  faithful  people  of  Dunn's  Mountain  Church,  they 
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are  now  building  a  beautiful  little  church,  well  under  construction, 
where  very  soon — unto  God — the  unchurched  may  be  reached  and 
the  unsaved  won  to  Christ. 

In  this  running  glance  into  the  History  of  our  Association, 
we  must  surely  realize  how  God  has  prospered  our  efforts.  We 
turn  hearts  of  grateful  thanks  to  Him  for  His  rich  and  abundant 
blessings  and  pray  that  our  people  may  be  sealed  more  and  more 
into  a  oneness  of  purpose  for  "He  that  keepeth  Israel  shall  neither 
slumber  nor  sleep." 

May  we  each  dedicate  and  consecrate  anew,  all  of  our  expend- 
ables— time,  money,  talent,  ability,  personality,  witnessing  and  a 
willingness  to  say  with  St.  Paul — "For  me  to  live  is  Christ." 

Remembering  ever  that  with  our  Glorious  and  Victorious 
Christ — all  things  are  possible!

Report  on  Christian  Literature 

Christian  literature  is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  homes 
of  today.  We  are  living  in  a  world  that  is  full  of  evil  and  sin.  Many 
people  are  confused  because  of  so  much  false  teaching  and  litera- 
ture that  is  misleading  and  unsound.  We  need  to  read,  but,  take 
care  in  what  we  read  and  what  we  allow  our  children  to  read. 

We  should  also  take  into  consideration  that  there  is  a  great 
volume  of  poison  and  obscene  literature  that  is  suggestive  and 
indecent  to  look  at,  and  to  have  in  any  respectable  home.  The 
postal  officials  will  not  allow  a  great  deal  of  this  literature  to  be 
sent  by  mail  but  it  is  still  distributed  by  news  stands,  drug  stores, 
and  many  other  ways.  This  obscene  literature  is  responsible  in 
wrecking  many  homes  and  poisoning  of  many  minds.  There  is  a 
great  danger  to  the  youth  of  today.  Everything  possible  should 
be  done  to  discourage  the  buying  and  reading  of  this  type  of  litera- 
ture. We  should  encourage  the  people  to  read,  first  of  all,  the 
Book  of  all  Books,  the  BIBLE.  It  is  God's  Word,  a  lamp  unto  our 
feet  and  a  light  to  our  pathway. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  doing  a  great  job  of  sending 
the  Bible  into  every  country  of  the  world,  but  at  present  the  Bible 
is  being  rationed  in  most  of  the  countries.  The  reason  for  this  is, 
the  people  in  mission  lands  can't  afford  one.  The  Scriptures  dis- 
tributed are  always  limited  by  the  gifts  received.  We  need  to  give 
more  to  the  American  Bible  Society  so  they  can  give  the  Word 
of  God  to  a  pagan  world. 

We  would  not  stop  at  the  Bible.  We  have  more  good  literature. 
Our  denominational  literature,  published  by  the  Sunday  School 
Board,  Sunday  School  literature,  Training  Union  literature,  W.M.U. 
Literature,  etc.  Then  We  have  the  Commission,  The  Home  Mission, 
and  our  state  papers,  the  Charity  and  Children,  and  The  Biblical 
Recorder.  These  papers  and  books  should  go  into  every  home  in 
North  Carolina.  The  Biblical  Recorder  supports  all  phases  of  our 
Baptist  work,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Its  present  circulation 
is  about  46,000  copies.  This  is  an  increase  of  5,000  in  about  12 
months.  There  are  24  pages  instead  of  the  usual  16.  The  paper  is 
now  able  to  give  us  a  wider  coverage  and  more  features  than  in 
the  past.  In  addition  to  information  about  Baptist  work,  it  carries 
week  by  week  significant  articles  dealing  with  the  great  issues  of 
life  which  all  our  people  must  face. 
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The  subscription  plans  for  The  Recorder  are  as  follows:  Indi- 
vidual subscriptions,  $2.50  per  year  (a  minimum  of  at  least  3  sub- 
scriptions for  church  reporting  less  than  100  members  and  5 
subscriptions  for  church  reporting  more  than  100  members.  The 
family  plan,  $1.50  per  year  (one  subscription  for  every  resident 
church  family  is  required). 

At  present  315  churches  have  Recorders  in  every  resident  fam- 
ily. About  1,002  have  Recorder  clubs.  Let  us  do  our  best  to  get 
The  Recorder  and  all  other  good  literature  in  the  homes  of  our 
people,  that  we  might  help  turn  their  minds  back  to  God.

Our  special  effort  this  year  has  been  enlistment.  We  have 
W.  M.  S.  in  three  more  churches  this  year.  We  have  28  W.  M.  S. 
with  1,139  members  and  all  reporting  this  quarter,  with  81%  giv- 
ing through  the  Cooperative  Program,  902  taking  part  in  com- 
munity missions,  435  making  definite  efforts  at  soul  winning,  656 
enrolled  in  study  classes,  and  628  books  were  read.  68  Y.  P.  organ- 
izations with  710  Y.  P.  enrolled  in  our  Y.  P.  work. 

The  Leadership  Conference  was  held  at  Trinity  Baptist  Church. 
Miss  Hilda  Mayo  was  with  us.  We  had  a  day  of  great  inspiration 
and  information. 

A  G.  A.  Rally  was  held  at  the  Salisbury  First  Baptist  Church. 
An  R.  A.  Rally  was  held,  meeting  at  Mirror  Lake,  and  Mr.  Jackson, 
R.  A.  Counselor,  spoke. 

The  Y.  W.  A.  Council  was  held  at  Salisbury  First  Baptist 
Church  with  a  missionary  guest  speaker,  Miss  Regina  Sliger. 
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We  are  thankful  for  the  faithful  witnessing  done  this  year 
through  our  W.  M.  U.  May  we  continue  to  witness  for  Him  till 
all  men  know  Him  as  Saviour  and  Lord.

"The  greatest  need  of  America 
today  is  a  revival.  If  we  are  going  to  make  a  better  world  in 
which  to  live,  we  are  going  to  have  to  forget  ourselves." 

Report  on  Foreign,  Home  and  State  Missions 
and  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 

When  a  Southern  Baptist  layman  begins  to  study  the  foreign 
mission  effort  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  it  is  promoted 
through  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  he  is  at  once  impressed  by 
the  strength  of  the  denominational  backing  and  the  strength  of 
the  financial  resources  which  make  the  Foreign  Mission  Program 
possible.  Twenty-eight  thousand  Baptist  churches  and  more  than 
7,000,000  Baptist  people,  largely  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  the  Women's  Missionary  Unit,  have  provided  funds  totaling 
in  the  millions  of  dollars  for  spreading  the  Christian  gospel  in 
lands  beyond  the  seas. 

But  when  the  adequacy  of  this  denominational  and  financial 
strength  is  measured  in  the  light  of  the  needs  of  the  boundless 
mission  field,  that  which  at  first  had  appeared  to  be  strength  now, 
in  the  true  light,  seems  to  weaken;  for  our  foreign  mission  field 
extends  around  the  world,  projecting  itself  into  nearly  forty  na- 
tions. As  Southern  Baptists,  we  are  providing  this  year  for  our 
foreign  mission  effort  $5,000,000,  a  substantial  sum,  even  for  pres- 
ent day  reckoning.  But  when  considered  against  the  background 
of  the  countless  millions  of  unsaved  people  in  these  foreign  coun- 
tries, it  can  be  seen  that  Southern  Baptists  are  contributing  much 
less  than  one  foreign  mission  dollar  for  every  lost  soul  in  our 
Foreign  Mission  Field.  It  is  rather  distressing  to  realize  that  there 
are  far  more  lost  souls  in  our  Foreign  Mission  Field  than  there  are 
Southern  Baptist  dollars. 

Reports  from  Japan  herald  a  great  advance  in  foreign  mission 
work.  That  nation  points  with  pride  to  our  seventy-two  Southern 
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Baptist  Missionaries  in  Japan  and  expresses  a  confidence  that  by 
the  end  of  this  year  there  will  be  one  hundred.  Now  anywhere  we 
find  one  hundred  Southern  Baptist  Missionaries  we  find  a  hearten- 
ing situation  unless  we  broaden  our  perspective.  For  in  Japan 
there  are  85,000,000  people,  or  850,000  Japanese  for  every  one  mis- 
sionary from  our  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Should  such  a  ratio — 
850,000  to  1 — prevail  in  North  Carolina  with  reference  to  our  Bap- 
tist ministers  and  the  state's  population,  the  Baptist  ministers 
would  be  just  about  out  of  business.  If  our  Baptist  ministers  in 
North  Carolina  were  as  thinly  spread  as  our  Baptist  missionaries  in 
Japan,  North  Carolina  could  claim  but  five  Baptist  ministers.  And 
yet,  according  to  reports,  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the  Mis- 
sion Field  in  Japan. 

Happily  it  is  not  altogether  the  missionary,  nor  is  it  altogether 
his  financial  backing  which  wins  souls  for  God's  Kingdom.  Salva- 
tion comes  through  the  spirit  of  the  Living  Christ  as  that  spirit 
is  revealed  to  lost  souls.  And  if  at  times  the  responsibilities  which 
lie  before  our  missionaries  seem  so  vast  that  they  can  never  be 
discharged,  we  can  be  encouraged  by  remembering  that  nearly 
2,000  years  ago  there  was  but  one  man  who  had  the  full  respon- 
sibility of  establishing  the  Christian  gospel  in  the  world.  Christ 
discharged  his  responsibility,  and  through  prayer  and  faith  He 
will  help  us  to  discharge  ours. 

To  lengthen  the  cords  it  is  necessary  to  strengthen  the  stakes, 
and  Southern  Baptists  through  the  agency  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  which  is  now  functioning  in  its  106th  year,  are  continuing 
to  enlarge  the  Christian  gospel  in  our  homeland. 

Here  again  we  are  impressed  by  the  financial  resources  of 
Home  Missions.  The  1951  budget  estimates  that  this  year's  Home 
Mission  income,  derived  largely  from  the  Cooperative  Program  and 
the  Women's  Missionary  Union,  will  total  more  than  a  million  and 
a  half  dollars.  What  a  thrill  it  is  to  know  that  much  money  is 
available  to  promote  the  cause  of  Christ  right  here  in  our  own 
Southland! 

The  Home  Mission  Board  has  studied  thoroughly  its  financial 
situation  and  has  concluded  that  the  three  best  ways  to  bolster 
Home  Mission  income  are: 

(1)  To  organize  new  churches 

(2)  To  baptize  new  converts 

(3)  To  enlist  more  generous  support  from  the  current  South- 
ern Baptist  membership. 
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These  goals  are  daily  being  achieved  through  the  agencies  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board.  Schools  of  Missions,  last  year,  in  their 
determination  to  instill  into  Southern  Baptists  the  mission  zeal, 
attracted  the  attendance  of  nearly  a  million  of  our  Baptist  people, 
and  the  Board's  missionaries  have,  to  date,  organized  nearly  1,500 
new  Baptist  churches. 

The  Board's  Evangelistic  Department  noted  gratifying  prog- 
ress in  soul-saving  statistics  which  revealed  that  whereas  in  1943 
it  required  on  the  average  of  27.2  Baptists  to  lead  one  soul  to  Christ, 
last  year  one  soul  was  saved  for  every  18  Baptists.  If  this  evangel- 
istic trend  continues,  in  less  than  a  score  of  years  Southern  Baptists 
will  be  doubling  their  membership  each  year. 

The  fullness  of  the  scope  of  the  Home  Mission  Program  can 
be  readily  observed  in  reports  of  certain  of  its  other  agencies.  City 
Missions,  with  their  Good  Will  Centers,  have  relieved  Baptist 
churches  in  metropolitan  areas  of  a  measure  of  their  responsibilities 
and  have  thereby  enabled  these  city  churches  to  do  a  more  effective 
work  among  a  more  compact  section  of  the  urban  population. 
Rural  missions,  ever  aware  that  60%  of  Southern  Baptists  belong 
to  rural  churches  and  that  80%  of  Southern  Baptist  leadership 
have  come  from  rural  churches,  continue  their  mission  progress 
in  areas  beyond  municipal  limits. 

The  west  has  presented  a  mounting  challenge  to  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  the  Home  Mission  Board,  with  the  fervor  of  the  pioneer 
spirit  of  a  century  ago,  is  now  investing  major  portions  of  its 
budget  and  time  in  our  western  states.  Evidence  of  the  wisdom 
of  this  investment  can  be  seen  in  the  reports  from  California.  A 
few  years  ago  there  were  76  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  the 
whole  state.  Four  years  later  there  were  200.  During  the  same 
period  membership  increased  from  5,000  to  23,000  and  baptisms 
were  up  422%.  Certainly  the  challenge  of  the  west  is  being  met 
by  our  Home  Mission  Board. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  if  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
doesn't  make  a  Christian  out  of  an  Italian  or  other  foreign  citizen 
while  he  is  in  his  native  country,  the  chances  are  that  the  Home 
Mission  Board  will  continue  trying  if  that  citizen  ever  comes  to 
America.  Throughout  our  nation  we  find  people  who  are  of  com- 
paratively recent  foreign  extraction.  They  have  characteristics 
which  contrast  somewhat  to  those  of  the  average  American  man 
or  woman.  Persons  of  Spanish,  Italian,  Chinese  and  Japanese 
extraction — all  of  these  are  within  our  Southern  Baptist  jurisdiction 
and  all  of  these  require  and  receive  special  attention  from  our 
Home  Mission  Board.  Surely,  the  activities  of  Home  Missions  are 
as  varied  as  the  needs  of  the  people  within  our  Southern  Baptist 
regions. 
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We  North  Carolina  Baptists  can  be  exceedingly  pleased  that 
in  addition  to  supporting  in  part  the  expanding  work  of  the  For- 
eign and  Home  Mission  Boards,  we  are  supporting,  in  full,  the 
effective  work  of  our  own  State  Mission  Program.  And  here  in 
State  Missions,  we  find  an  inspired  Christian  effort  which  springs 
from  a  warm  and  deep  concern  for  the  spreading  of  the  gospel  of 
Christ.  The  quality  of  its  work  is  high,  the  scope  is  broad,  and  the 
results  are  encouraging.  But  as  is  so  often  the  case  in  other  Chris- 
tian undertakings,  its  effective  work  is  limited  by  funds  available. 

Of  particular  concern  to  the  State  Mission  Program  is  the 
purchase  of  lots  for  the  construction  of  churches  and  the  placing 
of  qualified  young  people  in  rural  churches  during  summer  months 
to  emphasize  Christian  Education  programs.  There  are  many  appli- 
cations for  money  to  be  used  for  purchasing  property  and  there 
are  many  young  people  available  for  Christian  Education  work, 
but  the  assistance  of  State  Missions  in  these  matters  can  extend 
only  as  far  as  available  funds  will  permit. 

The  effects  of  the  Fruitland  program  are  being  widely  felt, 
especially  in  Western  and  Piedmont  North  Carolina.  With  five 
years  of  experience,  an  able  faculty  and  a  useful  curriculum, 
Fruitland  is  on  its  way  toward  becoming  one  of  the  greatest  Bible 
institutes  in  the  South. 

The  facilities  at  Caswell  have  been  enlarged  and  now  1,200 
young  people  or  600  adults  can  be  accommodated  at  one  time.  The 
development  of  this  Assembly  Ground  in  our  own  state  will  pro- 
vide countless  opportunities  for  training  and  inspiration  in  Chris- 
tian work. 

Our  State  Mission  Program  reaches  and  supports  denomina- 
tional interests  throughout  the  state.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
church  use  of  radio  facilities  and  visual  aids,  Baptist  students  on 
college  campuses,  displaced  persons,  silent  people,  the  General 
Baptist  State  Convention  (Negroes)  and  the  Allied  Church  League. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  estimate  the  value  of  the  Christian  influ- 
ence projected  from  our  State  Mission  Program. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention which  is  supported  by  North  Carolina  Baptists  through 
church  budgets  and  the  Cooperative  Program,  is  an  agency  which 
grew  out  of  sound  planning  for  the  future.  Its  principal  purpose 
is  to  provide  financial  security  for  ministers  and  their  wives  dur- 
ing their  years  of  retirement  and  inactivity. 

The  total  assets  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  are  of  con- 
siderable proportions.  At  the  end  of  last  year  they  amounted  to 
more  than  $20,000,000.00.  It  is  readily  understood,  of  course,  that 
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vast  assets  are  required  in  order  to  insure  that  all  benefits  becom- 
ing due  can  be  paid. 

The  personnel  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  have  recently 
expressed  grave  concern  over  the  mounting  expenditures  of  the 
Relief  Fund.  This  situation  has  arisen  principally  because  of  the 
sharp  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  and  because  ministers  who  failed 
to  join  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  are  now  discovering,  in 
retirement,  that  they  are  unable  to  support  themselves  adequately 
and  must  apply  to  this  relief  agency  for  assistance.  Consequently, 
relief  funds  are  being  rapidly  exhausted.  Furthermore,  beneficiaries 
in  ten  of  the  Southern  Baptist  states,  including  North  Carolina, 
received  more  relief  benefits  than  the  Baptists  of  these  states  con- 
tributed to  the  relief  fund.  It  can  be  readily  observed  that  the 
continuance  of  such  a  situation  could  produce  a  critical  condition 
in  the  Relief  Plan  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

But  even  in  view  of  the  possible  inadequacies  of  the  Relief 
Fund  it  is  generally  agreed  that  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
serves  a  highly  useful  and  compassionate  purpose  in  the  work  of 
God's  Kingdom.  It  is  closely  akin  to  missions  in  that  it  manifests 
a  Christian  concern  for  others. 

Southern  Baptists  are  advancing  on  all  mission  fronts.  Inspired 
by  the  Christian  Gospel,  encouraged  by  a  new  zeal  in  Mission 
crusading  and  gratified  by  mounting  support  from  Baptist  churches, 
we  are  fashioning  a  program  which  will  glorify  God  around  the 
globe.  Indeed  our  Mission  work  and  Mission  planning  reveal  our 
vision  of  a  world  at  one  in  Christ.

From  the  Digest  of  Church  Letters  furnished  us  by  the  Asso- 
ciational  Clerk  we  find  that  there  were  482  additions  to  our  churches 
on  profession  of  faith  and  baptism  during  the  past  year.  In  addi- 
tion, there  were  368  added  to  the  churches  by  transfer  of  letters, 
making  a  total  of  850  additions.  This  gives  a  total  of  850  additions, 
which  was  a  slight  decrease  compared  to  the  preceding  year. 
There  were  22  more  baptisms,  but  70  less  additions  by  letter. 

We  encourage  all  of  our  churches  to  give  Evangelism  the  major 
emphasis  in  every  organization  and  program. 

We  recommend  that  a  committee  composed  of  the  Chairman 
of  Evangelism,  the  Moderator,  the  Clerk  and  the  Associational 
Missionary  study  the  advisability  of  a  Simultaneous  Evangelistic 
Crusade  some  time  near  Easter  1952.

Report  on  Christian  Education 

The  subject  of  Christian  Education  is  entirely  too  big  to  be 
discussed  in  a  brief  report.  Therefore,  may  we  discuss  it  as  this 
subject  relates  to  our  state  and  as  it  is  promoted  through  Baptist 
schools  of  our  state. 

Never  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  Christian  Education  been 
needed  more  than  it  is  today.  We  find  ourselves  living  in  a  world 
of  conflict,  confusion  and  strife.  There  is  no  hope  for  the  world 
apart  from  Christ  and  His  program.  Christian  Education  is  a  very 
vital  part  of  that  program. 

We  are  living  in  the  age  of  power.  We  hear  it  said  that  "Knowl- 
edge is  Power."  It  depends  on  what  kind  of  knowledge  it  is. 
Knowledge  of  sin  is  not  power;  it  is  weakness.  Educate  the  hand 
alone,  and  we  make  a  brute,  educate  the  mind  alone  and  we  make 
a  skeptic,  educate  the  heart  alone  and  we  make  a  fanatic,  but  if 
we  educate  the  mind,  hand,  and  heart  the  result  is  a  well  rounded 
Christian  ready  to  use  his  all  in  the  service  of  the  Kingdom. 

This  is  what  we  are  seeking  to  do  through  our  Christian  col- 
leges. In  North  Carolina,  Baptists  have  seven  colleges  receiving 
financial  assistance  from  funds  for  Christian  Education  made  avail- 
able through  the  Cooperative  Program.  They  are  as  follows:  Wake 
Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner- Webb,  Campbell,  Wingate, 
and  Chowan  colleges.  Last  year  we  had  a  total  enrollment  of 
5,000  students.  Of  these  5,000  students,  some  400  are  training  for 
the  Baptist  ministry,  with  another  classified  as  "Student  Volun- 
teers" expecting  to  serve  in  some  phase  of  our  church  work.  In 
addition  to  these  there  are  several  hundred  preparing  themselves 
for  other  professions,  such  as  teaching,  law,  medicine,  business, 
and  other  vocations  in  which  we  sorely  need  Christian  laymen. 

The  progress  of  the  work  being  promoted  through  the  local 
Baptist  Church  is  dependent  largely  upon  the  trained  leadership 
that  can  be  provided.  If  these  schools  are  to  continue  to  function 
in  a  way  that  will  be  worthy,  they  must  have  our  full  support.  We 
can  help  these  institutions  by  sending  our  boys  and  girls  to  them. 
Less  than  one -fourth  of  the  young  people  who  graduate  from  high 
school  in  North  Carolina  go  to  any  college.  Then,  too,  we  can 
support  them  financially.  In  1950  Baptists  of  North  Carolina, 
through  the  Cooperative  Program,  made  available  $350,000  for  our 
seven  colleges,  or  an  average  of  approximately  $70  per  student, 
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While  on  the  other  hand  the  state  made  available  $400  per  student 
for  those  enrolled  in  state  colleges.  Surely  700,000  Baptists  can 
and  will  provide  financial  support  for  the  operation  of  our  Baptist 
schools. 

If  our  Baptist  people  wish  to  control  and  maintain  these  schools, 
then  we  are  under  the  absolute  necessity  of  supporting  them.  We 
as  Baptists  have  a  right  to  ask  a  great  deal  of  our  schools,  but  we 
have  no  right  to  ask  much  of  them  and  give  little  to  them.  May 
we  arise  to  the  task  that  is  ours.

Report  of  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina 

In  your  child  care  program  you  make  available  three  channels 
through  which  dependent  children  are  aided.  At  Mills  Home  and 
Kennedy  Home  606  were  cared  for.  Through  Mothers'  Aid  your 
Orphanage  helped  support  100.  Also,  we  supported  58  children  in 
boarding  homes.  This  makes  a  grand  total  of  764  children  who 
were  given  support  through  your  Orphanage  Program. 

We  have  two  major  sources  of  support  for  your  program  of 
child  care.  The  Once-a-Month  Offering  by  the  Sunday  Schools  and 
churches  and  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  These  funds  are  used 
exclusively  for  the  support  of  the  children  and  by  God's  Grace 
they  have  always  been  sufficient  to  meet  the  need.  Since  the 
members  of  our  Baptist  churches  have  given  directly  and  regularly 
to  the  Orphanage  it  has  kept  these  children  close  to  their  hearts. 
We  believe  that  our  people  are  coming  more  and  more  to  the 
realization  that  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive,"  as  our 
Lord  taught. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Orphanage  is  good.  However,  we  do  not  have  a  large  surplus  of 
funds  as  some  have  thought.  By  strict  economy  we  are  able  to 
meet  our  expenses. 

The  Orphanage  has  been  blessed  with  a  generous  gift  from 
the  late  Mr.  Robert  M.  Idol  of  Winston- Salem,  N.  C,  also .  one 
from  his  sister,  the  late  Miss  Lelia  M.  Idol,  which  total  a  little 
more  than  seven  hundred  thousand  dollars.  But,  we  must  remem- 
ber that  not  one  penny  of  this  can  be  used  for  current  expenses. 
The  donors  designated  in  their  will  that  it  should  be  used  to  build 
a  church,  an  infirmary  and  a  print  shop.  We  are  pleased  to  report 
that  these  buildings  and  one  cottage  for  children  are  now  under 
contract.  When  they  are  finished  and  furnished  we  will  have  less 
than  $30,000  of  this  fund  left  which  could  be  used  to  erect  another 
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building.  Actually,  when  our  present  building  program  is  finished 
we  will  have  no  surplus  funds  left. 

We  are  more  than  grateful  to  our  Saviour  that  our  Orphanage 
has  never  had  to  sponsor  a  special  campaign  for  funds  because  our 
Baptist  people  have  always  responded  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master 
who  said  /'Whosoever  receiveth  one  such  children  in  my  name, 
receiveth  not  only  Me,  but  Him  that  sent  Me." 

Let  us  continue  to  pray  for  the  Orphanage,  and  give  regularly 
and  generously  to  its  support.

Report  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  interest 
in  the  Baptist  Training  Union  throughout  the  Association,  although 
we  have  suffered  a  loss  in  total  enrollment.  In  an  effort  to  under- 
stand the  reason  for  the  loss,  the  following  facts  were  found: 

1.  Four  of  our  churches  and  our  mission  are  still  without  any 
sort  of  a  Training  Union  organization. 

2.  Four  Training  Unions  have  become  inactive.  One  of  these 
transferred  its  associational  membership. 

3.  Seven  of  our  churches  have  had  a  loss  in  their  total  enroll- 
ment of  from  one  to  172.  This  may  have  been  due  to  a  much- 
needed  revision  of  records,  to  carelessness,  or  to  an  actual  loss. 

4.  Rockwell,  organized  in  October  before  the  Association 
meeting,  was  counted  in  last  year's  totals,  as  well  as  this  year. 

However,  it  would  not  be  fair  to  those  who  have  had  increases 
unless  we  note  that  we  have  had  two  new  organizations  during 
the  past  year.  Emmanuel,  counted  with  First  Church,  Salisbury, 
last  year,  has  an  enrollment  of  77,  while  Corriher  Heights  has  an 
organization  which  has  enrolled  41.  Thirteen  organizations  show 
a  total  increase  of  194,  Landis  showing  the  greatest  gain  with  53. 
One  church  remained  the  same. 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  include,  in  addition  to  the 
two  new  organizations,  "N  Night,"  with  697  present;  Youth  Night 
in  March  in  cooperation  with  the  evangelistic  effort;  Talent  Night 
in  June;  and  the  Annual  Meeting  in  September.  Salisbury  First 
was  host  to  Region  5  Convention  in  April,  and  good  interest  was 
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shown  in  the  youth  activities  and  Hymn  Festival.  Mr.  Leo  Reavis, 
of  Stallings  Memorial  Church,  was  secured  to  lead  the  Training 
Union  during  the  coming  year. 

During  the  coming  year  the  following  goals  are  suggested: 
Every  pastor  should  rethink  the  purpose  and  value  of  the  Training 
Union,  get  behind  it,  and  make  it  useful  in  his  church.  They  should 
make  their  people  feel  that  if  they  do  not  have  a  Training  Union 
they  are  really  missing  something.  Nine  organizations  should  be 
revitalized  or  begun.  With  the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  Reavis  and 
Miss  Bagwell,  there  is  no  reason  why  this  cannot  be  done.  Another 
goal  is  "A  training  course  in  every  church,"  whether  there  is  a 
Training  Union  or  not.  All  of  this  will  add  up  to  a  more  efficient 
church  and  Association,  and  God  will  be  blessed.

Report  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness 

It  is  very  evident  that  we  are  living  in  a  day  of  low  moral 
standards.  We  are  reminded  of  this  when  we  consider  the  sug- 
gestive language  one  hears  over  the  air  on  certain  commercial 
broadcasts,  and  the  manner  in  which  such  language  is  used  and 
tolerated  in  some  public  gatherings  of  a  secular  nature.  This 
unwholesome  practice  also  shows  up  in  the  conversations  of  many 
responsible  men  and  women  who  should  be  examples  for  others  to 
follow.  Again  we  are  reminded  that  this  is  a  day  of  low  morals 
when  we  observe  the  salacious  pictures  that  are  advertised  in  our 
daily  papers  for  showing  on  the  screen,  as  well  as  those  we  see 
in  some  monthly  magazines  and  newspapers  in  connection  with 
various  other  advertisements.  The  fact  that  this  is  a  day  of  low 
morals  shows  up  also  in  the  alarmingly  large  number  of  homes 
broken  by  divorce,  the  widespread  sale  of  and  use  of  intoxicating 
drinks  by  both  men  and  women,  the  rate  at  which  big  gambling 
interests  are  growing  and  gaining  control  of  the  economy  of  many 
of  our  large  cities,  and  in  the  criminal  practices  that  many  adults 
and  an  astonishing  number  of  young  people  are  entering  into. 

Crime 

The  following  statement  from  our  Federal  Bureau  of  Investi- 
gation deserves  our  serious  thought  and  study:  Within  the  span  of 
their  lifetime,  one  hundred  million  Americans  can  look  forward 
to  the  unpleasant  experience  of  becoming  the  victims  of  crime. 
The  nation  can  expect  to  pay,  in  tribute  to  the  lawless,  more  each 
year  than  it  costs  to  maintain  all  our  educational  institutions.  Dur- 
ing the  next  generation  more  Americans  will  be  murdered  than 
lost  their  lives  from  enemy  gunfire  during  World  War  II.  Crime 
is  on  the  upswing.  It  reached  its  sixteen-year  peak  early  this  year. 

Increasingly,  the  crime  problem  is  a  youth  problem.  This  is 
not  a  comforting  thought  when  we  realize  that  our  nation  marches 
forward  on  the  feet  of  its  youth.  The  pages  of  our  daily  papers 
record  the  fact  that  the  crimes  of  youth  no  longer  are  to  be  found 
only  in  the  case  studies  of  the  researcher. 

It  is  not  possible  to  single  out  any  one  specific  cause  for  our 
crime  problem,  because  there  are  many  reasons  for  the  lawless 
attitude.  But  all  point  to  one  common  source — the  home.  The 
failure  of  the  home,  more  often  than  not,  is  the  chief  cause  of 
juvenile  delinquency. 
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The  Problem  of  Alcohol 

It  seems  clear  that  the  number  of  users  of  alcoholic  beverages 
in  our  state  and  nation  is  increasing  at  a  rapid  rate.  The  larger 
our  drinking  population  grows  the  greater  our  crime  problem  be- 
comes. In  The  War  Cry,  Judge  William  M.  Gemmill,  presiding 
justice  of  the  Chicago  Municipal  Court,  who  has  tried  50,000  human 
derelicts,  says:  "Booze  is  the  mother  of  crime.  It  gives  life  and 
sustenance  to  slums,  dives,  brothels,  gambling  dens  and  'pay-off' 
joints.  It  nerves  to  his  deed  the  homocide,  the  stick-up  man,  the 
burglar,  the  thief,  and  the  thug.  It  fires  the  brain  of  the  prostitute 
and  the  panderer.  It  feeds  and  inflames  the  passions  of  the  weak- 
minded  and  the  degenerate." 

Jurge  Gemmill  says  further,  "I  have  tried  an  army  of  50,000 
human  derelicts,  most  of  whom  were  booze-soaked.  This  vast  army 
is  forever  marching  with  unsteady  step  to  the  graves  of  the  drunk- 
ard and  the  pauper  or  to  the  prison  and  workhouse." 

Dr.  E.  M.  Jellinek  of  Ft.  Worth,  Texas,  is  quoted  as  saying 
that  "the  disease  of  alcoholism  costs  the  United  States  $3,000,000,000 
per  year." 

He  stated  further  that  "The  problem  deeply  concerns  our 
population.  In  waste  of  human  life,  of  happiness,  in  disruption  of 
the  family  and  society,  in  economic  values,  we  have  a  challenge 
to  face  and  master  before  it  masters  us." 

"In  terms  of  men  and  women,"  he  said,  "3,800,000  were  alco- 
holics in  1948  out  of  67,000,000  users  of  alcoholic  beverages."  He 
reminds  us  that  nearly  three  per  cent  of  all  adults  in  the  United 
States  are  alcoholics. 

The  liquor  and  brewing  industry  made  these  alcoholics,  yet 
society  must  try  to  redeem  them.  The  flow  of  alcohol  must  be 
stopped  or  greatly  reduced,  before  much  progress  is  made  in  check- 
ing or  slowing  down  the  number  of  alcoholics  being  produced  by 
ruthless  whiskey  makers. 

The  churches  of  our  day  must  accept  the  responsibility  of 
awakening  the  public  conscience  to  the  dangers  of  the  use  of 
alcohol.  And,  as  %one  said  recently,  if  the  public  conscience  is  to 
be  awakened,  it  must  be  through  the  influence  of  Christians  who 
totally  abstain  from  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  who  will 
not  compromise  in  their  attitude  toward  the  evil.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  18,  1950 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote  and  develop 
their  energies  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout 
the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advance. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  the  churches  within  its  bounds  and  messengers 
chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled 
to  two  messengers  for  the  first  50  members,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  one  messenger  for  each  50  above  that  number.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Association 
by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical 
information,  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to 
send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their 
annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested 
to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
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repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance,  but 
cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this 
constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence 
over  the  other. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the 
recognition  of  and  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, be  requested  to  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
of  the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization 
takes  place.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficient  removed  so 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee the  group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church 
covenant  and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three 
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deacons  of  the  Association  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Should 
this  council  approve  the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group 
will  then  proceed  to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist  Church  of  the 
same  faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association  asking  for  recognition  and  seeking  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  Pastors  and  three 
Deacons  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  W.M.U. 
Superintendent,  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors  of  all  the 
churches  within  the  Association,  and  one  lay  representative  from 
each  church  elected  by  the  church.  The  duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the  Association  in  the 
interim  between  its  annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any  action 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Association  nor  which  would  initiate 
any  new  policies  of  procedures  binding  upon  the  Association  unless 
specifically  so  directed.  In  an  adequate  emergency  this  committee 
may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  condi- 
tions arising  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  such 
emergencies  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  but 
such  actions  so  taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee 
shall  meet  quarterly,  the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by 
the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organizations, 
including  Brotherhood  President.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
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and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  and  to  advise  with 
any  church  having  any  problem  to  arise  and  seeks  such  help. 

3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations, 
Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance 
Committee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music 
Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day,  or 
that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and  voted 
upon  favorably  the  following  year.

TUESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  28,  1952 

1.  The  Twenty-Fifth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  opened  at  10:00  A.  M.  at  the  Stallings  Memorial  Bap- 
tist Church,  Salisbury,  with  the  Moderator  N.  C.  Teague  presiding. 

The  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  "All  Hail  the  Power  of 
Jesus'  Name,"  and  Rev.  C.  C.  Matheny  of  South  China  Grove  led 
the  period  of  devotions,  using  Hosea  the  6th  chapter. 

2.  The  Address  of  Welcome  was  given  by  A.  L.  Jarrell  of  the 
Stallings  Church.  Several  were  recognized  who  were  present  25 
years  ago  when  the  Association  was  formed. 

3.  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  Secretary  of  the  Program  Committee, 
presented  the  program,  which  was  adopted  with  the  necessary 
adjustments. 

4.  R.  O.  Brinkley,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Committees, 
read  necessary  committees  for  the  business  of  the  Association.  A 
communication  from  R.  A.  Ellis,  Vice-Moderator,  stating  his  re- 
grets that  it  was  not  possible  for  him  to  be  present.  He  was  in  a 
revival  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Asheville.  A  communication 
also  from  Dr.  E.  A.  McDowell  of  the  Southeastern  Seminary,  stat- 
ing that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  fulfill  his  appointment  due 
to  illness  in  his  immediate  family.  A  special  prayer  was  offered 
for  the  family. 

5.  O.  D.  Moore,  Clerk,  read  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  presented  a  digest  of  the  letters.  It  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Executive  Committee 

The  following  items  of  business  were  transacted  in  the  Execu- 
tive-Promotion Committee  this  past  associational  year: 
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1.  Note  of  $600.00  due  on  the  Corriher  Heights  Baptist  Church 
was  paid  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

2.  It  was  also  voted  that  the  deed  to  Corriher  Heights  Baptist 
be  given  to  the  church  by  the  Associational  Trustees,  who  had 
been  holding  it  since  the  purchase  of  the  property  by  the  Associa- 
tion. Also  the  churches  were  urged  to  give  a  liberal  offering  to 
the  Corriher  Heights  Church  through  the  Associational  Treasurer. 

3.  The  matter  of  having  a  simultaneous  Rural  Church  pro- 
gram was  approved,  and  authorized,  but  after  further  information 
and  the  desire  of  the  churches  seemed  to  be  that  this  was  not  the 
proper  time,  it  was  postponed  to  a  later  date. 

4.  A  supplement  for  the  pastor's  salary  of  the  Emmanuel 
Baptist  Church  was  set  at  $780.00  to  be  paid  by  the  Baptist  State 
Mission  Board,  with  the  understanding  that  no  request  would  be 
made  after  this  year  from  this  church. 

5.  The  purchase  of  some  new  equipment  for  the  Missionary's 
office,  and  the  welcome  of  several  new  pastors  attended  to  by  the 
committee. 

6.  The  Association  voted  to  set  April  19-28,  1953,  as  our  Simul- 
taneous Crusade  and  urged  every  church  to  participate.  R.  O. 
Brinkley,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Evangelism,  was  made  chair- 
man of  the  over-all  committee. 

7.  The  Missions  Committee  was  asked  to  make  a  survey  in 
the  veteran's  hospital  area  to  determine  the  advisability  of  new 
work.  Our  Missionary  was  to  lead  in  making  the  survey,  which  was 
to  be  reported  later  to  the  committee  or  Association.  The  survey 
was  to  be  made  in  connection  with  the  city-wide  census  October 
12,  1952. 

8.  The  Committee  on  Committees  named  the  Entertainment 
Committee  for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 

9.  The  churches  were  asked  to  take  a  free-will  offering  or 
give  something  to  the  Committee  on  Good  Government,  an  auxil- 
iary of  the  Allied  Church  League,  in  that  they  led  in  the  move 
for  better  government  through  the  attempt  to  screen  candidates 
on  their  stand  on  such  things  as  the  liquor  issue,  and  gambling. 

10.  The  committee  also  voted  to  ask  the  churches  to  make  a 
contribution  to  the  Eastside  Mission  through  the  Associational 
Treasurer.  The  Missionary  wrote  each  church  asking  for  this 
assistance. 

11.  The  Committee  of  Evangelism  Chairman  set  up  commit- 
tees for  the  simultaneous  revival  April  19-28-  1953. 
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12.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Missions  Committee,  and 
vote  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  a  request  was  made 
to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  $40.00  per  month  on  the  pas- 
tor's salary  of  Eastside  Baptist  Mission.  This  mission  is  being  spon- 
sored by  the  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church,  with  the  title  to 
the  property  title  or  deed,  being  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Rowan 
Baptist  Association. 

13.  Appointment  of  committees  by  the  Committee  on  Commit- 
tees during  the  year  to  fill  vacancies,  and  for  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Association  were  made  at  intervals  during  the  year.

6.  Upon  Roll  Call  of  the  Churches  it  was  revealed  that  all  31 
churches  were  represented.  Also  Eastside  Baptist  Mission  which 
is  jointly  sponsored  by  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church  and  the 
Rowan  Baptist  Association. 

7.  R.  N.  Hunneycutt  presented  and  extended  the  right  hand 
of  fellowship  to  all  new  pastors  who  had  come  into  the  Association 
since  last  year.  They  are:  H.  G.  Matheny,  South  China  Grove 
Baptist  Church;  Verlin  Ray,  East  Corinth;  J.  W.  Allen,  Enon;  Har- 
old J.  Mason,  Grace;  Gene  Goodman,  Pine  Ridge;  Rockie  Hodson, 
Rockwell;  Robert  Taylor,  Wyatt's  Grove;  Marvin  Smith,  Yadkin; 
John  Simpson,  Dunn's  Mountain;  J.  A.  Richardson,  Jr.,  North 
Main;  Hoke  Coon,  assistant  pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Salisbury; 
Jesse  Ballew,  Eastside  Baptist  Mission-  and  T.  C.  Stallings,  supply 
pastor  at  Phaniels. 

8.  W.  O.  Gobble  reported  for  the  Baptist  Brotherhood.  It  was 
adopted  upon  motion. 

Baptist  Brotherhood  Report 

In  looking  over  last  year's  aims  for  the  Brotherhood,  "A  Mil- 
lion Men  for  Christ,"  and  within  our  own  organization,  "A  Brother- 
hood in  Every  Church,"  we  find  ourselves  far  short  of  our  goals. 
In  the  past  year,  we  have  added  only  three  churches  to  the  Brother- 
hood roll.  These  churches  are  Emmanuel,  Faith,  First  Church, 
Salisbury.  We  congratulate  these  churches  for  their  splendid  prog- 
ress in  Brotherhood  work.  Although  we  have  not  attained  our 
goal,  we  have  had  a  most  successful  year.  We  have  been  most 
fortunate  in  securing  for  our  speakers  at  our  mass  meetings  some 
of  the  most  outstanding  Baptists  in  our  State.  The  first  meeting 
began  with  a  Rally  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  in 
November,  1951.  Our  State  Brotherhood  Secretary,  Mr.  Horace 
Easom,  was  our  speaker.  The  second  meeting  was  February  21, 
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1952,  at  Rockwell  Baptist  Church  with  Judge  Grover  H.  Jones, 
President  of  our  Baptist  State  Convention,  as  our  guest  speaker. 
The  third  meeting  was  May  22,  1952,  at  Trinity  Church,  Spencer, 
with  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Charlotte, 
as  guest  speaker.  The  fourth  and  last  meeting  of  this  year  1951-52 
was  September  4,  1952,  at  Landis  Baptist  Church,  with  Rev.  John 
H.  Knight,  pastor  of  McGill's  Street  Baptist  Church,  Concord,  as 
guest  speaker.  On  each  of  these  occasions  we  heard  messages  of 
great  inspiration. 

Our  plans  for  the  coming  year  are  not  complete,  but  we  are 
planning  for  a  great  year,  because  we  have  secured  very  efficient 
Associational  officers. 

Let  us  as  men  of  Rowan  County  hear  Christ  as  he  gives  the 
great  commission: 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you;  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of 
the  world."

9.  Arthur  E.  Cross  brought  the  Christian  Literature  Report, 
which  was  adopted.  He  then  presented  Rev.  C.  W.  Bazemore, 
Assistant  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  who  brought  a  very 
inspiring  message. 

Report  On  Religious  Literature 

We  have  only  to  look  around  us  on  the  news  stands  today  to 
see  the  need  for  a  redoubled  effort  in  getting  the  right  kind  of 
literature  into  the  hands  of  our  people,  especially  children  and 
young  people. 

Christian  literature,  capped  by  the  Bible  itself,  must  be  made 
available  in  larger  quantities  and  must  be  taught  and  stresesd  by 
our  leaders  if  we  hope  to  arrest  the  enormous  amount  of  "trashy" 
literature  on  the  market  today. 

BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  winning  of  people  to  Christ  and  the  training  and  develop- 
ment of  our  people  must  be  carried  on  primarily  through  preach- 
ing, teaching,  and  the  use  of  good  religious  literature. 
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We  must  encourage  our  people  to  read  and  study  the  various 
types  of  literature  which  help  us  to  understand  and  teach  the 
Bible  and  which  offer  inspiration  and  guidance  in  Christian  living 
and  service. 

The  present  circulation  of  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  more 
than  51,000.  This  means  an  increase  of  more  than  6,000  during  the 
past  twelve  months. 

The  aim  is  to  make  the  RECORDER  both  a  wholesome,  at- 
tractive family  weekly  and  a  solid,  substantial  denominational  jour- 
nal carrying  information  about  Baptist  work,  and  week  by  week 
significant  articles  which  deal  with  the  great  issues  of  life  which 
all  our  people  must  face. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  approximately  350  churches 
which  have  the  RECORDER  in  every  resident  family  (the  every- 
family  plan  at  $1.50  per  year)  and  approximately  1,100  which  have 
RECORDER  clubs  (3  or  more  subscriptions  at  $2.00  per  year), 
individual  subscriptions  are  $2.50  per  year. 

AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 
Baptists  in  their  world-wide  mission  work. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Christ,  they  must  have 
the  Bible.  It  is  the  one  primary  source  of  knowledge  of  Him.  The 
Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go  where  the  human  missionary 
cannot  go,  stay  when  he  must  leave,  and  keep  on  working  in  a 
man's  heart. 

Every  man  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  native  tongue  if 
the  Word  of  God  is  to  speak  to  his  heart. 

Supported  by  gifts,  the  American  Bible  Society  aids  in  Bible 
translation,  publishes  and  distributes  the  scripture  in  mission  work 
around  the  world. 

During  1951  the  American  Bible  Society  distributed  at  home 
and  abroad  more  than  16  million  volumes  of  Scripture.  The  Society 
has  helped  distribute  10  million  volumes  of  Scripture  in  Japan 
since  V-J  Day;  and  has  supplied  over  1  million  Scripture  volumes 
in  Korea  along  with  more  than  10  million  volumes  for  our  Armed 
Forces. 

In  1951,  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $90,909  to  the  Ameri- 
can Bible  Society.  $9,643.76  of  this  came  from  churches  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention.   Southern  Baptist  gifts  stood 
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second.  Increased  gifts  from  Southern  Baptists  will  help  to  provide 
enough  Bibles  now. 

Someone  recently  said  that  "despite  the  radio,  motion  pictures, 
and  television,  people  are  reading  more  than  ever." 

We  say,  "Let's  provide  them  with  something  worthwhile  to 
read,  THE  BIBLE!"

10.  The  Sunday  School  Report  was  brought  by  D.  S.  Ty singer, 
the  Associational  Superintendent.  It  was  adopted  upon  motion. 
Mr.  Tysinger  was  elected  as  Superintendent  for  another  year. 

Sunday  School  Report 

The  Sunday  Schools  of  our  Association  have  had  a  good  year. 
There  were  not  as  many  meetings  of  the  Sunday  School  Associa- 
tion as  we  had  planned,  and  our  enrollment  has  not  increased,  no 
doubt  due  to  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers.  However,  from 
the  reports  of  the  churches  to  the  Association,  our  Sunday  Schools 
have  increased  the  total  enrollment  474,  or  an  increase  of  5.6% 
over  last  year.  Our  goal  this  year  is  an  increase  of  fifteen  for  each 
hundred  members  of  the  church.  In  a  large  number  of  our  churches 
this  increase  could  come  from  resident  church  members  not  en- 
rolled in  Sunday  School. 

During  the  past  year  our  Sunday  School  workers  have  trained 
more  than  in  any  year  since  the  Association  was  organized.  We 
should  have  more  than  eight  hundred  training  awards,  which  is 
more  than  double  the  number  of  awards  received  last  year.  We 
hope  the  report  will  show  that  every  church  in  the  Association  will 
have  received  training  awards.  Our  goal  for  training  awards  this 
year  is  a  minimum  of  four  training  courses  in  each  church,  or  in 
group  training,  and  a  total  awards  of  not  less  than  fifteen  hundred. 

We  held  a  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic,  which  was  attended 
by  a  large  number  of  the  churches  of  the  Association.  Through 
the  efforts  of  our  Association  Vacation  Bible  School  Superintend- 
ent, Mrs.  James  Elium,  and  our  Association  Missionary,  Miss  Ruth 
Bagwell,  every  church  in  the  Association  held  a  Vacation  Bible 
School  of  one  week,  and  a  large  number  of  the  churches  held  a 
two-weeks  school.  We  have  set  as  a  minimum  a  two-weeks  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  in  every  church,  and  we  are  expecting  to  add 
several  mission  Vacation  Bible  Schools  before  the  year  closes. 

Our  theme  this  year  is  "TAKE  YOUR  FAMILY  TO  SUNDAY 
SCHOOL."  If  all  of  our  pastors  and  Sunday  School  superintendents 
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could  get  a  vision  of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  know 
that  without  a  wide-awake  Sunday  School  the  church  is  not  mak- 
ing the  progress  possible,  when  this  year  comes  to  a  close  there 
will  be  no  losses  in  any  Sunday  School  enrollment,  but  a  gain  in 
all  our  Sunday  Schools. 

We  urge  every  pastor  and  Sunday  School  superintendent  to 
make  big  plans  for  a  BETTER  BIBLE  STUDY,  which  will  mean 
better  Bible  teaching  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  We  should  ever 
keep  before  us  the  aim  of  the  Sunday  School,  which  is  "ALL 
SUNDAY  SCHOOL  EFFORTS  CENTERED  IN  WINNING  PEO- 
PLE TO  CHRIST,  AND  IN  BUILDING  NEW  TESTAMENT 
CHURCHES."

11.  Mrs.  Herbert  Jones  read  the  report  of  the  Music  Commit- 
tee which  was  adopted  with  some  recommendations,  which  is  in- 
cluded in  the  report. 

Advancing  With  Christ  In  Music 

Job  38:7 — "At  the  creation  of  the  world,  the  morning  stars 
sang  together  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy." 

Only  in  the  Christian  religion  do  the  people  sing.  There  is  no 
singing  in  the  Buddhist,  Confuctionist,  Shinto  or  Mohammed 
religions — only  a  few  weird  chants  are  done  by  their  priests.  Only 
the  Christian  has  a  knowledge  of  sins  forgiven  and  a  right  rela- 
tionship with  God,  security  in  this  life  and  a  blessed  hope  in  Christ 
for  life  eternally.  This  alone  can  give  him  the  impetus  to  lift  the 
golden  challise  of  the  human  voice  in  praise  and  thanksgiving  to 
God. 

In  I  Chronicles,  15th  chapter,  we  are  told  that  David,  led  by 
God,  saw  the  deep  need  for  a  program  of  public  worship  and  praise. 
There  had  been  a  great  lack  of  public  worship  in  the  days  of  Sam- 
uel and  Saul.  How  they  needed  the  thrill  of  hearty  participation 
in  a  rousing  song  service!  They  needed  to  fall  in  love  with  God 
and  lift  their  voices  in  praise.  They  needed  music  and  psalms  to 
help  them  express  the  deeper  experiences  of  their  hearts.  A  new 
day  would  dawn  for  God's  people  when  they  learned  to  worship. 

So  what  did  David,  the  man  after  God's  own  heart,  do?  He 
called  in  the  chief  of  Levites  and  instructed  him  to  get  busy — to 
go  out  into  all  the  land,  find  the  best  singers  and  musicians,  bring 
them  in,  organize  and  train  them  for  leadership  in  worship.  Soon 
he  had  large  choirs  and  orchestras  with  all  kinds  of  musical  instru- 
ments. 
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It  is  rather  thrilling  to  realize  that  David  had  such  a  keen 
understanding  of  the  people's  needs,  recognized  their  abilities  and 
sought  to  give  them  the  opportunity  of  manifesting  the  deeper, 
richer  qualities  of  the  soul  which  God  has  planted  within  them. 

We  can  well  imagine  that  great  congregations  packed  into 
areas  round  about  the  sacred  place  joining  in  singing  and  listening 
as  great  waves  of  music  rolled  throughout  the  hills.  A  people  or 
congregation  can  be  better  men  and  women  when  music  and  prayer 
lead  them  to  worship  and  to  give  God  a  chance  to  reach  down  into 
the  heart,  and  soul  and  make  a  lasting  impression  upon  their  minds 
and  hearts.  This  was  the  program  instituted  by  David  and  given 
official  sanction  so  that  throughout  the  land  men  were  inspired 
to  worship  God.  We  may  well  imagine  the  growth  of  every  phase 
of  national  life  when  the  highest  man  in  the  kingdom  threw  his 
full  weight  behind  such  a  program. 

Perhaps  the  music  in  the  modern  church  has  lagged  more  than 
any  other  phase  of  the  work.  The  reason  is  simple.  We've  failed 
to  realize  its  importance  in  our  evangelistic  program;  therefore  we 
have  failed  in  musical  training  of  leaders  as  well  as  people  of  all 
ages.  Church  music  should  surpass  secular  music  and  be  more 
appealing.  What  does  singing  do  for  our  own  congregations?  Did 
you  ever  give  much  thought  to  it?  Any  pastor  with  a  good  choir 
and  singing  congregation  knows  all  these  points.  It: 

1.  Attunes  the  heart  with  God. 

2.  Offers  participation  in  the  service. 

3.  Characterizes  the  joy  of  salvation,  found  only  in  Chris- 
tianity. 

4.  Unifies  hearts  and  minds. 

5.  Crystallizes  thought,  polarizes  interest. 

6.  Songs  learned  become  a  comfort  and  supply  strength,  ex- 
press feelings  of  the  heart  and  form  Christian  character. 

7.  Provides  personal  testimony. 

8.  Songs  implant  Christian  truths  and  doctrines. 

9.  Songs  constitute  a  teaching  force,  broaden  spirituality. 

10.    Singing  is  good  stewardship;  it  lightens  the  heart,  removes 
burdens,  makes  one  conscious  of  the  presence  of  God. 

In  1944  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  took  action  to  set  up 
a  Department  of  Church  Music  which  would  reach  each  state,  asso- 
ciation and  each  church.  This  is  being  done.  It  is  only  up  to  us  to 
accept  their  help.  You  may  secure  splendid  material  through  your 
Sunday  School  Board.  S.  B.  C.  Division  of  Education  and  Promo- 
tion recommends  that  we  elect  members  of  church  choirs  annually. 
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1.  This  encourages  faithful  attendance  and  places  responsi- 
bility on  the  choir  members. 

2.  It  also  assures  the  choir  of  the  support  of  the  church. 

3.  Choir  members  are  due  the  same  recognition  as  other 
church  workers. 

4.  Elected  members  should  comply  with  all  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  choir  in  which  they  sing. 

We  are  forced  to  see  our  need  when  we  realize  that  our  schools 
have  a  music  education  program.  We  see  the  impact  of  radio,  tele- 
vision and  concerts.  Our  children  and  others  who  participate  in 
good  music  all  week  will  not  be  content  with  inferior  music  in  their 
church  which  neither  utilizes  their  talents  nor  challenges  their  im- 
agination. 

The  most  effective  step  would  be  to  begin  today  by  appointing 
a  committee  composed  of  your  Association  director,  pianist,  mis- 
sionary, moderator,  and  music  directors  of  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  and  all  the  other  church  Associational  functions.  This  com- 
mittee should  have  the  pledged  support  of  each  pastor  and  his 
church  leaders  in  promoting  and  putting  into  effect  an  annual 
music  emphasis  week  for  the  Association  where  each  director  and 
his  choir  members  might  learn  new  music  and  gain  inspiration.  In 
turn  it  would  be  well  for  each  choir  to  have  a  music  revival,  etc. 

The  primary  function  of  your  choir  is  to  sing  for  the  glory  of 
God  through  special  music  which  has  a  special  message  for  the 
hearts  of  all  who  hear;  to  sing  great  songs  of  praise,  adoration, 
devotion,  consecration  and  prayer;  and  to  sing  the  gospel  in  all 
its  beauty,  power  and  truth.  Its  secondary  mission  is  to  lead  con- 
gregational singing. 

Fellow  Christians,  let  me  impress  this  fact  on  your  hearts — to 
accomplish  these  missions  your  choir  must  have  your  prayers  and 
support — a  support  which  provides  encouragement  and  adequate 
facilities  with  which  it  can  do  an  effective  work  for  the  forwarding 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  The  Bible  tells  us  that  music  will  be  one 
of  the  chief  activities  of  the  Redeemed  throughout  eternity. 

"Jesus  sang  a  hymn 
When  he  was  facing  Calv'ry's  cruel  cross. 
So  may  I  sing  in  sorrow's  darkest  hour; 
And  without  fear —

W.  P.  Lippard  of  the  Rowan  Mills  Church  led  in  the  devotions  using 
Matt.  16: 14-20. 

15.  Report  on  Christian  Education  was  given  by  Miss  Nora 
Padgett  for  Rev.  R.  A.  Ellis,  Chairman  of  Christian  Education.  It 
was  adopted.  In  the  absence  of  Dr.  E.  A.  McDowell  who  was  to 
have  spoken  to  this  report,  Mr.  Frank  Hasty  of  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege was  recognized  and  spoke  briefly,  and  also  Mr.  Francis  Ded- 
mond  of  Gardner-Webb  College  spoke  on  Christian  Education. 

Report  On  Christian  Education 

In  this  report  the  term,  "Christian  Education,"  is  used  in  a 
l  ather  restricted  sense.  In  its  broadest  application  it  simply  means 
education  that  is  Christ-centered.  As  Baptists  we  readily  recog- 
nize the  great  work  that  is  being  done  by  all  Christian  agencies, 
beginning  with  the  home  and  extending  through  our  churches,  the 
public  schools,  and  all  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
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In  this  particular  report  we  are  thinking  primarily  of  the  seven 
Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina  and  the  seven  Southwide  semi- 
naries and  the  Training  School  supported  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  In  these  seminaries  and  Training  School  last  year 
there  were  enrolled  a  total  of  4,108  students.  Most  of  these,  of 
course,  were  ministerial  students  and  Christian  volunteers.  In  our 
seven  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina,  there  are  enrolled  this 
year  approximately  5,000  young  men  and  young  women,  with  some 
400  ministerial  students  and  250  volunteers  for  full-time  Christian 
service. 

Statistics  show  that  971/&%  of  our  890  foreign  missionaries  at- 
tended one  of  our  Southern  Baptist  colleges,  and  that  five  out  of 
six  of  all  Baptist  pastors  with  college  training  came  from  one  of 
these  colleges.  On  a  Southwide  basis,  fewer  than  one  in  six  of  our 
Baptist  young  people  in  college  today  are  enrolled  in  one  of  our 
own  colleges,  and  yet  from  this  one-sixth  we  must  secure  72%  of 
all  our  denominational  leadership.  What  a  blessing  it  would  be 
if  we  could  have  facilities  to  train  many  of  the  other  five-sixths  who 
are  just  as  capable  of  real  leadership. 

A  study  of  the  students  enrolled  in  these  seven  Baptist  colleges 
in  North  Carolina  last  year  shows  that  the  Rowan  Association  had 
a  total  of  22,  divided  as  follows:  Seven  at  Wake  Forest,  five  at 
Meredith,  six  at  Mars  Hill,  two  at  Gardner-Webb,  and  two  at 
Wingate.  With  a  total  church  membership  of  more  than  8,500  in 
our  Association,  this  enrollment  of  22  students  in  Baptist  colleges 
is  approximately  one  student  for  every  400  Baptists.  I  am  sure  that 
this  ratio  would  be  greatly  changed  if  parents,  pastors,  and  other 
leaders  of  these  Baptist  boys  and  girls  would  direct  their  attention 
to  the  opportunity  for  training  for  Christian  service  available  in 
these  colleges. 

If  any  one  of  us  should  feel  that  we  are  giving  these  colleges 
too  much  financial  support,  it  would  be  well  for  us  to  consider  that, 
whereas  we  now  make  available  less  than  $100  per  year  from  our 
Cooperative  Program  funds  for  each  student  enrolled  in  these  Bap- 
tist colleges,  the  State  of  North  Carolina  provides  an  annual  appro- 
priation of  approximately  $500  for  each  student  enrolled  in  one  of 
the  State  colleges.  Also,  we  should  remember  that  within  the  last 
five  years  the  State  of  North  Carolina  has  invested  approximately 
$45,000,000  in  capital  outlay  in  its  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
and  that  these  same  colleges  are  now  requesting  an  additional 
$18,000,000  to  be  spent  for  new  buildings  during  the  next  two  years. 

We  recognize  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  denomination 
to  train  its  church  leadership,  and  the  only  way  this  can  be  done 
is  for  us  to  make  available  funds  comparable  to  those  provided  by 
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the  State  for  doing  a  similar  educational  work  for  those  enrolled 
in  the  State  colleges.  What  we  are  now  doing  for  the  cause  of 
Christian  Education  in  North  Carolina  represents  a  growing  inter- 
est in  the  importance  of  this  work,  and  at  the  same  time  we  must 
recognize  that  our  support  of  and  interest  in  these  Baptist  colleges 
must  continue  to  expand  if  we  are  to  meet  these  ever-growing 
needs.  The  growth  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  has  always  been 
closely  related  to  the  interest  shown  in  the  training  of  Christian 
leaders,  and  our  day  emphasizes  this  need.

Annual  W.M.U.  Report 

As  we  come  to  the  close  of  another  year,  we  realize  again  that 
God  has  been  good  to  us  and  marvelously  blessed  our  efforts  for 
Him. 

As  man  measures,  we  feel  we  have  made  progress  even  though 
not  all  of  us  have  given  our  very  best  for  Kingdom  advancement. 

We  have  4  new  W.M.S.  this  year,  2  Y.W.A.,  7  G.A.,  4  R.A., 
and  2  S.B.,  making  a  total  of  19  new  organizations  this  year.  We 
now  have  a  W.M.S.  in  every  church  in  the  Association  (the  first 
in  North  Carolina),  and  also  a  W.M.S.  in  the  Eastside  Baptist  Mis- 
sion, making  a  total  of  32  organizations  in  31  churches.  Five 
churches  have  a  full  graded  W.M.U.  The  total  W.M.S.  members 
1,231,  Young  People  1,026,  a  total  enrollment  in  our  missionary 
organizations  of  2,257.  Our  gifts  have  increased  for  all  causes,  as 
also  have  the  number  of  tithers.  23  W.M.S.  and  40  Young  People's 
organizations  observed  the  Weeks  of  Prayer.  About  600  women 
and  about  the  same  number  of  young  people  attended  Mission 
Study  Classes  and  over  1,300  read  a  book.  26  W.M.S.  and  64  Young 
People  report  members  engaged  in  community  missions.  A  W.M.U. 
Leadership  Conference  was  held  at  Morlan  Park  in  November  of 
1951.  A  Young  People's  Leadership  Conference  was  held  at  Oak- 
dale  on  April  19,  1952.  Both  were  well  attended  and  we  hope  many 
were  helped.  The  annual  W.M.U.  Association  was  held  with  Landis 
Church  on  April  9,  1952.  26  churches  had  representatives  there. 
Only  8  churches  have  no  Young  People's  organizations.  With  a 
W.M.S.  in  every  church,  we  are  really  ready  to  go  to  work.  Our 
goal  now  is  a  full  graded  W.M.U.  in  every  church. 

One  of  the  most  typical  pictures  of  Jesus  is  in  Luke  19:41: 
"And  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the  city,  and  wept  over 
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it."  This  picture  reveals  our  weakness.  There  are  not  enough  of 
us  seeing  a  lost  world  and  weeping  over  it.  We  accept  the  doctrine 
of  missions;  we  comprehend  the  program  of  missions;  we  maintain 
the  machinery  of  missions;  but  we  lack  the  spirit  of  missions.  If 
we  could  get  our  men,  women  and  young  people  to  look  toward  a 
lost  world  the  way  Jesus  looked  toward  Jerusalem  that  day,  we 
would  solve  many  of  our  mission  problems. 

What  has  been  accomplished  is  only  a  small  part  of  what  could 
be  done  if  we  were  truly  dedicated  to  our  task.  We  need  to  hear 
the  voice  from  Calvary  say  to  us,  "If  I  could  afford  to  die  for  them, 
could  you  not  afford  to  tell  them  about  it?"  We  are  stewards  of 
the  message.  How  dare  we  quibble  about  the  cost  in  the  presence 
of  Calvary?

Associational  Missions  Report 

Our  Associational  Missionary,  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  has  done  a 
most  excellent  piece  of  work  this  past  year  in  Rowan  County.  This 
is  her  first  full  Associational  year  with  us,  and  we  commend  her 
work  and  ask  the  cooperation  of  all  Rowan  Baptists  for  the  new 
year.  Below  are  summarized  a  part  of  what  she  has  done;  all  can- 
not be  put  down  in  figures. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL:  Taught  42  S.  S.  lessons,  taught  2  study 
courses,  organized  a  Junior  and  Intermediate  Department  in  1 
church,  participated  in  group  study  courses,  spoke  at  1  teachers' 
meeting,  led  6  planning  meetings,  attended  3  Associational  meet- 
ings, attended  state  planning  meeting,  attended  the  state  clinic. 

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL:  Attended  state  clinic,  helped 
promote  Associational  clinic,  taught  V.  B.  S.  guide  in  9  churches, 
helped  4  churches  with  preparation  day,  spoke  on  missions  to  9 
schools,  served  as  principal  of  4  schools. 

TRAINING  UNION:  Taught  11  study  courses,  organized  3 
training  unions,  spoke  at  8  assemblies  giving  pep  talks,  participated 
in  local  unions,  helped  with  1  youth  week,  attended  4  Associational 
meetings,  attended  regional  convention,  attended  week  at  Ridge- 
crest,  helped  in  1  enlargement  campaign  outside  the  Association. 
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WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION:  Helped  with  the  organiza- 
tion of  4  W.M.S.'s,  3  G.A.'s,  1  Sunbeams,  1  Y.W.A.  participated 
in  17  W.M.S.  programs,  5  G.A.,  4  Y.W.A. ;  participated  in  3  Week- 
of -Prayer  programs;  taught  27  mission  study  courses;  helped  pro- 
mote annual  Associational  meeting,  leadership  conference,  young 
people's  leaders  clinic,  and  youth  rally;  attended  divisional  meeting 
of  W.M.U.  and  conference  for  young  people's  leaders;  attended 
state  executive  council  and  the  state  W.M.U.  convention. 

GENERAL:  Attended  Baptist  State  Convention,  state  confer- 
ence on  evangelism,  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  Southwide 
W.M.U.  Convention,  and  state  associational  missionaries  confer- 
ence. 

OTHER  SERVICES:  Took  part  in  686  individual,  10  group, 
and  20  committee  conferences;  conducted  18  prayer  services  and  8 
worship  services;  spoke  at  1  Brotherhood  meeting;  spoke  on  mis- 
sions to  2  groups  outside  the  Association;  attended  14  revival  serv- 
ices; attended  2  services  for  volunteers  for  Christ;  attended  sev- 
eral homecomings;  participated  in  1  service  at  the  county  home; 
led  1  morning  devotional  over  radio;  published  The  Rowan  R;.  mbler 
each  month;  prepared  and  distributed  calendar  of  activities;  wrote 
many  letters  and  cards;  made  many  telephone  calls  in  behalf  of 
the  work.

Huggins,  General  Secretary  of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  State  Convention, 
who  brought  a  very  challenging  message. 

Report  On  Foreign,  Home  and  State  Missions 

Figures  can  never  give  one  a  complete  picture  of  any  activity 
that  involves  personalities  because  figures  do  not  tell  of  the  hard- 
ships, the  struggles  and  the  victories  which  they  represent.  Never- 
theless, to  get.  a  comprehensive  picture  of  our  foreign  mission 
program,  one  is  forced  to  use  figures.  May  we  remember,  however, 
that  in  many,  in  fact  most  of  the  countries  where  our  missionaries 
are  working  that  people  are  not  rushing  "head  over  heels"  into 
the  fold  of  the  Great  Shepherd.  Quite  the  opposite  is  true.  Many 
of  our  missionaries  are  laboring  under  great  handicaps  of  national- 
ism, prejudice,  distrust,  and  the  like,  to  say  nothing  of  geographical 
and  language  barriers.  Tension  and  unrest  add  to  the  problem  of 
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our  foreign  missionaries.  As  one  has  said,  in  many  of  our  mission 
areas,  the  only  form  of  certainty  to  be  found  is  the  fact  of  uncer- 
tainty itself.  Nevertheless,  whenever  and  wherever  the  Gospel  of 
the  Christ  is  preached  there  one  will  witness  the  grace  of  God,  as 
it  works  its  miracles  in  the  life  of  men,  women,  boys  and  girls. 

Southern  Baptist  work  has  now  gone  into  thirty  (30)  countries 
of  the  world.  At  the  beginning  of  this  year  we  had  a  total  of  832 
missionaries  on  the  field.  These  are  associated  with  3,000  national 
Baptist  workers  working  in  1,900  organized  churches  having  a 
membership  of  189,225.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  these  1,900 
churches  are  reaching  another  17,700  people  through  the  3,660 
mission  points  which  they  operate.  This  is  an  indication  of  the 
objective  in  all  the  areas  where  we  have  work  and  that  is  to  de- 
velop indigenous  churches.  To  this  end  they  are  seeking  to  pro- 
mote the  various  organizations  which  we  find  in  our  own  churches, 
namely,  Sunday  Schools,  Training  Unions,  and  Women's  Missionary 
Societies.  One  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  this  work  is  in 
the  establishment  of  schools,  particularly  in  areas  where  Christians 
constitute  small  minority  groups,  in  order  to  train  native  leaders. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  our  foreign  mission  program,  Southern 
Baptists  contributed  $6,900,000,  which  seems  to  be  a  substantial 
sum.  Yet  when  we  realize  that  there  is  a  definite  relationship  be- 
tween our  dollars  and  the  saving  of  souls  in  foreign  lands,  one  is 
rudely  awakened  to  the  fact  that  to  expand  and  reach  out  there 
must  be  an  ever  increasing  gift  on  the  part  of  our  people.  "We 
will  never  know  the  power  of  God  until  we  attempt  the  impossible 
for  God." 

Advance  has  been  made,  not  only  abroad,  but  here  at  home 
also.  Last  year  home  missionaries  reported  36,390  professions  of 
faith  in  response  to  their  99,033  sermons.  The  evangelistic  crusade 
in  the  southeastern  states  led  by  the  Department  of  Evangelism 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  resulted  in  the  greatest  number  of 
baptisms  ever  reported  in  the  churches  in  the  area.  This  consum- 
mated the  first  phase  of  evangelistic  crusades  by  divisions  of  west 
and  east.  In  1952  evangelism  has  turned  toward  smaller  units  for 
crusades  by  districts  and  associations.  Some  statewide  crusades 
were  held  in  the  spring  of  1952. 

The  meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  June  of  1951  focused  attention  upon  the  Home  Mission 
Board's  work  in  the  West.  Besides  great  increases  in  convention 
states  of  the  West — Kansas,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  California, 
Oregon,  and  Washington — there  has  been  an  overflow  of  Baptist 
emphasis  resulting  in  150  Southern  Baptist  churches  in  Utah, 
Wyoming,  Nevada,  Idaho,  Colorado,  Indiana,  Ohio,  West  Virginia, 
and  Michigan,  affiliated  with  border  states. 
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In  the  Department  of  Direct  Missions  344  missionaries,  serving 
those  who  are  shut  off  from  the  gospel  by  barriers  of  distance, 
racial  distinction,  language,  and  social  and  economic  differences, 
won  6,767  converts.  Each  missionary  in  the  department  must  serve 
an  average  of  27,000  people.  In  the  Board's  work  among  migrants 
one  missionary  couple  distributed  24,040  garments  and  1,045  health 
kits  last  year.  Churches  are  being  encouraged  to  serve  the  mi- 
grants while  they  are  working  in  nearby  areas  and  thousands  have 
come  to  look  to  the  "mission  on  wheels"  for  a  direct  spiritual  min- 
istry. 

Work  recently  started  among  isolated  ranchers,  oil  field  work- 
ers, and  others  out  of  touch  with  the  Baptist  message  has  proved 
a  blessing  to  scores  of  neglected  households.  Work  in  the  out- 
posts— Alaska,  Cuba,  Panama,  and  the  Canal  Zone — has  shown 
gratifying  progress  during  the  past  year.  Simultaneous  evangel- 
istic crusades  were  conducted  in  Alaska  and  Cuba.  The  total  num- 
ber of  baptisms  in  the  outposts  was  thirty  per  cent  greater  than 
the  previous  year. 

Interest  in  Negro  work  in  our  convention  territory  has  defi- 
nitely increased.  The  work  of  the  eighteen  Negro  centers  in  which 
white  leaders  cooperate  with  the  Negroes  in  a  constructive  educa- 
tional and  missionary  program,  the  participation  of  hundreds  of 
Negro  churches  in  simultaneous  evangelistic  crusades,  the  institute 
work  done  by  the  twenty-eight  teacher-missionaries  of  the  Board, 
the  extension  courses  administered  cooperatively  by  Negro  colleges, 
state  mission  boards,  and  the  Home  Mission  Board,  and  the  gen- 
eral interest  awakened  by  the  widespread  discussion  of  the  race 
problem  have  all  combined  to  stimulate  Baptist  concern  for  the 
eleven  million  Negroes  in  our  midst.  Workers  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  reached  a  record  number  of  51,000  Negro  leaders  in  classes, 
conferences,  and  institutes  during  the  year. 

In  the  Department  of  Jewish  Evangelism  the  first  Southwide 
Jewish  Fellowship  Week  sponsored  by  the  Board  was  promoted 
November  5-11  last  year  with  encouraging  response. 

Southern  Baptists  now  have  402  active  chaplains  to  serve  the 
estimated  355,000  Baptist  men  and  women  in  the  armed  forces. 
The  chaplains  reported  10,464  professions  of  faith  in  1951. 

The  Student  Summer  Mission  Program  enlisted  305  students 
to  assist  regular  missionaries  during  the  summer  months.  They 
served  on  a  thousand  mission  fields  and  reported  3,826  professions 
of  faith  and  1,030  surrenders  for  special  service. 

A  total  of  1,170  missionaries  (including  305  students)  served 
the  Home  Mission  Board  last  year.  The  Board  has  work  among 
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the  Chinese,  the  deaf,  French,  Indians,  Italians,  Japanese,  Spanish- 
speaking,  and  the  service  of  Good  Will  Centers,  Rescue  Homes, 
and  the  Emergency  Home  in  the  field  of  direct  missions.  In  other 
departments  the  Board  has  ministry  among  the  Jews,  the  Negroes, 
ranchers,  and  migrants.  Through  the  Department  of  Cooperative 
Missions  the  Board  serves  in  mountain  missions,  the  rural  church 
program,  and  city  missions.  Through  its  Departments  of  Evangel- 
ism, Education,  Schools  of  Missions,  and  the  Outposts  various  types 
of  service  are  rendered  in  many  avenues;  while  ten  general  field 
workers  spread  their  services  over  the  whole  Convention  terri- 
tory. The  Chaplain  Commission,  the  Board's  radio  ministry,  and 
its  Church  Building  Loan  Funds  all  minister  to  the  spiritual  needs 
of  our  people. 

In  addition  to  foreign  and  home  missions  we  are  pleased  with 
the  achievement  of  our  state  mission  program.  In  the  words  of 
Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  "we  are  making  steady  and  substantial  prog- 
ress." 

In  any  consideration  of  this  phase  of  our  work  it  should  be 
ever  remembered  that  State  Missions  is  not  just  one  object,  but 
is  a  program  of  some  eighteen  activities.  Two  rather  new  activities 
in  State  Missions  are:  (1)  the  work  among  the  Silent  People,  and, 
(2)  the  Rural  Church  Program.  The  reports  of  progress  in  these 
new  fields  are  gratifying. 

Perhaps  the  most  encouraging  report  of  State  Missions  is  in 
regard  to  the  progress  made  in  North  Carolina  in  the  establishment 
of  new  churches.  During  the  past  twenty  years  the  records  show 
the  following  increase:  Maryland  has  had  an  increase  of  2  per 
cent;  Virginia,  8  per  cent;  South  Carolina,  12  per  cent;  Georgia, 
5  per  cent;  and  North  Carolina,  25  per  cent.  This  now  brings  the 
total  to  3,000  Baptist  churches  in  the  state. 

However  pleased  we  might  be  with  this  gain  in  regard  to  the 
establishment  of  churches,  much  remains  to  be  done.  The  most 
pressing  need  of  the  hour  is  the  need  to  help  new  churches  get 
started.  There  is  the  need  for  $50,000  with  which  to  buy  lots  where 
new  churches  should  be  established  and  another  $50,000  above 
what  is  now  being  received  for  State  Missions  with  which  to  sup- 
plement the  salaries  of  pastors  to  minister  to  the  churches  and  thus 
get  the  work  going.  The  General  Board,  through  State  Missions, 
is  now  spending  approximately  $74,000  a  year  on  this  last  item 
alone. 

The  Assembly  at  Caswell  and  the  Bible  Institute  at  Fruitland 
are  paying  great  dividends.  Better  churches  are  always  the  result 
of  a  better  leadership.  The  aforementioned  are  doing  a  tremendous

job  in  the  training  not  only  of  pastors,  but  of  leaders  in  all  phases 
of  our  church  program. 

We  are  on  the  advance  on  all  our  mission  fronts!  Much,  how- 
ever, remains  for  us  to  do.  The  challenge  of  William  Carey  is  as 
fresh  today  as  when  he  spoke  it  in  May,  1792:  "Expect  great  things 
from  God;  attempt  great  things  for  God."

Report  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union 

At  the  close  of  this  year,  we  now  have  Training  Unions  in  all 
but  four  churches  in  our  Association.  New  Training  Unions  have 
been  organized  this  past  year  at  Pine  Ridge,  Yadkin,  West  Corinth, 
and  the  Mission,  and  the  work  is  progressing  nicely. 

The  highlights  of  the  year  have  been  our  four  quarterly  Asso- 
ciationai Mass  Meetings  which  were  well  attended.  Our  first  meet- 
ing in  December  at  First  Church,  Spencer,  had  750  present  for  the 
UM  Night"  program.  In  March  at  Stallings,  312  were  present  for 
our  Associationai  Tournaments.  In  June,  "Christian  Education" 
was  the  theme  for  our  program  at  East  Corinth,  with  230  present. 
In  September,  "Visitation  for  Our  Training  Union"  was  presented 
at  Enon  with  236  present. 

Another  accomplishment  for  our  Training  Union  has  been  the 
organization  of  a  "Volunteers  for  Christ  Club"  under  the  leader- 
ship of  our  Young  People's  Leader.  Much  interest  has  been  shown 
by  the  young  people  and  plans  are  now  underway  to  make  this  a 
stronger  organization. 
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We  still  want  to  carry  forward  into  the  new  year  our  goals, 
"A  Training  Union  in  Every  Church"  and  "A  Training  Course  in 
Every  Church."  With  the  assistance  of  our  pastors,  Associational 
Missionary  and  Associational  Training  Union  officers  we  hope  to 
report  that  we  will  have  succeeded  in  organizing  four  new  Train- 
ing Unions  during  the  coming  year  at  the  churches  presently  with- 
out any.

Report  On  Evangelism 

Evangelism,  as  we  interpret  it  as  Baptists,  means  the  teaching 
and  preaching  of  the  Glad  Tidings  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
so  that  those  who  hear  may  be  brought  to  a  consciousness  of  per- 
sonal guilt  before  God,  led  to  repent  of  their  sins,  to  believe  on  the 
Son  of  God  and  trust  Him  as  their  personal  Saviour,  and  also  to 
make  Him  the  Lord  of  their  lives.  Therefore,  in  our  program  of 
Evangelism  we  are  primarily  concerned  about  winning  people  in 
order  that  they  may  experience  the  glad  redemption  of  Christ  in 
their  hearts  and  take  up  their  cross  and  follow  Him  daily.  The 
Son  of  God  and  the  early  disciples  set  shining  examples  before  us 
in  personal  as  well  as  in  mass  evangelism.  The  need  for  evangelistic 
preaching  by  our  ministers  and  churches  is  apparent  everywhere 
we  turn  today.  According  to  statistics,  of  the  approximately  2,250,- 
000,000  people  of  the  world  affiliated  with  some  religious  group, 
less  than  one-third  of  them  are  Christians.  Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins  tells 
us  that  here  in  our  beloved  North  Carolina  "perhaps  1,000,000 
people  above  10  years  of  age  are  members  of  no  church.  There 
is  an  urgent  call  ever  coming  to  us  from  Him  who  would  use  us 
in  the  redemption  of  los  tpeople  around  us  and  everywhere,  and 
here  it  is:  Say  not  ye,  there  are  yet  four  months,  and  then  cometh 
harvest?  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on 
the  fields;  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest.  Jno.  4:35. 

The  importance  of  soul  winning  in  the  thinking  of  our  denomi- 
national leaders  is  emphasized  by  the  Home  Mission  Board's  crea- 
tion of  a  Department  of  Evangelism  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews,  and  the  organization  of  Departments  of  Evan- 
gelism in  at  least  18  states  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
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This  matter  was  further  emphasized  by  the  conducting  of  simul- 
taneous revivals  in  all  cooperating  Baptist  churches  east  and  west 
of  the  Mississippi  River  in  1950-1951  and  by  the  number  of  asso- 
ciational  simultaneous  revivals  in  other  and  in  our  own  state  and 
Association. 

We  strongly  urge  all  of  our  people  to  give  wholehearted  sup- 
port to  Brother  J.  C.  Canipe  as  he  gives  himself  with  earnestness 
and  consecration  to  the  task  of  directing  our  statewide  program 
of  evangelism  in  North  Carolina.  Let  us  pray  for  and  plan  to  attend 
in  a  great  way  our  statewide  Conference  on  Evangelism  this  Feb- 
ruary 9-11,  at  Green  Street  Church  of  High  Point.  We  further  urge 
full  cooperation  with  and  participation  in  our  Associational  Simul- 
taneous Revival  which  will  be  on  April  19-28,  and  that  all  of  our 
churches  set  up  committees  of  evangelism  which  will  give  definite 
leadership  in  the  field  of  evangelism  and  soul  winning.

31.  Hoke  Coon,  Jr.,  brought  the  Home  for  the  Aging  report 
which  was  adopted.  Mrs.  Edna  Heinzerling  of  the  staff  of  "Rest- 
haven"  spoke  to  the  report.  E.  H.  Potts  of  Spencer  also  spoke 
briefly. 

Report  On  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging 

Operation  of  Resthaven  was  begun  March  16,  1951.  Soon  after 
the  opening,  it  was  filled  to  capacity,  twenty  residents.  When  the 
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news  spread  of  the  beginning,  applications  began  to  accumulate 
rapidly.  To  date,  there  have  been  close  to  500  inquiries.  Had  there 
been  rooms  available,  and  all  applicants  could  have  made  financial 
arrangement,  our  Home  would  have  had  200  residents  instead  of 
only  twenty  at  present. 

There  is  encouraging  prospect  of  getting  the  top  floor  of  the 
present  building  completed,  which  will  provide  space  for  fifteen 
additional  residents.  The  cost  of  this  enlargement  project  has  been 
underwritten  by  a  business  man  of  Winston-Salem,  who  is  not  a 
Baptist.  This  same  friend  has  already  donated  a  televisinon  set, 
and  has  concreted  the  basement  of  the  Home. 

Our  residents  range  in  age  from  64  to  92  years,  and  come  from 
widely  scattered  sections  of  our  state — Franklin  to  Elizabeth  City. 
All  rejoice  in  the  opportunity  to  be  in  the  Home.  Here  are  some 
of  their  statements: 

"I  like  this  good  Christian  Home  and  all  the  family.  I 
would  not  exchange  it  for  any  other  in  all  the  world." — 
Mrs.  J.  L.  Smith,  coming  from  Franklin. 

"This  'more  than  we  expected'  about  this  Home  makes  us 
all  hope  and  pray  that  more  men  and  women  may  come 
to  enjoy  its  many  blessings." — Miss  Ella  MofTett,  coming 
from  Southern  Pines. 

"I  never  thought  I  would  be  so  happy  in  my  last  years  of 
life." — John  Holt,  age  92,  coming  from  Wilson  Mills. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Resthaven  did  not  receive  financial 
assistance  last  year  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  (except  a 
loan  which  was  repaid),  it  was  operated  clear  of  a  deficit.  How 
did  this  happen?  By  the  Lord  laying  our  needs  upon  the  hearts 
of  friends  and  causing  them  to  respond.  Of  course,  the  Home  was 
compelled  to  charge  the  cost  of  keep  from  the  residents  who  came 
on  the  monthly -pay  plan.  The  income  from  this  source,  together 
with  that  coming  from  residents  giving  property  or  cash  for  their 
maintenance,  plus  donations  by  churches  and  auxiliary  organiza- 
tions and  friends,  enabled  the  Home  to  pay  its  way  and  to  accumu- 
late assets  in  excess  of  $100,000.00. 

Beginning  the  year  1952,  with  the  new  Nine  Year  Program, 
our  Home  receives  three -fourths  of  1  per  cent  of  the  funds  to  be 
divided.  From  this  source  has  come  less  than  $500.00  per  month 
since  January  of  this  year.  The  Home  is  estimated  to  receive  a 
total  of  approximately  $500,000.00  in  NINE  YEARS.  It  is  apparent, 
therefore,  that  slow  provision  for  enlarged  facilities  will  be  made 
to  accommodate  the  hundreds  of  aging  people  who  want  to  come 
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to  our  Home,  unless  funds  come  from  other  sources  than  our  de- 
nominational program  as  it  now  operates. 

Our  Home  presents  a  great  challenge  to  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists to  provide  adequate  facilities.  There  are  probably  100,000 
people  in  our  state  past  65  years  of  age,  and  a  large  number  of 
these  are  of  Baptist  faith.  We  must  make  provision  as  time  and 
finances  permit  for  these  aging  Baptists.  Since  Baptists  of  our 
state  now  number  more  than  700,000  in  membership,  we  are  well 
able  to  make  such  provision.  If  every  Baptist  would  give  an  aver- 
age of  $1.00  to  our  Home  in  one  year,  we  could  raise  $700,000.00 
and  not  one  person  would  suffer  hardship.  As  soon  as  a  practical 
and  adequate  plan  of  support  can  be  agreed  upon,  it  is  reasonable 
to  expect  that  our  Baptist  Home  will  be  worthily  supported. 

Many  suggestions  have  been  made  as  to  the  best  plan  of  sup- 
porting our  Home.  Among  them  are:  (1)  Fifth  Sunday  offerings 
through  the  Sunday  Schools,  as  the  Virginia  Baptist  Home  plan; 
(2)  special  day  offering,  as  the  Mother's  Day  plan  for  our  Baptist 
Hospital;  and  (3)  putting  the  Home  in  the  local  church  budget, 
and  appealing  to  the  churches  that  have  no  budget  for  at  least  one 
special  offering  a  year. 

Either  of  these  plans,  supplemented  by  such  special  gifts  as 
may  come  from  individuals  and  corporations,  and  provision  made 
in  wills,  would  enable  the  Home  to  make  reasonable  progress,  and 
thus  enlarge  our  facilities  on  the  pay-as-you-go  plan. 

We  are  closing  our  report  with  a  statement  made  by  a  promi- 
nent furniture  manufacturer,  Mr.  B.  C.  Philpott,  of  Lexington,  N.  C. 

"I  consider  this  one  of  the  most  important  forward  steps 
the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  taken  in  a  long  time, 
because  it  is  indeed  a  great  move  and  one  that  has  been 
neglected  all  too  long. 

Mrs.  Philpott  and  I  want  to  have  a  part  in  this  fine  under- 
taking, and  herewith  you  will  find  my  check  for  one  thou- 
sand ($1,000.00)  dollars,  which  we  desire  used  as  a  me- 
morial to  our  son,  B.  C.  Philpott,  Jr. 

May  the  Lord  continue  to  bless  you  in  such  a  noble  work." 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me"    (Matthew  25:40).

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Report  On  Ordinations 

I  regret  that  my  report  is  a  negative  one.  The  Ordination 
Committee  of  the  Association  was  not  called  upon  to  examine  a 
single  candidate  for  the  ministry  during  the  past  year.  The  Ordi- 
nation Committee  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  Association. 
As  a  rule  it  is  composed  of  men  with  long  and  wide  experiences 
capable  of  helping  the  candidate  to  set  his  feet  firmly  upon  the 
rock  of  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints.  A  committee  capable  of 
serving  in  an  advisory  capacity  which  may  prove  of  great  value 
to  the  candidate  entering  the  ministry.  A  committee  which  should 
be  used,  when  the  need  arises,  by  every  church  in  the  Association. 

I  regret  that  my  report  is  a  negative  one  because  considering 
the  increase  in  population,  ministers  losing  their  health,  retiring, 
and  passing  to  their  reward,  it  is  not  only  a  tragedy,  but  thought 
provoking  for  all  of  our  thirty-one  churches.  It  reminds  us  afresh 
of  the  words  of  our  Lord:  "Behold  I  say  unto  you,  lift  up  your 
eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields,  for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest." 
"The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few;  Pray 
ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  la- 
bourers into  the  harvest." 

We  therefore  recommend  that  all  the  churches  in  our  Associa- 
tion unite  in  prayer  that  during  the  coming  year  many  of  our 
young  men  will  find  favor  with  God  and  be  called  into  the  ministry.

He  then  presented  Chaplain 
Richard  Young  who  brought  a  very  inspiring  and  revealing  mes- 
sage. 

Report  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

"And  he  healed  many  that  were  sick"  (Mark  1:34).  This  state- 
ment refers  to  the  ministry  of  Jesus  when  He  was  here  in  the 
flesh.  Also,  it  describes  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  today, 
where  hundreds  of  sick  people  go  each  week  in  search  of  relief 
from  disease  and  sickness  of  almost  every  nature.  In  many  cases 
they  go  as  a  last  resort  when  hope  has  all  but  failed. 

"And  a  certain  woman,  which  .  .  .  had  spent  all  that  she  had, 
and  was  nothing  bettered,  but  rather  grew  worse,  .  .  .  came" 
(Mark  5:25).  Here,  again,  this  statement  concerning  the  woman 
who  made  her  way  to  Jesus  is  the  oft  repeated  story  to  those  who 
work  at  our  Baptist  Hospital.  They  come  saying,  "We  have  spent 
all  our  money  and  we  are  still  sick.  Can  our  Baptist  Hospital 
help  us?" 

It  is  the  business  of  our  Hospital  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  say, 
"Yes,"  to  these  pleas  which  come  out  of  sickness  and  poverty.  It 
is  our  opportunity  through  our  Mother's  Day  Offerings  to  make 
it  possible  for  our  Hospital  to  answer  these  calls  for  help  from 
those  who  have  little  or  no  money.  Last  year,  more  than  10,000 
people  were  cared  for  as  bed  patients  in  our  Hospital.  There  were 
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95,000  visits  made  to  the  clinics  for  examinations  and  treatments. 
A  large  number  of  these  were  people  who  could  not  pay  for  the 
care  they  received.  Much  of  this  service  could  not  have  been  pro- 
vided without  the  help  of  our  Mother's  Day  Offerings. 

The  construction  of  the  new  wing  to  the  Hospital  is  now  well 
advanced.  This  will  greatly  enlarge  our  ministry  to  the  sick,  adding 
150  new  beds  and  many  other  badly  needed  facilities.  It  is  hoped 
that  before  this  year  closes  every  one  of  our  churches  will  have 
done  its  part  in  helping  with  the  cost  of  this  building. 

Our  Baptist  State  Convention  will  meet  in  Winston- Salem, 
November  11-13.  This  will  be  an  excellent  opportunity  for  many 
of  us  to  visit  our  Hospital.  We  shall  be  interested  in  seeing  the 
new  building,  as  well  as  the  entire  Hospital.  Arrangements  will 
be  made  for  visitors  to  get  from  the  meetings  of  the  Convention 
to  the  Hospital  and  for  guided  tours  through  the  Hospital.  Plan 
to  attend  the  Convention  and  visit  our  Baptist  Hospital  if  at  all 
possible. 

Jesus  said,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least 
of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me"  (Matt.  25:40).  Let 
us  give  our  best  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  in  meeting  the  opportunity 
to  help  sick  people  who  need  the  service  of  our  Baptist  Hospital.

Radio  Report 

The  work  of  the  Radio  and  Television  Commission  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  grown  tremendously  during  the 
past  twelve  months.  In  every  area  of  activity,  more  work  is  being 
done  this  year  than  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  our  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  The  last  payment  was  made  on  Baptist  Radio 
Center  in  Atlanta  this  spring,  and  the  Commission  is  now  operat- 
ing on  a  sound  financial  basis. 

The  Baptist  Hour  is  being  heard  each  week  by  some  four  mil- 
lion people,  as  it  is  carried  by  more  than  320  stations  in  28  states 
and  5  foreign  countries.  The  spiritual  results  of  this  weekly  broad- 
cast of  the  Gospel  are  amazing.  Souls  are  being  saved;  lives  are 
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being  remade;  homes  are  being  reunited  and  churches  are  being 
strengthened  in  all  of  their  work. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  voted  in  Miami  that  the 
Radio  Commission  should  continue  to  finance  the  Baptist  Hour 
through  voluntary  contributions  sent  in  by  listeners,  and  through 
direct  mail  solicitation.  It  will  take  a  minimum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  per  month  from  this  source  to  continue  the  Baptist  Hour 
on  its  present  basis. 

Television  is  becoming  increasingly  prominent  in  the  thinking 
of  Southern  Baptists.  To  meet  the  challenge  of  this  great  new 
field,  the  Commission  has  set  up  a  television  department  and  has 
employed  a  full-time  television  man  to  direct  this  work.  The 
activities  of  the  Radio  and  Television  Commission  will  be  featured 
in  the  November  issue  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  Magazine; 
the  December  issue  of  the  Baptist  Student  Magazine;  the  January 
issue  of  the  Sunday  School  Builder;  the  January  issue  of  the  Bap- 
tist Program,  and  the  January,  February  and  March  issue  of  the 
Brotherhood  Journal.  It  is  hoped  that  other  of  our  denominational 
publications  will  help  us  in  familiarizing  our  Baptist  people  with 
the  continually  expanding  work  of  the  Radio  and  Television  Com- 
mission. 

Here  in  our  Association,  we  have  been  unfortunate  in  that  we 
have  been  unable  to  secure  one  of  our  local  stations  to  carry  the 
Baptist  Hour.  I  have  contacted  one  of  the  station  managers  this 
week  and  the  information  is,  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry 
this  program  in  the  near  future. 

May  I  say,  that  we  have  available  time  for  each  Baptist  pastor 
at  least  once  a  year  through  the  Ministerial  Association.  And  it  is 
our  hope  and  prayer  that  we  shall  use  this  theme  to  preach  the 
unsearchable  riches  of  Christ  Jesus. 

Radio  has  a  very  definite  place  in  the  lives  of  people  in  this 
day.  But:  Are  we  giving  our  best  as  we  seek  to  reach  those  that 
are  shut  in  and  those  that  refuse  to  attend  the  house  of  our  Lord? 
As  we  have  opportunity  this  year,  may  it  be  said  of  each  Baptist 
minister,  WE  HAVE  GIVEN  OUR  BEST.

Report  of  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  great  activity  at  both 
homes  of  your  Orphanage.  Under  the  leadership  of  Superintend- 
ents W.  A.  Smith  of  Kennedy  Home  and  C.  A.  Kearns  of  Mills 
Home  the  affairs  of  these  large  families  have  been  so  directed  as 
to  develop  among  the  children  and  employees  an  excellent  spirit 
of  cooperation  and  fair  play. 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 

One  big  task  this  year  has  been  to  see  that  the  terms  of  the 
Idol  wills  were  carried  out  in  the  erection  of  certain  memorial 
buildings.  In  keeping  with  the  wishes  of  the  Idols  $100,000.00  of 
their  gift  was  placed  in  endowment.  The  income  from  this  is  to 
be  used  exclusively  to  keep  the  memorial  buildings  in  repair.  The 
remainder  of  their  bequest  is  now  being  used  as  they  specified — to 
erect  a  church,  an  infirmary,  and  a  print  shop. 

The  print  shop  was  completed  recently  and  has  been  named 
the  Robert  M.  Idol  Memorial  Building.  The  infirmary  is  nearing 
completion  and  will  be  named  the  Lelia  M.  Idol  Memorial  Build- 
ing. The  church  with  forty-six  classrooms  is  under  contract  and 
will  be  built  as  soon  as  steel  can  be  secured.  It  will  be  named  the 
Sarah  Masten  Idol  Memorial  Building  in  honor  of  the  mother  of 
the  donors. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  we  have  completed  at  Mills  Home  a 
new  cottage  for  girls,  the  first  in  more  than  twelve  years.  Then 
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we  have  completely  remodeled  three  of  our  oldest  cottages.  At 
cne  time  it  was  thought  they  would  have  to  be  replaced  by  new 
ones,  but  now  they  are  among  the  best  on  the  campus.  By  remod- 
eling we  saved  enough  money  to  enable  us  to  launch  a  project 
which  will  meet  one  of  our  greatest  needs. 

RECREATIONAL  CENTER 

Mills  Home  has  long  felt  the  need  of  a  place  for  the  children 
to  play.  Now  we  are  developing  the  I.  G.  Greer  Recreation  Center. 
The  main  unit  here  is  a  Physical  Education  Building  which  is 
under  construction  and  should  be  completed  before  Christmas  of 
this  year.  When  your  present  building  and  renovating  program 
is  completed,  you  will  doubtless  have  the  best  child-caring  facili- 
ties in  the  South. 

MEETING  THE  CHILD'S  NEEDS 

During  the  past  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  seven  hundred 
twenty -five  children.  In  addition  to  these  our  Social  Service  Staff 
investigated  the  applications  of  six  hundred  eighty -four  children 
and  in  many  instances  helped  to  find  them  a  home  where  they 
could  be  cared  for.  A  nation,  or  people,  or  religious  denomination 
that  neglects  its  children  is  signing  its  own  death  warrant.  North 
Carolina  Baptists  have  always  been  in  the  forefront  in  ministry 
to  the  dependent  child.  For  sixty-seven  years  this  service  has 
been  carried  on  through  your  great  Orphanage.  This  you  have 
financed  through  the  time-honored  plan  of  the  once-a-month  offer- 
ing and  the  Thanksgiving  offering.  This  year  there  has  been  very 
little  increase  in  the  once-a-month  offering.  In  planning  for  your 
Thanksgiving  offering  please  bear  in  mind  that  prices  everywhere 
continue  to  rise.  The  cost  of  operating  the  Orphanage  is  no  excep- 
tion. Hence,  if  every  Baptist  will  add  a  little  extra  to  his  Thanks- 
giving offering  it  will  enable  us  to  continue  to  meet  the  ever- 
increasing  demands  of  the  needy  children  who  look  to  us  for  their 
chance  in  life.

Report  of  Historical  Committee 

Lead  On,  Oh  King  Eternal!  Rowan  Baptists  are  advancing 
WITH  Christ,  FOR  Christ,  and  IN  Christ  as  we  celebrate  our  Silver 
Jubilee. 

The  past  twenty-five  years  have  been  thrilling  and  growing 
ones  for  our  Association.  Progressive  years — but  not  easy — often 
a  struggle,  but  a  valiant  and  victorious  one!  Our  hearts  turn  to 
God  in  humility  and  gratitude  as  we  praise  and  thank  Him  for  His 
manifest  love  and  care.  We  are  prospering,  gaining  and  sharing. 
This  is  the  pattern  Christ  would  have  us  follow  when  He  says, 
"Feed  my  sheep." 

The  history  of  our  Associational  growth  through  the  years  from 
"cracker  box  to  cathedral"  is  encouraging  and  inspiring.  Our  peo- 
ple and  churches  in  every  area  are  serving  the  Lord  with  gladness, 
giving  their  time,  ability,  talent,  and  money  for  the  upbuilding  of 
His  Kingdom.  Hearts  and  hands  are  reaching  out,  seeking  to  enrich 
the  lives  of  our  people,  spiritually  and  educationally,  and  God  is 
blessing  our  efforts  and  "the  little  wheels  are  turning  in  our 
hearts." 

A  brief  comparison  through  the  past  twelve  years  takes  us 
back  to  1940.  At  that  time  our  Association  had  twenty-two  churches 
with  5,635  members.  Today  there  are  thirty -one  churches  and  one 
mission,  the  entire  membership  being  9,404.  Sunday  Schools  have 
grown  from  6,238  to  8,892.  The  increase  of  the  W.M.U.  from  891 
to  2,455  members  is  indeed  magnificent.  Of  this  number  there  are 
765  tithers.  Much  recent  interest  is  being  manifest  in  the  Baptist 
Training  Union  and  Brotherhood  work.  Ten  of  our  churches  have 
Brotherhoods  and  twenty-seven  of  our  churches  have  Baptist 
Training  Unions.  There  are  2,564  members  in  these  two  organiza- 
tions. The  Vacation  Bible  Schools  had  their  most  successful  year. 
They  are  gaining  richly  in  interest  and  accomplishment  each  year. 

Now  more  than  ever  in  our  history  are  we  fulfilling  our  herit- 
age as  Missionary  Baptists.  God  has  touched  our  hearts  to  a  new 
vision  of  need,  and  we  have  met  the  challenge  in  a  most  heart- 
warming and  gracious  way,  being  constrained  by  love.  Every 
church,  even  our  Eastside  Baptist  Mission,  has  done  its  share  in 
giving — that  they  too  may  go  to  the  uttermost. 

It  has  been  a  momentous  year  historically  for  our  people  who 
have  gone  into  new  churches,  among  those  our  mother  church  at 
Salisbury.  Emmanuel  also  has  gone  into  a  lovely  new  church,  as 
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has  our  young  and  promising  Eastside  Mission  under  the  guidance 
and  help  of  Dunn's  Mountain  Church.  A  great  work  has  also  been 
accomplished  at  Grace  Avenue  Church  in  Kannapolis.  They  too 
have  a  lovely  new  edifice,  and  many  of  our  smaller  churches  have 
done  extensive  remodeling,  adding  new  equipment,  making  new 
rooms,  adding  new  musical  instruments,  new  heating  plants,  and 
generally  meeting  the  needs  of  their  people. 

We  are  delighted  that  the  homes  of  our  pastors  are  being  made 
more  beautiful  and  comfortable  for  them  and  their  loved  ones. 
This  is  surely  meeting  a  long  felt  need,  and  we  rejoice  to  see  and 
feel  this  new  air  of  loveliness  around  our  Rowan  community.  Cer- 
tainly, as  we  advance  with  Christ  we  must  begin  with  love  and 
beauty. 

Revival  in  our  time  is  bringing  a  living,  loving,  victorious 
Christ  to  us  in  youth  revivals,  Sunday  School  revivals,  and  Evan- 
gelistic revivals.  These  efforts  everywhere  we  are  supporting  with 
loving  hearts,  willing  hands  and  constant  prayer. 

God  has  been  good  to  us — and  merciful — so  we,  as  His  dear 
children  must  send  our  efforts  to  the  yoke  of  need  and  do  more 
for  our  aged,  more  for  our  orphans,  more  for  our  youth,  more  for 
the  unsaved,  as  we  take  this  brief  look  at  the  history  of  our  Rowan 
Association  and  the  work  we  are  accomplishing.  Let  us  be  ever

Report  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness 

This  subject  badly  needs  to  be  dea]t  with,  and  the  lifting  of 
public  morals  and  civic  righteousness  needs  the  wholehearted  sup- 
port of  Christian  people.  This  is  quite  evident  as  one  listens  to 
the  language  of  people,  reads  the  newspapers  and  magazines,  looks 
and  listens  to  the  movies  and  television,  and  takes  notice  of  the 
observance  of  the  Christian  Sabbath,  and  considers  the  morals  of 
people. 

THE  PROBLEM  OF  BEVERAGE  ALCOHOL 

Let  us  look  at  the  problem  of  beverage  alcohol.  That  is  a  stag- 
gering problem  which  is  at  the  root  of  a  great  percentage  of  our 
crime  and  moral  problems.  In  1950,  2,900,000,000  gallons  of  alcoholic 
beverages  were  consumed  in  our  fair  land  with  the  District  of 
Columbia  taking  the  lead  in  consuming  an  average  of  28  gallons 
per  person,  and  our  own  fair  State  averaging  over  five  gallons  per 
person.  Now  our  beloved  county  has  six  or  more  liquor  stores 
along  with  a  number  of  establishments  selling  beer  and  wine.  This 
disgraceful  thing  could  not  have  happened  without  the  consent 
and  participation  of  a  number  of  people  who  have  their  names  on 
church  rolls,  a  portion  of  them  on  Baptist  church  rolls. 

THE  RELATION  OF  BEVERAGE  ALCOHOL  TO  CRIME 

Beverage  alcohol  is  a  contributing  factor  in  almost  half  of  the 
divorce  cases,  three-fourths  of  the  rape  cases,  near  half  of  the 
manslaughter  and  murder  cases,  and  over  47  per  cent  of  dependent 
children.  One  judge  has  stated  that  it  is  a  factor  in  90  per  cent  of 
the  cases  that  come  before  him. 

MOTION  PICTURES  AND  TELEVISION 

Motion  pictures  and  television  have  mighty  powers  for  good 
or  evil.  They  can  hold  up  high  ideals,  or  they  can  put  the  low, 
shameful,  and  disgraceful  into  lives.  They  can  lower  morals  and 
promote  crime,  or  they  can  contribute  to  higher  living.  However, 
as  they  now  are,  many  of  them  harm  the  moral  and  spiritual  side 
of  life.  Some  of  the  best  programs  over  television  are  sponsored 
by  some  beverage  alcohol  company  which  usually  advertises  its 
products  several  times  during  the  program  in  a  most  enticing  man- 
ner by  picture  and  announcement. 
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MORALS  IN  HOMES  AND  SCHOOLS 

Take  a  look  next  at  morals  in  our  homes  and  schools.  The 
moral  standards  in  our  homes  and  schools  are  disturbing.  In  our 
schools  the  careless  and  disobedient  spirit  of  the  students  is  in  evi- 
dence even  in  the  primary  grades.  This  becomes  a  more  serious 
matter  as  the  children  enter  high  school  and  college.  In  many  high 
schools  in  our  State  there  is  a  somewhat  secret  organization  which 
is  designed  to  encourage  sex  immorality,  and  is  growing  in  its 
purpose  being  aided  by  narcotics  and  marijuana. 

Too,  you  are  surely  aware  of  the  eff  ect  of  alcohol,  how  it  breaks 
down  inhibitions  and  promotes  immorality. 

DIVORCES  AND  BROKEN  HOMES 

We  read  in  the  Bible  that  there  is  one  ground  for  divorce,  but 
our  courts,  I  am  told,  allow  22  grounds.  As  a  result,  one  out  of 
four  marriages  ends  in  divorce,  breaking  up  homes  and  handicap- 
ping so  many  children. 

DISHONESTY  AND  GAMBLING 

Dishonesty  and  gambling  are  another  problem.  We  have  seen 
that  in  government  circles  recently.  Also,  not  many  months  ago 
we  read  in  the  newspapers  about  some  college  students  who  ac- 
cepted bribes  to  fix  games.  Then  there  is  gambling  on  races,  bet- 
ting on  ball  games,  and  playing  pin  ball  and  slot  machines.  Even 
little  boys  down  in  the  grades  at  school  play  marbles  for  keeps. 

DESECRATION  OF  THE  CHRISTIAN  SABBATH 

Another  serious  problem  we  face  is  the  matter  of  breaking  the 
Christian  Sabbath.  In  many  communities  businesses  and  amuse- 
ment centers  are  open  even  at  church  hours.  The  desecration  of 
Sunday  is  growing.  It  is  fast  becoming  a  holiday  instead  of  a  Holy 
Day.  The  Almighty  commanded  us  to  remember  the  Sabbath  Day 
to  keep  it  Holy.  In  proportion  as  we  let  that  day  slip,  in  that 
same  proportion  we  are  going  to  slip  morally  and  spiritually. 

Brethren,  as  you  see,  it  is  high  time  something  was  being  done 
about  public  morals  and  civic  righteousness.  Whose  job  is  it?  Who 
is  going  to  do  anything  if  Christian  people  don't?  The  churches 
of  our  day  must  accept  the  responsibility  of  awakening  the  public 
conscience  to  the  dangers  we  face;  may  we  hear  the  Apostle  Paul 
when  he  said  in  Ephesians  6: 10-11,  "Finally  my  brethren,  be  strong 
in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  power  of  his  might,  Put  on  the  whole 
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armor  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  stand  against  the  wiles  of 
the  devil."

CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  18,  1950 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote  and  develop 
their  energies  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout 
the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advance. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  the  churches  within  its  bounds  and  messengers 
chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled 
to  two  messengers  for  the  first  50  members,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  one  messenger  for  each  50  above  that  number.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Association 
by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical 
information  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to 
send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their 
annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested 
to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
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repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance,  but 
cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this 
constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence 
over  the  other. 

VIII.  Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the 
recognition  of  and  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, be  requested  to  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
of  the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization 
takes  place.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficient  removed  so 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee the  group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church 
covenant  and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three 
deacons  of  the  Association  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Should

this  council  approve  the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group 
will  then  proceed  to  be  contsituted  into  a  Baptist  Church  of  the 
same  faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association  asking  for  recognition  and  seeking  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  Pastors  and  three 
Deacons  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  W.M.U. 
Superintendent,  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors  of  all  the 
churches  within  the  Association,  and  one  lay  representative  from 
each  church  elected  by  the  church.  The  duties  of  this  committee 
shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the  Association  in  the 
interim  between  its  annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any  action 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Association  nor  which  would  initiate 
any  new  policies  of  procedures  binding  upon  the  Association  unless 
specifically  so  directed.  In  an  adeauate  emergency  this  committee 
may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  condi- 
tions arising  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  such 
emergencies  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  but 
such  actions  so  taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee 
shall  meet  auarterly,  the  time  and  olace  to  be  decided  upon  by 
the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organizations, 
including  Brotherhood  President.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  and  to  advise  with 
any  church  having  any  problem  to  arise  and  seeks  such  help. 
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3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations, 
Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance 
Committee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music 
Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day,  or 
that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and  voted 
upon  favorably  the  following  year.

TUESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  27,  1953 

1.  The  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  opened  at  the  Oakdale  Baptist  Church  at  9:30  A.M. 
Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley,  Moderator,  presiding.  J.  W.  Allen  led  the 
congregation  in  singing  "All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name."  Rev. 
C.  E.  Wraight,  of  the  Trinity  Church,  Spencer,  led  the  devotionals, 
using  Acts  ?:40-47. 

2.  O.  D.  Moore,  Clerk,  presented  to  the  Association  a  gavel 
made  from  Rowan  County  hickory,  with  the  following  statement 
copied  from  the  first  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Association: 
"Rowan  Baptist  Association  was  formed  July  24,  1927,  in  Salisbury, 
and  perfected  at  a  meeting  held  on  October  6,  1927,  after  proper 
resolutions  had  been  adopted  in  the  South  Fork  Association  held 
at  Fork  Church  on  September  1,  1927."  Brother  C.  A.  Rhyne  was 
the  first  Moderator,  and  Brother  R.  N.  Huneycutt  preached  the  first 
Annual  Sermon.  Percy  Bloxam  was  the  first  Clerk.  This  gavel  is 
to  be  the  property  of  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  and  to  be  kept 
at  all  times  by  the  Moderator. 

3.  The  Program  Committee  presented  the  order  of  business 
with  changes  noted.  Motion  for  adoption  was  carried. 

4.  O.  D.  Moore,  Clerk,  gave  the  Digest  of  Letters  and  made 
the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  report,  which  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Executive  Promotion  Committee 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  four 
times  the  past  Associational  year.  The  Advisory  Committee  met 
two  times  during  the  year  (April  and  July). 

At  the  January  meeting  with  fourteen  churches  represented 
and  three  Associational  officers  present  the  following  promotional 
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activities  were  discussed:  Simultaneous  Crusade  with  23  churches 
participating;  general  announcements  about  the  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  and  Brotherhood  meetings;  Missions  Committee 
reports  progress  in  survey  around  Catawba  College  with  the  view 
of  establishing  work  in  that  area;  the  Associational  Ordination 
Committee  reports  that  Brother  Ballew,  the  pastor  of  Eastside  Bap- 
tist Mission,  was  to  be  examined  and  ordained;  Treasurer,  Graham 
Carlton,  gave  a  financial  report:  October  1,  1952,  to  January  1, 
1953— Total  receipts,  $2,487.00;  disbursements,  $1,072.80;  balance 
October  1,  1952,  $1,151.96;  balance  January  1,  1953,  $1,414.20. 

At  the  April  meeting  the  Advisory  Committee  suggested  that 
Brother  Brinkley  be  made  Moderator  to  succeed  Rev.  R.  A.  Ellis 
who  had  gone  to  the  pastorate  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Co- 
lumbia, S.  C.  They  also  advised  that  Brother  R.  N.  Huneycutt 
serve  the  rest  of  this  year  as  Vice-Moderator. 

At  the  April  meeting  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
accepted  and  adopted  the  above  suggestions.  Fifteen  churches  were 
present  at  this  meeting.  Mrs.  J.  A.  Richardson,  Jr.,  who  had  been 
elected  to  serve  as  Associational  W.M.U.  President,  was  recognized; 
the  Missions  Committee  made  a  report  calling  attention  to  some 
new  work  in  the  Lincolnton  Road  area:  It  was  felt  that  the  few 
hundred  dollars  in  our  budget  for  general  promotion  and  probable 
V.B.S.  worker  should  be  spent  in  the  direction  of  some  needy  proj- 
ects in  our  country.  We  feel  that  no  D.V.B.S.  worker  is  needed  this 
year  as  our  Associational  Missionary  and  others  have  volunteered 
their  services  and  that  this  provision  will  adequately  take  care  of 
our  needs.  Treasurer's  report  was  given  for  six  months  by  Zeb 
Baker:

The  Executive  Committee  authorized  the  Finance  Committee 
to  purchase  an  Addressograph  machine  for  the  Association. 
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At  the  July  meeting  of  the  Executive -Promotion  Committee 
a  total  of  16  churches  were  present.  They  adopted  the  following 
schedule  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  in  October: 
Morning,  afternoon  and  evening  sessions  Tuesday,  October  27; 
morning  session  Wednesday,  October  28.  All  morning  sessions  to 
convene  at  9:30.  Announcements  were  made  that  Preparation 
Week  for  A  MILLION  MORE  IN  '54  by  the  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendent, Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  and  W.M.U.  reports  were 
made;  and  the  Missions  report  was  given  on  progress  of  the  Lin- 
colnton  Road  and  Catawba  College  areas;  a  nine-months  financial 
report  showed  the  balance  October  1,  1952 — $1,151.96;  total  re- 
ceipts—$4,043.83;  total  $5,195.79;  total  disbursements— $3,971.93, 
leaving  a  balance  June  30,  1953— $1,403.86. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Executive -Promotion  Commit- 
tee we  had  17  churches  present.  Reports  on  Sunday  School,  Train- 
ing Union,  W.M.U. ,  and  Brotherhood  work  were  made;  the  Missions 
Committee  brought  a  report  about  proposed  new  work  at  Muskrat 
Slides  and  Granite  Quarry;  attention  was  called  to  these  areas  by 
messengers  from  the  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church.  It  was  their 
desire  that  work  be  started  in  these  areas,  if  possible  working  joint- 
ly with  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association;  the  Association  voted  to 
look  with  favor  upon  the  desire  of  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church 
with  reference  to  the  work  in  these  two  areas  and  voted  to  make 
further  investigation  through  the  Missions  Committee;  Zeb  Baker, 
Chairman  of  Finance  Committee,  gave  the  annual  financial  state- 
ment, which  will  appear  in  detail  in  his  report  to  the  Association; 
announcement  was  made  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association 
which  is  to  be  Tuesday,  October  27,  at  Oakdale  Baptist  Church  and 
Wednesday,  October  28,  at  Enon  Baptist  Church. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  was 
closed  with  prayer.

5.  James  L.  McCoy  called  the  roll  of  the  churches.  There  were 
thirty-one  churches  present  at  this  time  with  five  visitors,  making 
a  grand  total  present  of  287.  All  but  West  Park  Baptist  Church 
were  represented.  The  following  visitors  were  recognized:  Rev. 
W.  C.  Huntley,  Belfour,  N.  C;  Rev.  A.  S.  Stoudamire,  South  Yad- 
kin Association;  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee,  Baptist  Hospital;  and  M.  C. 
Swicegood,  Reeds  Baptist  Church,  Liberty  Association. 

6.  The  following  new  pastors  were  recognized  and  welcomed 
into  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  by  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  our 
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Associational  Missionary:  Kenneth  E.  Haigler,  Morlan  Park  Bap- 
tist Church;  Rev.  E.  M.  Fain,  pastor  of  Pine  Ridge  Baptist  Church. 
Mrs.  F.  H.  Martin,  pastor's  assistant  of  Stallings  Memorial  Church, 
was  also  presented. 

7.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "O  How 
Wonderful." 

8.  D.  S.  Tysinger  brought  the  Sunday  School  report  which 
was  adopted. 

Associational  Sunday  School  Report 

The  reports  received  from  our  churches  for  the  past  year  are 
good.  There  are  nine  Sunday  Schools  showing  a  loss  this  year  of 
a  total  of  152.  There  are  twenty-three  churches  showing  a  gain  of 
545,  which  is  6.13  per  cent  for  the  year  just  closed.  Our  goal  this 
year  is  20  per  cent,  or  a  net  total  gain  of  L887.  If  all  of  our  pastors 
and  Sunday  School  superintendents  will  get  a  vision  of  their  local 
situation,  when  1954  comes  to  a  close,  we  will  have  more  than  the 
goal  listed  for  this  year. 

We  have  a  total  reported  Training  awards  of  577  through 
August  1953.  We  trust  September  brought  a  large  report,  which 
will  give  this  year  equal  to  last  year  in  Training  awards.  We  still 
have  a  goal  of  fifteen  hundred  Training  awards  for  our  Associa- 
tion, and  feel  sure  we  will  reach  this  number  this  year. 

We  held  a  meeting  in  January  of  the  pastors  and  Sunday  School 
superintendents,  looking  forward  to  the  program  to  be  launched 
This  year  which  is  "A  MILLION  MORE  IN  '54,"  which  was  attended 
by  twenty-five  churches.  We  held  an  Associational  planning  meet- 
ing in  September,  which  was  represented  by  twenty-six  churches, 
planning  for  the  program  this  year,  and  nearly  all  of  our  churches 
have  held  their  Sunday  School  planning  meeting  in  their  church. 

We  held  a  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  in  April  in  Stallings 
Memorial  Baptist  Church,  which  was  well  represented  by  our 
churches.  There  has  been  held  a  Vacation  Bible  School  in  every 
church  of  our  Association  this  year.  Our  enrollment  is  less  than 
last  year,  but  we  feel  sure  the  work  accomplished  is  on  a  higher 
plane,  due  to  the  preparation  before  the  schools  were  held.  Under 
the  leadership  of  our  Vacation  Bible  School  Associational  Super- 
intendent, Mrs.  James  Elium,  and  our  Missionary,  Miss  Ruth  Bag- 
well, much  preparation  was  made,  and  training  carried  on  before 
the  schools  were  held. 

Our  Theme,  "A  MILLION  MORE  IN  '54,"  means  that  each 
church  must  carry  on  a  greater  program  of  training,  visitation,  and 
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above  all  a  greater  and  enlarged  PROGRAM  OF  THE  TEACHING 
OF  THE  BIBLE,  which  is  the  purpose  of  Sunday  Schools. 

We  urge  every  pastor  and  Sunday  School  superintendent  to 
work  as  never  before,  plan  for  more  classes,  where  possible  plan 
for  more  departments.  Lead  your  people  to  go  out  and  enlist  the 
unenlisted  round  about  your  church.  Let  us  make  this  year  the 
greatest  in  Bible  Teaching  in  our  churches,  we  have  ever  had  in 
our  Association.

9.  Mrs.  E.  L.  Ketchie  gave  the  report  on  the  Baptist  Hospital 
which  was  adopted.  She  then  presented  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee,  Relig- 
ious Director  of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  who  brought  a  challenging 
message  to  the  report. 

Report  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

"If  Thou  wilt,  Thou  canst  make  me  clean,"  was  the  leper's  plea 
that  touched  the  heart  of  Jesus.  A  like  plea  from  the  sick  multi- 
tudes who  need  help  has  touched  the  heart  of  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists. Our  ministry  through  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  our  answer  to 
this  call. 

More  than  ten  thousand  patients  were  cared  for  in  our  Hospital 
last  year,  while  thousands  of  others  were  seen  in  the  Clinics. 
Almost  half  of  these  were  service  patients,  unable  to  pay  the  full 
cost  of  the  care  they  received.  These  included  old  people  at  the 
sunset  of  life  and  little  children  at  the  dawn  of  life,  mothers,  fath- 
ers and  young  people.  They  included  persons  who  had  to  have 
help  if  they  were  to  carry  on  as  mothers  and  wives  in  their  homes, 
if  they  were  to  work  as  fathers  and  husbands  to  support  their 
families,  if  as  young  people  they  were  to  be  set  free  from  handi- 
caps for  life,  if  as  old  peonle  thev  were  to  be  soared  for  additional 
years  and  from  much  of  the  suffering  which  often  attends  old  age. 
With  all  the  advance  of  medical  science,  there  is  still  much  that  it 
cannot  do;  but  our  Bantist  Hosnital  is  making  a  large  contribution 
toward  the  saving  of  life,  the  relieving  of  suffering,  and  the  bring- 
ing of  good  health  for  those  who  need  it  most. 

From  all  over  North  Carolina  there  is  a  constant  stream  of 
afflicted  people  coming  seeking  our  help.  Our  Hospital  provides 
skilled  specialists  for  them  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  care. 
The  demand  is  so  great  that  it  is  never  safe  to  go  without  an 
appointment  in  advance.  The  schedules  of  the  Clinics  and  doctors 
are  almost  alwavs  completely  filled  bv  appointments  made  davs 
and  weeks  and  often  months  ahead.  If  it  is  an  emergency  case  the 
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family  doctor  should  call  the  Hospital  and  talk  with  a  doctor  there 
who  will  arrange  for  the  patient  to  come  as  soon  as  possible. 

One  of  the  most  important  parts  of  the  program  of  the  Hos- 
pital is  the  spiritual  ministry  it  provides.  This  is  necessary  if  the 
full  needs  of  a  sick  person  are  to  be  met.  Our  Hospital  has  trained 
chaplains  who  render  an  effective  ministry  for  the  sick,  guidance 
for  the  nursing  and  medical  students,  and  training  for  pastors  and 
Christian  workers. 

Three  floors  of  the  New  Hospital  Wing  are  nearing  completion 
and  should  be  ready  for  use  this  year.  This  will  provide  urgently 
needed  space  and  facilities.  If  any  church  in  the  Association  has 
not  contributed  its  part  toward  the  building  of  the  New  Wing,  we 
hope  this  will  be  done  at  once. 

"If  Thou  wilt,  Thou  canst  make  me  clean."  Jesus  replied,  "I 
will."  You  and  I  answer,  "I  will,"  if  we  give  as  we  should  in  our 
Mother's  Day  Offering.  This  determines  how  much  help  we  pro- 
vide for  those  who  are  sick  and  have  little  or  no  money.  Let  all 
of  us  answer  with  a  generous,  "I  will,"  next  Mother's  Day.

10.  Brother  A.  L.  Jarrell  brought  the  report  of  the  Minister's 
Retirement  Plan  which  was  adopted.  Brother  Jarrell  brought  a 
very  effective  appeal  for  the  churches  and  pastors  to  participate  in 
this  plan. 

Report  on  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan 

The  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  was  started  in  1940  as  the 
method  of  our  denomination  for  taking  care  of  its  retired  and  dis- 
abled ministers.  The  Plan  has  three  purposes:  (1)  To  provide 
annuity  for  ministers  and  church  employees  when  they  reach  re- 
tirement age,  sixty-five,  and  an  annuity  to  the  widow;  (2)  to  pro- 
vide a  disability  annuity  if  such  disability  occurs  prior  to  age  sixty- 
five;  and,  (3)  to  provide  an  annuity  for  the  widow  in  the  event  of 
the  death  of  the  member  before  reaching  age  sixty-five. 

With  so  many  pastors  retiring  who  have  never  joined  the 
Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  and  asking  to  be  placed  on  the  relief 
roll,  there  has  been  a  drastic  change  in  policy.  After  December  31, 
1953,  pastors  in  active  service  who  refuse  to  enter  the  Plan,  will 
no  longer  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  Relief  Department. 

The  Retirement  and  Relief  program  is  now  suffering  for  lack 
of  better  cooperation.  There  are  more  than  7,000  pastors  over  the 
Southland  who  have  refused  or  failed  to  join  the  Plan.  More  than 
2,200  pastors  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  with  737  active  mem- 
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bers  in  the  Plan.  The  Rowan  Association  now  has  only  6  pastors 
and  7  churches  participating  in  the  Plan.  According  to  the  1952 
report,  the  Association  has  32  churches  with  31  pastors,  making  24 
churches  and  pastors  not  participating. 

The  Retirement  Plan  covers  ministers  and  other  full  time 
church  workers.  The  pastor  pays  4  per  cent  of  his  salary,  not  to 
exceed  $4,000.  The  church  pays  4  per  cent  of  his  salary  or  an 
amount  equal  to  that  paid  by  the  pastor,  and  the  Convention  adds 
to  that  amount.  Therefore,  during  one  year,  there  is  laid  aside  an 
amount  equivalent  to  about  9  per  cent  of  what  a  man  receives  in 
actual  salary,  exclusive  of  any  amount  he  may  receive  for  a  home, 
with  the  pastor  only  paying  4  per  cent. 

What  are  the  benefits  briefly?  (1)  Disability:  If  a  pastor 
becomes  disabled  before  reaching  the  age  of  sixty-five,  he  can  re- 
ceive benefits  in  proportion  to  the  salary  upon  which  he  has  paid 
while  participating  in  the  Plan,  not  to  exceed  $500  a  year.  (2)  Age 
Benefits:  When  a  pastor  reaches  the  age  of  sixty-five,  he  may  re- 
tire or  continue  to  work.  If  he  does  not  retire,  he  continues  to  pay 
into  the  Plan  until  he  does  retire.  Pastors  retiring  in  1953  will 
receive  44  per  cent  of  the  salary  upon  which  they  and  the  church 
have  made  payments.  The  percentage  increases  each  year  until  in 
1956  it  reaches  50  per  cent.  (3)  Widow's  Provision:  At  the  pastor's 
death  after  reaching  age  sixty-five,  the  widow  receives  an  annuity 
in  the  amount  of  one-half  the  amount  he  was  entitled  to  receive, 
provided  she  has  lived  with  him  twenty -five  years.  If  she  has  not 
lived  with  him  twenty-five  years,  then  she  will  receive  an  amount 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  years  she  has  been  his  wife. 

If  a  pastor  should  want  to  withdraw  from  the  Plan,  he  would 
receive  every  cent  he  himself  has  paid  into  the  Plan,  plus  interest 
earned. 

Why,  Brother  Pastor,  should  you  join?  First,  for  your  own 
sake.  The  longer  you  remain  out,  the  less  you  will  receive  and 
you  cannot  make  up  for  lost  time.  Second,  for  the  sake  of  your 
fellow  ministers,  as  the  Southern  Baptist  ministers  are  all  tied  up 
together  and  you  are  holding  back  the  work  of  the  Board  and  the 
entire  program.  The  finest  cooperative  plans  in  the  world  cannot 
possibly  succeed  without  cooperation. 

I  sincerely  feel  that  all  the  churches  in  the  Rowan  Association 
should  seriously  consider  this  Plan  before  December  31,  1953.

Report  of  the  Ordination  Committee 

Your  Ordination  Committee,  composed  of  Herman  G.  Matheny, 
Lloyd  Honeycutt,  Charles  Spry,  Dr.  E.  H.  Potts,  and  R.  N.  Huney- 
cutt,  presents  the  following  report: 

The  first  meeting  of  your  Ordination  Committee  was  called 
by  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Salisbury  Saturday  morning  at 
10  o'clock,  December  20,  1952,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  Brother 
Jesse  Lee  Ballew.  After  examining  Brother  Ballew,  your  Ordina- 
tion Committee  recommended  his  ordination  by  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Salisbury,  and  at  a  later  date  he  was  ordained,  and 
accepted  the  work  of  the  Eastside  Mission. 

On  June  6,  1953,  the  Ordination  Committee  was  called  by 
Trading  Ford  Baptist  Church  and  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Salis- 
bury, for  the  purpose  of  examining  Brother  J.  W.  Propst  and 
Brother  David  Hoke  Coon,  Jr. 

After  examining  these  two  brethren  your  Ordination  Com- 
mittee recommended  their  ordination.  Brother  R.  N.  Huneycutt 
was  asked  to  make  this  recommendation  to  the  Trading  Ford  Bap- 
tist Church.  It  was  accepted  and  he  was  ordained.  The  following 
report  was  given  by  the  Chairman  of  your  Ordination  Committee: 

This  is  to  certify  that  Brother  David  Hoke  Coon,  Jr.,  has  been 
examined  by  the  Ordination  Committee,  and  we  believe  him  to 
have  been  called  of  God  to  the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry.

Minutes  of  Organizational  Meeting  of  the 
Eastside  Baptist  Mission 

Members  of  the  Eastside  Baptist  Mission,  visiting  ministers  and 
deacons  of  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  and  other  friends  met  at 
the  mission  site  Sunday,  September  6,  1953,  at  2  o'clock  P.M.,  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  the  Mission  into  a  Baptist  Church. 

The  meeting  was  begun  with  the  singing  of  "The  Church's  One 
Foundation,"  led  by  Rev.  Jesse  Ballew.  Scripture  was  read  and 
prayer  offered  by  Rev.  Ballew. 

Rev.  John  H.  Simpson,  pastor  of  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist 
Church,  presided  over  the  election  of  a  Moderator  and  Clerk  for 
the  business  session.  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley  and  James  L.  McCoy  were 
elected  Moderator  and  Clerk  respectively. 

In  response  to  the  query  of  the  Moderator  as  to  the  purpose  for 
wanting  to  organize  into  a  Baptist  Church,  Rev.  Ballew,  Mission 
pastor,  stated  that  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Mission  constituency  to 
join  efforts  with  the  other  Baptist  churches  of  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation in  their  great  program  of  propagating  the  Gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and,  to  the  best  of  their  means  and  ability,  to 
cooperate  with  and  support  all  work  toward  this  end. 
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Rev.  Simpson  stated  that  the  articles  of  faith  as  contained  in 
The  Pastor's  Manual  by  J.  R.  Hobbs  had  been  adopted  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Mission. 

After  the  reading  of  the  church  covenant  by  Rev.  Robert 
Winecofr  a  motion  by  Rev.  Simpson  with  a  second  by  Rev.  R.  N. 
Huneycutt  that  Eastside  Mission  be  recognized  as  a  duly  consti- 
tuted Baptist  Church  was  approved. 

Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  Associational  Missionary  and  one  instru- 
mental in  organizing  the  Mission,  expressed  her  appreciation  for 
the  fine  cooperation  and  achievement  of  the  people  at  the  Mission.

Rev.  R.  N.  Huneycutt  brought  an  inspirational  and  challenging 
message  on  the  Church  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  its  formation,  signifi- 
cance and  mission. 

During  the  singing  of  "Trust  and  Obey"  as  an  invitation  hymn 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Shinn  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  baptism 
into  the  fellowship  of  Eastside  Baptist  Church,  thus  making  the 
total  membership  to  be  thirty-eight  members  and  two  candidates 
for  baptism. 

The  visiting  ministers  and  deacons  served  as  a  presbytery.

14.  Brother  Zeb  D.  Baker  presented  the  Associational  Budget 
for  next  year.  A  motion  was  made  for  adoption  and  an  amended 
motion  that  the  $120  not  be  deducted.  Amendment  was  adopted.

The  Radio  Ministry  of  our  Convention  continues  with  some 
new  stations  being  added  and  consequently  its  ministry  greatly 
enlarged. 

We  are  working  consistently  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Radio 
Commission  in  seeking  other  stations  to  carry  the  "Baptist  Hour." 
These  stations  have  been  most  cooperative  in  carrying  these  pro- 
grams on  a  sustaining  basis  to  give  us  state-wide  coverage.  The 
North  Carolina  response  to  these  programs  has  been  most  grati- 
fying. 

In  the  field  of  religious  radio,  our  efforts  are  continuing  at 
Wake  Forest  College  with  excellent  classes  enrolled.  Most  of  these 
students  are  Seniors  who  are  completing  their  undergraduate  work 
for  the  ministry  and  Christian  education.  These  men  will  go  out 
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with  a  good  understanding  of  the  God-given  medium  of  radio  and 
how  to  use  this  power  to  further  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

Television  is  fast  becoming  an  attractive  medium  of  preaching 
the  Gospel  and  because  of  that  we  now  have  it  connected  with  that 
of  radio.  That  work  is  being  expanded  greatly. 

Here  in  our  own  Association,  we  are  still  unable  to  secure  a 
one  of  our  local  radio  stations  to  carry  the  Baptist  Hour.  We  will 
continue  our  efforts  to  secure  their  cooperation  in  this  very  impor- 
tant ministry.

16.  Charles  Bolden,  Chairman  of  the  Music  Committee, 
brought  the  music  report  which  was  accepted  following  the  singing 
of  the  doxology. 

Report  of  Music  Committee 

During  the  past  year  the  churches  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation have  shown  a  decided  increase  of  interest  in  improving  the 
program  of  church  music.  We  have  reported  in  the  digest  of  church 
letters  this  year  a  total  of  forty-four  organized  choirs  in  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  fact  that  we  have  more  choirs  reported  than  we  have 
churches  in  the  Association  indicates  to  us  that  a  number  of 
churches  are  organizing  and  sponsoring  Youth  and  Children's 
choirs.  To  the  Music  Committee  of  the  Association  that  is  a  most 
encouraging  indication.  Many  of  our  public  schools  are  teaching 
music  to  our  children,  and  our  churches  are  challenged  to  take 
advantage  of  the  training  which  they  receive  and  channel  their 
talents  into  the  service  of  the  Lord. 

Another  encouraging  report  taken  from  the  digest  of  letters  is 
that  nine  churches  in  the  Association  now  have  organs.  We  feel 
that  the  quality  of  the  music  in  our  worship  services  will  be  im- 
proved, and  the  atmosphere  of  worship  created  by  organ  music, 
plus  the  singing  of  the  great  hymns  of  the  Church,  will  attune  the 
hearts  of  our  people  more  closely  with  God. 

Our  Music  Report  at  last  year's  Association  meeting  included 
the  suggestion  that  we  plan,  promote  and  put  into  effect  an  annual 
Music  Emphasis  Week  for  the  Association  where  each  director  and 
his  choir  members  might  learn  new  music  and  gain  inspiration. 

We  are  happy  to  report  that  such  plans  are  being  made.  On 
October  20,  1953,  your  Association  Music  Committee,  along  with 
interested  choir  directors,  pastors,  and  other  church  musicians,  held 
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a  conference  with  Dr.  C.  A.  Holcomb,  Associate  of  the  Music  De- 
partment of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  planning  a  School  of  Church  Music.  This 
school  will  be  conducted  the  week  of  March  8-12,  1954,  and  Dr. 
Holcomb  will  be  here  to  direct. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Music  Committee  that  every  church  in 
the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  participate  in  this  School  of  Church 
Music.  Classes  will  be  conducted  to  fit  the  needs  of  every  church. 
One  of  the  most  important  classes  will  be  in  song  leading,  espe- 
cially designed  for  song  leaders  in  Sunday  School  departments, 
Training  Unions,  and  other  organizations  of  the  church. 

Another  forward  movement  in  the  field  of  Church  Music  in 
North  Carolina  is  the  fact  that  a  committee  from  the  State  Con- 
vention is  now  working  with  a  view  of  establishing  a  Music  De- 
partment in  our  own  State  Convention.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
this  Association  adopted  a  resolution  some  time  ago  asking  the 
State  Convention  to  consider  such  a  move.  We  believe  that  this 
committee  will  have  a  favorable  recommendation  for  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  State  Convention. 

We  cannot  over- emphasize  the  importance  of  GOOD  music  in 
every  phase  of  our  church  work.  A  singing  church  is  a  strong 
church.  One  of  the  most  effective  ways  of  winning  people  to  Christ 
is  to  get  them  to  sing  the  great  hymns  of  the  church.

22.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  "He 
Keeps  Me  Singing  As  I  Go."  Brother  R.  R.  Hodson,  pastor  of 
Rockwell  Baptist  Church,  led  in  the  devotions,  using  the  scriptures 
from  Acts  2. 

23.  Mrs.  F.  H.  Martin,  pastor's  assistant  of  Stallings  Memorial 
Church,  brought  special  music,  "Keep  Open  My  Heart." 

24.  Report  on  Christian  Education  was  brought  by  J.  A.  Rich- 
ardson, Jr.,  which  was  adopted.  Dr.  S.  L.  Stealey,  President  of  the 
Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary  at  Wake  Forest,  was  presented  and 
brought  a  dynamic  message  on  Christian  Education.  F.  B.  Ded- 
mond  from  Gardner-Webb  College  was  recognized  and  brought 
words  of  greeting. 

Report  on  Christian  Education 

Christian  Education  is  the  force  reaching  far  in  achievement 
in  the  history  of  Baptists  of  our  land.  Likewise  is  yet  a  greater 
reach  in  measuring  needs  to  touch  education  from  Christ's  view- 
point in  the  countless  thousands  of  lives  who  are  being  led  away 
from  Him.  In  the  brief  time  to  discuss  this  topic,  let  us  notice  what 
we  have,  and  likewise  the  dire  necessity  for  marching  forward. 

Remembering  that  we  are  Southern  Baptists,  we  support  with 
our  students  and  our  money  six  seminaries  and  the  Carver  School 
of  Missions  and  Social  Work.  These  seminaries  are:  The  South- 
eastern Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Wake  Forest,  N.  C;  The 
New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  New  Orleans,  La.; 
The  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Fort  Worth, 
Texas;  The  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville, 
Ky.;  The  Golden  Gate  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Berkley, 
Calif.  The  sixth  seminary  is  the  American  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  for  Negroes,  located  at  Nashville,  Tenn.  These  seven 
schools  enrolled  4,727  students  last  year.  These  receive  support 
from  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  while  the  colleges  receive 
theirs  from  state  sources. 

We  have  52  junior  and  senior  colleges  with  an  enrollment  of 
34,334,  and  10  academies  and  Bible  schools  with  an  enrollment  of 
2,442,  making  a  total  of  41,303  regular  students  in  our  colleges  and 
seminaries.  Adding  to  these  the  11,357  extension  and  special  stu- 
dents, we  have  52,660. 

The  present  property  value  of  all  these  institutions  is  $97,000,- 
000,  and  they  have  a  total  endowment  of  $47,400.00. 
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Having  looked  at  the  Southwide  scope,  let  us  look  at  Christian 
Education  from  the  North  Carolina  reach.  Admitting  that  our  local 
churches  are  accomplishing  great  strides  in  this  field,  let  us  look 
at  our  schools.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  seven  colleges,  two 
senior:  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith;  and  five  junior  colleges:  Camp- 
bell, Chowan,  Gardner- Webb,  Wingate,  and  Mars  Hill.  As  of  Octo- 
ber 15,  1952,  the  enrollments  in  these  colleges  were  as  follows: 
Meredith,  600;  Wake  Forest,  including  the  Schools  of  Law  and 
Medicine,  1,714;  Mars  Hill,  787;  Gardner- Webb,  401;  Campbell,  440, 
including  54  high  school  student;  Wingate,  255,  including  63  high 
school  students;  and  Chowan,  192,  making  a  total  of  4,389.  This 
enrollment,  including  the  summer  schools,  exceeded  5,000  for  the 
year. 

The  422  ministerial  students  represent  approximately  10  per 
cent  of  the  total  student  body.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  all 
our  colleges  and  seminaries  added  together,  about  one  out  of  every 
four  is  a  ministerial  student,  or  a  student  preparing  for  definite 
full-time  Christian  Service. 

These  seven  colleges  have  an  annual  operation  budget  of  ap- 
proximately $4,000,000.  North  Carolina  Baptists,  through  the  Co- 
operative Program,  make  available  $400,000  to  aid  these  colleges 
with  their  operating  costs.  This  is  exactly  10  per  cent  of  the  total 
operating  expenditures.  This  means  that  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  are  in  this  way  giving  a  little  less  than  $100  per  student 
for  the  year.  In  addition  to  this,  through  the  current  Nine -Year 
Advance  Program,  the  Convention  provides  another  $200,000  to  be 
used  in  capital  outlay. 

In  1946  the  Convention  authorized  the  moving  of  Wake  Forest 
to  Winston-Salem.  Perhaps  the  most  significant  undertaking  in 
1953  is  the  effort  to  complete  the  raising  of  $1,500,000  in  the 
churches.  It  is  urged  that  we  complete  this  total  by  January  1, 
1954;  therefore  present  authorized  special  campaigns  in  our  insti- 
tutions would  be  concluded,  and  we  could  put  our  full  united  sup- 
port to  the  total  Cooperative  Program.  Then  we  will  be  able  to 
provide  the  necessary  funds  to  see  that  the  whole  of  our  promotion 
through  the  various  departments  of  the  Convention  receive  full 
support. 

Let  us  not  forget  that  we  have  in  our  own  state  one  of  our 
Southern  Baptist  Seminaries.  Surely  we  feel  blessed  in  having 
Southeastern  Seminary  in  our  midst.  It  behooves  us  to  support  her 
with  our  prayers,  and  our  efforts.  We  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  Wake  Forest  will  complete  the  building  campaign  enough  to 
allow  Southeastern  to  have  the  full  scope  of  her  campus.  Thence 
will  she  be  able  to  cease  turning  away  perhaps  hundreds  who  will 
seek  her  facilities.  It  would  be  well  to  support  those  servants  of 
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God  who  attend  this  seminary,  using  them  in  the  service  of  the 
churches  where  advisable. 

Thus  far  we  have  thought  of  ourselves  as  Southern  Baptists 
and  as  North  Carolina  Baptists;  now  let  us  conclude  this  report 
with  a  reference  to  ourselves  as  Baptists  within  Rowan  Baptist 
Association.  What  do  we  know  about  these  institutions  we  support? 
When  have  we  seen  these  schools?  What  are  we  doing  to  aid 
them?  Could  we  do  more  to  tear  them  down  by  indifference,  than 
we  are  actually  doing  to  strengthen  them  in  Christ?  How  many 
of  our  Baptist  boys  and  girls  are  attending  these  Christian  schools? 
Let  us  ever  lead  the  people  far  and  near  to  know  that  a  Christian 
institution  is  ever  more  apt  to  teach  about  Christ;  and  that  a  Bap- 
tist school  is  more  interested  in  teaching  New  Testament  truths 
than  those  who  ignore  Christ's  teachings  for  man.

The  Gospel  of  our  Lord  can  change  people  and  only  changed 
people  can  change  a  world.  Our  Woman's  Missionary  Union  con- 
tinues to  work  to  help  change  the  hearts  of  all  the  people  of  every 
land.  Our  efforts  are  being  built  on  the  sure  foundation  of  Prayer, 
Bible  Study,  Missions,  Stewardship,  and  Missionary  Education  of 
our  Young  People.  Through  a  constant  program  of  Missionary 
education  based  on  the  missionary  message  of  the  Bible,  and  defi- 
nite study  of  the  facts  and  forces  of  the  world  missionary  enter- 
prise, women  have  been  led  to  dedicate  their  prayers,  their  gifts, 
their  service,  and  their  children  to  push  forward  the  missionary 
program  of  our  Lord. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  our  Women's  Work  this  year.  There 
have  been  increases  in  most  every  area  of  our  work.  We  have  32 
W.M.S.  and  118  Young  People's  oganizations  with  a  combined 
membership  of  2,262.  Enlistment  efforts  must  be  further  strength- 
ened to  bring  into  the  joys  of  missionary  tasks  those  who  now  know 
not  this  privilege.  Steady  gains  are  noted  in  Mission  Study  Classes, 
in  missionary  reading,  in  directed  community  missions,  in  observ- 
ances of  the  three  seasons  of  prayer,  and  in  the  enlistment  of 
tithers. 

Believing  that  tomorrow  moves  forward  on  the  feet  of  little 
children,  we  are  endeavoring  to  lay  foundations  of  missionary  zeal 
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in  young  lives.  We  have  only  scratched  the  surface  in  this  area  of 
our  work  so  far  as  our  possibilities  are  concerned.  This  year  our 
main  emphasis  is  to  be  on  our  youth.  We  shall  not  be  happy  until 
each  church  is  providing  missionary  education  for  her  young 
people. 

We  must  ever  keep  in  mind  that  behind  these  figures  are  the 
lives  of  many  individuals  who  have  invested  time,  energy,  means 
and  personality  to  the  end  that  Christ  may  be  shared  with  others. 
Each  woman  who  is  a  member  of  any  local  W.M.S.  and  each  young 
person  helping  to  form  the  W.M.U.  is  a  part  of  this  report  of  prog- 
ress and  to  each  we  are  eternally  grateful  for  their  efforts. 

All  around  the  world  are  little  pockets  of  Christians  who  have 
come  to  know  Christ  through  our  efforts.  The  time  has  now  come 
for  the  forces  of  Christ  to  make  a  gigantic  thrust  toward  doing  the 
thing  that  God  intended  us  to  do.  If  we  are  going  to  win  the  world 
to  Christ  it  will  cost  something — it  cost  Christ  His  life  and  God 
His  only  Son.  Not  until  the  spirit  of  sacrifice  becomes  a  part  of 
us  will  we  be  able  to  win  to  Christ.  We  people  here  who  call  our- 
selves Baptists  are  great  believers  in  world  missions  and  yet  we 
fail  to  win  these  all  about  us.  When  we  become  vitally  concerned 
about  the  lost  at  home  then  we  will  be  concerned  about  those  on 
foreign  soil.  The  most  difficult  job  on  earth  is  winning  souls  one 
by  one  but  also  the  most  glorious.  Regardless  of  what  our  job  or 
how  well  we  perform  it,  if  we  fail  to  win  peoole  to  Christ  we  have 
utterly  failed.  Our  Lord  is  saying  to  us  today — you  can  be  vic- 
torious and  triumphant  but  you  will  have  to  pay  the  price.  What- 
ever the  price  we  may  have  to  pay  as  we  seek  to  enlarge  our  mis- 
sionary program  it  will  seem  little  when  placed  alongside  Calvary. 
Southern  Baptists  must  meet  the  challenge  of  the  world  todav — 
will  we  as  individuals  answer  the  call  of  God  and  give  the  Gospel 
to  waiting  people  here  at  home  and  to  the  ends  of  the  earth?

Missions  From  Jerusalem  to  the  Ends  of  the  Earth 

In  the  book  of  the  Bible  which  tells  about  the  first  church  at 
Jerusalem,  the  Acts,  we  are  instructed  as  to  the  scope  and  extent 
of  our  mission  work.  Our  risen  Lord  just  before  His  ascension 
back  to  glory  said,  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusa- 
lem, and  in  all  Judea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth."  As  Baptists  of  Rowan  County  we  are  attempting  to 
carry  out  this  command  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  through  Associa- 
tional,  State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions.  I  shall  attempt  to  re- 
port on  each  of  these  phases  of  our  mission  work. 

I.    Associational  Missions 

Our  Associational  Missionary,  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  with  the 
help  of  the  Missions  Committee,  officers  of  the  Association,  and 
the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  has  been  promoting  the  total 
program  of  our  Saviour  during  the  past  year.  Our  one  Mission  of 
last  year,  Eastside,  has  now  become  a  fully-organized  and  recog- 
nized Baptist  Church.  At  least  two  sections  in  or  near  Salisbury 
should  be  entered  this  coming  year.  Will  not  some  of  our  churches 
sponsor  these  new  fields? 

We  commend  the  splendid  and  untiring  work  of  our  Mission- 
ary during  the  year.  A  summary  of  the  work  she  has  done  follows: 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL:  Taught  29  S.  S.  lessons;  taught  10  study 
courses;  participated  in  several  group  study  courses;  led  2  plan- 
ning meetings;  took  part  in  2  Associational  meetings;  attended 
Regional  meeting  at  Hickory,  State  meeting  at  High  Point,  and  the 
State  Clinic. 

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL:  Taught  V.B.S.  Guide  in  4 
churches;  served  as  principal  and  teacher  in  4  schools;  helped  Asso- 
ciational clinic;  and  attended  State  Clinic  at  Fruitland. 

TRAINING  UNION:  Taught  9  study  courses;  helped  organize 
2  new  Training  Unions;  helped  in  1  Associational  mass  meeting; 
attended  officers'  meeting  at  Charlotte,  Regional  meeting  at  High 
Point,  part  or  all  of  Training  Union  weeks  at  Fruitland  and  Ridge- 
crest;  and  helped  in  enlargement  campaign  in  the  Atlantic  Asso- 
ciation. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION:  Taught  33  mission  study 
courses;  helped  in  annual  meeting;  took  part  in  Leadership  Con- 
ference and  Mission  Study  Institute;  attended  Divisional  meeting 
at  Asheboro,  State  Executive  Council,  and  State  W.M.U.  Conven- 
tion. 
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GENERAL  MEETINGS:  Attended  Baptist  State  Convention, 
State  Conference  on  Evangelism,  and  Associational  Missionaries' 
Conference. 

OTHER  SERVICES:  Took  part  in  672  individual,  13  group, 
and  21  committee  conferences;  conducted  18  prayer  services  and 
12  worship  services;  helped  take  2  religious  censuses;  published 
"The  Rowan  Rambler"  each  month;  prepared  and  distributed  cal- 
endar of  activities;  traveled  13,100  miles  in  the  county  and  3,130 
miles  outside  the  county. 

Again,  we  wish  to  commend  the  work  of  Miss  Bagwell  in  our 
Association  and  ask  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  all  the  people 
and  churches  with  her  in  the  work  of  the  coming  year. 

II.    State  Missions 

During  the  year  1952  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  gone  for- 
ward in  their  work  for  the  Lord,  called  "The  9-Year  Program  of 
Advance."  The  goals  set  for  the  first  year  of  this  program  were 
met,  and  for  the  9  months  of  1953  we  are  ahead  of  our  goals.  We 
have  had  growth  in  the  building  of  church  plants  and  pastors' 
homes;  in  churches  and  membership;  and  in  financial  contributions. 
During  1952  we  had  a  net  gain  of  57  churches.  We  had  30,554  bap- 
tisms which  was  almost  up  to  our  1951  figures  when  we  had  our 
simultaneous  revivals  throughout  the  South.  The  membership  of 
all  our  churches  has  reached  737,211.  Our  churches  have  given 
during  1952  $20,318,160  to  local  expenses,  including  buildings;  and 
$3,527,268  to  all  missionary  and  benevolent  causes. 

Two  important  movements — the  moving  of  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege to  Winston-Salem  and  the  building  of  the  New  Hospital  Wing — 
are  making  steady  progress  toward  completion.  We  are  pushing 
nersistently  to  complete  the  offerings  of  the  churches  to  the  Wake 
Forest  removal  campaign  and  to  the  Hospital  expansion  in  1953 
and  then  to  encourage  and  call  upon  our  people  for  an  all-out 
effort  for  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  9-Year  Program  of 
Advance.  There  are  many  unchurched  areas  in  North  Carolina 
and  our  Convention  forces  are  striving  to  enter  these  fields  as  fast 
as  funds  and  the  cooperation  of  churches  and  associations  will 
permit  and  encourage. 

Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey  is  now  head  of  the  Department  of  State  Mis- 
sions. Mr.  Leon  Soencer  has  become  comntroller  to  manage,  along 
with  Treasurer  M.  A.  Huggins,  our  enlarged  finances.  Other  work- 
ers remain  as  of  last  year.  State  Missions  is  on  the  march  through 
its  departments  of  Pastoral  Assistance,  Church  Extension,  Evan- 
gelism, Radio  and  Visual  Education,  Work  at  State  Sanatorium  and 
Samarcand,  the  Allied  Church  League,  the  Baptist  Brotherhood, 
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the  Baptist  Foundation,  cooperation  with  the  Negro  Convention, 
Schools  for  Ministers  and  Deacons,  Work  With  Silent  People, 
Summer  Assemblies,  Rural  Churches,  Sunday  Schools,  Training 
Unions,  and  Student  Unions. 

III.   Home  Missions 

While  State  Missions  is  "the  seed  corn"  of  our  missionary  opera- 
tions, we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  very  great  importance  of  Home 
Missions.  In  a  new  world,  highly  organized  and  mechanized  and 
made  smaller  by  means  of  communication  and  travel,  we  must 
strengthen  to  the  fullest  extent  our  home  base  for  all  our  world- 
wide missionary  enterprise. 

During  the  past  year  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence  has  retired  and  Dr. 
Courts  Redford  has  been  elected  the  new  Executive  Secretary- 
Treasurer.  Since  the  western  states  and  many  other  sections  of 
the  mid-west  are  now  included  in  our  territory  and  are  counted 
as  the  constituency  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  we  have  a 
great  increase  in  millions  of  unsaved  people  and  in  new  places  and 
areas  of  work  for  our  Home  Mission  Board.  We  now  have  1,170 
missionaries  and  workers  representing  the  Lord  and  Southern 
Baptists  in  all  sections  of  our  Southland,  Cuba  and  Panama,  the 
West,  and  Alaska.  These  reported  over  58,000  conversions  last  year. 
669  new  missions  were  opened;  239  new  churches  were  constituted. 
It  would  be  impossible  to  record  all  Bibles  and  Gospels  and  religi- 
ous tracts  distributed,  mission  classes  taught,  the  work  of  chaplains 
in  military  service,  and  conversions  through  radio  programs. 

Our  Home  Mission  work  includes  work  with  the  Chinese,  deaf, 
French,  Indians,  Japanese,  Spanish-speaking  people,  Jews,  16  Good 
Will  Centers,  2  Rescue  Missions  in  New  Orleans,  and  work  with 
Negroes.  There  is  the  Department  of  Evangelism  with  its  4  full- 
time  evangelists  and  with  secretaries  in  most  of  the  states.  Then, 
there  is  the  work  of  city  missions  in  16  states,  western  work,  moun- 
tain mission  work,  with  migrants  and  on  ranches,  in  Cuba,  Panama 
and  Canal  Zone,  and  Alaska,  and  111  chaplains  in  military  service. 
Also,  the  field  workers,  mission  books  published,  rural  workers,  and 
administration  are  a  part  of  our  effort  to  evangelize  and  enlist  our 
Homeland  for  Christ. 

IV.   Foreign  Missions 

Last,  and  most  important  of  all  in  its  vast  outreach  to  "the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,"  is  Foreign  Missions.  To  our  Saviour 
and  Lord  all  soul-winning,  evangelism,  Slate  Missionss,  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  Foreign  Missions  are  but  different  heart-beats  from 
Christian  hearts.  Foreign  Missions  should  be  strongest  because  it 
reaches  farthest  and  covers  the  biggest  territory  and  numbers.

Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  all  Southern  Baptists  were 
saddened  recently  by  the  sudden  death  of  our  Executive  Secretary, 
Dr.  M.  T.  Rankin.  For  several  years  now  he  has  inspired  and  led 
in  the  movement  for  great  advance  in  our  Foreign  Mission  work. 
We  must  go  on  (and  with  greater  zeal)  under  new  leadership. 

We  have  832  missionaries  with  increases  nearly  every  meeting 
of  the  Board.  These  serve  in  30  countries  of  the  world  with  1,900 
organized  churches  and  2,660  mission  points.  During  the  past  year 
many  thousands  have  been  converted;  18,372  members  were  added 
to  the  churches  by  baptism.  We  operate  405  Christian  schools  in 
20  countries — 357  of  these  are  kindergarten  and  elementary  schools; 
18  high  schools;  4  colleges;  12  schools  for  Christian  teachers  and 
workers;  and  14  seminaries.  We  furnish  supplies  for  our  work — 
magazines  and  periodicals,  books,  and  tracts — through  5  publication 
houses.  We  work  through  medical  missions  also;  we  have  5  hos- 
pitals, 10  dispensaries,  and  5  clinics  on  our  mission  fields.  Last  year 
we  contributed  $6,900,000  to  our  Foreign  Mission  program.  95  per 
cent  of  this  got  to  the  missionaries  and  the  fields  in  different  parts 
of  the  world.  About  2  per  cent  was  used  for  administration;  the 
other  3  per  cent  went  to  promotion  and  mission  study  work.  Under 
the  adverse  circumstances  and  conditions  of  the  world  just  now  we 
should  pause  to  reflect  and  be  grateful  to  our  Mission  Board  and 
missionaries  for  the  advances  which  are  being  made  in  every  phase 
of  our  work. 

Our  main  mission  fields  today  are  Nigeria,  the  Gold  Coast,  and 
Southern  Rhodesia  in  Africa;  Italy,  Switzerland,  and  Spain  in 
Europe;  Israel,  Jordan  and  Lebanon  in  the  Near  East;  Brazil,  Chile, 
Colombia,  Ecuador,  Mexico,  3  countries  of  Central  America,  the 
Bahama  Islands,  Peru,  Argentina,  Uruguay,  Paraguay,  and  Vene- 
zuela to  the  south  of  us;  China,  Hong  Kong,  Macao,  Formosa, 
Hawaii,  Indonesia,  Japan,  Korea,  Malaya,  the  Philippines,  and 
Thailand  in  the  Orient.  Simultaneous  revivals  with  splendid  results 
have  been  held  in  Argentina,  Uruguay,  and  Paraguay  this  past 
year.  Our  missionaries  and  Baptist  Christians  have  been  persecuted 
severely  in  China,  Spain,  and  Colombia. 

While  most  of  the  countries  of  the  world  are  open  to  mission 
work  and  in  view  of  the  brevity  of  time  and  the  daily  loss  of  mil- 
lions of  souls,  also  with  our  vision  of  the  Cross  of  Christ  and  the 
command  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  we  must  advance  as  never  be- 
fore with  the  Gospel  message.  The  field  is  the  world — Associational 
State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions — let  us  be  busy  as  Baptist 
Christians  of  Rowan  County.

Training  Union  Report 

Our  Training  Union  has  made  a  big  step  toward  organizing 
Training  Unions  in  all  the  churches  in  the  Association.  This  year 
has  seen  the  organization  of  two  new  Training  Unions  at  East 
Spencer  and  Community,  leaving  only  three  churches  presently 
without  an  organization. 

Attendance  at  our  four  quarterly  mass  meetings  has  been  espe- 
cially good.  Interesting  programs  based  on  various  phases  of  our 
Training  Union  work  held  the  interest  high.  Our  largest  attend- 
ance was  750  at  "M  Night,"  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  on 
December  8.  The  other  three  meetings  in  March,  June,  and  Sep- 
tember brought  over  three  hundred  people  to  each  of  these  mass 
meetings. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  many  of  our  Training  Unions 
have  been  enlarged  this  year.  New  units  of  work  have  been  added, 
due  to  successful  visitation  campaigns  and  study  courses. 

Our  goals  for  the  coming  year  will  still  be  "A  Training  Union 
in  Every  Church"  and  "Enlarging  Our  Present  Training  Unions." 
We  will  be  able  to  attain  these  goals  if  we  will  remember  that  the 
Training  Union  theme  for  1954  is  "Keeping  the  Faith."

Baptist  Brotherhood  Report 

"A  Million  Men  for  Christ"  is  the  slogan  of  the  Baptist  Brother- 
hood. These  men  are  already  on  the  rolls  of  our  churches.  The 
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challenge  is  to  enlist  all  these  men  in  an  all-out  effort  to  magnify 
the  work  of  our  churches. 

The  work  in  our  own  Association  is  progressing  slowly  for- 
ward. As  we  see  the  responses  of  our  men,  we  find  increasing 
interest  in  this  work.  Since  the  initial  year  in  1951,  the  Brother- 
hoods have  expanded  from  seven  churches  to  twelve  churches  in 
this  Association,  and  with  prospects  of  more.  The  churches  in  our 
Association  having  Brotherhoods  are:  China  Grove,  First,  China 
Grove,  South,  Dunn's  Mountain,  East  Spencer,  Enon,  Faith,  Em- 
manuel, Salisbury,  First,  Stallings  Memorial,  Oakdale,  Trinity,  and 
Trading  Ford. 

The  first  Brotherhood  meeting  of  this  past  year  was  held  at 
Dunn's  Mountain  with  Rev.  C.  E.  Wraight  of  Trinity  as  speaker. 

A  second  meeting  was  held  at  Stallings  Memorial.  Horace 
Easom,  our  State  Brotherhood  Secretary,  delivered  the  message, 
"How  to  Keep  Alive  an  Active  Brotherhood." 

At  China  Grove,  First,  the  third  meeting  was  held,  with  Rev. 
John  Simpson  of  Dunn's  Mountain  as  speaker. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  year  was  held  at  Spencer,  First,  with 
a  series  of  short  talks  given  by  representatives  of  various  Brother- 
hoods in  the  Association.  Also  at  this  meeting  our  officers  for  the 
new  year  were  elected. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  a  successful  year  in  our  Brother- 
hood.

Report  on  Evangelism 

There  are  many  things  we  might  say  about  Evangelism  and 
many  different  ideas,  but  above  everything  else  is  the  real  answer 
to  the  needs  of  the  world.  Telling  the  good  news  of  the  saving 
grace  of  God  is  the  greatest  business  in  the  world,  and  yet  so  many 
of  us  are  doing  so  little  about  it.  Jesus  came  to  seek  and  to  save 
that  which  was  lost  and  then  to  send  us  out  as  evangels  of  this 
good  news.  But  instead  of  evangelism  being  uppermost  among 
many  of  our  leaders  today,  if  we  will  be  frank  about  it,  new  build- 
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ings,  good  salaries,  counting  numbers,  and  telling  how  much  money 
our  churches  raised  is  uppermost. 

Last  year  in  the  Rowan  Association  we  had  480  additions  by 
baptism,  368  by  letters  and  statement.  Deducting  what  we  lost  and 
adding  the  new  members  we  show  a  net  gain  in  church  membership 
of  419. 

During  our  Simultaneous  Campaign  last  year,  we  had  27 
churches  and  one  mission  to  participate  out  of  32  churches,  show- 
ing 161  additions  by  baptism,  32  by  letter  and  10  by  restitution,  or 
a  total  additions  of  203.  Thus  we  see  that  almost  one-fourth  of 
our  new  members  came  as  a  result  of  our  Simultaneous  Revival. 

This  revival  was  promoted  under  the  able  direction  of  Dr. 
J.  C.  Canipe,  our  Secretary  of  Evangelism  in  North  Carolina,  who 
not  only  inspired  us,  but  led  in  one  of  our  churches  in  the  Rowan 
Association.  Last  year  it  took  21  Baptists  to  win  one  man  to  Christ. 
At  that  rate  we  will  never  make  very  much  progress  toward  reach- 
ing a  lost  world. 

Only  two  of  our  churches  reported  no  baptisms  but  13  showed 
less  won  to  Christ  than  the  year  before.  Thus  15  churches  failed 
to  help  set  a  good  record.  There  were  52  more  this  year  by  baptism 
than  last  year.  These  were  made  possible  by  17  churches  doing 
much  more  than  in  the  previous  year. 

If  we  are  going  to  win  our  portion  of  a  million  more  to  Christ 
in  '54,  we  are  going  to  have  to  "Lift  up  our  eyes  and  look  on  the 
fields  that  are  white  already  to  harvest"  and  then  go  as  God's  chil- 
dren to  lead  them  to  know  Christ. 

Let  us  listen  to  the  words  of  the  Apostle  Paul  when  he  said, 
"I  beseech  you  brethren  by  the  mercies  of  God,  that  you  present 
your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  wholly  acceptable  unto  God;  which 
is  your  reasonable  service.  And  be  not  conformed  to  this  world: 
but  be  you  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind,  that  you 
mav  prove  what  is  that  good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of 
God."

Report  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 

The  youngest  member  of  our  Baptist  family  of  institutions,  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.,  has  had  the  best  year  since  it 
began  operating,  March  16,  1951. 

Resthaven,  with  space  for  twenty  residents,  has  been  filled  to 
capacity.  The  number  of  inquiries  for  rooms  has  increased  into 
the  hundreds. 

The  Home  received  its  best  financial  support.  The  share  re- 
ceived from  the  Nine-Year  Program  (1952)  was  $14,062.80;  our 
first  Special  Day  offering,  February  15,  exceeded  $52,000;  and 
from  individuals,  churches,  and  auxiliary  organizations  we  have 
received  $12,380.33,  as  of  August  1st. 

The  response  to  the  first  Special  Day  offering  for  the  Home 
was  most  encouraging.  More  than  half  of  our  3,055  Baptist  churches 
responded.  About  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  amount  came  from 
the  smaller  churches. 

Considering  the  short  time  our  Home  has  been  operating  (2 
years),  and  the  fact  that  this  was  the  first  opportunity  to  appeal  to 
our  churches  for  a  special  offering,  all  of  us  should  be  encouraged 
by  the  response.  Our  next  Special  Day  offering,  February  21,  1954, 
should  amount  to  $100,000. 

On  June  18,  this  year,  property  was  purchased  for  a  Branch 
Home  at  Albemarle.  This  property,  consisting  of  a  vacated  hospital 
building  and  a  nurses'  home  building  and  nearly  three  acres  of 
land,  was  purchased  for  $25,000.  It  will  cost  an  equal  amount  to 
renovate  the  property.  Even  so,  it  is  well  worth  twice  the  amount 
invested.  Thus,  we  can  care  for  60  residents — 20  at  Resthaven, 
Winston-Salem,  and  40  at  the  Albemarle  Home. 

Plans  for  the  future  enlargement  are  encouraging.  With  a 
general  Special  Day  offering  in  February,  1954,  and  other  special 
gifts  from  individuals  and  corporations,  we  should  be  ready  to 
begin  construction  of  our  administration  building,  which  would 
give  us  room  for  50  additional  residents,  and  making  our  total 
capacity  110  residents. 

Since  North  Carolina  Baptists  now  number  more  than  700,000 
members,  with  thousands  of  our  constituency  now  over  65  years  of 
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age,  we  should  keep  in  mind  the  great  number  of  our  elderly 
brethren  and  sisters  who  need  a  home  to  provide  security,  comfort, 
congeniality,  and  a  Christian  ministry.  Our  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists are  able  to  meet  the  challenge  to  make  adequate  provision  for 
the  aging,  and  as  'laborers  together  with  God,"  we  can  meet  it.

Report  on  Christian  Literature 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  we  become  a  part  of  what  we  read. 
Since  literature  has  much  to  do  with  moulding  character  we  should 
be  deeply  concerned  as  to  the  kind  of  reading  matter  that  comes 
into  our  homes.  Our  people  should  be  encouraged  to  read  whole- 
some literature. 

Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  said:  "A  non-reading  Baptist  is  a  non-informed 
Baptist;  a  non-informed  Baptist  is  a  non-interested  Baptist;  a  non- 
interested  Baptist  is  a  non-cooperative  Baptist;  a  non-cooperative 
Baptist  is  just  not  much  of  a  Baptist." 

We  believe  that  Southern  Baptists  have  access  to  the  finest 
quality  and  assortment  of  Christian  literature  in  the  world  through 
the  untiring  efforts  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board.  This 
Board  publishes  65  periodicals  with  a  combined  circulation  of  over 
50  million  in  1952!  In  the  same  year  nearly  three  and  one -half 
million  books  were  published!  While  during  the  past  18  years  over 
200  million  tracts  have  been  published. 

In  our  own  state,  the  BIBLICAL  RECORDER  is  the  one  pub- 
lication covering  the  entire  field  of  our  cooperative  efforts  as  Bap- 
tists. Without  our  state  paper  a  successful  promotion  of  all  our 
Baptist  work  would  be  crippled.  For  120  years  the  RECORDER 
has  been  going  into  Baptist  homes  with  its  weekly  message. 

The  present  circulation  of  the  RECORDER  is  approximately 
55,000.  The  paper  should  be  in  every  Baptist  home,  as  well  as 
"Charity  and  Children." 

"THE  COMMISSION,"  a  Foreign  Mission  monthly,  and  "HOME 
MISSIONS,"  a  Home  Mission  monthly,  should  be  read  by  every

Baptist  as  they  present  the  romance  of  missions  at  home  and 
abroad. 

One  other  piece  of  Baptist  literature,  and  its  greatest,  is  the 
Bible.  Since  Baptists  do  not  publish  the  Bible  we  support  with  our 
interest,  prayers,  and  gifts,  the  American  Bible  Society,  which  is 
the  only  agency  in  the  United  States  that  prints  the  Bible  in  almost 
all  the  languages  of  the  world  besides  thousands  of  dialects. 

Every  hour  in  the  year  the  American  Bible  Society  distributes 
1,800  copies  of  the  Bible  throughout  the  world! 

We  wish  to  commend  the  noble  work  done  by  the  American 
Bible  Society  and  recognize  their  tireless  efforts  to  send  the  Gospel 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth  that  all  people  might  know!

Report  on  Social  Service  and  Civic  Righteousness 

I  wish  my  report  might  be  one  of  optimism,  but  it  need  be 
one  of  pessimism  containing  facts  which  should  silence  the  voices 
crying  peace,  peace,  in  our  churches  and  make  them  lift  up  their 
voices,  cry  aloud,  spare  not,  and  lift  up  a  standard  in  Zion. 

We  learn  with  regret  that  America  is  the  most  lawless  country 
in  the  world;  has  more  murderers  in  prison  than  there  are  preach- 
ers in  the  pulpits.  Fifteen  billion  dollars  are  involved  annually  in 
the  gambling  business  in  our  country.  There  are  more  girls  serving 
liquor  in  the  United  States  than  there  are  in  college.  Our  three 
million  criminals  last  year  committed  more  than  one  million  five 
hundred  thousand  major  crimes.  One-half  the  crimes  of  our  coun- 
try, we  are  told,  are  committed  by  people  under  twenty-three  years 
of  age. 

On  August  23rd  of  this  year  this  article  appeared  in  the  Ashe- 
ville  Citizen:    "Judge  Webb,  After  34  Years  On  Federal  Bench, 
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Sees  Liquor  As  Greatest  Single  Cause  Of  Crime  In  America."  He 
holds  that  total,  nation-wide  prohibition  is  the  only  effective  cure 
for  the  problem.  He  continued — prohibition  was  not  a  failure  dur- 
ing its  period  of  operation,  and  would  not  be  a  failure  if  a  similar 
law  were  re-enacted.  The  bootleggers  only  make  a  thimbleful 
compared  to  the  output  of  the  distillers  today.  He  said  he  did  not 
favor  local  option  as  a  method  for  controlling  the  liquor  traffic, 
and  expressed  little  confidence  in  education  for  temperance.  He 
added,  the  liquor  habit  is  not  controllable  by  education,  and  that 
the  people  were  being  drawn  into  the  habit  by  advertising  and 
similar  temptation.  Prohibition  will  come,  he  said,  when  every 
family  has  a  drunkard  in  it,  and  the  people  realize  there  is  nothing 
else  to  do. 

On  September  21st  of  this  year  this  article  appeared  in  the 
Salisbury  Post:  "College  Drinking  Widespread;  Yale  University 
Publication  Reveals."  In  the  214-page  report  entitled  "Drinking 
In  College,"  such  statements  as  these  were  made:  "Nearly  three- 
fourths  of  the  Nation's  college  students  drink,  and  most  of  them 
associate  liquor  with  morally  questionable  sexual  behavior.  Sev- 
enty-four per  cent  of  the  17,000  students  questioned,  drink.  Six 
per  cent  of  the  men  and  one  per  cent  of  the  women  showed  posi- 
tive signs  of  being  potential  alcoholics. 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Charity  and  Children,  an  article  ap- 
peared, "Parents  Reaping  What  They  Have  Sown."  In  which  it 
was  pointed  out  that  the  school  officials  and  parents  in  New  Jersey 
and  Detroit  are  worried  about  the  way  students  are  conducting 
themselves  at  high  school  football  games.  The  boys  and  girls  bring 
their  liquor  and  beer  with  them  to  the  game.  Recently  in  Detroit 
52  students  were  arrested  after  a  high  school  game.  In  October 
the  liquor  board  of  North  Carolina,  with  pride,  reported  an  increase 
in  sales  in  September  as  compared  with  the  same  month  last  year. 

Kinsey's  book  on  sex,  published  this  year,  is  one  of  the  greatest, 
and  most  daring,  and  could  prove  to  be  the  most  destructive,  book 
ever  written  to  tear  down  good  morals  and  civic  righteousness.  A 
book  which  should  be  condemned  by  every  religious  body  in  our 
country.  The  Catholic  Archbishop  of  Indianapolis  has  well  said, 
"Kinsey  would  do  well  to  keep  in  his  own  field  and  abstain  from 
evaluating  moral  laws  and  obligations."  In  the  face  of  these  facts, 
President  Eisenhower  recently  said,  "Without  a  moral  regeneration 
throughout  the  world,  there  is  no  hope  for  us  as  we  are  going  to 
disappear  one  day  in  the  dust  of  an  atomic  explosion.  God  give 
us  men  and  women  for  times  like  these,  with  courage  and  wisdom 
to  stand  in  the  gaps  and  make  up  the  hedges."

Report  of  Historical  Committee 

Our  Blessed  Lord  said:  "If  ye  love  Me,  feed  My  sheep."  Saint 
Paul  admonished  the  Corinthian  Christians  to  do  good  to  others 
in  need — thus  proving  their  love.  Saint  Paul  speaks  often  in 
Corinthians  of  "proof  of  our  love."  So  we  of  today,  in  the  Rowan 
Association,  follow  the  admonitions  and  are  truly  about  our  Mas- 
ter's business,  proving  our  love.  North,  South,  East  and  West  we 
are  lifting  visionary  eyes  to  meet  the  desperate  need  of  the  souls 
and  lives  of  men  in  the  name  of  Christ  Jesus — for  the  fields  are 
indeed  white  unto  harvest. 

We  rejoice  that  our  people  are  growing  more  sensitive  to  their 
own  personal  growth  in  Grace,  that  they  may  be  used  of  God's 
Spirit  as  He  directs  and  needs.  This  has  been  manifest  in  the 
revivals  held  in  our  Association  in  recent  weeks  by  the  conversion 
of  sinners,  as  well  as  many  rededicated  lives.  For  indeed,  the 
Spirit  of  God  is  the  well  spring  that  motivates  our  compassion  and 
personal  concern  over  the  spread  of  Christ's  Kingdom.  Without 
the  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  our  own  personal  concern, 
our  efforts  are  dead  and  useless.  Not  standing  the  test — but  burned 
as  chaff!  His  command:  "Not  your — but  you"  brings  the  touch  of 
personal  heart  and  hand  that  can  bring  God  and  life  to  our  every 
mission  effort.  We  must  touch  people — not  in  the  mass,  but  through 
the  pattern  of  Christ  Jesus — one  by  one.  Our  own  personalities 
are  the  channel  through  which  we  bear  witness  to  convict  sinners 
of  sin  and  reconcile  them  to  God. 

So,  as  the  saga  of  our  history  unfolds  from  year  to  year,  we 
feel  that  we  are  making  sound  progress  in  Kingdom  work.  We  have 
had  a  good  year.  Perhaps  not  our  best,  but  a  good  year,  and  com- 
fortingly compensating  in  many  areas.  We  are  progressing.  Our 
Sunday  Schools,  Training  Unions,  W.M.U.,  Brotherhood,  Vacation 
Bible  Schools,  music  and  all  phases  of  the  work  have  made  prog- 
ress. Many  of  our  churches  have  already  had  revivals,  while  others 
plan  them  in  the  early  future.  Our  over-all  membership — every 
nose  in  the  Association — would  add  up  to  9,823,  which  means  we 
have  had  a  gain  of  419,  as  against  a  membership  last  year  of  9,404. 
Now  our  prayer  and  hope  is  that  these  have  been  saved  to  servel 

Our  Sunday  Schools  last  year  listed  8,892  members,  this  year 
9,427,  an  encouraging  gain  of  535  new  members.  Let  us  pledge  our 
hearts  anew,  for  our  little  ones:  Faith  in  God.  Our  Training  Union 
and  Brotherhood  work  have  made  gains  but  far  too  small  for  our 
potential.  We  have  29  Training  Unions,  one  new  organization,  with 
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a  membership  of  2,583  against  2,238  last  year,  a  gain  of  345  mem- 
bers. Two  new  Brotherhood  groups  have  brought  our  total  organi- 
zation to  12  with  399  members,  showing  a  gain  of  37  new  members. 

Our  total  baptisms  last  year  were  428.  Today  we  have  480, 
showing  a  gain  of  52  new  baptisms  by  conversion.  368  Baptists 
have  changed  church  membership  in  various  ways,  showing  a 
loss  of  83. 

We  rejoice  to  report  44  choirs  in  the  Association,  which  means 
that  many  churches  have  multiple  choirs.  That  is  wonderful!  Long 
have  we  prayed  that  our  Association  might  have  a  new  vision  of 
the  ministry  of  music  and  its  contribution  to  the  worship  service. 
The  Associational  music  director  and  his  committee  are  planning 
an  Associational-wide  school  of  music  in  the  spring.  This  is  defi- 
nitely a  much  needed  forward  stride,  and  we  trust  that  it  will  be 
richly  compensating  in  contributing  to  better  and  more  worshipful 
music  in  our  churches. 

New  pastors  to  be  welcomed  into  our  family  are  Rev.  Kenneth 
Haigler  at  Morlan  Park,  Rev.  Calvin  Lambert  at  West  Park,  Rev. 
C.  E.  Wraight  of  Trinity,  Spencer,  and  Rev.  Roy  Yarborough,  new 
pastor  at  Phaniels.  The  First  Church,  Salisbury,  Gold  Hill  and 
Faith  are  at  the  moment  without  pastors. 

The  work  of  the  W.M.U.  has  just  been  magnificent.  They  have 
a  membership  of  1,311  with  951  enrolled  in  the  youth  auxiliaries. 
There  are  32  W.M.U.'s  and  86  Y.W.A.'s.  Offerings  received  through 
these  organizations  are  most  inspiring.  The  Armstrong  offering 
was  $1,787.50— the  Heck-Jones  $604.71— Lottie  Moon  $3,270.31— 
and  the  September  State  Mission  offering  was  $1,120.55.  Bless  their 
hearts!  Nothing  but  the  Love  of  God  could  prompt  such  loving 
and  sacrificial  giving.  Words  are  inadequate,  so  we  must  just  say: 
God  bless  them — every  one! 

It  is  heart  warming  and  grand  to  see  our  people  working  under 
the  inspiration  of  beauty  to  make  lovelier  their  pastors'  homes  and 
churches — even  their  cemeteries.  Oakdale  has  done  just  this.  They 
have  cleared  away  and  beautified  a  large  new  area  adjacent  to  the 
present  cemetery.  At  Oakdale  thev  have  also  added  a  cooling  sys- 
tem, a  speaking  system  and  new  Sunday  School  rooms. 

Calvary  has  had  beautiful  interior  painting  and  decorating 
done. 

East  Spencer  has  a  new  brick  veneer  parsonage  valued  at 
£17,500.  The  lovely  and  comfortable  home  cost  the  church  $8,500— 
due  to  the  work  of  members.  Truly — with  God — all  things  are 
possible. 
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We  rejoice  with  the  church  at  Landis.  They  are  now  free  of 

debt 

The  church  at  Faith  has  remodeled  inside,  installed  a  baptistry, 
completed  the  auditorium  pews,  purchased  a  lot  and  fellowship 
building,  which  they  have  remodeled. 

We  share  the  pride  in  the  Grace  Church  Training  Union  which 
is  now  a  year  old.  They  have  a  membership  of  127,  with  attend- 
ance of  122. 

Needmore  has  a  new  pastor,  Rev.  Eugene  Goodman,  and  a 
lovely  new  home  for  him  to  live  in.  They  have  just  completed  the 
new  parsonage. 

Members  at  Rockwell  have  purchased  a  lot  for  $1,400  on  which 
they  will  build  a  parsonage.  They  have  also  done  extensive  work 
in  the  basement  of  the  church  in  the  amount  of  $3,000. 

Community  has  added  a  fellowship  building  to  their  church 
which  will  be  used  for  education  or  recreation  and  various  needs. 

Emmanuel  has  just  completed  a  very  lovely  and  attractive  par- 
sonage which  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Baker  will  soon  occupy.  Around  $17,000 
was  spent  on  the  residence. 

Stallings  Memorial  has  recently  acquired  the  property  adjacent 
to  the  church.  They  plan  a  new  educational  plant  on  the  new  prop- 
erty in  the  near  future.  We  are  happy  to  see  this  needed  expansion. 

Trading  Ford  has  had  a  lovely  addition  to  their  church.  Aside 
from  having  the  interior  entirely  redecorated,  one  of  the  Senior 
Boys'  classes  of  the  church  donated  chimes  which  will  add  much 
to  the  worship  and  joy  of  the  congregation. 

West  Landis  has  added  a  new  auditorium  and  five  Sunday 
School  rooms,  also  a  piano  and  organ  for  Sunday  School  rooms, 
and  bed  for  the  nursery. 

Eastside  Mission  is  now  a  church.  This  important  step  in  ad- 
vancement was  made  September  6th.  They  have  been  busy  under 
the  direction  of  their  fine  consecrated  young  minister,  Rev.  Jesse 
Ballew,  doing  many  things  to  make  their  small  church  pretty  and 
comfortable.  The  floors  have  been  sanded  and  refinished,  outside 
painting  done,  the  yard  beautified  and  a  new  heating  system  has 
been  added.  We  are  proud  of  them  and  happy  to  see  them  growing 
in  spiritual  and  material  ways. 

The  historic  old  First  Baptist  Church  that  has  been  unoccupied 
for  more  than  a  year  has  been  sold  to  the  Wachovia  Bank  for 
$132,000,  and  is  being  dismantled  and  moved  away.  The  lot  will 
be  used  as  a  parking  area  for  the  bank.  The  First  Church  is  install- 
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ing  a  magnificent  organ  in  the  sanctuary.  This  fine  instrument  is 
a  memorial  gift  from  the  children  of  the  late  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Z. 
White,  life-long,  devoted  members  of  the  church. 

Pine  Ridge  renovated  their  auditorium  and  added  new  pews. 

Trading  Ford  gave  their  pastor,  Brother  Huneycutt,  a  gift  of 
$1,000.00  on  their  private  home. 

The  Lord  is  mindful  of  His  own — and  we  are  so  grateful  for 
His  gracious  mercy  toward  us,  manifest  in  so  many  pleasant  ways. 
So  may  we  who  have  taken  Him  into  our  hearts  as  our  Saviour, 
make  Him  Lord  of  our  lives.  IN  Christ— WITH  Christ— FOR 
Christ,  that  as  His  dear  children,  we  may  be  able  to  bear  the  wit- 
ness that  is  "proof  of  our  love"  to  bring  to  our  world  in  His  name, 
a  peaceful,  happy  tomorrow.

Mr.  Marse  Grant  was  then  presented  by  Mrs.  Hellard, 
and  brought  a  very  enlightening  report  on  the  work  of  the  Orphan- 
age. 

Baptist  Orphanage  Report 

Again  your  Orphanage  has  moved  forward  in  its  ministry  of 
Child  Care.  During  the  year  we  served  a  total  of  728  children.  In 
addition  to  this  our  Social  Service  Department  helped  to  adjust  214 
children  with  relatives,  and  thus  prevented  them  from  having  to 
be  cared  for  by  the  institution.  Your  program  includes  Mills  Home 
of  Thomasville,  Kennedy  Home  of  Kinston,  Mothers'  Aid,  and 
Boarding  Homes.  The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  probably  provide 
more  services  for  children  than  any  other  similar  group  in  the 
Nation. 

Practically  all  of  our  many  children  developed  normally.  There 
was  very  little  sickness  and  none  of  a  serious  nature.  In  the  schools 
at  Thomasville  and  La  Grange  they  were  well  adjusted,  and  their 
records  compare  favorably  with  the  average  of  all  other  children 
in  these  schools.  Twenty-four  were  graduated  from  high  school  in 
June.  We  believe  they  will  make  a  worthy  contribution  to  their 
generation. 
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We  have  been  particularly  pleased  with  the  spiritual  develop- 
ment in  our  two  Homes.  During  the  year  fifty  professed  faith  in 
Christ  and  were  baptized.  Another  thirty  accepted  Christ  as  Sav- 
iour, but  were  not  baptized  until  early  in  this  year. 

Added  to  our  many  other  activities  we  have  promoted  the 
greatest  building  and  renovating  program  in  the  history  of  the 
Orphanage.  A  new  cottage,  a  new  print  shop,  and  a  new  infirmary 
were  completed  in  1952.  The  I.  G.  Greer  Recreational  Building  was 
finished  early  in  1953,  and  a  beautiful  new  church  that  will  seat 
580  people  will  be  completed  this  year.  Then  we  have  completely 
remodeled  some  of  the  old  cottages  and  made  them  into  good  living 
quarters  for  the  children.  This  great  building  program  was  made 
possible  by  the  money  left  to  Mills  Home  in  the  will  of  the  late 
Robert  M.  Idol.  In  my  report  next  year  I  hope  to  be  able  to  say 
that  the  building  and  renovating  program  is  finished.  When  this 
is  done,  I  doubt  if  any  Child  Care  Agency  in  America  will  have 
more  adequate  facilities  than  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina. 

The  income  for  the  year  was  good.  It  was  slightly  above  the 
income  for  the  previous  year.  Truly  we  can  say,  "God  is  good  to 
us,  and  through  North  Carolina  Baptists  He  has  lifted  the  burdens 
from  the  shoulders  of  many  of  our  fine  boys  and  girls."

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  18,  1950 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote  and  develop 
their  energies  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout 
the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advance. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  the  churches  within  its  bounds  and  messengers 
chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled 
to  two  messengers  for  the  first  50  members,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  one  messenger  for  each  50  above  that  number.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Association 
by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical 
information  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to 
send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their 
annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested 
to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
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repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance,  but 
cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this 
consitution  the  interpreation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence 
over  the  other. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the 
recognition  of  and  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, be  requested  to  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
of  the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization 
takes  place.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficient  removed  so 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee the  group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church 
covenant  and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three 
deacons  of  the  Associaion  appointed  by  the  Moderaor.  Should 
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this  council  approve  the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group 
will  then  proceed  to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist  Church  of  the 
same  faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association  asking  for  recognition  and  seeking  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  Pastors  and  three 
Deacons  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promo- 
tion Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of 
the  Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
the  Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational 
W.M.U.  Superintendent,  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors  of  all 
the  churches  within  the  Association,  and  one  lay  representative 
from  each  church  elected  by  the  church.  The  duties  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the  Association 
in  the  interim  between  its  annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any 
action  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Association  nor  which  would 
initiate  any  new  policies  of  procedures  binding  upon  the  Associa- 
tion unless  specifically  so  directed.  In  an  adequate  emergency  this 
committee  may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due 
to  conditions  arising  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
such  emergencies  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee, 
but  such  actions  so  taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  com- 
mittee shall  meet  quarterly,  the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon 
by  the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organizations, 
including  Brotherhood  President.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  and  to  advise  with 
any  church  having  any  problem  to  arise  and  seeks  such  help. 
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3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations, 
Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance 
Committee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music 
Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day,  or 
that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and  voted 
upon  favorably  the  following  year.

TUESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  26,  1954 

1.  The  Twenty -Seventh  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  opened  at  the  Trading  Ford  Baptist  Church  at  9: 30  A.M. 
with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  R.  N.  Huneycutt,  presiding.  Rev.  J.  W. 
Allen  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "Onward 
Christian  Soldiers."  Rev.  R.  L.  Deneen  of  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Salisbury,  led  the  devotionals  using  Philippians  2:14. 

2.  The  Program  Committee  presented  the  order  of  business. 
Motion  for  adoption  carried. 

3.  Brother  H.  H.  Henderson  was  elected  chairman  of  Time, 
Place,  Preacher  Committee. 

4.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  gave  the  Digest  of  Letters  and 
made  the  Executive -Promotion  Committee  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Report  of  Executive -Promotion  Committee 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  four 
times  the  past  Associational  Year.  The  Advisory  Committee  met 
three  times  during  the  year  (April,  July  and  October) . 

At  the  January  meeting  with  fourteen  churches  represented, 
the  following  promotional  activities  were  discussed:  Missions  Com- 
mittee reports  that  they  are  still  investigating  other  areas;  namely, 
Lincolnton  Road  and  Catawba  College  areas.  A  request  was  re- 
ceived from  Rev.  H.  T.  Davis  for  a  grant  of  $200.00  to  assist  the 
West  Landis  Mission,  and  it  was  recommended  that  this  matter  be 
studied  by  the  Mission  Committee.  The  following  financial  report 
was  given  by  the  Clerk,  James  L.  McCoy,  for  the  Treasurer,  Gra- 
ham Carlton:  Actual  balance  in  bank  January  1,  1954 — $1,215.24, 
with  all  bills  paid. 
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At  the  April  meeting  the  Advisory  Committee  suggested  that 
the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  sponsor  a  mission  located  in 
the  Veterans  Hospital- Catawba  College  area.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  the  Associational  Missions  Committee  cooperate  with  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  in  the  sponsorship  of  above  mission, 
provided  the  First  Church  sees  fit  to  sponsor  same;  otherwise  the 
Missions  Committee  to  cooperate  with  the  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  in  establishing  said  mission. 

At  the  April  meeting  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
accepted  and  adopted  the  above  suggestions.  The  Executive -Pro- 
motion Committee  recommends  approval  of  application  for  aid  for 
purchase  of  a  lot  for  mission  at  the  Veterans  Hospital-Catawba 
College  area;  and  approval  of  application  for  ministerial  aid  for 
Bobby  Howard  Hillard.  Bobby  Howard  Hillard  was  present  and 
was  recognized.  The  Treasurer's  report  disclosed  a  balance  of 
$1,201.02  on  hand  as  of  March  31,  1954.  It  was  recommended  that 
April  10-24,  1955,  be  set  as  a  period  of  simultaneous  revival  effort. 
Fourteen  churches  were  represented. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  Advisory  Committee  suggested  that  a 
Visual  Aids  Committee  of  approximately  five  members  be  approved 
with  the  idea  that  the  Committee  on  Committees  nominate  this 
committee  along  with  the  other  committees  of  the  Association. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  Executive -Promotion  Committee,  with 
eight  churches  represented,  accepted  and  adopted  the  above  sug- 
gestion. It  was  recommended  that  the  Finance  Committee  be 
authorized  to  include  in  the  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year  such 
an  amount  as  they  deem  appropriate  to  include  for  Visual  Aids 
work  in  the  Association.  A  financial  report  was  given  by  the  Treas- 
urer, Graham  Carlton,  for  the  nine  months  period  ended  June  30, 
1954,  which  showed  a  balance  of  cash  of  $1,130.47  as  of  June  30, 
1954.  The  Treasurer  reports  that  the  expenses  of  the  Regional 
Brotherhood  barbecue  supper  exceeded  the  receipts  by  $122.62. 
This  amount  was  paid  out  of  Associational  funds.  The  one  hundred 
dollars  allotted  for  Brotherhood  work  was  used  plus  $22.62  out  of 
general  fund. 

At  the  October  meeting  the  Advisory  Committee  suggested 
that  the  date  and  place  of  the  quarterly  Executive-Promotion  Com- 
mittee meetings  be  set. 

At  the  October  meeting  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee, 
with  ten  churches  represented,  recommended  that  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee  meet  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury, 
for  its  regular  quarterly  meetings  for  the  coming  year,  and  that  the 
committee  meet  on  the  same  schedule  for  the  coming  year  as  at 
present.    The  tentative  program  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
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Rowan  Baptist  Association  was  read  by  the  Associational  Mission- 
ary, Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  and  was  approved.  The  Treasurer,  Gra- 
ham Carlton,  gave  a  financial  report  for  the  period  from  October  1, 
1953,  through  September  30,  1954,  with  the  highlights  being  as 
follows:

The  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  was 
closed  with  prayer.

6.  The  following  new  pastors  were  recognized:  Donald  Morris, 
East  Cortinth  Baptist  Church;  R.  L.  Deneen,  First  Baptist  Church, 
Salisbury;  J.  C.  Mangum,  Wyatt's  Grove  Baptist  Church;  B.  Lester 
Huff,  Faith  Baptist  Church,  A  rising  vote  of  welcome  was  given 
by  the  congregation. 

7.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  led  the  congregation  in  singing  "I  Love 
To  Tell  The  Story."  There  were  176  Messengers  and  109  visitors 
at  this  time. 

8.  D.  S.  Tysinger  brought  the  Sunday  School  report  which 
was  adopted. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Report 

The  Sunday  School  reports  listed  in  the  church  letters  to  the 
Association  show  much  work  yet  to  be  done,  to  accomplish  our 
goal  set  last  year  in  the  drive  of  "A  MILLION  MORE  IN  FIFTY- 
FOUR,"  of  twenty  per  cent  increased  Sunday  School  enrollment. 
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The  reports  listed  show  the  following:  nine  churches  had  an  in- 
crease in  enrollment  of  more  than  twenty  per  cent;  six  churches 
had  an  increase  in  enrollment  of  from  ten  to  nineteen  per  cent; 
two  churches  had  an  increase  in  enrollment  of  six  and  seven  per 
cent;  five  churches  had  an  increase  in  enrollment  of  less  than  five 
per  cent;  and  ten  churches  showed  a  loss  of  enrollment.  The  ten 
churches  had  a  total  loss  of  208,  while  the  net  gain  in  Sunday 
School  enrollment  for  the  year  in  the  Association  was  517,  which 
is  5.48  per  cent  over  the  enrollment  last  year. 

We  had  a  total  report  Sunday  School  Training  Awards  for 
the  year  of  711,  which  is  a  larger  number  of  awards  than  last  year. 
However,  we  feel  sure  there  are  other  awards  that  should  be  added 
to  this  number. 

In  January  the  Pastors  and  Superintendents  met  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  and  at  this  meeting  twenty-three 
churches  were  represented.  The  reports  from  the  churches  at  that 
time  showed  an  increase  in  enrollment  of  over  seven  hundred. 
There  were  ten  Sunday  School  meetings  held  during  the  year, 
with  a  large  number  of  the  churches  in  the  Association  represented 
at  each  meeting. 

Our  Vacation  Bible  Schools  this  year  enrolled  two  hundred 
and  forty-nine  more  than  last  year,  with  thirteen  schools  having 
a  smaller  enrollment  than  last  year.  In  April  the  Vacation  Bible 
School  Clinic  for  the  Association  was  held  at  Stallings  Memorial 
Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  under  the  leadership  of  our  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  Superintendent,  Mrs.  James  Elium,  and  our 
Missionary,  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  with  a  large  number  of  the 
churches  in  the  Association  represented. 

To  realize  the  benefits  from  the  work  started  last  year  "LET 
US  GO  ON"  to  reach  the  multitudes  around  our  churches  that  are 
not  in  Sunday  School.  Our  goal  this  year  is  one  hundred  twenty- 
five  enrolled  in  Sunday  School  to  every  one  hundred  church  mem- 
bers on  our  church  rolls.  This  is  not  a  difficult  goal  to  reach,  if 
we  plan,  work,  and  TRAIN  to  do  the  work  that  is  near  all  of  our 
churches. 

We  urge  our  Pastors  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents  to 
go  back  to  their  churches,  enlist  more  workers,  start  new  classes, 
new  departments,  and  train  more  workers  by  having  training 
classes  every  month  if  possible,  if  not  as  often  as  you  can  to  better 
prepare  your  workers  to  teach  the  WORD,  and  go  out  and  enlist 
your  possibilities  for  BIBLE  STUDY  in  your  Sunday  School.

10.  Rev.  Zeb  D.  Baker  gave  the  report  on  the  Baptist  Hos- 
pital which  was  adopted.  He  then  presented  Rev.  W.  A.  Smith, 
Chaplain,  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston- 
Salem,  N.  C,  who  brought  an  interesting  message  to  the  report. 

Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  is  caring  for  more  people  this  year  than 
at  any  other  time  in  its  history.  This  is  possible  because  of  the 
use  of  the  New  South  Wing,  about  half  of  which  is  now  complete 
and  in  use.  This  new  building  provides  many  new  and  enlarged 
facilities  which  add  a  great  deal  to  the  service  provided  for  our 
people.  About  14,000  bed  patients  will  receive  treatment  in  the 
hospital  in  the  course  of  the  year,  while  many  other  thousands 
will  be  seen  in  the  clinics. 

The  enlargement  of  the  hospital  has  made  possible  the  enlarg- 
ing of  our  school  of  nursing,  it  being  one  of  the  largest  in  the  State. 
Our  hospital  offers  a  superior  type  of  training  and  its  graduates 
have  high  rating  wherever  they  go.  This  means  that  our  nursing 
school  can  accept  only  students  of  the  highest  calibre.  They  espe- 
cially want  those  high  grade  students  of  fine  Christian  character 
from  our  Baptist  homes.  A  new  class  enters  each  September. 
Prospective  students  should  write  to  the  Director  of  Nurses  in 
advance  and  make  application  early  in  the  year  since  there  are 
far  more  applications  than  can  be  accepted. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  with  the  various  schools  associated  with 
it  forms  an  important  educational  center  in  the  field  of  medical 
care.  It  trains  doctors,  nurses,  technicians,  and  pastors  and  other 
Christian  workers.  The  center  of  the  entire  hospital  program  is 
always  the  sick  person,  however.  Everything  else  is  secondary  to 
and  must  be  in  the  interest  of  the  patient. 

For  the  past  ten  years  our  Federal  and  State  Governments 
have  assisted  in  a  program  of  building  hospitals  in  counties  and 
areas  where  there  had  been  no  hospitals.  This  program  increases 
the  importance  of  our  Baptist  Medical  Center  in  relation  to  the 
family  physician  and  the  local  hospital.  The  majority  of  the  patients 
who  go  to  our  Medical  Center  are  sent  by  their  own  local  doctors 
in  order  that  the  patient  may  have  the  benefit  of  such  facilities 
and  specialists. 

Our  Hospital  provides  this  type  of  service  for  persons  who 
cannot  pay  for  it,  as  well  as  for  those  who  can  pay  in  full.  This  is 
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where  our  churches  share  in  this  ministry  of  healing.  There  are 
multitudes  in  our  State  who  cannot  receive  the  care  they  need 
unless  somebody  else  helps  pay  for  it.  Our  Hospital  has  no  money 
except  what  the  patients  pay  and  what  we  give.  On  Mother's  Day 
we  have  the  privilege  of  sharing  with  those  who  are  sick  and  need 
our  help.  Unless  we  give  generously  some  will  seek  in  vain  for 
help  at  our  Hospital.  Let  this  not  be  true  because  you  and  I  have 
failed!

11.  Brother  A.  L.  Jarrell  brought  the  report  of  the  Ministers' 
Retirement  Plan.  Brother  Jarrell  made  an  appeal  for  other  churches 
and  pastors  to  participate  in  this  plan.  The  report  was  duly  ap- 
proved. 

Report  on  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan 

It  again  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  bring  you  a  report  on 
the  Baptist  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan.  Last  year,  I  gave  you  a 
detailed  report  covering  all  phases  of  the  benefits  to  be  had  by 
cooperating  with  this  Plan  which  may  be  found  in  the  1953  minutes 
of  the  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. According  to  the  1953  records  in  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention office  in  Raleigh,  the  Rowan  Association  had  thirty-two 
churches  with  seven  churches  and  six  ministers  taking  part  in  the 
Plan.  There  are  thirty-two  churches  this  year  with  thirty-one 
pastors.  The  report  from  Raleigh  shows  that  fifteen  ministers  are 
taking  part  in  the  Retirement  Plan  from  the  Rowan  Association. 
This  shows  100  per  cent  increase  in  the  Rowan  Association  in  one 
year. 

Briefly,  there  are  some  points  in  this  program  that  should  not 
be  overlooked  by  churches  and  pastors. 

First,  pastors  in  active  service  who  did  not  join  the  Plan  before 
1954,  will  no  longer  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  Relief  De- 
partment. 

Second,  during  the  year  1953  our  Convention  had  to  make  a 
special  appropriation  of  more  than  $5,000  in  order  to  take  care  of 
requests  of  needy  pastors  who  had  not  joined  the  Plan. 

Third,  the  Retirement  Plan  pays  benefits  for  retirement  after 
reaching  the  age  of  sixty -five,  and  it  also  pays  benefits  should  a 
pastor  become  disabled  before  reaching  the  age  of  sixty-five. 

Fourth,  beginning  in  1956  the  annuity  will  be  in  full  force 
according  to  the  time  a  member  has  participated. 
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Fifth,  the  pastor's  widow  supplement  plan  entitles  a  widow  to 
receive  one-half  of  what  he  may  be  receiving. 

Sixth,  the  Plan  is  simple — the  pastor  pays  4%  monthly  or  quar- 
terly of  his  salary  up  to  $4,000  and  the  church  he  is  serving  pays 
4%  on  his  salary. 

Seventh,  this  Plan  applies  to  all  paid  church  workers. 

Should  there  be  churches  in  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association 
which  have  not  yet  joined  the  plan,  and  the  pastor  and  people 
want  someone  to  discuss  and  explain  in  detail  the  Plan,  I  will  be 
glad  to  come  and  assist  you  or  I  will  have  someone  that  you  desire 
to  come  to  help  you. 

The  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  is  the  result  of  hard  work  on 
the  part  of  the  leaders  of  our  Southern  Baptist  and  State  Conven- 
tions. Therefore,  every  church  and  pastor  should  consider  it  their 
Christian  duty  to  join  in  this  great  work  to  give  that  feeling  of 
security  to  the  aged  or  disabled  pastor  and  their  families.

Report  on  Christian  Literature

There  is  no  excuse  for  Baptists  to  be  ignorant  about 
God's  plan  to  evangelize  the  world,  and  Baptists'  part  to  carry  the 
gospel  around  the  world,  if  they  will  read  the  Christian  literature 
that  each  can  avail  themselves  of. 

First  of  all  we  think  of  the  Bible.  We  can  each  have  a  Bible 
of  our  own.  And  through  our  support  of  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety, we  can  help  share  the  Bible  to  others  in  their  native  lan- 
guage. We  can  share  "God's  plan  of  reconciling  lost  men  to  Him- 
self" with  others. 

THE  COMMISSION  shares  a  world  vision  of  our  efforts  to 
evangelize  the  world. 

"HOME  MISSIONS"  gives  us  many  interesting  stories  of  the 
work  on  the  Home  Mission  Fields. 
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"ROYAL  SERVICE"  gives  our  women  a  visit  to  each  of  our 
mission  fields  through  their  monthly  missionary  programs. 

"THE  WINDOW"  of  the  Y.W.A.  has  interesting  programs  for 
our  Young  Women's  Auxiliaries. 

"TELL"  is  the  new  mission  program  and  suggestions  for 
reaching  forward  steps  for  our  Intermediate  and  Junior  Auxiliaries. 

"AMBASSADOR  LIFE"  brings  the  mission  stories  and  experi- 
ences to  make  the  R.A.  program  live  for  our  boys. 

"SUNBEAM  ACTIVITIES"  keeps  our  Sunbeams  interested, 
and  gives  them  the  vision  that  Jesus  loves  ALL  of  the  children  of 
the  world.  It  also  makes  them  want  to  tell  other  children  of 
JESUS  and  His  love  for  them. 

"BROTHERHOOD  JOURNAL"  is  the  publication  that  keeps 
our  men  abreast  of  the  latest  mission  news. 

"THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER,"  our  North  Carolina  Baptist 
paper,  will  keep  all  ages  aware  of  what  Baptists  are  and  should 
be  doing.  It  should  be  in  every  Baptist  home  and  read.  We  are 
no  better  off  than  those  who  cannot  read  if  we  can  and  don't  read. 

"CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN"  also  keeps  us  up  with  world 
news.  We  should  always  be  proud  of  this  paper  published  at  our 
Baptist  Orphanage  at  Mills  Home. 

We  challenge  each  Baptist  in  the  Rowan  Association  to  be  a 
better  Baptist,  by  being  an  informed  Baptist,  because  they  read 
the  many  interesting  Baptist  papers  and  periodicals.  People  do 
more  when  they  know  more.  As  they  read,  they  lead.  As  they 
are  informed,  they  are  inspired.  Once  a  great  layman  said,  "If  you 
want  to  enlist  your  people,  inform  their  heads,  warm  their  hearts, 
and  challenge  their  capacities." 

In  Proverbs  23:23  we  are  urged  to  "buy  the  truth,  and  sell  it 
not;  also  wisdom,  and  instruction,  and  understanding."

13.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  presented  the  Music  report  in  the  absence 
of  Brother  Charles  Bolden.  This  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Music  Committee 

The  highlight  of  our  music  report  for  this  year  is  the  report 
of  a  successful  Associational  School  of  Church  Music,  conducted 
during  the  week  of  March  8-12,  1954. 
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Our  Associational  Music  Committee  promoted  the  school,  and 
obtained  the  services  of  Dr.  C.  A.  Holcomb  of  the  Music  Depart- 
ment of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  to 
supervise  the  activities. 

Total  enrollment  reached  416  with  24  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion represented,  which  gives  some  indication  of  the  interest  of  our 
people  in  improving  our  program  of  Church  Music. 

There  are  many  reasons  for  our  desire  to  improve  the  music 
program  in  our  churches.  One  of  the  outstanding  reasons  is  that 
music  is  an  aid  to  worship,  it  creates  a  worshipful  atmosphere,  and 
the  singing  of  good  worshipful  hymns  is  actually  worship  within 
itself.  We  therefore  recommend  that  great  care  should  be  taken 
in  the  selection  of  the  music  for  our  worship  services,  and  that  the 
congregation  should  be  encouraged  to  take  part  wholeheartedly. 

We  also  feel  that  the  music  by  the  choir,  or  any  other  music 
for  the  church  service,  should  be  carefully  selected  and  should  be 
rendered  in  the  best  manner  possible  in  order  to  aid  the  congre- 
gation in  worship. 

Your  committee  strongly  recommends  that  every  opportunity 
be  seized  to  further  the  music  training  of  those  who  are  furnishing 
music  for  the  church. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  from  the  digest  of  church  letters  that 
seventeen  churches  of  the  Association  reoorted  at  least  two  choirs, 
with  only  one  church  this  year  reporting  no  choir.  Only  seven 
churches  report  a  budget  item  for  the  music  department,  however 
we  are  showing  increased  interest  in  this  department.  Nine  churches 
renorted  a  music  training  course  during  the  year,  and  nine  report 
that  thev  are  using  the  Church  Musician  Magazine.  We  would  cer- 
tainly like  to  recommend  that  more  churches  take  advantage  of 
the  use  of  the  Church  Musician,  if  not  for  the  entire  choir,  they 
should  be  used  by  the  organist  and  choir  director. 

Now,  in  recommending  that  we  train  our  musicians,  we  are 
also  doing  something  about  it.  Our  next  annual  School  of  Church 
Music  is  planned  for  February  21-25,  1955.  Plans  are  going  forward 
for  a  better  and  more  complete  school  than  the  one  for  last  year, 
and  it  is  our  hone  that  every  church  in  the  Association  will  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity.

18.  The  meeting  was  closed  with  a  prayer  of  dedication  by 
Rev.  O.  D.  Moore.

19.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  "To 
The  Work,"  led  by  Brother  Grady  Queen.  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff, 
pastor  of  Faith  Baptist  Church,  led  the  devotionals,  using  the 
scriptures  from  Ephesians  3. 

20.  The  Wingate  College  Boys'  Quartet  sang  very  effectively 
"There's  No  Friend  To  Me  Like  Jesus." 

21.  Rev.  R.  M.  Hauss,  Executive  Director  of  Allied  Church 
League,  was  recognized  and  brought  some  fitting  remarks  relative 
to  temperance  and  sobriety.  He  requested  that  all  of  the  churches 
in  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  observe  "Commitment  Day"  De- 
cember 5,  1954;  at  which  time  the  pastors  were  requested  to  ask  for 
commitments  for  total  abstinance. 

22.  The  report  on  Christian  Education  was  brought  by  Rev. 
J.  W.  Allen,  and  was  adopted.  Dr.  Phil  Elliott,  President,  Gardner- 
Webb  College,  was  presented  and  he  in  turn  introduced  Francis  B. 
Dedmond  of  the  faculty  of  Gardner-Webb  College.  Dr.  Elliott 
brought  a  stirring  message  to  the  report. 

Report  on  Christian  Education 

The  term  "Christian  Education,"  is  as  broad  as  life  itself.  It 
begins  in  the  home  and  extends  to  the  church  and  to  the  public 
schools,  then  to  the  institutions  of  higher  learning. 

Since  this  report  must  be  as  brief  as  possible,  we  must  limit 
ourselves  to  the  institutions  of  higher  learning  specifically  support- 
ed by  Baptists. 
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In  North  Carolina  we  are  fortunate  to  have  seven  colleges  own- 
ed and  operated  by  the  Baptists  of  this  state.  Of  the  seven,  there 
are  five  Junior  Colleges.  These  colleges  are  so  located  over  the 
state  that  every  section  of  the  state  has  access  to  a  fine  Christian 
College. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  many  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  do  not 
know  the  names  of  these  colleges  nor  their  location.  They  extend 
from  Murfreesboro  to  Mars  Hill.  They  are  Chowan,  Campbell, 
Meridith,  Wake  Forest,  Wingate,  Gardner- Webb  and  Mars  Hill. 
Wake  Forest  and  Meridith  are  four  year  colleges.  Meridith  is  the 
only  one  that  is  not  co- educational — it  is  for  girls  only. 

Along  with  these  colleges  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  help  sup- 
port five  seminaries.  They  are  Southern,  Louisville,  Ky.;  South- 
eastern, Wake  Forest;  New  Orleans,  New  Orleans,  La.;  Southwest- 
ern, Ft.  Worth,  Texas;  Golden  Gate,  Berkeley,  Calif.  We  also  help 
support  the  Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work,  Louisville, 
Ky.  Then  there  is  the  American  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
Nashville,  Tenn.,  a  school  for  Negro  ministers,  that  we  support 
jointly  with  the  National  Baptist  Convention,  U.S.A.,  Inc. 

The  majority  of  our  ministers,  missionaries  and  religious  work- 
er are  trained  in  these  schools. 

We  can  be  justly  proud  that  all  of  our  Baptist  Schools  rank 
among  the  best  in  the  country.  Their  graduates  have  taken  their 
places  at  the  top  of  almost  every  field  of  endeavor. 

Yet  we  find  some  things  in  close  study  that  make  us  wonder 
how  they  do  it.  For  instance  the  state  institutions  of  North  Caro- 
lina get  more  than  $500.00  per  student  annually  from  our  tax  dol- 
lars, while  we  Baptists  give  our  colleges  only  $87.53  per  student  an- 
nually. The  only  way  our  schools  can  operate  is  for  our  faculty 
members  to  serve  at  a  sacrifice  financially  and  to  charge  the  stu- 
dents higher  tuition  and  fees  than  they  would  pay  in  a  state  school. 

This  high  cost  is  no  doubt  one  reason  that  out  of  15,000  Baptist 
students  enrolled  in  colleges  only  a  little  over  4,000  are  enrolled  in 
our  Baptist  schools.  So  it  behooves  us  to  do  our  best  to  see  that 
our  schools  are  better  supported. 

Another  alarming  thing  is  that  out  of  every  four  Baptist  stu- 
dents that  graduate  from  high  school  each  year  only  ONE  goes  to 
college  and  only  one  of  twelve  goes  to  a  Baptist  college. 

This  brings  us  back  to  the  home.  Here  we  should  do  our  best  to 
lead  our  young  people  to  further  their  education  beyond  high  school 
and  lead  them  to  choose  a  Baptist  school. 
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Some  continually  find  fault  with  our  schools — surely  they 
would  be  the  first  to  admit  that  they  are  not  perfect.  Neither  are 
our  churches  or  homes.  After  all  our  colleges  must  work  with  the 
characters  that  pass  through  our  homes  and  churches. 

All  in  all  we  can  thank  the  Lord  for  the  fine  work  our  schools 
are  doing  under  the  circumstances.  Let  us  pray  for  them  daily.

23.  The  W.M.U.  report  was  given  by  Mrs.  J.  A.  Richardson, 
Jr.,  the  Associational  W.M.U.  President.  This  report  was  duly  adopt- 
ed. Mrs.  Richardson  made  announcements  about  coming  meetings 
of  the  W.M.U.  organization  and  gave  some  challenging  remarks 
relative  to  W.M.U.  work  in  the  association. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  Report 

As  we  come  at  this  time  to  appraise  the  work  of  the  past  year 
we  find  that  there  have  been  accomplishments  of  which  we  can  be 
proud;  also  that  there  are  phases  of  our  program  of  work  and  areas 
in  our  association  which  need  to  be  strengthened  and  encouraged. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  our  young  people's  organizations 
this  year.  We  are  reporting  28  more  now  than  at  this  time  last  year, 
with  15  of  these  being  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters.  This  is  quite  an 
accomplishment  and  proves  to  us  that  more  and  more  of  our  pastors 
and  laymen  are  becoming  interested  in  the  work  of  our  boys.  There 
are  yet  5  of  our  churches  with  no  missionary  organization  for  her 
young  people.  We  long  to  see  the  day  when  all  of  the  churches 
will  be  providing  missionary  organizations  for  her  young  people. 
There  are  now  113  organizations  with  1,035  young  people  enrolled. 
The  past  year  has  been  a  good  one  in  many  respects  as  we  see 
progress  being  made  in  most  every  phase  of  the  work  of  the  young 
people. 

For  the  first  time  this  past  summer  we  attempted  an  associ- 
ational camp  for  some  of  our  young  people.  We  provided  overnight 
camps  for  the  Junior  G.A.'s  and  R.A.'s  and  for  the  Intermediate 
G.A.'s  and  R.A.'s.  In  spite  of  extremely  limited  facilities  the  four 
camps  were  an  overwhelming  success.  Our  dream  of  the  future 
is  a  camp  site  of  our  own  where  we  can  provide  for  our  young  peo- 
ple as  other  associations  are  doing.  This  is  not  an  impossible  dream 
but  it  will  take  the  combined  prayers  and  efforts  of  us  all  if  it  is 
to  become  a  reality. 

In  this  year  we  had  25  of  our  32  missionary  societies  reporting 
directed  Community  Missions,  thus  providing  an  avenue  for  ef- 
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fective  service  by  their  members.  The  results  of  this  work  cannot 
be  given  in  cold  statistics,  for  it  was  directed  toward  individual 
men  and  women,  boys  and  girls  in  whose  hearts  and  lives  was  a 
need  for  a  Christian  ministry.  In  our  missionary  organizations  there 
are  hundreds  of  women  and  young  people  who  want  to  make  their 
community  more  Christlike,  who  long  to  witness  for  Christ  in  a  def- 
inite way,  but  they  do  not  know  how  to  take  hold.  They  need  a 
handle.  Community  Missions  can  be  that  handle  offering  opportun- 
ities to  all  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  give  a  portion 
of  themselves  to  spread  the  Christian  message  even  in  their  own 
communities. 

We  have  in  our  hands  no  more  effective  instrument  than  mis- 
sion study  for  stimulating  our  people  to  do  something  about  the 
world's  needs.  Our  records  show  a  small  gain  for  last  year  in  mis- 
sion study  classes  taught  and  in  books  read.  Our  people  need  to  be 
reading  and  studying  books  that  not  only  build  character  but  send 
money,  prayers,  and  lives  around  the  world  with  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

The  record  we  have  furnishes  a  tangible  evidence  of  the  year's 
advance  in  stewardship.  There  is  no  way  of  knowing  what  members 
of  W.M.U.  organizations  give  through  the  Cooperative  Program, 
but  the  increase  in  the  offerings  of  the  Seasons  of  Prayer  indicate 
somewhat  of  an  enlarged  conception  of  the  duty  and  privilege  of 
giving  to  Missions. 

The  loyal  and  consecrated  leadership  of  many  of  our  presidents 
has  brought  about  increases  in  membership,  in  mission  study,  in 
community  missions,  in  observance  of  the  seasons  of  prayer  and  in 
our  gifts  to  missions.  It  brings  joy  to  our  hearts  as  we  review  the 
records  of  the  past  year.  We  are  justly  proud  when  we  see  the  work 
of  our  Lord  going  forward  and  yet  we  must  not  become  satisfied  as 
long  as  there  are  unreached  women  and  young  people  in  Rowan 
County.  As  these  are  enlisted  in  the  work  of  the  Master  we  will  be 
able  to  enlarge  the  Kingdom  here  at  home  and  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth. 

Another  year  of  service, 
Of  witness  of  Thy  Love, 
Another  year  of  training 
For  holier  work  above; 
Another  year  is  dawning, 
Dear  Father,  let  it  be 
On  earth,  or  else  in  heaven, 
Another  year  for  Thee. 
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With  a  challenge  of  these  words,  we  face  this  another  year. 
We  trust  that  by  accepting  our  opportunities  of  service  we  will 
achieve  greater  things  in  Kingdom  Work.

24.  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley  gave  the  report  on  Associational, 
State,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  which  was  adopted.  Rev.  Brink- 
ley  presented  Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey,  Secretary  of  State  Missions  for 
North  Carolina,  and  he  brought  a  most  inspiring  message  on  mis- 
sions. 

Missions  Report 

In  Matt.  28:19-20  we  have  what  has  aptly  been  called  "the 
Great  Commission,"  which  means  the  commission  our  Lord  gave 
to  the  early  Church  and  that  He  gives  to  the  churches  today.  In 
this  scripture  our  Lord  teaches  us  that  we  are  to  labor,  through 
the  proclamation  of  the  gospel,  for  the  salvation  of  people  both 
near  and  far  and  wherever  they  live  in  the  world.  As  Baptists  we 
are  seeking  to  carry  out  the  above  commission  through  the  support 
we  give  to  Associational,  State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions.  My 
report  will  include  these  four  phases  of  our  work. 

I.   Associational  Missions 

In  this  report  I  shall  endeavor  to  set  forth  the  major  activities 
of  our  Missionary,  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  for  the  past  twelve  months. 
In  this  report  you  will  be  able  to  see  what  a  magnificent  job  she 
has  done. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL:  Taught  29  Sunday  School  lessons,  taught 
7  study  courses,  spoke  to  2  assembly  groups,  participated  in  4  local 
and  2  associational  meetings,  spoke  to  S.  S.  Convention,  attended 
Clinic  at  Charlotte,  and  Regional  Meeting  in  Albemarle. 

VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL:  Taught  Vacation  Bible  School 
Guide  in  2  churches,  participated  in  3  faculty  meetings,  helped  in 
associational  clinic,  served  as  principal  in  5  schools,  served  as  super- 
intendent of  intermediate  department  in  3  schools,  taught  interme- 
diate department  in  1  school,  and  attended  State  Clinic  at  Fruitland. 

TRAINING  UNION:  Taught  13  study  courses,  organized  1 
union,  assisted  in  organizing  1  union,  made  6  talks  to  groups,  includ- 
ing 2  banquets,  took  part  in  16  meetings,  and  attended  Assembly 
at  Ridgecrest. 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION:  Spoke  to  29  meetings, 
taught  18  mission  study  classes,  organized  1  Junior  and  1  Inter- 
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mediate  G.  A.,  helped  direct  and  promote  Camp  for  R.  A.'s  and 
G.  A.'s,  participated  in  4  meetings,  conducted  devotions  at  Mission 
Study  Institute,  attended  W.  M.  U.  Divisional  Meeting,  and  State 
Council  Meeting. 

GENERAL  MEETINGS:  Attended  Conference  on  Evangelism, 
Baptist  State  Convention,  W.  M.  U.  Convention,  and  State  S.  S. 
Meeting. 

Your  Missions  Committee  reached  a  decision  during  the  year 
to  open  a  mission  in  the  Veteran's  Hospital  area  of  Salisbury,  and 
secured  the  consent  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Salisbury  to 
sponsor  that  work.  We  anticipate  the  beginning  of  a  work  there 
at  a  very  early  date. 

OTHER  SERVICES:  Helped  with  religious  survey,  helped 
with  survey  for  starting  branch  Sunday  School,  led  devotional 
service  at  Nursing  Home,  spoke  at  banquet,  spoke  at  Watch  Night 
Service,  took  part  in  dedication  service,  in  Y.  W.  C.  A.  service,  in 
homecoming  program,  attended  conference  for  associational  mis- 
sionaries at  Fruitland,  and  program  planning  meeting  for  associa- 
tional missionaries,  conducted  18  worship  services,  conducted  11 
prayer  services,  conducted  devotions  on  radio,  and  conducted  serv- 
ice at  County  Home.  Held  722  individual  conferences,  14  group 
conferences,  26  committee  meetings,  published  Rowan  Rambler, 
prepared  and  distributed  calendar  of  activities,  traveled  in  the 
association  12,800  miles,  traveled  outside  of  association  1,666  miles. 

2.    State  Missions 

The  following  statement  by  Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey  reveals  something 
of  the  scope  and  challenge  of  our  State  Mission  task  in  North 
Carolina. 

State  Missions  is  the  missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ  and  teach,  enlist, 
and  train  the  saved  in  giving,  living,  and  serving  through  the 
churches  and  throughout  the  world. 

There  are  4,200,000  people  in  the  state.  1,900,000  of  these  above 
the  age  of  eight  years  are  affiliated  with  some  kind  of  church. 
1,900,000  of  these  above  the  age  of  eight  years  are  unchurched. 
If  25  per  cent  of  the  affiliated  church  members  are  unsaved,  then 
62 Vi  per  cent  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina  above  the  age  of 
eight  years  are  lost.  North  Carolina,  therefore,  is  far  from  being 
half  Christian. 

We  have  760,000  Baptist  church  members  in  North  Carolina. 
Perhaps  35  per  cent  of  these  are  enlisted  and  are  being  taught  and 
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trained  in  Christian  living,  giving,  and  serving.  This  means  that 
65  per  cent  of  our  church  constituency  is  not  dedicated  in  the 
Christian  profession. 

Our  people  need  to  be  taught  and  trained;  the  more  than  60 
per  cent  of  our  population  who  are  lost  need  a  Saviour;  a  more 
highly  developed  and  intelligent  congregation  calls  for  a  well- 
trained  pastor;  the  colored  races  in  our  midst  look  to  us  for  help; 
the  moral  standards  of  our  state  need  to  be  raised  to  a  higher  level. 
Our  church  and  denominational  leaders  of  tomorrow  need  to  be 
taught  and  trained  in  cooperation  and  loyalty  now.  State  Missions 
seeks  to  meet  these  needs  through  its  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  and  Rural  Church  Departments;  its  Department  of  Evangel- 
ism; through  aid  on  the  purchase  of  sites  for  new  churches; 
through  aid  on  pastors'  salaries;  through  Pastors'  Schools  at  Fruit- 
land,  Mars  Hill,  and  Caswell;  through  limited  aid  to  our  colored 
races,  and  the  promotion  of  a  Baptist  Student  Program  among 
20,000  young  men  and  young  ladies  from  our  Baptist  homes  who 
are  attending  the  many  colleges,  universities,  business  and  medical 
schools  of  our  state. 

Other  areas  of  need  constantly  challenge  the  resources  of  State 
Missions,  namely:  The  Allied  Church  League,  the  Silent  People, 
the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  the  Assemblies — Fruitland  and 
Caswell.  Let  us  pray  earnestly  and  give  of  time  and  money  more 
unselfishly  and  more  generously  than  ever  before  so  that  these 
needs  may  be  supplied. 

3.    Home  Missions 

Climaxing  the  Five-Year  Crusade  of  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
the  emphasis  this  year  is  on  witnessing  for  Christ.  In  the  Board's 
objective  to  lead  every  individual  Christian  to  become  a  more 
effective  witness  it  is  hoped  that  the  Christian  testimony  may  be 
given  among  the  minority  groups,  the  neglected,  and  the  under- 
privileged. 

During  1953  the  Board  had  937  regular  missionaries  and  em- 
ployed 366  in  the  Student  Summer  Mission  Program,  making  a 
total  of  1,303  missionaries.  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence  rounded  out  his 
tenure  as  executive  secretary-treasurer  and  was  succeeded  by 
Dr.  Courts  Redford. 

In  the  meetings  and  regular  work  of  the  missionaries  31,849 
conversions  were  reported.  Professions  of  faith  reported  by  Baptist 
chaplains  numbered  17,912  and  baptisms  reported  in  evangelism 
crusades  led  by  members  of  the  evangelistic  staff  numbered  6,140, 
making  a  total  number  of  conversions  reported  under  either  direct 
or  indirect  ministry  of  home  missionaries,  55,901. 
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In  the  reports  of  home  missionaries  for  1953  it  was  revealed 
that  284  new  churches  were  constituted  and  706  new  missions 
opened.  The  missionaries  entered  into  the  "Million  More  In  '54" 
program  and  organized  many  new  classes  and  mission  Sunday 
Schools. 

Among  the  many  phases  of  the  Home  Mission  Board's  services 
are:  The  City  Mission  Program,  the  Rural  Church  Program,  Moun- 
tain Missions,  Western  and  Pioneer  Missions,  Rural  Survey  Pro- 
gram, Ministry  to  Trailer  Camos,  Ministry  to  Military  Personnel, 
Work  with  Broken  Homes  and  Juvenile  Delinquents,  and  the  Cor- 
respondence Bible  Course.  Many  mission  study  books,  copies  of 
Southern  Baptist  Home  Missions,  tracts  and  pamphlets  were  pub- 
lished and  distributed. 

4.   Foreign  Missions 

The  Southern  Baotist  Foreign  Mission  Board  appointed  70 
missionaries  during  1953;  37  have  been  appointed  during  the  first 
five  months  of  1954.  During  the  past  17  months  53  missionaries 
were  lost  from  active  service  through  death,  resignation,  and  retire- 
ment, giving  an  increase  of  54  for  active  service.  As  of  June  1, 
1954,  the  Board  has  931  active  missionaries. 

Missionaries  are  located  in  170  stations  in  35  countries  or  ter- 
ritories: Argentina  has  45  missionaries,  the  Bahamas  4  (and  one 
retired  couple),  Brazil  179,  Chile  34,  China  32  (English  Hong  Kong 
12,  Portuguese  Macao  4,  unassigned  16),  Columbia  23,  Costa  Rica  4, 
Ecuador  7,  Egypt  (Gaza)  3,  Formosa  7,  Gold  Coast  6,  Guatemala 
8,  Hawaii  43,  Honduras  6,  Indonesia  20,  Israel  13,  Italy  10,  Jamaica 
2,  Jaoan  101,  Jordan  8,  Korea  15,  Lebanon  7,  Malaya  13,  Mexico  27, 
Nigeria  166,  Paraguay  17,  Peru  4,  Philippines  31,  Southern  Rhodesia 
16,  Spain  6,  Switzerland  (European  Semmarv)  9,  Thailand  17, 
Uruguay  12,  Venezuela  8,  and  Spanish  Publishing  House  in  El 
Paso  8.  Two  of  the  countries — Jamaica  and  Egypt — were  entered 
during  1954. 

Among  the  mission  highlights  were:  Re-entry  of  missionaries 
into  Spain  after  an  absence  of  over  a  year,  and  reopening  of  the 
seminary;  reopening  of  the  Bitye  school  in  Revoli,  Italy;  new  semi- 
nary building  in  Torreon,  Mexico;  beginning  of  theological  train- 
ing and  medical  work  in  Indonesia  and  Malaya;  opening  of  the 
first  Baptist  Bitye  Institute  in  the  Bahamas;  location  of  headquar- 
ters for  Spanish  W.  M.  U.  literature  in  Santiago,  Chile;  permit  to 
practice  medicine  in  Mexico  granted  to  a  missionary  doctor  (mak- 
ing a  hosoital  possible  in  Mexico);  purchase  of  property  for  a 
hospital  in  Pusan  Harbor,  Korea;  organization  of  a  Baotist  Church 
for  Thai  people  and  organization  of  the  first  Baptist  Church  in 
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Jordan  Ajloun;  location  of  a  missionary  in  the  capital  of  Mato 
Grosso,  for  the  first  time  placing  a  missionary  in  every  Brazilian 
state  capital;  reaching  the  goal  of  100  missionaries  in  Japan;  a  new 
Baptist  headquarters  building  for  Nigeria  in  Ibadan;  a  new  pub- 
lishing department  in  operation  in  Rome. 

Southern  Baptists  gave  for  foreign  missions  during  1953  a  total 
of  8,759,948.87  through  the  cooperative  program,  Lottie  Moon  offer- 
ing and  special  designated  gifts. 

The  Board  mourns  the  loss  of  Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  executive 
secretary,  who  died  June  27,  1953,  and  of  Dr.  Everett  Gill,  Jr., 
Latin  American  secretary,  who  died  April  25,  1954.  Dr.  Baker 
James  Cauthen  was  elected  executive  secretary,  and  Dr.  J.  Win- 
ston Crawley,  missionary  to  the  Philippines,  was  elected  to  his 
former  position  as  Orient  secretary.  Mr.  Elbert  L.  Wright  became 
business  manager  of  the  Board  following  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
Louis  P.  Seay,  and  Dr.  Rogers  M.  Smith  came  to  the  Board  the 
first  of  the  year  as  field  representative.

O.  D.  Moore  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Rowan  Association  send  mes- 
sages of  sympathy  to  the  wife  and  husband  of  these  deceased 
friends.  This  motion,  with  the  amendment,  was  carried. 

27.  The  afternoon  session  was  brought  to  a  close  with  prayer 
offered  by  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley;  session  to  reconvene  this  evening 
at  7:00  P.M.  at  the  Trading  Ford  Baptist  Church.

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29.  Mrs.  Earle  Blalock  was  recognized  for  the  Historical  Com- 
mission report.  Several  slides  of  the  churches  and  pastoriums  in 
the  association  were  shown  on  screen.  This  report  was  adopted 
upon  proper  motion  and  second. 

Report  of  Historical  Committee 

The  Historical  Committee  of  the  Rowan  Association  is  chang- 
ing the  historical  report  this  year.  In  interest  of  associational  infor- 
mation we  are  presenting  pictures  of  our  churches  and  their  im- 
provement over  the  past  four  years. 

Since  it  will  be  impossible  to  present  the  progress  of  all 
churches  in  our  association  in  the  allotted  time,  we  plan  later  in 
the  year,  a  night  set  apart  for  the  showing  of  all  our  work.  This 
will  be  of  deepest  interest  to  every  member  of  every  church. 

For  our  gracious  accomplishments  we  are  grateful,  for  our 
visionary  outreach,  we  thank  our  Heavenly  Father.  Yet  there  is 
room.  We  must  follow  the  beloved  Saint  Paul  who  constantly 
pressed  toward  the  mark — to  the  high  calling — this  we  must  do 
in  faith,  in  love  and  in  the  strength  of  our  Lord  Jesus.

Rev.  Moore  presented  Dr.  J.  C.  Canipe,  State  Secretary  of  Evangel- 
ism for  North  Carolina,  who  brought  a  soul-stirring  message  which 
challenged  the  hearts  of  all  present. 

Report  on  Evangelism 

Evangelism  is  the  cornerstone  and  capstone  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment Church.  When  personal  and  mass  evangelism  is  removed 
from  the  center  of  the  church  program,  the  jugular  vein  of  the 
church  is  cut,  and  will  eventually  bleed  to  death. 

Andrew  Blackwood  stated  not  too  long  ago  that  "since  1918 
there  has  been  little  or  no  emphasis  upon  evangelism  in  the  Yale 
Lectures." 
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This  reminds  one  of  the  story  Dr.  Sidney  W.  Powell  in  "Toward 
the  Great  Awaking"  tells.  He  states  that  the  Salisbury  Cathedral 
of  England  was  built  in  1250  with  a  spire  of  404  feet.  Recently 
it  was  pronounced  in  a  perilous  condition.  Not  because  the  corner- 
stone was  taken  out,  but  because  the  spire  had  moved  two  feet 
off  center.  Maybe  this  is  a  parable  of  present  day  evangelism  in 
connection  with  the  average  Baptist  Church.  We  haven't  left  it  out 
of  the  program,  but  it  has  been  moved  off  center.  Without  evangel- 
ism, a  church  may  perpetuate  its  tradition,  preserve  its  ritual,  accu- 
mulate wealth,  attract  attendance,  but  it  will  lose  the  essential 
vitamins  to  its  health  and  may  eventually  experience  death. 

But  the  Lord  has  placed  this  great  evangelistic  emphasis  upon 
Southern  Baptists.  Men  like  Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews  and  Dr.  C.  B. 
Jackson  will  be  remembered  as  pioneers  in  this  field. 

In  1955  we  are  to  have  a  simultaneous  crusade  designed  for 
every  Baptist  Church  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Our 
date  is  April  10-24,  1955. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  every  church  in  this  Association 
will  enter  into  this  crusade  without  any  reservation.  I  sincerely 
hooe  that  the  inspiration  could  be  so  great  that  every  Evangelical 
Church  and  denomination  would  plan  simultaneous  revivals.  Thus 
we  could  have  a  world-wide  crusade  and  only  eternity  would  reveal 
the  far  reaching  effects. 

By  way  of  summary,  in  our  own  Association  I  want  to  give 
you  the  following  facts.  There  were  48  revivals  in  our  Association 
last  year,  with  4  churches  not  having  revivals,  and  3  churches 
reporting  no  baptisms.  We  had  496  baptisms,  an  average  of  15% 
per  church,  or  1  to  20,  based  upon  our  total  membership  of  the 
association. 

In  the  1955  simultaneous  crusade,  with  the  emphasis  upon  1  to 
8,  we  should  bring  this  down  to  at  least  1  to  10.  Let  the  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union,  W.  M.  U.,  Brotherhood,  Music  Department, 
Deacons,  Ushers,  and  all  members  get  behind  this  effort  next  year. 
Only  eternity  will  reveal  what  may  happen  if  we  will  go  "all-out" 
for  this  crusade  next  year.

Report  of  The  Ordination  Committee 

Your  Ordination  Committee  composed  of  Clay  R.  Barnes, 
Chairman,  H.  G.  Mason,  Robert  Winecoff,  J.  H.  Nettles,  and  J.  C. 
Cheek  presented  the  following  report: 

In  January  the  committee  was  called  by  the  Trading  Ford 
Baptist  Church  to  examine  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  Brother  George 
Hankins.  After  the  examination  the  committee  recommended  his 
ordination.  Later  he  was  ordained  by  the  Trading  Ford  Church 
and  is  now  a  pastor  of  the  Jonesville  Baptist  Church. 

In  September  at  the  request  of  the  Stallings  Memorial  Baptist 
Church  the  committee  examined  Brother  Donald  Morris  for  the 
Gospel  Ministry  and  recommended  his  ordination.  Later  he  was 
ordained  by  the  Stallings  Memorial  Church.  He  is  now  pastor  of 
the  East  Corinth  Baptist  Church  in  this  association  and  a  student 
at  Catawba  College  in  Salisbury. 

In  April  at  the  request  of  the  Phaniels  Baptist  Church  C.  W. 
Burton  was  examined  by  your  committee  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 
He  was  later  ordained  by  the  Phaniels  Church  and  is  now  a  pastor 
in  the  Alexander  Association. 

We  thank  God  that  He  has  counted  these  men  worthy  and  has 
called  them  from  our  churches  "to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor, 
to  heal  the  broken  hearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to  the  captives, 
and  recovery  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are 
bruised,  to  preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord."

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Associational  Membership  Committee 

The  Central  Avenue  Baptist  Church  here  in  Kannapolis  de- 
sires to  be  admitted  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

This  church  was  organized  in  Cabarrus  County  and  has  been 
in  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  for  nine  years. 

This  church  has  recently  built  a  new  church  plant  located  in 
Rowan  County,  and  has  a  membership  of  approximately  two  hun- 
dred. Their  present  pastor  is  the  Rev.  Thomas  Dyar.  Brother 
Dyar's  father  and  brother  are  also  Baptist  ministers. 

The  investigation  conducted  by  this  committee  developed  no 
information  which  could  form  a  basis  for  refusing  to  admit  this 
church  into  our  fellowship.

43.  Rev.  Zeb  D.  Baker  was  recognized  and  presented  a  report 
on  Radio  and  Television  which  was  adopted  upon  proper  motion. 
A  recommendation  was  made  by  Rev.  Baker  that  the  association 
ask  the  Program  Committee  to  allow  some  time  for  a  representa- 
tive of  the  radio  station  to  speak  to  the  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  association.  This  recommendation  was  voted  upon 
and  carried. 

Report  on  Radio  and  Television 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  located  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  is  now  in  its  thirteenth  year 
of  service  to  approximately  nine  million  Southern  Baptists.  Today 
the  Baptist  Hour  is  heard  in  33  states,  8  territories  and  foreign 
countries,  also  used  by  Armed  Services  in  hospitals  and  for  re- 
gional broadcasts  over  more  than  390  radio  stations,  forming  the 
largest  independent  sustaining  network  in  the  world  carrying  a 
religious  program.  The  same  type  of  equipment  used  in  the  largest 
studios  in  the  nation  for  concert  work  is  used  in  making  the  master 
tape  for  the  Baptist  Hour.  Our  work  in  the  field  of  radio  and  tele- 
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vision  is  progressing  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Jimmie  Morris 
of  Raleigh,  who  is  the  North  Carolina  member  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Radio  Commission. 

Here  in  our  state  the  colleges  are  being  constantly  encouraged 
to  make  available  for  students  courses  in  radio  and  visual  educa- 
tion. At  present  several  of  our  junior  Baptist  colleges  have  courses 
and  facilities  for,  and  are  carrying  out  weekly  broadcasts.  Wingate 
has  this  program,  this  course  has  been  taught  at  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege for  the  past  six  years.  This  year  the  course  was  included  in 
the  Southeastern  Seminary. 

Slides  and  script  are  available  on  State  Missions  and  on  our 
Summer  Assemblies.  We  now  have  two  natural  color  sound  films 
on  State  Missions  and  Summer  Assemblies  ready  for  free  distribu- 
tion to  the  churches  of  our  state.  We  also  have  many  other  films, 
scripts,  and  sets  of  slides  aavilable  to  the  churches.  All  we  have 
to  do  is  give  advance  notice  to  Brother  Jimmie  Morris. 

In  our  own  association,  all  the  Baptist  pastors  living  in  the 
Salisbury- Spencer  area  have  at  least  one  week  each  year  on  both 
of  our  Salisbury  stations,  at  which  time  they  bring  our  morning 
devotions.  We  have  not  bought  any  time  on  radio  this  year.  We 
have  about  $500.00  in  our  budget  for  this  purpose  which  we  expect 
to  use  this  coming  year  to  spearhead  our  Simultaneous  Revival 
effort. 

Some  weeks  ago  your  representative  approached  Mr.  Giles 
Atkins,  program  promoter  of  Radio  Station  WSAT,  in  regard  to 
the  Baptist  Hour.  He  graciously  consented  to  give  us  from  12:30 
to  1:00  P.M.  each  Sunday  free  time  to  promote  and  present  our 
program. 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  was  approached  beforehand  to  make  sure  that  the 
recording  could  be  secured.  The  arrangements  were  made  and 
now  the  program  is  being  sent  direct  to  the  studio  each  week.  We 
hope  you  are  enjoying  the  program  and  if  so  write  your  Baptist 
Hour  and  let  them  know  how  much  you  appreciate  it. 

We  wish  to  make  this  recommendation:  That  the  Program 
Committee  next  year  allow  some  time  for  a  representative  of  Sta- 
tion WSAT  to  speak  to  the  Radio  report.

44.  Rev.  Clay  R.  Barnes  was  presented  and  he  gave  the  report 
on  Homes  for  Aging  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  E.  H.  Potts,  who  had 
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not  yet  arrived  for  the  meeting.  This  report  was  adopted.  Rev. 
Barnes  presented  Rev.  Zeb  Caudle,  manager  of  Home  for  Aging, 
Albemarle,  N.  C,  who  brought  a  challenging  and  informative  mes- 
sage to  the  report. 

Report  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 

The  fourth  associational  year  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the 
Aging  has  been  one  of  considerable  expansion  and  encouraging 
progress.  There  are  many  evidences  of  the  continued  blessing  of 
God  upon  this  newest  phase  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  program. 

A  step  forward  was  taken  when  the  Albemarle  Home  opened 
its  doors  on  December  7,  1953.  It  afforded  space  for  35  additional 
residents,  making  the  total  capacity  of  the  two  Homes  54  resi- 
dents— Resthaven,  Winston-Salem  (19),  and  the  Albemarle  Home 
(35).  The  purchase  price  of  the  property  at  Albemarle — Hospital 
and  Nurses  Home  buildings  and  3  acres  of  land — was  $25,000.  The 
cost  of  renovation  was  about  $75,000,  thus  making  the  total  cost 
of  this  plant  $100,000.  But,  with  the  value  of  the  equipment  do- 
nated, the  property  there  should  now  be  worth  at  least  $300,000. 
Good  fortune  was  ours  again  in  securing  the  splendid  staff  of  help- 
ers at  Albemarle.  Rev.  Zeb  A.  Caudle,  former  pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Aberdeen,  was  selected  to  serve  as  superintend- 
ent of  the  Albemarle  Home.  Both  the  residents  of,  and  all  who 
have  visited,  the  Home  have  been  greatly  pleased  with  the  program 
of  service. 

Resthaven,  at  Winston-Salem,  which  began  operating  March 
16,  1951,  has  been  filled  to  capacity  throughout  the  year.  Although 
the  ages  in  both  Homes  range  from  67  to  94  years,  there  has  been 
no  death  within  the  past  year.  The  general  health  has  been  re- 
markably good,  and  the  spirit  of  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the 
residents  has  been  most  encouraging.  The  greatest  loss  came  from 
the  retirement  of  Miss  Edna  L.  Heinzerling,  supervisor  of  Rest- 
haven since  its  opening.  She  had  rendered  most  acceptable  serv- 
ice. Mrs.  Ethel  Fulghum,  a  resident  of  Resthaven,  was  selected 
to  act  as  supervisor  temporarily. 

A  tract  of  34  acres  of  land,  just  outside  of  the  city  limits  of 
Winston- Salem,  was  purchased  in  1953,  for  a  central  site  for  new 
buildings.  The  cost  was  $25,000.  A  topographical  map  has  been 
made  and  an  architect  engaged  to  prepare  sketches  of  buildings 
to  be  erected  on  this  central  site,  as  money  and  circumstances  will 
permit.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  trustees,  however,  to  proceed 
with  one  building  at  a  time.  The  first  unit  will  furnish  space  for 
additional  residents  and  for  offices,  chipel,  infirmary,  laundry, 
refrigeration,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that  construction  of  the  first  unit 
can  get  underway  within  a  year. 
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Inquiries  have  been  received  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  couple 
erecting  a  cottage  on  the  central  site,  so  that  they  might  live  in 
it  until  death,  and  then  the  cottage  would  be  available  to  another 
couple.  The  cost  of  erecting  and  furnishing  it  would  be  paid  by 
the  couple,  but  it  would  become  the  property  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  Homes. 

The  second  Special  Day  Offering,  February  21,  1954,  was  en- 
couraging. The  total  amount  will  probably  be  $65,000  to  $70,000. 
In  addition,  the  Homes  received  $21,000  as  their  share  of  the  Nine- 
Year  Program.  Word  has  come,  too,  of  wills,  from  which  the  Homes 
will  receive  gifts.  At  least  one  will  was  probated  in  1954,  from 
which  estate  the  Homes  will  receive  $2,000.  But  the  most  encour- 
aging progress  has  been  the  response,  on  the  part  of  our  churches, 
to  the  program  of  the  Homes.  More  and  more  of  them  are  begin- 
ning to  support  the  Homes  through  the  Special  Day  Offering,  or 
by  specially  designated  gifts.  These  evidences  indicate  the  future 
success  of  the  Homes  in  providing  more  facilities  and  accommo- 
dating larger  numbers  of  aging  friends. 

The  residents  and  all  who  are  serving  in  the  Homes  are  deeply 
grateful  for  the  help  received  thus  far,  and  they  covet  the  prayers 
and  continued  support  of  our  Baptist  constituency  in  the  future. 

It  is  requested  that  an  associational  representative  be  elected 
at  this  session,  and  the  name  be  sent  to  General  Superintendent 
J.  M.  Hayes,  Kentucky  Avenue,  Winston- Salem,  N.  C.

Rev.  Matheny  brought 
some  challenging  and  stirring  remarks  relative  to  the  report.  Mo- 
tion duly  carried  for  adoption  of  the  report,  with  an  amendment 
that  time  be  allowed  for  a  speaker  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association. 
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Report  on  Social  Service  and  Civic  Righteousness 

As  we  prepare  this  report  on  Social  Service  and  Civic  Right- 
eousness there  are  many  things  that  we  would  like  to  say,  how- 
ever, we  are  limited  by  both  time  and  space.  It  is  our  purpose  to 
present  some  facts,  with  a  conclusion  that  will  help  all  to  see  what 
can  be  done,  and  hoping  that  we  will  all  do  something  to  keep 
Rowan  County,  and  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  a  great  county 
and  a  great  Association. 

For  your  information,  the  State  Committee  on  Social  Service 
and  Civic  Righteousness  is  planning  to  present  four  areas  of  con- 
cern in  its  report  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Charlotte. 
They  are  as  follows:  1.  Race  Relations;  2.  The  Christian  Home; 
3.  General  Law  Enforcement,  and  4.  Beverage  Alcohol.  This  report 
is  found  in  the  "Biblical  Recorder,"  page  2  of  the  October  16,  1954, 
issue.  We  commend  this  report  to  you. 

America  is  a  great  Nation,  North  Carolina  is  a  great  State, 
Rowan  County  is  a  great  County,  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association 
is  a  great  Association,  and  we  want  to  keep  them  great.  That  which 
takes  God  away  from  us,  out  of  our  government,  out  of  our  homes, 
out  of  our  churches,  and  out  of  our  individual  lives,  is  robbing  us 
of  our  greatness.  Therefore,  we  wish  to  present  the  following  facts: 

1.  Tuesday,  August  3,  1954,  the  "Salisbury  Evening  Post" 
published  the  following,  on  the  first  page: 

"The  Board  of  Education  of  Rowan  County  spent  the  regular 
meeting  yesterday  struggling  with  the  difficult  problem  of  how  to 
continue  the  present  excellent  maintenance  of  school  buildings  on 
the  same  amount  of  money  or  possibly  less  money  than  last  year." 

And  under  this  article  was  this  statement  in  big  headlines: 
"Profits  of  Rowan  ABC  System  Moving  Close  To  Two  Million." 

2.  Let  us  look  now  at  a  picture  after  God  has  been  taken  out: 

"CHAPEL  HILL,  N.  C.  A  University  of  North  Carolina  senior 
was  shot  to  death  and  two  other  students  were  wounded  in  a  fra- 
ternity house  shooting  early  today  after  a  night  of  card  playing 
and  beer  drinking." 

Date:    Saturday,  May  15,  1954. 

3.  J.  Edgar  Hoover  has  just  reported  to  the  House  Appropria- 
tions Committee  that  crime  costs  this  country  twently  billion  dol- 
lars annually. 

4.  The  judges  of  our  country  are  declaring  that  from  75  per 
cent  to  90  per  cent  of  all  criminal  cases  stem  from  the  use  of 
alcohol. 
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5.  General  Marshall  declared  the  other  day  that  "The  Cock- 
tail room  of  Hotel  Mayflower  in  Washington"  was  the  weakest  link 
in  our  national  security. 

6.  Figures  show  that  fully  70  per  cent  of  chronic  alcoholics 
in  later  life  started  drinking  as  teen-agers. 

7.  The  goal  of  the  brewing  industry  (1952):  "Beer  is  now  to 
be  found  in  two  out  of  every  three  homes  in  America.  It  is  the 
goal  of  the  industry  to  put  it  in  every  home." 

8.  75  per  cent  of  our  men  and  56  per  cent  of  our  women  spend 
a  total  of  ten  billion  dollars  per  year  for  liquor. 

9.  Our  own  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer  said  that  83  per  cent  of  the  chil- 
dren now  being  received  in  the  Baptist  children's  homes  of  our 
own  state,  come  from  homes  broken  by  the  use  of  beverage  alcohol. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  many  facts  that  we  would  like  to 
present  to  you.  Now,  let  us  turn  to  some  good  news: 

1.  Comics.  Distributors  of  comic  books  of  Charlotte,  North 
Carolina,  are  taking  steps  to  eliminate  objectionable  publications. 

The  Comics  Magazine  Association  of  America  is  preparing  a 
new  code  of  ethics.  Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  the  comics  that 
have  this  stamp  will  be  better  than  those  we  have  today. 

2.  We  are  informed  that  four  million  babies  are  born  each 
year  in  the  United  States,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  one  baby  born 
every  eight  seconds.  What  are  we  doing  for  these  babies? — Here 
is  good  news: 

The  Southern  Baptists  gained  an  average  of  almost  two  new 
churches  a  day  in  1953,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  with 
our  campaign  of  "A  Million  More  In  54,"  our  report  will  even  be 
better. 

3.  Among  the  good  news  we  want  to  express  our  appreciation 
to  The  Allied  Church  League  for  their  good  work.  We  need  to 
back  them  as  individuals,  and  as  churches. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  alcohol  is  recognized  as  "Public 
Enemy  No.  1,"  and  we  should  not  rest  until  it  is  done  away  with. 
We  are  all  faced  with  the  question,  "What'll  you  have?",  as  stated 
by  D.  C.  Crawford,  in  the  August  "Home  Life"  of  this  year,  on 
page  5: 

"What'll  you  have:  broken  homes,  mangled  bodies,  ruined 
lives:  Or  happier  families,  sounder  government,  stronger  young- 
sters?" 
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Friends,  we  are  for  happier  families,  sounder  government,  and 
stronger  youngsters,  and  we  call  upon  you  for  help.  You  can  help 
as  an  individual,  and  you  can  help  through  your  churches.  It  is 
our  conviction  that  some  of  our  churches  ought  to  change  their 
Church  Covenant,  or  some  of  their  members,  or  let  some  of  their 
church  members  go.

Training  Union  Report 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  growth  for  Training 
Unions  throughout  our  Associations.  One  more  of  our  32  churches 
joined  the  family  of  Training  Unions  this  year.  West  Park  is  now 
one  of  us.  This  means  that  30  of  our  32  churches  in  the  Rowan 
Association  have  Training  Unions.  During  the  year,  202  Training 
Union  awards  were  earned.  This  means  that  202  persons  are  bet- 
ter trained  than  a  year  ago. 

One  of  the  main  objectives  was  to  create  new  Unions  and 
Departments  in  order  to  allow  every  member  the  maximum  par- 
ticipation. This  objective  was  reached  in  most  of  our  churches 
and  others  are  making  plans  toward  it. 

Our  four  quarterly  mass  meetings  were  well  attended,  and 
excellent  programs  were  presented.  All  of  these  programs  were 
designed  to  help  each  of  our  Training  Unions  do  a  better  job.

This  can  be  achieved 
only  through  faithfulness,  love,  and  prayer.

Baptist  Brotherhood  Report 

Shortly  after  the  previous  Rowan  Baptist  Association  meeting, 
the  Advisory  Committee  and  Officers  met  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  and  planned  the  meetings 
for  1953-54.    The  attendance  was  splendid  and  enthusiasm  was 
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high.  Four  Associational  meetings  were  planned  and  committees 
were  worked  out  for  various  duties. 

Our  first  meeting  was  held  the  first  Tuesday  in  December, 
1953,  at  the  Faith  Baptist  Church  in  Faith,  North  Carolina.  Dem- 
onstrating their  usual  zeal,  the  men  of  the  church  prepared  a  fine 
welcome  for  us.  Attendance  was  good  and  the  representation  of 
the  various  Brotherhoods  was  inspiring.  After  the  business  was 
conducted,  the  program  was  furnished  by  a  singing  group  called 
the  "Choraleers"  and  they  furnished  some  of  the  most  beautiful 
religious  renditions.  Later  Mr.  A.  L.  Jarrell  spoke  on  the  Minis- 
ters' Retirement  Fund,  which  was  very  educational  to  we  laymen. 
Immediately  after  the  meeting  refreshments  were  served  to  add  to 
the  fine  spirit. 

Our  second  meeting  was  held  at  the  North  Main  Baptist  Church 
the  first  Tuesday  in  March,  1954.  The  Brotherhood  had  just  been 
organized  in  that  church  and  the  officers  were  installed  by  Brother 
Horace  Easom,  who  charged  each  of  them  to  great  service  in  the 
office  which  they  were  to  serve  in  during  the  year.  This  Brother- 
hood has  in  a  very  short  time  become  a  challenge  to  all  of  us  in 
the  Association.  Brother  Horace  Easom  had  charge  of  the  program 
and  spoke  on  the  "Beautiful  Christ."

The  fourth  meeting  was  held  at  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church  on 
the  last  Tuesday  in  September,  1954.  Brother  Grobe  led  a  song 
service  with  lusty  singing  from  the  men.  Reverend  Zeb  Baker 
talked  about  the  place  of  the  Brotherhood  in  assuming  the  leader- 
ship in  forming  and  counseling  the  Royal  Ambassadors.  Elections 
were  held  and  all  the  old  officers  were  re-elected  for  1954-55. 
Later  refreshments  were  served  in  the  basement  of  the  lovely 
parsonage. 

Our  Brotherhood  started  the  year  with  13  churches  participat- 
ing.

Our  Orphanage  has  moved  forward  again  this  year  by  minis- 
tering to  around  700  children. 

In  our  support  to  our  Orphanage  we  have  helped  both  the 
fatherless  and  widows. 

At  our  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home  there  are  many  activi- 
ties going  on;  farm  work  and  the  production  of  food  is  one  inter- 
esting feature,  also  clothing  to  a  great  extent  is  made  by  the 
children  through  the  aid  of  competent  supervisors. 

At  Mills  Home  the  new  recreational  center  and  the  beautiful 
new  church  building  which  were  completed  last  year  are  truly 
great  assets  which  will  enable  better  services  to  be  rendered  to 
the  children  both  physically  and  spiritually;  as  the  children  are 
led  in  worship  by  the  pastor  there  is  a  spirit  of  reverence  that 
would  thrill  the  heart  of  every  North  Carolina  Baptist. 

Plans  are  about  ready  for  the  letting  of  a  contract  for  a  new 
church  building  at  the  Kennedy  Home;  this  when  completed  will 
enable  us  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  children  far  better 
than  ever  before. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  should  ever  be  thankful  for  special 
friends  who  have  made  these  buildings  and  other  facilities  possible. 

We  should  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  for  such  friends  who 
lived  and  are  living  still  in  the  lives  of  our  children. 

In  our  report  it  is  impossible  to  record  the  stories  of  physical, 
social  and  spiritual  needs  that  are  being  made  daily  in  the  office 
of  the  Baptist  Orphanage.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Orphanage 
officials  in  the  final  analysis  to  try  to  translate  these  appeals  into 
action;  only  those  who  must  listen  to  thase  stories  of  human  need 
and  deal  with  the  problems  first-hand  know  what  sympathy,  long 
suffering  patience,  and  good  judgment  this  requires.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  18,  1950 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote  and  develop 
their  energies  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout 
the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advance. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  the  churches  within  its  bounds  and  messengers 
chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled 
to  two  messengers  for  the  first  50  members,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  one  messenger  for  each  50  above  that  number.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Association 
by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical 
information  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to 
send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their 
annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested 
to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
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repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive  - 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance,  but 
cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this 
constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence 
over  the  other. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the 
recognition  of  and  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, be  requested  to  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
of  the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization 
takes  place.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficiently  removed  so 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee the  group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church 
covenant  and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three 
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deacons  of  the  Association  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Should 
this  council  approve  the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group 
will  then  proceed  to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist  Church  of  the 
same  faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association  asking  for  recognition  and  seeking  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  Pastors  and  three 
Deacons  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promo- 
tion Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of 
the  Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
the  Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational 
W.M.U.  Superintendent,  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors  of  all 
the  churches  within  the  Association,  and  one  lay  representative 
from  each  church  elected  by  the  church.  The  duties  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the  Association 
in  the  interim  between  its  annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any 
action  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Association  or  which  would 
initiate  any  new  policies  of  procedures  binding  upon  the  Associa- 
tion unless  specifically  so  directed.  In  an  adequate  emergency  this 
committee  may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due 
to  conditions  arising  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
such  emergencies  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee, 
but  such  actions  so  taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  com- 
mittee shall  meet  quarterly,  the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon 
by  the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organizations, 
including  Brotherhood  President.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
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and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  and  to  advise  with 
any  church  having  any  problem  to  arise  and  seeks  such  help. 

3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations, 
Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance 
Committee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music 
Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day,  or 
that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and  voted 
upon  favorably  the  following  year.

TUESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  25,  1955 

1.  The  Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  opened  at  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church  at  9:30  A.M. 
with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  R.  N.  Huneycutt,  presiding.  Rev.  J.  W. 
Allen  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "All  Hail 
The  Power  Of  Jesus'  Name."  Dr.  James  Bulman  of  the  East  Spen- 
cer Baptist  Church  led  the  devotionals  using  Psalms  133. 

2.  Motion  for  adoption  of  the  program  as  printed  in  the  pro- 
gram folder  was  carried  with  the  amendment  that  such  changes 
as  may  be  necessary  be  made. 

3.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  gave  the  Digest  of  Letters  and 
made  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Report  Of  Executive-Promotion  Committee 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  four 
times  the  past  Associational  Year.  The  Advisory  Committee  also 
met  four  times  during  the  year. 

Fifteen  churches  were  represented  at  the  January  meeting  at 
which  time  the  following  promotional  activities  were  discussed: 
A  motion  was  duly  carried  that  the  Executive-Promotion  Com- 
mittee approve  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  for  the  Rowan  Bap- 
tist Association;  and  that  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk 
and  Associational  Missionary  work  with  the  Nominating  Committee 
of  the  Association  in  recommending  a  committee  to  work  out  the 
details  in  setting  this  program  in  motion.  A  financial  report  was 
given  by  the  Treasurer,  Brother  Graham  Carlton,  at  which  time 
he  stated  there  was  a  balance  of  $1,347.33  in  the  treasury.  Brother 
D.  S.  Tysinger,  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  re- 
ported that  711  awards  were  earned  by  19  churches  in  the  Asso- 
ciation last  year;  and  that  the  Rowan  Association  stood  14th  last 
year  in  the  some  seventy  associations  in  the  state  in  awards. 
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Due  to  the  simultaneous  revival  effort  in  the  Rowan  Associa- 
tion in  April,  the  second  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive-Pro- 
motion Committee  was  held  March  29.  Eight  churches  were  rep- 
resented at  this  meeting  with  the  following  business  transacted:  A 
motion  was  carried  that  the  Chair  appoint  a  committee  to  study 
the  granting  of  deed  to  the  Eastside  Baptist  Church  for  the  church 
property;  and  Rev.  J.  A.  Richardson,  Jr.,  James  Myers  and  Graham 
Carlton  were  appointed.  A  report  was  brought  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Seminary  Extension  Center,  with  a  recommendation 
that  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  serve  as  Director,  and  Brother  Charles 
Summers  as  Treasurer-Registrar.  The  recommendation  was  duly 
adopted.  A  letter  from  the  Cabarrus  Association  was  read  by  the 
Clerk,  James  L.  McCoy,  stating  that  the  Central  Baptist  Church, 
Kannapolis,  N.  C,  was  in  regular  standing  with  the  Cabarrus  Asso- 
ciation at  that  writing. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  Advisory  Committee  suggested  that 
September  15,  1955,  be  designated  as  the  date  for  an  Associational 
Stewardship  Rally,  with  the  further  suggestion  that  Dr.  E.  L. 
Spivey  be  secured  to  speak.  The  Advisory  Committee  also  sug- 
gested that  the  Rowan  Association  plan  for  a  School  of  Missions 
to  be  held  September  9-15,  1956. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  with 
fourteen  churches  represented,  accepted  and  adopted  the  above 
suggestions  from  the  Advisory  Committee.  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley 
made  a  report  for  Rev.  H.  G.  Matheny,  Chairman  of  the  Nominat- 
ing Committee  of  the  Association,  bringing  a  recommendation  that 
Dr.  E.  H.  Potts,  Pastor  of  the  First  Church,  Spencer,  be  elected 
as  Vice-Moderator  of  the  Rowan  Association  to  fill  out  the  unex- 
pired term  of  Rev.  O.  D.  Moore  who  moved  to  another  pastorate. 
Brother  Graham  Carlton,  Treasurer,  stated  that  there  was  about 
$900.00  in  the  treasury  at  this  time. 

At  the  October  meeting  the  Advisory  Committee  suggested  that 
the  Associational  School  of  Missions  be  held  in  November  1957 
instead  of  September  9-15,  1956,  due  to  being  unable  to  obtain 
the  services  of  missionaries  to  staff  the  school  at  that  time.  In 
view  of  this  fact,  it  was  suggested  that  a  Training  Union  Enlarge- 
ment Campaign  be  held  in  1956  provided  the  State  Workers  are 
available. 

Fifteen  churches  were  represented  at  the  October  meeting  of 
the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  at  which  time  the  above  sug- 
gestions of  the  Advisory  Committee  were  accepted  and  adopted. 
Brother  Graham  Carlton  brought  a  gratifying  report  on  the  Bren- 
ner Avenue  Chapel,  a  mission  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salis- 
bury, stating  that  the  attendance  for  the  first  Sunday  was  54  for 
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the  Sunday  School  and  41  for  the  Training  Union  with  an  offering 
of  $191.00;  and  for  the  second  Sunday  61  present  in  Sunday  School 
and  40  in  Training  Union  with  an  offering  of  $240.00.  Rev.  Bob 
Thompson  of  Southeastern  Seminary  is  serving  as  pastor  of  the 
Chapel  which  was  organized  the  first  part  of  October  of  this  year. 
Rev.  J.  A.  Richardson,  Jr.,  made  a  motion  that  the  deed  of  the 
Eastside  Baptist  Church  property  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Eastside  Church.  This  motion  was  properly  carried. 
Brother  Graham  Carlton,  Treasurer,  stated  that  there  was  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  and  some  few  cents  in  the  treas- 
ury at  this  time. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  was 
closed  with  prayer.

The  congregation  stood  in  silent  tribute  to 
Brother  D.  S.  Tysinger,  former  Associational  Sunday  School  Super- 
intendent, and  Brother  Perry  Morgan,  outstanding  Baptist  leader 
in  North  Carolina,  who  recently  departed  this  life. 

Associational  Sunday  School  Report 

The  Baptists  as  a  Bible  believing  people,  having  no  formal 
creed  conceived  by  human  thought,  rely  entirely  upon  the  author- 
ity of  the  Bible.  With  this  in  mind,  the  Sunday  School  undertakes 
its  task  as  the  teaching  agency  of  our  churches.  Through  this 
teaching  program  we  strive  to  encourage  these  important  phases 
of  our  work: 

(1)  A  session  of  the  Sunday  School  each  Sunday. 

(2)  A  Vacation  Bible  School  for  two  weeks  each  year. 

(3)  A  week  of  Bible  Study  the  first  week  in  January  each 
year. 
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(4)  Daily  Bible  Reading  and  family  devotionals  in  each  home. 

(5)  A  branch  Sunday  School  in  each  unchurched  community. 

We  also  endeavor  to  promote  each  year  a  one-day  Vacation 
Bible  School  Clinic,  and  a  Sunday  School  Planning  Meeting  where 
we  can  more  effectively  plan  our  program  of  work.  So  one  can 
readily  see  that  our  Sunday  School  ministry  goes  far  beyond  the 
weekly  classroom  teaching  on  Sunday  morning. 

Our  plans  must  also  include  an  application  of  what  we  teach. 
No  teaching  could  be  successful  if  it  stopped  at  the  end  of  a  lesson 
period.  In  our  application  we  want  to  think  about  those  around 
us,  who  are  without  the  teaching  ministry  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 
We  can  do  this  by  our  effort  to  enlist  every  member  of  every  fam- 
ily in  Sunday  School  where  there  is  Bible  teaching  for  every  mem- 
ber of  the  family.  Then  with  the  lost  under  the  influence  of  the 
Gospel  we  can  more  effectively  lead  them  to  know  Christ  as  Lord 
and  Saviour.  We  can  help  every  Christian  grow  in  grace  and 
knowledge  through  the  study  of  our  text  book,  the  Bible,  and 
encourage  every  Christian  to  become  a  more  useful  church  mem- 
ber and  Christian  citizen. 

As  we  look  around  us  and  see  the  multitudes  of  people  may 
we  not  be  contented  with  our  efforts  of  the  past.  May  we  continue 
to  start  new  Sunday  Schools,  provide  more  space,  train  more  work- 
ers, bring  more  people  to  hear  the  message  of  salvation.  May  this 
be  our  daily  prayer  as  we  pray  and  study  our  Bibles.  As  we  re- 
dedicate  our  lives  to  God's  service.  That  He  will  use  us  to  spread 
His  Kingdom  throughout  all  the  world,  beginning  at  home  to  the 
farthest  corner  of  the  earth.

Christian  Education  Report 

Why  do  Baptists  consider  it  necessary  to  operate  theological 
seminaries  and  colleges?  Throughout  their  history  they  have  sup- 
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ported  these  colleges  and  seminaries  along  with  their  orphanages, 
hospitals,  homes  for  the  aging,  state  missions  activities,  home  mis- 
sions and  foreign  missions;  and  it  is  perfectly  reasonable  for  us 
to  pause  from  time  to  time  and  demand  that  we  answer  these 
questions  about  what  we  are  doing. 

As  Southern  Baptists  we  seem  to  believe  that  there  is  an  ever- 
growing need  for  increasing  the  number  and  enlarging  the  present 
theological  seminaries  for  the  training  of  ministers  of  the  gospel 
and  other  full-time  Christian  workers.  In  addition  to  our  five 
Southern  Baptist  theological  seminaries,  we  aid  the  American 
Baptist  Seminary  for  Negroes  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and  the 
Carver  School  of  Missions  and  Social  Work.  These  seven  institu- 
tions had  a  total  enrollment  of  5,782  young  people  last  year  study- 
ing for  various  phases  of  full-time  Christian  service,  including 
3,826  ministers  and  810  mission  volunteers. 

Southern  Baptists  in  this  Convention  year  1955  propose  to  give 
to  these  seven  seminaries  a  total  of  $3,095,225.96  from  their  Co- 
operative Program  funds  for  an  average  of  $535  per  student.  These 
funds  will  be  used  for  both  operating  the  seminaries  and  providing 
new  buildings  and  other  capital  improvements.  At  the  present 
time  there  is  a  special  committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention considering  the  advisability  of  adding  one  or  more  new 
seminaries,  and  maybe  Bible  institutes.  This  investment  in  semi- 
nary training  for  these  young  people  represents  almost  26  cents 
out  of  every  Cooperative  Program  dollar  made  available  for  our 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  work.  This  seems  to  be  a  very  posi- 
tive statement  that  Southern  Baptists  believe  it  important  to  make 
available  such  facilities  for  their  leaders. 

Behind  the  South-wide  program,  with  the  support  and  under 
the  control  of  the  various  Baptist  State  Conventions  in  our  South- 
ern Convention  territory,  there  are  in  operation  30  senior  colleges, 
21  junior  colleges,  eight  academies  and  four  Bible  schools,  with  a 
total  enrollment  last  college  year  of  53,457  students.  Of  these 
53,457  college  students,  6,628  are  ministerial  students  and  2,011 
are  mission  volunteers. 

Here  in  North  Carolina,  in  addition  to  the  Southeastern  Semi- 
nary on  the  Wake  Forest  College  campus,  we  have  seven  Baptist 
Colleges  with  a  total  enrollment  of  approximately  6,000  young 
people,  750  of  whom  are  training  for  the  ministry  and  full-time 
mission  service.  Unfortunately,  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  not 
providing  as  much  financial  assistance  for  the  young  man  or  young 
woman  enrolled  in  one  of  these  colleges  as  Southern  Baptists  pro- 
vide for  the  seminary  students.  In  fact,  in  this  year  1955  our 
Cooperative  Program  budget  is  expected  to  provide  $945,146.00,  or 
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an  average  of  a  little  more  than  $150  per  student  for  both  operating 
and  capital  purposes  in  our  seven  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges. 
With  the  success  of  our  Nine-Year  Program  of  Advance  these  col- 
leges will  continue  to  receive  increased  amounts  to  enable  them  to 
do  more  effectively  what  Baptists  expect  them  to  do. 

These  seven  colleges  in  North  Carolina  are:  Wake  Forest, 
Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Campbell,  Gardner-Webb,  Wingate ,  and 
Chowan.  Wake  Forest  will  be  moved  to  Winston-Salem  in  June, 
1956,  and  the  Southeastern  Seminary  will  then  take  over  all  the 
property  of  the  campus  at  Wake  Forest,  N.  C.  All  of  these  seven 
colleges  are  in  building  and  expansion  programs,  trying  to  provide 
for  the  ever  increasing  number  of  students  wanting  to  attend  Bap- 
tist colleges.  Certainly  as  Baptists  we  are  now  facing  our  greatest 
opportunities  in  the  work  of  Christian  education. 

In  the  light  of  this  general  statistical  and  financial  information 
about  our  colleges  and  seminaries,  let  us  return  to  the  question, 
Why  do  Baptists  provide  seminaries  and  colleges  for  the  training 
of  their  leaders?  Answers  to  this  question  are  many  and  varied. 
Perhaps  the  most  reasonable  and  logical  answer  is  to  be  found  in 
that  basic  Baptist  principle  of  the  competency  of  the  individual 
to  seek  and  to  know  the  will  of  God  for  his  life.  We  believe  that 
God's  will  for  a  man's  life  will  be  revealed  in  a  study  and  under- 
standing of  the  Bible,  and  we  believe  that  Christian  education  will 
help  one  to  find  the  truth  in  God's  Word. 

People  no  longer  question  the  need  for  knowledge  and  true 
education.  The  present  demands  of  our  world  make  education  a 
necessity.  We  observe  the  fruits  of  Christian  education  in  our 
homes.  Our  churches  are  seeking  trained  men  and  women  for 
leadership.  Our  denominational  activities  in  all  departments  are 
dependent  upon  trained  men  and  women.  Our  Foreign  Mission 
Board  insists  that  only  those  young  men  and  young  women  who 
have  had  college  and  seminary  training  can  be  considered  prepared 
to  carry  the  gospel  message  to  the  world.  Our  missionaries  on  the 
foreign  fields  tell  us  how  inadequate  they  find  themselves  to  com- 
pete with  the  knowledge  of  the  leaders  of  other  religions  and 
philosophies  of  life.  God  has  said,  "My  people  are  destroyed  for 
lack  of  knowledge,"  and  Baptists  believe  that  Christian  education 
is  a  vital  part  of  all  that  they  undertake  to  accomplish. 

For  these  and  many  other  reasons  Southern  Baptists,  North 
Carolina  Baptists,  and  Baptists  of  Rowan  Association  face  this 
challenge,  this  opportunity,  this  responsibility  to  support  their 
colleges  and  seminaries  with  their  young  people,  their  stewardship 
of  money  and  their  prayers.   As  leaders  in  our  churches  and  as 
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parents  in  our  homes  let  us  meet  this  challenge,  with  God's  help 
and  direction.

Report  On  Christian  Literature 

Regardless  of  how  attractive  a  program  on  missions  is  or  how 
expertly  the  program  is  presented,  it  is  useless  until  we,  the  Bap- 
tist people,  do  something  about  it.  Baptist  people  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  avail  themselves  of  some  of  the  best  literature  in  the 
world. 

Down  through  the  centuries  the  Holy  Bible  has  been  the  best 
seller.  There  is  no  reason  why  each  one  of  us  cannot  have  our 
own  copy.  This  is  important,  but  it  means  a  great  deal  more  when 
we  share  God's  Word  with  those  not  so  fortunate  as  ourselves. 

To  know  what  efforts  are  being  made  to  evangelize  the  world 
we  can  read  THE  COMMISSION. 

HOME  MISSIONS  can  then  give  us  information  concerning 
the  work  here  at  home. 

For  even  a  closer  relationship  there  are  two  publications  we 
should  be  using.  The  Biblical  Recorder,  our  state  paper,  and 
Charity  and  Children,  the  paper  which  is  published  at  Mills  Home. 

Through  our  missionary  organizations  there  is  another  set  of 
literature  for  use  by  our  Baptist  people.  In  the  Royal  Service  our 
women  visit  the  missionary  fields.  Through  The  Window,  our 
young  women  see  sights  that  compel  them  to  aid  missions.  The 
intermediate  and  junior  auxiliaries  want  to  Tell  the  world  the 
things  they  have  learned  while  the  R.  A.'s  want  to  have  a  part  in 
Ambassador  Life  with  our  missionaries.  Sunbeam  Activities  lets 
our  little  folk  know  that  Jesus  loves  all  the  people  of  the  world. 

The  men  are  not  left  out  of  this  mission  study  because  they 
can  avail  themselves  of  the  Brotherhood  Journal  for  their  infor- 
mation. 
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There  is  one  publication  which  can  serve  to  bring  the  family 
closer  together  and  that  is  Home  Life.  Here  we  find  a  planned 
program  for  family  worship. 

As  you  can  see  there  is  no  excuse  for  Baptist  people  to  be 
ignorant  people  concerning  their  work  and  activities.  To  keep 
from  being  trampled  in  the  march  of  progression  we  must  keep 
informed  of  all  around  us.  Paul  tells  us  to  "Study  to  show  thyself 
approved  unto  God  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed."

12.  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report 
on  Radio  and  Television  which  was  adopted. 

Report  On  Radio  And  Television 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  early  this  year  was  moved  from  Atlanta,  Ga.,  to  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  as  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Convention  in  December  1954.  The  new  address  is  6248  Camp 
Bowie  Boulevard  in  Fort  Worth. 

Close  by  is  Radio-TV  Station  WBAP  which  is  famous  for  its 
fabulous  equipment,  which  means  that  more  rapid  progress  in  the 
field  of  television  is  now  possible.  The  Commission  will  have  spent 
$90,000  on  film  for  use  on  television  by  the  end  of  1955.  This  means 
that  we  are  off  to  at  least  a  start  in  the  field. 

The  possibilities  are  amazing;  and  realizing  this,  Southern 
Baptists  are  on  the  brink  of  launching  a  series  of  television  dramas 
on  the  Parables  of  Jesus.  This  is  a  mamouth  undertaking  and 
the  $200,000  which  the  Cooperative  Program  has  in  the  budget  for 
'55-'56  will  be  inadequate,  but  we  are  on  the  way. 

The  Baptist  Hour  has  proven  over  and  over  again  to  be  a 
valuable  asset  to  our  work.  It  stands  as  a  bulwark  of  evangelical 
strength  on  the  airwaves  of  America  when  other  aims  and  less 
worthy  programs  threaten  Christian  principles.  The  Baptist  Hour 
is  now  broadcast  by  380  radio  stations  from  one  end  of  this  nation 
to1  the  other,  ministering  to  millions  of  people  in  America  and 
assisting  all  of  the  30,000  Southern  Baptist  Churches  in  their  efforts 
to  bring  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Recently,  interested  individuals  in  Texas  have  made  it  possible 
to  pay  for  placing  the  program  on  five  large  stations  in  great  popu- 
lation centers.  This  time  was  paid  for  by  one  man  for  thirteen 
weeks  on  stations  in  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  Denver,  Colo.,  Chicago, 
Illinois,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  New  York  City.    These  programs 
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will  reach  countless  men  and  women  who  have  never  heard  the 
pure  Gospel  as  preached  by  Southern  Baptists. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  now  is  publishing  a  periodical 
called  The  Beam  containing  all  the  Baptist  Hour  Sermons,  and 
containing  features,  letters,  book  reviews,  and  news  about  radio 
and  television  in  general.  Paid  subscriptions  now  number  nearly 
10,000. 

In  our  own  Association,  the  Baptist  Hour  is  carried  regularly 
on  Sunday  by  Radio  Station  WSAT  on  free  time.  In  addition  to 
that,  both  the  Salisbury  stations  give  free  time  each  morning  for 
devotional  periods.  Each  of  our  Baptist  pastors  in  this  vicinity 
have  at  least  one  week  during  the  year  of  these  programs. 

In  our  Simultaneous  Crusade  this  past  Spring,  your  committee 
spent  $40  for  spot  announcements  during  the  two-week  crusade, 
which  many  of  you  doubtless  heard.  That  amount  paid  for  40  spot 
announcements  on  Station  WSAT.  And  in  addition,  the  station 
gave  us  one  free  spot  for  each  one  paid  for,  making  80  spot  an- 
nouncements on  the  air  during  the  crusade.  Plus  the  fact  that 
during  the  two  weeks,  our  Baptist  pastors,  and  the  visiting  evan- 
gelists were  in  charge  of  the  devotional  periods  each  morning  at 
both  stations,  WSAT  and  WSTP.  We  are  grateful  for  all  the  free 
time  and  splendid  cooperation  we  received  from  both  our  stations. 

We  make  this  recommendation:  That  our  people  write  often 
to  the  stations  expressing  their  appreciation  for  all  good  whole- 
some programs  and  thus  encourage  them  in  good  works.

15.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  read  the  scripture  lesson  for  the  annual 
sermon,  using  Philippians  2:5-11.  Rev.  Robert  L.  Deneen  brought 
the  annual  sermon,  using  the  subject:  "The  Lordship  of  Jesus.'' 
This  was  a  dynamic  message  emphasizing  the  importance  of  crown- 
ing Him  Lord  of  all. 

16.  Rev.  J.  L.  Ballew,  host  pastor,  was  recognized  and  gave 
instructions  relative  to  the  noon  meal,  after  which  he  led  the 
prayer  of  thanks.

17.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn,  "My  Saviour's  Love,"  led  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen.  Rev.  H.  M. 
Hocutt,  pastor  of  the  Oakdale  Baptist  Church,  led  the  devotionals, 
using  the  scriptures  from  Philippians  3.  There  were  176  Messen- 
gers and  104  Visitors  registered  at  this  time.

Rev.  Smith  presented  Dr.  W.  K.  McGee,  Director  of  Religious 
Education,  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston- Salem,  who  spoke  to  the 
report. 

Report  On  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  fills  an  important  place  in  the  life  and 
work  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  It  will  probably  serve  50,000 
patients  this  year,  touching  every  area  of  our  State. 

In  addition  to  this  great  host  of  sick  people,  our  hospital  pro- 
vides an  educational  program  for  more  than  450  young  people  who 
are  in  training  to  become  nurses,  doctors,  technicians,  pastors  and 
other  Christian  workers. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  provides  Christian  counsel- 
ing and  guidance  for  the  patients,  students,  hospital  staff  and  per- 
sonnel, as  well  as  hundreds  of  others  who  come  to  the  hospital 
from  over  the  State  for  this  purpose  alone. 

It  is  not  easy  to  estimate  the  value  of  these  and  other  services 
rendered  by  our  hospital  to  multiplied  thousands  of  people  of  all 
ages  in  the  fields  of  health,  education,  and  spiritual  guidance. 

The  cost  of  carrying  on  this  program  for  such  a  multitude  of 
people  is  tremendous — more  than  two  millions  dollars  a  year. 
One-half  million  dollars  of  this  is  spent  in  helping  to  care  for  sick 
people  who  are  not  able  to  pay  for  the  service  they  need.  We  are 
grateful  to  God  for  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  such  a  work,  and 
we  want  to  thank  the  churches  of  our  Association  for  their  part 
in  it. 

The  opportunities  for  Christian  service  and  witness  through 
our  hospital  are  truly  great.  We  need  to  give  it  a  much  more  gen- 
erous support  through  our  Mother's  Day  offerings  and  the  Coopera- 
tive Program.

20.  Rev.  Albert  Propst  was  recognized  and  brought  the  Asso- 
ciational State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions  report  for  Rev.  R.  O. 
Brinkley  who  was  hospitalized  and  unable  to  be  present.  Rev. 
Propst  presented  Rev.  G.  W.  Bullard,  pastor  of  the  Temple  Baptist 
Church,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  who  spoke  to  the  report  with  a  stirring 
message. 

Report  Of  Associational,  State,  Home  And  Foreign  Missions 

In  his  book,  "Working  Together  in  a  Spiritual  Democracy," 
Dr.  Gaines  S.  Dobbins  says  that  the  district  Association  is  the  most 
important  unit  in  our  Southern  Denomination  System.  Its  func- 
tion he  says  is  fourfold:  (1)  to  disseminate  information,  (2)  to 
provide  inspiration,  (3)  to  promote  fellowship,  (4)  to  secure  co- 
operation. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  states  "that 
the  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote  meas- 
ures for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches 
within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote,  and  develop  their  ener- 
gies in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  earth 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  South- 
ern Convention  in  Kingdom  advance." 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Associational  Missions  Committee  that 
we  ever  hold  high  the  purposes  and  objectives  of  this  our  heritage. 
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In  this  report  we  propose  to  evaluate  some  attainments  of  the 
past  year  and  state  some  needs  and  goals  for  the  immediate  future. 

During  the  past  year  our  Association  promoted  a  Simultaneous 
Evangelistic  Crusade  with  every  church  a  participating  church. 
Under  the  leadership  of  the  Associational  Music  Committee  a 
school  of  music  was  conducted.  The  Associational  Sunday  School 
officers  made  plans  for  a  Better  Bible  Teaching  Clinic,  to  be  held 
the  first  week  of  October.  The  Associational  W.M.U.  officers 
planned  and  promoted  an  overnight  camp  for  the  G.A.'s  and  R.A.'s. 
A  survey  of  the  Catawba  College-Veteran's  Hospital  area  revealed 
a  need  for  a  church.  Salisbury  First  Baptist  Church  was  ap- 
proached by  the  Missions  Committee  with  regards  to  sponsoring 
a  work  in  that  area,  and  as  a  result  the  Brenner  Avenue  Chapel 
has  been  established. 

As  we  look  into  the  future  we  would  like  to  make  plans  for 
at  least  one  major  emphasis  within  our  Association  each  year.  For 
the  year  of  1956,  our  plans  are  for  the  emphasis  to  be  upon  Train- 
ing Union. 

For  the  year  1957,  we  plan  for  a  School  of  Missions. 

Some  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  need  of  a  Mission 
point  on  Lincolnton  Road.  We  are  looking  forward  to  establishing 
work  in  this  locality,  as  soon  as  a  sponsoring  church  is  secured. 

We  are  ever  grateful  to  our  Associational  Missionary,  Miss 
Ruth  Bagwell,  for  her  deep  interest,  kindness  of  understanding, 
and  faithful  service,  in  promoting  all  phases  of  the  work. 

STATE  MISSIONS 

State  Missions  is  the  missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ — to  teach,  enlist, 
and  train  the  saved  in  living,  giving,  and  serving  through  the 
churches  throughout  the  world. 

Of  the  4,225,000  people  in  the  State,  about  1,900,000  of  these 
above  the  age  of  eight  years  are  unchurched.  State  Missions  pro- 
vides a  Department  of  Evangelism  that  seeks  to  inspire  pastors 
and  church  members  to  evangelize  their  communities;  also  to  plan 
for  and  promote  united  evangelistic  efforts  on  the  State  and  Asso- 
ciational-wide  scale.  Since  the  organization  of  the  Department  of 
Evangelism  baptisms  have  averaged  8,000  a  year  more. 

State  Missions  provides  a  necessary  and  significant  ministry 
through  aid  on  the  purchase  of  sites  for  new  churches  and  some 
one  hundred  or  more  salaries  for  pastors.  These  supports  enable 
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new  churches  to  move  forward  in  a  building  program  and  other 
churches  to  strengthen  their  programs  more. 

Pastor's  schools  are  promoted  through  State  Missions.  Each 
year  about  125  pastors  receive  better  training  at  Fruitland  and 
about  35  at  Caswell.  Refresher  courses  are  offered  in  the  summers 
at  Mars  Hill  and  Caswell,  for  benefits  of  all  pastors  and  their 
wives. 

The  colored  races  in  our  midst  constitute  a  large  percentage  of 
our  population.  State  Missions  seeks  to  minister  in  a  limited  degree 
to  the  Negroes  and  Indians. 

Three  thousand  silent  people  beckon  for  our  care,  love,  and 
concern. 

The  Allied  Church  League  is  doing  a  tremendous  job  in  help- 
ing to  produce  a  sober  and  sane  citizenship  in  North  Carolina. 

Fruitland,  and  Caswell,  our  Assemblies,  provide  fellowship, 
inspiration,  and  training,  for  our  people. 

State  Missions  promotes  a  Baptist  Student  Program  among 
20,000  sons  and  daughters  from  our  Baptist  homes  who  are  attend- 
ing the  many  colleges,  universities,  business,  and  medical  schools 
of  our  State.  These  young  people  constitute  a  great  potential  lead- 
ership for  all  areas  of  tomorrow's  world. 

It  behooves  each  of  us  to  do  our  part  to  see  that  these  rich 
ministries  might  be  continued.  May  we  do  our  part  to  take  North 
Carolina  for  Christ. 

HOME  MISSIONS 

A  summary  of  the  work  done  by  missionaries  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  during  1954 
indicated  a  total  of  1,324  missionaries,  370  of  whom  were  summer 
student  missionaries,  serving  10  weeks;  or  954  regular  mission- 
aries; There  was  a  gain  of  21  missionaries  during  the  year.  Con- 
versions reported  by  missionaries  numbered  35,843,  and  the  num- 
ber added  to  churches  was  31,527.  Missionaries  assisted  in  the 
constitution  of  359  churches  and  opened  401  new  missions. 

In  1954  the  Board  consummated  its  Five-year  Crusade,  report- 
ing for  the  period  167,247  professions  of  faith,  1,440  new  churches 
constituted,  2,974  missions  started  and  131,524  members  added  to 
the  churches. 

In  the  field  of  Direct  Missions,  the  Home  Mission  Board  min- 
isters to  Chinese,  the  deaf,  French,  Indians,  Italians,  Japanese, 
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Russians,  Spanish-speaking  people,  and  other  isolated  and  neg- 
lected groups.  Through  Rescue  Missions  and  Good  Will  Centers, 
as  well  as  through  missions  and  churches,  home  missionaries  seek 
to  win  the  lost  to  Christ. 

The  Department  of  Cooperative  Missions  conducts  conferences 
in  cooperation  with  State  Convention  forces  and  promotes  city 
missions,  rural  church  work,  mountain  missions,  western  and  pio- 
neer missions,  a  service  to  broken  homes  and  juvenile  delinquents, 
a  ministry  to  military  personnel,  a  trailer  camp  ministry,  and  pro- 
vides a  correspondence  Bible  Course. 

In  Negro  work,  evangelism,  and  Jewish  work  the  Board  ex- 
tends its  ministry  to  millions  of  Americans  in  a  vital  service. 

Other  ministries  of  the  Board  include  Alaska,  Cuba,  Panama 
and  Canal  Zone,  migrants,  summer  student  missions,  and  western 
missions. 

General  field  work  seeks  to  reach  all  our  constituency  with  all 
our  work.  And  the  Board  has  the  responsibility  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  Chaplains'  Commission  with  its  service  to  the 
military  establishment. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Southern  Baptists,  the  num- 
ber of  foreign  missionaries  has  reached  the  one  thousand  mark. 
On  May  15,  1955,  the  number  stood  at  1,002,  including  67  appoint- 
ments during  1954  and  64  during  the  first  five  months  of  1955. 

To  step  up  the  annual  number  of  appointments,  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  is  placing  major  emphasis  on  life  commitment  to 
special  Christian  service. 

In  April,  Mr.  Bill  Cody,  formerly  associate  in  the  Sunday 
School  Board's  Department  of  Student  Work,  was  elected  to  the 
staff  of  the  Department  of  Missionary  Personnel  as  assistant  secre- 
tary, student  representative.  He  will  visit  colleges  and  other 
schools  throughout  Southern  Baptist  Convention  territory. 

Missionaries  of  the  Board  live  in  182  centers  in  35  geographical 
areas.  Their  services  touch  innumerable  surrounding  villages  and 
towns.  Statistics  from  the  current  annual  report  show  3,776  out- 
stations.  They  also  show  22,125  baptisms  last  year  in  2,268  churches 
made  up  of  209,346  members.  There  are  544  schools  with  85,456 
students,  including  23  seminaries  with  979  enrolled.  We  have  11 
hospitals  and  28  clinics,  which  treated  226,548  patients  last  year. 
Publishing  houses  on  mission  fields  turned  out  9,385,929  pieces  of 
literature,  including  books,  magazines  and  pamphlets. 
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An  increasing  number  of  Baptists  in  mission  countries  are 
catching  the  vision  of  missions.  Working  with  the  missionaries  in 
the  mission  churches,  schools,  hospitals,  publishing  houses,  and 
other  institutions  are  3,582  national  leaders. 

Nigerian  and  Brazilian  Baptists  have  home  and  foreign  mission 
boards  of  their  own.  Colombian  Baptists  formed  boards  last  year. 
The  Argentine  Home  Mission  Board  sent  its  first  missionaries  last 
year  to  the  extreme  southern  tip  of  the  nation.  Japan  has  launched 
a  special  campaign  of  evangelism  at  home  and  is  sending  an  evan- 
gelistic team  to  Okinawa  this  year.  Through  their  "Birthday  Gift 
to  Jesus,"  Nigerian  women  contributed  toward  building  a  church 
in  Jordan.  Italian  women  regularly  send  half  of  their  annual  love 
offering  to  Africa. 

May  we  labor,  through  the  proclamation  of  the  gospel,  for  the 
salvation  of  people  both  near  and  far.

Report  On  Evangelism 

The  very  heart  of  New  Testament  Christianity  is  evangelism. 
This  includes  a  plan  for  the  winning  of  the  lost  as  well  as  a  plan 
for  the  enlistment  and  the  training  of  the  saved.  Unless  the 
churches  in  our  Association  are  engaging  to  the  fullest  extent  in 
such  a  vigorous  program,  we  are  failing  in  the  carrying  out  of  the 
commission  which  the  Risen  Christ  has  given. 

Our  statistical  report  for  1954-1955  reveals  that  533  were  re- 
ceived for  baptism  whereas  in  1953-1954,  496  persons  were  received 
into  the  fellowship  of  the  churches  of  the  Rowan  Association  by 
baptism. 

The  Simultaneous  Revival  effort  was  in  many  respects  a 
splendid  success.  Of  the  churches  who  reported  we  discover  that 
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144  persons  were  received  for  baptism  and  49  persons  were  received 
by  letter  during  the  cooperative  revival  efforts.  Surely  these  fig- 
ures should  stimulate  us  and  present  further  evidence  of  the  value 
of  moving  and  working  together. 

In  order  to  do  the  best  work  for  the  Master  in  this  new  Asso- 
ciational  year,  we  urge  that  each  church  adopt  a  definite,  purpose- 
ful program  of  N.  T.  evangelism.  In  this  way  the  unsaved  can  be 
won  and  the  saved  can  be  built  up  in  the  faith.

Brother  Bolden  gave  some  re- 
marks encouraging  the  use  of  good  music  in  our  churches,  and 
the  importance  of  the  proper  selection  of  hymns. 

Report  Of  Music  Committee 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  increasing  interest  being  shown 
among  the  churches  of  the  Rowan  Association  in  the  improvement 
of  our  program  of  church  music.  Each  year  the  information  con- 
tained in  the  Digest  of  Church  Letters  of  the  Association  reveals 
an  advancement  in  the  number  of  people  enrolled  in  church  choirs 
and  in  the  number  of  organized  choirs. 

A  look  at  the  digest  of  the  music  portion  of  this  year's  letters 
is  most  encouraging.  Only  three  churches  failed  to  report  any 
choirs  at  all.  The  remaining  churches  reported  a  total  of  fifty- 
eight  (58)  choirs,  with  an  enrollment  of  one  thousand  eighty-nine 
(1,089)  members.  Nine  churches  reported  budget  items  for  the 
music  department  with  a  total  of  $2,780  budgeted.  Nine  churches 
reported  that  they  were  using  the  Church  Musician,  the  official 
publication  of  the  Music  Department  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Sun- 
day School  Board,  and  seven  churches  reported  that  they  had  con- 
ducted a  training  course  in  music  in  their  church  this  year.  Twen- 
ty-two churches  reported  more  than  one  choir,  and  three  churches 
reported  three  or  more  choirs. 

On  the  Associational  level,  a  most  successful  music  school 
was  held  at  the  First  Church,  Salisbury,  during  the  week  of  Febru- 
ary 21,  1955,  with  almost  every  church  in  the  Association  par- 
ticipating. 
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It  is  the  desire  of  the  Associational  Music  Committee  to  pro- 
mote and  encourage  music  education  in  every  church.  It  isn't 
possible  to  carry  out  an  adequate  program  of  education  on  the 
Associational  level,  so  it  is  most  important  that  each  church  be 
conscious  of  the  necessity  of  training  the  children  and  youth  of 
the  church  in  a  graded  choir  program  and  in  offering  training 
courses  in  music. 

The  Music  Committee  will  be  glad  to  help  in  any  way  possible 
with  any  problem  you  might  have  in  your  music  department.

Report  Of  Membership  Committee 

There  being  no  church  seeking  admission  into  the  fellowship 
of  this  Association,  this  committee  considers  it  appropriate  to  raise 
the  question  of  the  status  of  a  church  subsequent  to  its  affiliation 
with  this  Association  or  any  other  larger  Baptist  body,  in  view  of 
recent  civil  court  decisions  in  North  Carolina.  Since  many  Baptists

have  become  confused  as  to  whether  or  not  a  church  that  begins 
affiliation  with  an  Association  or  Convention  can  discontinue  this 
affiliation,  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  that  congregation, 
it  would  be  well  for  this  matter  to  be  cleared  up. 

Therefore,  this  committee  recommends  that  the  Clerk  of  this 
Association  be  asked  to  write  the  President  of  the  General  Board 
of  our  State  Convention  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Order  of  Business  of  our  State  Convention,  requesting  that  our 
State  Convention  in  its  meeting  next  month  give  consideration  to 
the  following  question:  "In  view  of  present  North  Carolina  law, 
is  it  probable,  or  even  possible,  that  a  church  after  beginning 
affiliation  with  an  Association  or  Convention  can  discontinue  this 
affiliation  by  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  that  congregation, 
should  the  minority  contest  the  issue  in  court?"  In  doing  this, 
our  Association  would  be  following  the  course  recently  taken  by 
other  Associations  that  have  expressed  concern  over  this  matter.

30.  Rev.  J.  L.  Ballew  was  recognized  and  brought  the  report 
on  Baptist  Training  Union.  This  report  was  adopted. 

Training  Union  Report 

The  Training  Union  Hour  has  proved  very  profitable  in  30 
of  our  33  churches  in  Rowan  Association  this  year.  This  is  evitable 
from  the  reports  received  by  your  Associational  Training  Union 
Director  from  each  church,  also,  from  the  reports  received  from 
our  State  Training  Union  Department,  indicating  that  847  awards 
were  made  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year. 

Careful  planning  is  one  key  tc  the  success  of  any  program. 
Each  member  of  the  Training  Union  Executive  Committee  gave 
time  and  more  to  the  preparation  for  the  clinics  which  were  held 
in  our  Association  last  November. 

The  purpose  of  these  clinics  was  to  prepare  the  new  leaders  of 
the  Training  Unions  in  this  Association  for  the  new  duties  placed 
upon  them  by  their  churches.  The  efforts  were  not  in  vain. 

This  year  we  have  appointed  four  workers  for  this  work  and 
have  divided  the  Association  into  four  districts.  We  believe  these 
districts  will  permit  each  church  to  participate  in  our  Associational 
Training  Program  more  satisfactorily. 
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One  of  our  projects  for  September  1956  is  a  Central  Training 
School  for  Rowan  Association;  however,  as  this  work  gets  under- 
way we  need  prayer  and  love  to  overshadow  the  efforts.

31.  Rev.  Donald  Morris  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report 
on  Baptist  Orphanage;  motion  carried  for  adoption. 

Report  Of  The  Baptist  Orphanage  Of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

During  the  past  year  your  Program  of  Child  Care  has  moved 
steadily  forward.  Probably  there  has  never  been  a  year  in  the 
history  of  the  Orphanage  when  the  children's  needs  were  more 
adequately  met. 

God  created  the  home  as  a  place  for  children  to  live  as  they 
grow  into  maturity.  The  best  institution  is  a  poor  substitute  for 
a  good  Christian  home.  However,  we  are  doing  our  best  at  your 
Children's  Homes  to  make  conditions  as  nearly  like  a  normal  home 
as  possible.  This  is  reflected  in  the  fine  spirit  of  your  children. 

During  the  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  713  children.  At  the 
same  time  we  gave  services  to  and  helped  in  the  placement  of  more 
than  600  other  children. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN 

Your  Orphanage  publication  continues  to  reach  our  people  all 
over  the  State  in  increasing  numbers.  It  carries  the  message  direct 
from  the  Orphanage  to  more  than  forty-seven  thousand  people 
and  homes  each  week.  Every  church  in  the  State,  we  believe, 
should  have  a  club  of  ten  or  more  copies  to  be  distributed  in  the 
Sunday  Schools  or  Church  Schools.  The  subscription  price  is 
sixty  cents  per  year  in  clubs  of  ten  or  more.  Through  Charity  and 
Children  you  get  so  much  for  so  little  you  just  can't  afford  to 
miss  it. 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 

Special  gifts  have  made  possible  the  continuation  of  our  build- 
ing program.  The  new  church  building  at  Kennedy  Home  is  almost 
completed.  It  is  considered  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  State. 
This  will  greatly  help  to  meet  the  greatest  single  need  of  the  160 
children  who  live  there. 

During  the  year  the  Broyhill  Swimming  Pool  was  constructed 
at  Mills  Home.  This  was  a  gift  from  the  Broyhills  of  Lenoir,  N.  C. 
It  meets  a  very  definite  need  in  the  lives  of  growing  children. 
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OUR  NEW  PLAN  OF  SUPPORT 

In  1954  our  income  from  the  churches  was  at  an  all  time  high. 
The  Baptist  State  Convention  voted  for  the  Orphanage  to  come 
into  the  Cooperative  Program  beginning  January  1,  1955.  From 
the  Cooperative  Program  it  is  to  receive  "that  part  of  its  support 
not  otherwise  provided  for."  Under  this  plan  the  vast  majority 
of  the  churches  continue  to  send  to  the  Orphanage  the  once-a- 
month  offering  just  as  in  the  past.  Some,  however,  have  put  the 
Orphanage  in  their  Cooperative  Program  budget.  It  now  looks  as 
if  about  60,000  dollars  of  our  income  this  year  will  come  through 
the  Cooperative  Program. 

THANKSGIVING  OFFERING 

Under  the  new  plan  of  support  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  be- 
comes more  important  than  ever  before.  Any  future  expansion 
of  your  child- care  program  will  depend  largely  upon  this  offering. 
Hence,  the  Orphanage  representative  in  your  Association,  along 
with  every  pastor  and  Sunday  School  teacher,  is  urged  to  try  to 
get  every  church  to  promote  a  worthy  "Thank  Offering"  this  year. 
Urge  each  person  to  give  at  least  "one  day's  pay"  to  help  the  host 
of  homeless  children  who  can  not  possibly  help  themselves. 

WHAT  WILL  OUR  ANSWER  BE???? 

The  true  greatness  of  any  group  of  people  is  measured  largely 
in  terms  of  the  care,  the  training,  and  the  religious  attitudes  it 
gives  to  its  children.  If  we  Baptists  are  to  hear  from  our  Saviour 
the  words,  "Well  done,  thou  faithful  servants,"  we  will  have  to 
continue  to  minister  to  the  homeless  and  helpless  children  in  our 
midst.  Your  faith  and  mine  in  the  redeeming  love  and  power  of 
a  merciful  Saviour  is  all  that  stands  between  these  little  ones  and 
utter  destruction.  We  never  have  failed,  we  will  never  fail  them. 
Pray  for  the  people  who  are  in  your  employ  who  so  diligently 
look  after  the  welfare  of  these  little  ones.  Pray  that  they  may 
grow  to  be  good  strong  moral  and  religious  citizens  of  our  great 
State  and  ambassadors  for  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

33.  Mrs.  J.  A.  Richardson,  Jr.,  was  recognized  and  brought 
the  report  on  Woman's  Missionary  Union  with  certain  recom- 
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mendations  which  are  incorporated  in  the  report  and  appear  in 
detail  below.  The  report  and  the  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Associational  W.M.U.  Report 

From  year  to  year  Woman's  Missionary  Union  moves  forward 
in  her  program  of  definite  missionary  education.  We  keep  the  same 
basic  fundamentals  and  find  new  methods  of  presenting  and  devel- 
oping these.  Our  work  here  is  moving  as  we  use  these  manifold 
ways  of  witnessing  for  our  Lord.  The  Lord  has  richly  blessed  us 
as  we  have  served  Him  through  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  The 
report  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1955,  showed  160  organi- 
zations with  2,355  members,  who  gave  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel 
at  home  and  abroad  $10,415.77. 

Tithing  is  being  stressed  more  and  more  in  each  of  our  organi- 
zations and  it  is  most  encouraging  to  find  a  decided  increase  in 
the  number  of  tithers.  One  pastor  recently  reported  that  all  his 
members  tithed;  some  brought  it  and  the  Lord  took  it  from  others. 
Would  that  all  members  of  the  W.M.S.  and  the  churches  as  a  whole 
learned  that  "the  tithe  is  the  Lord's."  Our  tithes  and  offerings 
brought  prayerfully  and  joyfully  into  the  Lord's  treasury  enable 
us  to  witness  to  every  tongue  and  in  every  land  "even  to  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  If  only  Christians  everywhere  could 
realize  this  truth,  what  an  ingathering  of  gifts  of  money  every 
church  would  have! 

More  of  the  organizations  observed  the  Weeks  of  Prayer  for 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  though  there  was  a  loss  in  the  num- 
ber observing  the  Season  of  Prayer  for  State  Missions.  There  was 
an  increase  in  the  gifts  both  to  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  this 
past  year  while  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  gift  to  State  Missions. 
The  offerings  and  the  weeks  of  prayer  are  inseparably  bound  to- 
gether. The  gifts  are  an  outgrowth  of  prayer.  Whenever  the  offer- 
ings cease  to  be  an  outgrowth  of  prayer,  the  incentive  for  the 
weeks  of  prayer  will  be  lost. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  put  on  our  Community  Mission 
Activities  with  a  number  of  societies  studying  the  GUIDE  FOR 
COMMUNITY  MISSIONS.  The  number  of  women  and  young  peo- 
ple engaged  monthly  in  community  missions  has  increased  tre- 
mendously. On  and  on  this  report,  of  services  rendered  in  Christ's 
name,  could  go,  but  sufficient  it  is  to  know  that  every  deed  done 
in  His  name  will  not  go  unnoticed.  "For  as  much  as  ye  did  it  unto 
the  least  of  these,  my  children,  ye  did  it  unto  me." 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  youth  work  of  our  Association. 
There  are  only  three  churches  now  without  some  of  the  youth 
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organizations.  Overnight  camps  were  sponsored  again  for  our 
R.A.'s  and  G.A.'s — again  with  limited  facilities  but  with  great  suc- 
cess. A  camp  site  of  our  own  is  still  a  dream  but  one  of  these  days 
we  believe  this  dream  will  come  to  pass. 

In  1954  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  voted  to  place  Royal 
Ambassador  work  under  the  direction  of  a  joint  committee.  Our 
State  Convention  approved  a  plan  placing  the  promotion  of  Royal 
Ambassador  work  in  North  Carolina  under  the  direction  of  a  joint 
committee.  This  same  plan  beginning  October  1,  1955,  and  con- 
tinuing until  October  1,  1957,  or  until  the  transfer  of  the  work  to 
the  Brotherhood  shall  be  completed,  is  suggested  for  our  Associa- 
tion. We  would  like  to  bring  this  recommendation  to  you  today: 

1.  That  the  Rowan  Association  follow  the  State  plan  of  work 
as  recommended  by  the  State  Joint  Committee. 

2.  That  the  Joint  Committee  be  composed  of  the  W.M.U. 
Superintendent,  W.M.U.  Youth  Leader,  W.M.U.  Director  of  Mis- 
sionary Fundamentals.  Brotherhood  President,  Brotherhood  Pro- 
motional Vice-President  and  one  layman  nominated  annually  by 
the  Nominating  Committee.  Moderator  ex-officio,  Royal  Ambassa- 
dor Counselor  ex-officio. 

3.  That  we  follow  the  other  recommendations  as  to  the  duties 
of  the  committee  as  found  in  the  leaflet  published  by  our  State 
Convention. 

Our  own  State  R.A.  Secretary  has  the  following  to  say  con- 
cerning this  joint  sponsorship:  "It  is  going  to  enable  us  to  have 
the  added  interest  and  help  that  can  come  only  from  our  men,  and 
at  the  same  time  give  us  the  continued  interest  and  support  that 
the  women  have  given  the  work  through  the  years.  It  means  that 
we  are  to  have  our  greatest  years  in  Royal  Ambassador  work,  and 
that  it  shall  prove  a  blessing  to  more  and  more  boys  and  men, 
and  to  the  world-wide  mission  cause."

Baptist  Brotherhood  Report 

Shortly  after  the  previous  Rowan  Baptist  Association  meeting, 
the  Advisory  Committee  and  Officers  met  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Salisbury,  North  Carolina,  and  planned  the  meetings 
for  1954-55.  The  attendance  was  splendid  and  enthusiasm  was 
high.  Four  Associational  meetings  were  planned  and  committees 
were  worked  out  for  various  duties. 

Our  first  meeting  was  held  the  first  Monday  in  December  as 
a  joint  meeting  with  the  Baptist  Training  Union  on  "M"  Night  at 
the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Salisbury.  We  had  hoped  to  swell  the 
attendance  with  our  presence  and  there  was  an  exceptional  pro- 
gram to  inspire  those  present.  As  it  turned  out  there  was  a  good 
crowd  and  as  usual  Rev.  Jesse  Bailew  was  outstanding  in  his 
leadership.

Mr.  Brown 
Ketner  and  Rev.  Richardson  gave  us  two  of  the  most  inspirational 
addresses  of  the  year.  Music  was  furnished  us  by  a  quartet  from 
the  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church. 

Our  third  meeting  was  held  again  at  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Salisbury,  in  June.  We  had  a  barbecue  supper  before  the  meet- 
ing and  everyone  was  pleased  with  the  good  food.  For  our  pro- 
gram that  night,  we  received  an  address  from  Dr.  T.  C.  Johnson. 
Dr.  Johnson  is  former  Paroles  Commissioner  for  North  Carolina 
and  is  also  a  former  minister.  His  comments  on  his  experience 
were  exceedingly  helpful. 

Our  fourth  meeting  was  held  in  Landis  at  the  Landis  Baptist 
Church,  in  September.  There  was  good  singing  by  the  men  and 
then  we  had  an  address  by  Rev.  Stone,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Concord.  His  account  of  his  travels  in  the  Holy  Land 
certainly  found  a  ready  reception  in  those  present.  Men  were 
encouraged  to  greater  participation  in  the  Lord's  work. 

Our  Brotherhood  Chorus  is  making  tremendous  strides  under 
the  able  leadership  of  Brother  R.  W.  Grobe.  He  is  molding  the 
men  into  a  group  desirous  of  proclaiming  God's  Word  in  song.  Our 
thanks  to  him,  and  our  invitation  is  to  you  to  join  us. 

Our  Brotherhood  started  the  year  with  17  churches  participat- 
ing.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  20  Brotherhoods.   We  are 
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approaching  our  goal  of  a  Brotherhood  in  each  church.  Won't  you 
help  us  succeed?

37.  Brother  H.  H.  Henderson  was  recognized  and  gave  the 
report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging,  which  was 
adopted.  Brother  Henderson  introduced  Rev.  Zeb  Caudle,  Man- 
ager of  Home  for  Aging,  Albemarle,  N.  C,  who  spoke  to  the  report. 

Report  Of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  For  Aging 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  began  their 
fifth  year  of  operation  March  16,  1955.  This  has  been  a  year  of 
encouraging  progress.  Both  Homes — Resthaven  and  Albemarle — 
have  had  a  continuing  waiting  list  of  applicants.  As  soon  as  a 
vacancy  occurs  there  are  far  more  applicants  for  admission  than 
can  be  accepted. 

This  year  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  notable  enlargement 
of  facilities.  Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Residential 
Building,  costing  $300,000,  will  get  under  way,  and  it  should  be 
completed  by  this  time  next  year.  The  new  building  will  provide 
office  facilities,  dining  room,  kitchen,  chapel,  infirmary,  recrea- 
tional and  handicraft  space,  and  rooms  for  forty  additional  resi- 
dents, thus  raising  the  total  capacity  of  the  Homes  to  95  residents. 

Two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  new  building  is  now  in  hand, 
counting  the  value  of  real  estate  turned  over  to  the  Homes.  Per- 
sonal and  corporation  gifts  are  being  received  which  will  further 
add  to  the  amount  on  hand. 

Memorial  gifts  may  be  made  in  the  following  ways:  A  gift  of 
$300  will  furnish  a  room;  $1,000  will  endow — furnish  and  main- 
tain— a  room;  $3,000  will  pay  cost  of  building  a  room.  In  either 
case,  a  memorial  plaque — bearing  the  name  of  the  donor  and  the 
name  of  the  person  memorialized,  or  honored — will  be  placed  on 
the  door  of  a  room. 

Miss  Nettie  Pearl  Willis  gave  her  homeplace  at  Vale,  N.  C, 
as  a  memorial  to  her  mother,  Mrs.  Laura  Elliott  Goode  Willis.  The 
property  will  be  sold  and  proceeds  be  used  to  erect  a  cottage  on 
the  permanent  site  of  our  Homes.  In  addition,  Miss  Willis  made 
her  will  in  favor  of  the  Homes. 

Increasing  support  on  the  part  of  our  churches  and  denomina- 
tional program  gives  great  encouragement.  So  far  this  year,  our 
Special  Day  Offering  has  reached  almost  $70,000.  Since  many  of 
the  churches  put  the  Homes  in  the  budget  instead  of  taking  a  spe- 
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cial  offering,  and  some  of  the  churches  wait  until  the  end  of  the 
calendar  year  to  send  their  gifts,  a  complete  report  for  the  year 
cannot  be  made  at  this  time.  But  it  is  likely  that  our  goal  of 
$100,000  for  the  special  offering  will  be  nearly  reached.  In  addition, 
the  Homes  will  receive  $39,850  as  their  share  of  the  Nine  Year 
Program,  according  to  the  estimated  budget. 

With  increasing  aid  from  denominational  sources,  the  Homes 
are  helping  a  larger  number  who  do  not  have  sufficient  funds 
with  which  to  pay  the  cost  of  keep  as  residents.  In  fact,  about 
ninety  per  cent  of  all  the  residents  are  being  helped  by  the  Homes — 
some  with  about  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  keep,  and  others  with 
about  one-third.  Less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  residents  in  the 
Homes  have  turned  over  enough  assets  to  pay  their  cost  of  keep 
on  the  life  plan.  Regardless  of  financial  condition,  an  applicant  is 
received  into  the  Homes  on  the  basis  of  need  and  room  available. 

All  connected  with  the  Homes — staff  and  residents — are  most 
grateful  for  the  prayers  and  support  of  our  friends.  "Hitherto  hath 
the  Lord  helped."  Surely  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  should  be 
grateful  for  the  progress  made  thus  far.  Let  us  all  rally  to  the 
challenge  to  render  a  greater  ministry  to  the  increasing  number  of 
aging  friends  who  need  the  services  of  our  Homes.

Report  On  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan 

I  bring  you  herewith  the  report  on  the  Baptist  Ministers  Re- 
tirement Plan  as  offered  by  our  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  also 
the  additional  benefits  that  are  offered  through  the  Government 
Social  Security. 

In  the  minutes  of  our  Association  for  the  year  1953,  my  report 
was  in  detail,  covering  all  phases  and  benefits  to  be  received  from 
our  retirement  plan  for  ministers  and  their  wives  at  retirement 
or  at  their  disability.  In  1953  we  had  thirty-two  churches  in  our 
Association  with  only  seven  churches  and  six  pastors  taking  part 
in  the  program.  Today,  the  Rowan  Association  has  thirty-three 
churches  and  there  are  fourteen  pastors  and  fourteen  churches  in 
Rowan  who  are  actively  taking  part  in  the  retirement  plan.  This 
plan  is  also  available  to  paid  church  workers. 

The  costs  and  benefits  of  the  retirement  plan  stated  briefly 
follows:    (1)  The  minister  pays  4%  of  his  salary,  the  church  pays

4%,  and  the  Convention  pays  4%  on  a  salary  up  to  $4,000  annually. 
(2)  Benefits  at  retirement  are  50%  of  salary  upon  which  payments 
are  made  on  average  yearly  basis.  The  retirement  age  is  sixty- 
five  years.  (3)  Disability  benefits  are  25%  of  salary  upon  which 
payments  are  made,  not  to  exceed  $900.00  annually.  Disability 
may  occur  prior  to  reaching  the  age  of  sixty-five.  (4)  The  widow's 
supplement  can  also  be  carried  by  the  minister  with  an  additional 
1%%  on  his  salary  being  paid  in  and  the  Convention  also  pays  an 
additional  1V2%.  Benefits  for  those  who  have  Widow's  Supple- 
mental Annuity  shall  be  40%  of  "Potential  Age  Annuity"  after 
six  years  of  participation. 

However,  I  understand  that  the  General  Board  will  recommend 
to  the  1955  session  of  the  Convention  to  have  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Retirement  Plan  changed  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Pro- 
tective Plan.  If  this  change  is  made  it  will  provide  more  benefits, 
and  it  is  understood  that  most  states  are  now  operating  with  this 
plan  and  feel  that  it  is  much  better. 

It  is  my  personal  feeling  that  every  church  and  pastor  should 
look  to  the  future  and  make  some  plans  to  protect  the  well  being 
and  happiness  of  their  loved  ones  in  times  of  possible  need. 

The  Social  Security  Laws  were  amended  in  1954  so  that  min- 
isters may  have  the  protection  of  retirement  benefits.  Under  this 
plan,  the  minister  pays  3%  of  his  salary  annually  up  to  $4,200.00. 
Ministers  who  are  interested  in  applying  should  get  from  the  local 
Social  Security  Office  the  pamphlet  "Facts  for  Clergymen  Under 
the  Social  Security  Law"  and  read  it  carefully.  The  rate  of  3% 
goes  up  to  3%%  in  1960  and  continues  to  increase  until  it  reaches 
6%  in  1975. 

I  feel  that  the  Social  Security  Plan  should  be  carried  as  an 
additional  security  and  not  to  take  the  place  of  our  denominational 
plan.  After  all,  we  have  around  2,500  churches  in  North  Carolina, 
and  if  more  pastors  take  part  in  our  Plan,  then  it  will  strengthen 
our  program  and  could,  therefore,  perform  more  efTctively,  thereby 
encouraging  our  co-workers. 

If  any  of  the  nineteen  churches  in  our  Rowan  Association  who 
are  not  taking  part  in  the  Retirement  Plan  want  anyone  to  come 
and  give  them  assistance  regarding  the  Plan,  let  me  or  any  of 
the  Association  officers  know  and  we  shall  be  glad  to  help.

Report  Of  Historical  Committee 

Lead  on!  Oh  King  Eternal,  the  day  of  march  is  here! 

Baptists  of  Rowan  County  are  marching  on  to  victory — fol- 
lowing our  Mighty  Commander,  God  our  Heavenly  Father  and 
Christ  our  King.  May  it  be  said  of  us  as  of  David,  that  he  served 
his  day  and  generation  well. 

This  we  are  striving  in  manifold  ways  to  do — by  ministering 
to  the  hearts,  souls  and  minds  of  men,  and  meeting  the  needs  of 
a  lost  world. 

Our  history  today  is  brilliant  and  encouraging,  yet  there  is 
room.  Let  us  as  Southern  Baptists  realize  that  the  "day  is  far 
spent,"  that  we  must  be  "redeeming  the  time." 

It  is  quite  possible  that  we  Baptists  living  today  in  the  dawn 
of  the  powerful  atomic  age  are  making,  day  by  day,  the  most 
notable  history  of  our  time.  Let  us  be  aware  of  this  and  serve 
our  day  well. 

Let  us  review  for  a  moment  the  last  five  years'  work  and 
growth,  both  material  and  spiritual — a  comparison  will  be  illum- 
inating. Today,  in  Rowan  Association,  we  have  10,450  members — 
in  1950  there  were  2,048.  Our  Brotherhood  today  has  956— in  1950, 
members — in  1950  there  were  8,251.  In  Training  Union,  we  have 
3,199— in  1950  we  had  2,119.  W.M.S.  today  have  2,685  members— 
in  1950  there  were  2,048.  Our  Brotherhood  today  has  956— in  1950, 
129.  In  1950,  there  were  3,269  attending  Bible  School  (Daily  Va- 
cation), and  in  1955  there  were  3,572.  In  1955  we  have  had  533 
baptisms  over  475  in  1950.  This  year  our  total  gifts  to  missions 
are  $66,983.00,  whereas  in  1950  they  were  $50,940.78.  Loving  and 
grateful  hands  have  placed  $476,938.00  in  the  offering  plates  of 
our  churches.  There  are  now  more  than  1,761  tithers  in  our 
churches.  In  this  year  of  our  Lord,  through  His  Mercy  and  Grace, 
the  Baptists  of  Rowan  Association  have  property  in  the  amount 
of  $2,333,762.00. 

Now  these  figures  sound  impressing,  and  they  are  showing  a 
magnificent  growth,  but  in  all  our  material  gain,  are  we  well  bal- 
anced spiritually,  and  are  we  steadfastly  keeping  alert  to  such 
as  should  daily  be  added  to  God's  Kingdom  through  our  witness 
and  service. 

As  in  recent  years,  we  are  happy  and  grateful  to  say  that 
many  of  our  churches  are  in  building  programs,  revivals  and  gen- 
eral enlargement  campaigns.    Let  us  keep  our  "growing  edges" 
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green  and  ever  aware  of  our  mission  to  help  to  bless  and  minister 
to  those  loving  men  who  are  walking  in  darkness.  This  is  our  task. 

Our  church  properties  are  most  all  very  much  improved.  Our 
pastors — most  of  them — are  living  in  lovely  and  comfortable  houses, 
and  we  are  all,  with  very  few  exceptions,  worshipping  in  churches 
of  great  beauty  and  commodious  facilities  and  yet,  most  of  us  are 
bursting  at  the  seams  for  more  room! 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  pastors  in  our  churches. 
At  Oakdale,  Rev.  Hocutt;  at  West  Park,  Rev.  Finley  Fox;  at 
Eastside,  Rev.  Creason;  at  Needmore,  Rev.  Carlton;  at  Central 
in  Kannapolis,  Rev.  Thomas  Dyar;  at  East  Spencer,  Dr.  Bulman; 
and  at  Stallings,  Rev.  Propst.  As  God  prospers  us,  let  us  not  be  at 
ease  in  giving — but  rather  pray  for  spiritual  insight  and  wisdom  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  growth  in  our  day. 

Our  newest  mission,  Brenner  Avenue  Chapel,  now  five  weeks 
old,  was  established  on  Sunday,  October  1,  1955,  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  First  Baptist  Church.  The  Chapel  is  in  full  time 
operation  with  a  fine  young  pastor,  Mr.  Robert  Thomason,  a  native 
Georgia  Baptist  and  a  Divinity  student  of  Southeastern  Seminary, 
and  his  wife  and  young  son  live  and  labor  on  the  field  four  days 
each  week.  A  duplex  home  across  from  the  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  where  our  Chapel  now  meets,  has  been  leased  and  is  used 
jointly  as  pastor ium  and  primary  department.  Much  effort,  love, 
work,  money  and  prayer  have  gone  into  this  our  latest  and  long 
hoped  for  work.  May  we  support  it  with  our  help,  our  best  thoughts 
and  prayer,  that  it  may  fulfill  the  blessed  mission  it  was  estab- 
lished for — enriching  and  enlarging  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Our 
Association  should  be  fostering  many  such  efforts,  for  there  is 
room  and  a  need.  Let  us  pray  that  God  will  move  our  hearts  to 
this  end  for  the  fields  are  white  unto  harvest. 

So  let  us  of  the  Rowan  Association,  find  our  hearts  and  hands 
the  more  closely  bound  together  that  unto  God  our  march  to 
Zion  may  be  more  fruitful  and  our  witness  more  compelling, 
acknowledging  that  the  love  of  God  is  greater  far  than  tongue  or 
pen  can  ever  tell — walking  so  humbly  and  bearing  such  compelling 
witness  that  every  tongue  shall  confess  that  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the 
Glory  of  God  the  Father.  May  we  keep  Him  Lord  of  our  lives 
and  crown  Him  Lord  of  All.  Let  us  ALL  say  thanks  be  to  God 
who  giveth  the  victory,  for  we  labor  not  in  vain  who  labor  for 
Him.  May  our  constant  and  personal  prayer  be  "Thank  you,  God."

Report  on  Social  Service  and  Civic  Righteousness  Committee 

Social  Service  and  Civic  Righteousness  embrace  the  ideas  of 
what  people  think  and  what  people  do. 

The  churches  in  our  Association  are  keenly  interested  in  the 
thinking  and  conduct  of  our  people  because  in  a  very  real  way 
what's  thought  and  what's  done  is  on  the  one  hand  a  measure  of 
the  effectiveness  of  our  church  programs,  and  on  the  other,  a  chal- 
lenge to  do  more  to  improve  human  thought  and  human  behavior. 

Last  year  in  the  territory  embraced  by  our  Association,  name- 
ly, Rowan  County,  there  were  both  heartening  and  disheartening 
factors  reflected  in  the  minds  and  activities  of  the  people  of  this 
county. 

Many  organizations,  religious  and  civic,  contributed  to  the 
wholesome  development  of  our  youth  by  providing  recreational 
facilities  and  programs  which  had  the  effect  of  developing  the 
spiritual  and  social  personalities  of  our  young  people.  Countless 
numbers  of  adult  groups  sensing  the  need  in  boys  and  girls  for 
organized  recreation  to  keep  their  minds  constructively  occupied 
spent  substantial  sums  of  money  and  literally  thousands  of  hours 
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in  planning  and  presenting  games,  socials  and  other  activities  for 
the  young  folks  in  their  respective  communities. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  project  in  this  area  was  the  Build- 
ing Fund  Campaign  for  the  YMCA  in  Salisbury  in  which  more 
than  one-half  million  dollars  were  raised  and  pledged  for  a  new 
Y  building  where  particularly  the  young  people  of  that  area  will 
be  given  recreational  opportunities  in  an  atmosphere  permeated 
with  Christian  principles. 

However,  in  this  area  of  youth  activities  some  churches  seem 
to  have  lost  sight  of  the  true  purpose  of  the  church  in  catering  to 
the  needs  of  boys  and  girls.  It  has  been  of  great  concern  to  many, 
particularly  our  Baptists  in  this  county,  to  note  the  way  in  which 
some  of  our  local  churches  have  resorted  to  sponsoring  ballroom 
dances  as  a  means  of  meeting  recreational  needs. 

It  is  good  to  report,  however,  that  not  one  of  our  Baptist 
churches  has  lost  sight  of  the  gospel  purpose  behind  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Church  by  Christ  that  it  has  compromised  with  worldly 
interests  by  sponsoring  dances  in  the  church. 

It  is  difficult  enough  to  teach  our  youth  the  sound  doctrines 
of  Christianity  without  adding  to  the  difficulties  by  injecting  in 
the  minds  of  our  youth  the  thought  that  one  responsibility  and 
purpose  of  a  New  Testament  Church  is  to  encourage  dancing  by 
its  members. 

In  a  recent  feature  article  in  the  Salisbury  Post  on  church 
recreation,  the  writer,  after  having  reviewed  the  dancing  and 
social  opportunities  in  other  churches,  wrote  that  the  Baptists  had 
"no  program."  The  implication  was  that  we  Baptists  did  nothing 
for  the  young  people  in  our  churches.  However,  the  writer  of  this 
feature  article  was  obviously  not  aware  of  such  vital  programs 
in  Baptist  churches  as  the  S.  S.,  the  T.U.,  the  G.A.'s,  the  R.A.'s, 
the  Y.W.A.,  and  all  of  the  opportunities  of  spiritual,  social  and 
recreational  development  through  these  traditional  Baptist  organi- 
zations. 

I  have  included  in  this  report  some  statistics  released  by  the 
Police  Department  of  the  City  of  Salisbury,  which  statistics  are 
indicative  of  two  things — one  good  and  one  bad.  The  statistics  are 
as  follows: 

Serious  crimes  reported,  206  in  1954;  minor  offenses,  1,337  in 
1954;  drunk,  547;  fighting,  219;  driving  drunk,  58. 

These  figures  give  some  indication  of  the  alertness  and  effi- 
ciency of  our  law  enforcing  agencies  in  this  city.  We  are  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  in  Police  Departments,  Sheriff's  Department, 
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Highway  Patrol  and  among  all  other  law  enforcing  groups  men  of 
high  moral  character,  truthful,  responsible  and  alert  to  every 
opportunity  to  deter  and  punish  criminal  offenses. 

However,  the  fact  is  all  too  much  with  us  that  in  this  city 
criminal  offenses — mostly  petty  by  comparison  with  big  city  stand- 
ards— are  a  problem.  People  grounded  in  sound  Christian  doctrine 
are  regenerated  to  the  extent  that  the  Holy  Spirit  in  them  leads 
away  from  crime  of  all  sorts.  It  is  a  primary  responsibility  of  our 
churches  to  fashion  such  programs  that  we  will  be  able  through 
the  medium  of  our  teaching  and  training  agencies  to  lead  men  and 
women,  boys  and  girls  to  that  knowledge  of  and  relationship  to 
Christ  which  will  insure  against  the  commission  of  criminal  acts. 

The  area  of  domestic  relations  is  one  which  is  of  paramount 
concern  to  our  churches  because  God  Himself  ordained  the  family 
and  proclaimed  His  purpose  that  the  family  should  be  a  harmoni- 
ous unit  with  each  member  manifesting  Christian  love  toward  the 
others.  However,  in  this  county  as  elsewhere  there  is  much  room 
for  improvement.  Divorce  courts  are  crowded  with  bewildered, 
frustrated  husbands  and  wives  seeking  an  authorized  legal  solution 
to  problems  that  should  be  solved  around  a  family  altar.  The  cases 
in  our  county  court  wherein  wives  seek  judicial  orders  for  support 
from  their  husbands  and  wherein  wives  seek  to  impose  upon  their 
husbands  suspended  sentences  to  insure  their  own  protection  from 
physical  violence  indicate  the  family  altar  is  never  established  in 
many  homes  but  as  an  alternative  one  of  the  partners  to  the 
marital  relation  invites  the  firm  hand  of  the  law  into  the  home  to 
give  the  home  the  stability  that  should  have  come  from  a  truly 
Christian  marriage.  In  the  solving  of  such  problems  as  these  our 
churches  face  one  of  their  greatest  challenges. 

Probably  the  most  formidable  obstacle  to  the  growth  of  the 
Christian  gospel  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  people  in  our 
county  is  the  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages — whiskey,  beer 
and  wine.  The  use  of  these  beverages — in  any  quantity — is  prac- 
tically a  guarantee  against  spiritual  growth. 

Drinking  invariably  undermines  morality,  stifles  Christian 
interest  and,  like  all  sin,  damages  the  relation  between  a  person 
and  God. 

Yet  this  county  has  seen  fit  to  encourage  the  legal  sale  of 
whiskey  in  ABC  stores  located,  apparently,  strategically  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  county,  in  order  that  sales  might  be  increased. 
And  the  whiskey  folks  in  this  county  have,  by  using  an  act  of  the 
Legislature,  provided  for  such  a  distribution  of  the  whiskey  profits 
to  our  county  and  municipal  governments  that  these  governments 
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tend  to  look  upon  the  whiskey  stores  as  an  indispensable  source 
of  government  funds. 

Baptists,  indeed  all  Christians  in  Rowan  County,  should  not 
rest  in  their  efforts  not  only  to  discourage  the  use  of  whiskey,  beer 
and  wine,  but  what  is  more  important  to  be  in  constant  preparation 
for  the  day  when  the  sale  of  such  beverages  will  be  declared  by 
popular  vote  to  be  illegal. 

These  matters  which  are  mentioned  in  this  report  should  com- 
mand the  major  attention  of  Rowan  Baptists  in  promoting  Social 
Service  and  Civic  Righteousness.

WHEREAS,  youth  programs  in  Baptist  churches  in  the  Rowan 
Baptist  Association  are  designed  and  promoted  for  the  purpose  of 
ministering  primarily  to  spiritual  needs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Baptist  youth  organizations  such  as  the  Royal 
Ambassadors,  the  Girls  Auxiliary  and  the  Women's  Missionary 
Union,  graded  choirs,  Sunday  School  classes  and  Training  Unions 
are  functioning  fruitfully  in  the  Baptist  churches  of  this  Associa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  instilling  Christian  principles  into  the  total 
personality  of  our  young  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  inquiries  have  arisen  relative  to  the  propriety  of 
church-sponsored  dances; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  assembled 
on  October  26,  1955,  in  Annual  Session  at  Phaniels  Baptist  Church, 
does  hereby  commend  the  work  and  purpose  of  the  Baptist  youth 
organizations  specifically  mentioned  above  and  voices  its  firm  oppo- 
sition to  church- sponsored  dances  which  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  violative  of  the  New  Testament  doctrines  of  the  Church.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  18,  1950 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 
I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote  and  develop 
their  energies  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout 
the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advance. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  the  churches  within  its  bounds  and  messengers 
chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled 
to  two  messengers  for  the  first  50  members,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  one  messenger  for  each  50  above  that  number.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Association 
by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical 
information  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to 
send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their 
annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested 
to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
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repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance,  but 
cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  this 
Association  shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head.  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion rfiall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this 
constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence 
over  the  other. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the 
recognition  of  and  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, be  requested  to  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
of  the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization 
takes  p'ace.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficiently  removed  so 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Com- 
mittee the  group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church 
covenant  and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three 
deacons  of  the  Association  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Should 
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this  council  approve  the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group 
will  then  proceed  to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist  Church  of  the 
same  faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association  asking  for  recognition  and  seeking  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  Pastors  and  three 
Deacons  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promo- 
tion Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of 
the  Associtaion,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
the  Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational 
W.  M.  U.  Superintendent,  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors  of  all 
the  churches  within  the  Association,  and  one  lay  representative 
from  each  church  elected  by  the  church.  The  duties  of  this  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  carry  out  the  policies  and  will  of  the  Association 
in  the  interim  between  its  annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any 
action  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  Association  or  which  would  initiate 
any  new  policies  or  procedures  binding  upon  the  Association 
unless  specifically  so  directed.  In  an  adequate  emergency  this 
committee  may  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due 
to  conditions  arising  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
such  emergencies  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee, 
but  such  actions  so  taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association  for  its  consideration.  This  com- 
mittee shall  meet  quarterly,  the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon 
by  the  committee.  The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this 
committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organizations, 
including  Brotherhood  President.  The  duties  of  the  committee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  and  to  advise  with 
any  church  having  any  problem  to  arise  and  seeks  such  help. 
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3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations,  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance  Com- 
mitee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher, 
Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music  Com- 
mittee, and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  institu- 
tions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two- thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day,  or 
that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and  voted 
upon  favorably  the  following  year.

TUESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  30,  1956 

1.  The  Twenty-Ninth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist 
Association  opened  at  the  Stallings  Memorial  Baptist  Church  at 
9:30  A.M.  with  the  Moderator,  Dr.  E.  H.  Potts,  presiding.  Rev. 
J.  W.  Allen  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "On- 
ward Christian  Soldiers."  Rev.  C.  E.  Wraight  of  the  Trinity  Baptist 
Church  led  the  devotionals,  using  a  portion  of  scripture  as  found 
in  Paul's  writing  to  the  Corinthians. 

2.  Dr.  Potts  read  a  telegram  from  our  former  Associational 
Missionary,  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell,  who  sent  her  love  and  prayers  for 
a  successful  meeting  of  the  Rowan  Association. 

3.  A  motion  carried  for  the  Adoption  of  Order  of  Business  as 
printed  in  the  program,  with  the  following  amendments:  Dr.  C.  S. 
Green,  Vice-President  of  Wake  Forest  College,  was  substituted 
for  Dr.  Harold  W.  Tribble,  who  could  not  be  present.  Brother 
Marse  Grant,  Editor  of  Charity  and  Children,  was  substituted  for 
Dr.  W.  C.  Reed,  who  could  not  be  present.  Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins  was 
substituted  for  Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey,  who  could  not  come. 

4.  Mrs.  James  L.  McCoy,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician  of 
the  Rowan  Association,  called  the  roll  of  churches.  Thirty-two  of 
the  thirty-three  churches  were  represented  at  this  time. 

5.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  gave  the  Digest  of  Letters  and 
made  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  report  which  was 
adopted. 

Report  of  Executive -Promotion  Committee 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  six 
times  the  past  Associational  Year.  The  Advisory  Committee  met 
five  times  during  the  year. 
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At  the  January  meeting  the  Advisory  Committee  suggested 
that  an  application  from  the  West  Park  Baptist  Church  for  Mis- 
sionary Pastor's  Assistance  from  the  General  Board  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  be  approved. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee the  above  suggestion  from  the  Advisory  Committee  was  ac- 
cepted and  adopted.  Brother  James  Elium,  Associational  Treasurer, 
reported  a  balance  in  the  treasury  at  this  time  of  $736.76,  with  bills 
owed  of  $558.24,  including  bill  for  the  annual  Associational  Minutes. 

At  the  called  meeting  February  3,  1956  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee suggested  that  Rev.  J.  A.  Richardson,  Jr.,  be  appointed  Chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Association,  and  that  Rev. 
J.  W.  Allen  be  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee, 
with  the  further  suggestion  that  the  Associational  Treasurer  be 
added  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  approved  the  above  sug- 
gestions from  the  Advisory  Committee  at  the  February  called 
meeting.  Brother  James  Elium,  Associational  Treasurer,  stated 
that  there  was  a  balance  of  only  $61.54  on  hand  at  January  31, 
1956.  A  motion  carried  that  plans  be  made  for  an  Associational 
School  of  Missions  in  1958.  Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion as  Director  of  the  Associational  Seminary  Extension  Center; 
however,  a  motion  to  table  this  matter  carried. 

The  Advisory  Committee,  in  their  April  meeting  made  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions:  The  Trading  Ford  Baptist  Church  lend  their 
support  to  the  new  Mission  east  of  the  new  by-pass  on  the  Bringle 
Ferry  Road;  that  an  Associational  School  of  Missions  be  conducted 
March  23  through  28,  1958;  that  the  Associational  Training  Union 
sponsor  a  Central  Training  Course  in  1957;  and  that  the  Association 
look  with  favor  on  the  Landis  Baptist  Church  sponsoring  a  Mission 
in  the  Enochville  section  of  the  county. 

Fourteen  churches  were  represented  at  the  April  meeting  of 
the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  at  which  time  all  of  the  sug- 
gestions from  the  Advisory  Committee  were  approved.  A  motion 
carried  that  the  second  Sunday  in  June  be  designated  as  "Associa- 
tional Missions  Day,"  at  which  time  the  churches  of  the  Association 
will  be  asked  to  take  an  offering  for  the  Building  Fund  of  the 
Association. 

At  the  July  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  a  suggestion 
was  made  that  the  Stallings  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  along  with 
the  Missions  Committee  of  the  Rowan  Association,  make  a  survey 
of  the  Lincolnton  Road  area  with  the  view  of  establishing  a  Mission 
point  in  that  section. 
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At  the  July  meeting  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  the  suggestion  from  the  Advisory  Committee. 
Brother  Charles  Summers  gave  a  report  on  Evangelism  for  Rev. 
Albert  Propst  covering  the  period  from  October  1,  1955  through 
March  31,  1956  and  disclosed  a  total  additions  by  baptism  of  92, 
with  a  grand  total  additions  of  174.  The  report  from  the  Associa- 
tional Treasurer  showed  a  balance  on  hand  March  31,  1956  of 
$517.59,  with  receipts  for  the  quarter  of  $2,043.74,  expenditures  for 
the  quarter  of  $1,120.01,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  June  30,  1956 
of  $1,441.32.  This  balance  consisted  of  General  Fund  $808.11  and 
Building  Fund  $633.21. 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  in  a  called  meeting 
August  16,  1956  at  which  time  the  following  matters  of  business 
were  discussed:  Rev.  J.  A.  Richardson,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Build- 
ing Committee  of  the  Rowan  Association,  brought  a  report  that 
the  Committee  had  located  a  house  and  lot  on  Mocksville  Avenue 
in  Salisbury.  He  stated  that  the  house  contained  six  rooms,  was 
in  poor  condition  and  was  situated  on  a  lot  60'  x  175';  also  that 
there  was  a  good  two- car  garage  with  cement  floor  located  on  the 
property.  The  present  owner,  Goodman  Lumber  Company  of  Salis- 
bury, has  offered  the  property,  as  it  stands,  for  $4,700.00.  Estimates 
for  repair  of  the  house  were  received  by  the  Building  Committee 
and  the  lowest  one  was  for  $2,500.00  to  place  the  house  in  a  livable 
condition.  This  would  place  the  total  cost  of  the  property  and  re- 
pairs at  approximately  $7,200.00  to  the  Association.  A  motion  car- 
ried that  the  recommendations  from  the  Building  Committee  be 
accepted  and  that  the  Rowan  Association  endeavor  to  raise  the  nec- 
essary money  and  negotiate  the  transaction.  A  motion  carried  that 
Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff  be  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Allen,  Chairman  of  the  Missions  Committee,  read 
the  letter  of  resignation  of  our  Associational  Missionary,  Miss  Ruth 
Bagwell,  said  resignation  to  become  effective  September  15,  1956. 
Miss  Bagwell  gave  as  her  reason,  that  she  wished  to  further  pre- 
pare for  Christian  Service  at  the  School  of  Religious  Education, 
Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Kentucky.  A 
motion  carried  that  Miss  Bagwell's  resignation  be  accepted  with 
regret.  A  motion  carried  that  the  churches  in  the  Rowan  Associa- 
tion be  given  an  opportunity  to  give  a  love  gift  to  Miss  Bagwell; 
and  that  the  Association  give  to  Miss  Bagwell  the  entire  September 
salary;  also  the  amount  of  money  it  would  have  taken  to  cover 
the  expense  of  our  Associational  Missionary  to  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Convention,  namely,  $200.00  in  the  budget. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Commit- 
tee a  motion  carried  that  the  action  taken  by  the  Executive-Pro- 
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motion  Committee  at  the  called  meeting  August  16,  1956  relative 
to  the  purchase  of  the  Mocksville  Avenue  property  for  Missionary's 
Home  be  reverted,  and  that  the  money  in  the  Building  Fund  be 
placed  in  the  Citizens  Savings  &  Loan  Association,  Salisbury,  N.  C; 
and  any  additional  money  received  for  the  Building  Fund  be  de- 
posited with  said  Company.  A  motion  carried  that  the  $35.00  per 
month  allotted  for  rental  expense  for  the  Associational  Missionary 
be  deposited  in  the  Citizens  Savings  &  Loan  Association,  Salisbury, 
N.  C,  until  such  time  as  another  Associational  Missionary  is  called. 
Another  motion  also  carried  that  the  salary  of  the  Associational 
Missionary  be  raised  to  $3,900.00  p^r  year.  Brother  James  Elium, 
Associational  Treasurer,  gave  a  report  of  finances  for  the  year 
ended  September  30,  1956,  stating  that  there  was  a  total  of  $8,976.28 
received  and  $7,069.94  expended  with  a  balance  of  $2,203.10  on 
hand  at  September  30,  1956.  Of  this  balance  there  was  $1,099.92  in 
the  General  Fund  and  $1,103.18  in  the  Building  Fund.

Charles  Lemly,  Brenner  Avenue  Chapel;  Rev.  O.  J.  Morgan,  Cen- 
tral Baptist  Church.  The  following  visitors  were  recognized:  Mrs. 
Truett  Rhyne  of  Statesville,  N.  C;  Professor  Kendall  of  Mars  Hill 
College.  Rev.  H.  G.  Matheny,  Vice-Moderator  of  the  Rowan  Asso- 
ciation, gave  the  welcome  to  the  new  pastors  in  the  Association. 
Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  led  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "Take  My  Life  And 
Let  It  Be." 

7.  Rev.  C.  R.  Yarborough  was  recognized  and  reported  that 
there  were  no  ordinations  in  the  Rowan  Association  in  the  past 
year. 

8.  Brother  Charles  Summers,  Associational  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  brought  the  report  on  Sunday  School  which  was 
adopted.  There  were  148  Messengers  and  55  Visitors  at  this  time 
registered. 

Sunday  School  Report 

The  Bible  teaches,  'The  entrance  of  Thy  Word  giveth  light," 
and  that  "The  scriptures  which  are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto 
salvation  .  .  .";  hence,  the  importance  of  the  Bible  teaching  min- 
istry of  the  Sunday  School. 
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The  Sunday  Schools  have  proven  themselves  to  be  a  great 
teaching,  evangelistic,  enlistment  and  financial  agency  of  the 
churches.  We  rejoice  in  the  growth  and  service  of  the  Sunday 
Schools  in  our  Association.  This  year  our  Rowan  Association  re- 
ports 33  Sunday  Schools;  9,850  Sunday  School  enrollment;  a  loss 
of  252  over  last  year;  we  had  no  Standard  Sunday  Schools;  453 
baptisms;  32  Vacation  Bible  Schools;  and  an  active  Associational 
Sunday  School  organization. 

The  State  Sunday  School  Department  reports  a  total  of  3,215 
Sunday  Schools.  The  Sunday  School  enrollment  at  the  close  of 
1955  was  724,463.  The  Sunday  School  Department  reported  2,700 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  1955,  and  32,500  training  awards  were 
earned  last  year.

9.  Rev.  Charles  Lemly  gave  the  report  on  Christian  Education, 
and  motion  carried  for  adoption.  He  then  presented  Dr.  C.  S. 
Green,  Vice-President  of  Wake  Forest  College,  Winston-Salem, 
N.  C,  who  brought  a  challenging  message,  using  the  subject  "Chris- 
tion  Education  In  The  Century  Ahead."  Dr.  Green  requested  the 
delegation  to  stand  in  silent  tribute  to  Dr.  F.  O.  Mixon  who  re- 
cently departed  this  life.  A  motion  carried  for  the  Clerk  of  the 
Rowan  Association  to  send  a  message  of  sympathy  to  the  Mixon 
family.  Dr.  Green  recognized  Professor  Kendall  of  Mars  Hill  Col- 
lege, who  brought  greetings  from  Mars  Hill. 

Christian  Education  Report 

Baptists  consider  it  very  necessary  to  operate  theological  semi- 
naries and  colleges  for  the  training  of  their  leaders.  In  general, 
the  Baptist  program  of  Christian  Education  includes  the  teaching 
ministry  of  the  Christian  home,  the  local  church  with  its  varied 
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programs,  the  Baptist  schools  and  colleges  supported  by  the  Con- 
ventions within  the  various  states,  and  our  Southwide  seminaries. 
Perhaps  the  most  logical  reason  for  the  provision  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation is  to  be  found  in  that  basic  Baptist  principle  of  the  compe- 
tency of  the  individual  to  seek  and  to  know  the  will  of  God  for  his 
life.  We  believe  that  God's  will  for  man's  life  will  be  revealed  in 
a  study  and  understanding  of  the  Bible,  and  we  believe  that  Chris- 
tian Education  will  help  one  to  find  the  truth  in  God's  Word. 

For  the  purpose  of  our  immediate  consideration,  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  impact  of  the  present  tidal  wave  of  youth  is  result- 
ing in  ever-growing  needs  for  expansion  in  all  areas  of  Christian 
Education.  The  presence  of  these  children  in  greater  numbers  in 
our  homes  constitutes  a  new  opportunity  and  a  challenge  for 
Christian  parents.  Southern  Baptists  are  now  anticipating  the 
expansion  of  seminary  facilities  to  provide  for  one  or  more  addi- 
tional seminaries  for  the  training  of  the  5,885  students  enrolled 
during  the  past  year  as  well  as  the  thousands  of  others  seeking 
admission.  In  our  Baptist  colleges  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention territory  there  were  enrolled  more  than  55,000  young  peo- 
ple during  the  last  college  year. 

Here  in  North  Carolina  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges — namely, 
Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Campbell,  Win- 
gate  and  Chowan — we  had  a  total  enrollment  of  5,921  students,  and 
already  more  than  this  number  have  been  accepted  for  the  coming 
college  year.  Each  of  the  seven  colleges  now  in  operation  is  en- 
gaged in  expanding  its  plant  facilities  in  both  housing  and  class 
rooms  to  meet  the  ever-growing  needs.  Great  foundations  and 
corporations  are  manifesting  unusual  interest  not  only  in  these 
Baptist  colleges  but  in  all  other  church-related  colleges  in  the  land. 
Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges  are  not  being  overlooked  be- 
cause of  their  own  efforts  and  the  efforts  of  our  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention to  provide  and  support  better  colleges. 

In  December,  when  most  Southern  Baptist  college  presidents 
were  struggling  with  the  problem  of  inadequate  salaries  for  teach- 
ers, the  Ford  Foundation  grants  were  announced.  These  grants 
included  more  than  $5  million  for  twenty -three  Southern  Baptist 
senior  colleges,  and  will  result  in  approximately  4  per  cent  increase 
in  salaries  in  those  institutions.  Greatest  value  of  the  grants  was 
not  in  the  financial  benefit  itself,  great  though  it  is,  but  in  the 
degree  to  which  they  focused  public  attention  upon  the  problem  of 
adequate  faculty  salaries,  upon  the  private  and  church  colleges, 
and  upon  the  value  placed  upon  them  by  industry.  The  danger  is 
that  people  may  think  the  grant  takes  ca:e  of  the  problem.  Actu- 
ally the  4  per  cent  increase  is  only  a  small  fraction  of  what  must 
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be  accomplished.  A  progressive  increase  in  the  shortage  of  well- 
qualified  candidates  for  faculty  positions  was  noted  during  1955-56. 

North  Carolina  is  second  only  to  Texas  in  the  number  of  stu- 
dents enrolled  in  her  Baptist  colleges.  It  is  reliably  predicted  that 
within  a  brief  period  of  twelve  to  fifteen  years  the  present  college 
population  of  50,000  in  North  Carolina  will  be  doubled,  which  means 
that  instead  of  18,000  Baptist  young  people  in  college  in  our  state, 
as  at  present,  we  shall  have  35-  to  40,000.  It  would  be  absurd  to 
expect  our  people  through  their  churches  to  support  a  program 
adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  such  a  host  of  Baptist  youth,  but  at 
least  our  Baptist  people  must  not  be  willing  to  slacken  their  efforts 
to  keep  step  with  other  Protestant  denominations  in  providing  a 
well- trained  Christian  leadership  for  the  world. 

Of  the  750  students  enrolled  as  ministerial  and  mission  volun- 
teers in  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  colleges,  450  are  training  for 
the  ministry.  In  addition  to  this  12  per  cent  of  the  student  enroll- 
ment there  are  hundreds  of  others  training  to  become  ministers  of 
music,  directors  of  religious  education  and  church  secretaries,  It 
is  likely  that  at  least  20  per  cent  of  the  students  enrolled  in  our 
seven  Baptist  colleges  are  preparing  themselves  for  some  full-time 
church  vocation.  In  addition,  a  majority  of  the  young  women  grad- 
uating from  Meredith  College  are  prepared  to  become  teachers  in 
the  public  schools  of  North  Carolina,  and  a  large  number  of  the 
graduates  of  Wake  Forest  enter  the  teaching  profession.  When  we 
add  to  this  number  those  that  are  being  trained  in  such  professions 
as  medicine,  law  and  business,  we  realize  that  graduates  of  our 
Baptist  colleges  are  carrying  the  Christian  witness  of  our  denomi- 
nation not  only  through  our  churches  but  through  the  many  chan- 
nels of  our  modern  society. 

Increased  enrollments  in  the  colleges,  growing  financial  sup- 
port, accelerated  building  construction,  increasing  attention  to  the 
question  of  admission  of  Negroes,  encouragement  resulting  from 
announcement  of  the  Ford  Foundation  grants,  a  pressing  shortage 
of  qualified  faculty  replacements  and  additions — these  are  among 
major  developments  of  the  1955-56  academic  year  for  Southern 
Baptist  educational  institutions. 

It  is  timely  always  to  remind  our  Baptist  people  that  these  col- 
leges are  supported  and  operated  primarily  for  the  training  of 
Baptist  young  people,  and  that  we  can  best  express  our  interest  in 
them  first,  by  encouraging  the  young  people  in  our  churches  grad- 
uating from  high  school  to  enroll  in  one  of  these  seven  Baptist 
colleges  and,  in  the  second  place,  by  continuing  to  provide  financial 
support  through  our  present  Nine-Year  Program  of  Advance. 
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Southern  Baptists,  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  Rowan  Bap- 
tists face  the  challenge,  the  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  sup- 
port their  colleges  and  seminaries.

The  Baptist  Program  for  pastors,  state  workers  and  associa- 
tional  missionaries  helps  us  all  to  keep  stepping  together. 

The  Commission  gives  us  a  view  of  the  fields  of  the  world,  and 
the  progress  our  missionaries  are  making  in  their  effort  to  evangel- 
ize the  world. 

Home  Mission  News  tells  of  the  many  opportunities  we  have 
to  witness  in  the  homeland. 

The  Biblical  Recorder  helps  to  carry  out  the  aim  of  our  state, 
to  promote  missions,  education,  social  service,  and  sound  religious 
literature.  It  bears  the  message  of  Baptist  life  and  progress  in  our 
state.  Certainly  the  Recordei  is  within  the  reach  of  every  Baptist 
mail-box  and  should  be  in  every  Baptist  home. 

Charity  and  Children  stands  beside  the  Recorder  and  keeps  us 
well  informed  on  the  religious  news  of  the  world.  Charity  and 
Children  is  published  at  Mills  Home. 

Royal  Service  keeps  our  women  informed  as  to  the  work  of 
our  missionaries.  Through  The  Window  of  the  Y.  W.  A.  our  young 
women  look  at  our  world  and  see  the  many  opportunities  to  wit- 
ness. The  G.  A.'s  learn  from  their  TELL  the  many  who  need  to 
hear  the  wonderful  words  of  life.  The  R.  A.'s  have  visits  with  the 
missionaries  through  their  Ambassador  Life  programs.  The  Sun- 
beam Activities  tell  of  Jesus'  love  for  all  the  children  of  the  world. 
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The  Brotherhood  Journal  gives  the  men  some  missionary  informa- 
tion. Home  Life  is  the  one  publication  for  the  whole  family.  It  has 
many  good  articles  and  also  suggestions  for  the  Family  Altar.

Rev.  J.  W.  Allen 
led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "I  Am  Thine  O 
Lord." 

American  Bible  Society 

A  Chinese  college  student,  during  World  War  II  when  Bibles 
were  scarce  in  his  country,  made  this  earnest  request:  "We  stu- 
dents want  to  know  Jesus.  We  must  have  this  book."  Another 
thoughtful  Chinese  student,  talking  with  his  missionary  teacher, 
said:  "Your  English  Bible  speaks  to  my  head,  but  my  Chinese 
Bible  speaks  to  my  heart." 

The  words  of  those  Chinese  students  express  two  missionary 
principles  which  are  true  in  all  lands: 

People  must  have  the  Bible  because  it  presents  Jesus  Christ, 
the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because 
it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 

The  Bible  is  the  missionary's  chief  tool.  He  uses  it  in  every 
form  of  mission  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go 
where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  on  after  he 
must  leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  man's  heart! 

The  American  Bible  Society  aids  in  Bible  translation,  pub- 
lishes the  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  them 
without  profit,  usually  below  cost.  For  the  blind  it  supplies  Scrip- 
tures in  raised-letter  systems  and  on  talking  book  records.  The 
Bible  Society  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work 
around  the  world. 
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During  1955  the  American  Bible  Society  helped  to  publish 
Bibles  in  Russia  by  giving  to  Russian  Baptist  leaders,  mats  made 
from  our  printing  plates — which  they  are  using  to  print  50,000  Rus- 
sian Bibles;  helped  the  Japan  Bible  Society  publish  the  full  Bible 
in  Colloquial  Japanese,  the  every-day  language  easily  understood 
by  all  the  people.  This  opens  the  Book  to  many  millions  of  new 
readers  and  is  stimulating  interest  in  Bible  reading.  Donated 
1,397,100  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains  in  our 
Armed  Forces,  providing  a  vital  link  between  the  home  churches 
and  the  men  in  service.  Distributed  throughout  the  world  almost 
15  million  volumes  of  Scriptures. 

Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work — and  because 
Southern  Baptist  missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures 
they  need  for  distribution  in  their  own  work — Southern  Baptist 
churches  give  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

In  1955  Southern  Baptist  churches  again  broke  their  own  rec- 
ord by  giving  $115,631  to  their  Bible  Society — but  again  stood  in 
second  place,  exceeded  by  Methodist  gifts  of  $139,151.  Gifts  from 
all  denominations  totaled  $804,998. 

The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  church  is  needed.  Has 
your  own  church  given  this  year?  Here  are  suggestions,  based  on 
what  many  churches  are  doing: 

Every  church  can  give  at  least  these  amounts  each  year:  Coun- 
try and  villages  churches,  $10  to  $25;  churches  in  small  cities,  $25 
to  $100;  larger  churches,  $100  to  $200;  great  city  churches,  $200  to 
$500  or  more.

13.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymn  "Breathe  On  Me,"  led  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen.

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Helms,  pastor  of  the  Landis  Baptist  Church,  led  the  devotionals 
using  the  scripture  from  I  John  5.  Rev.  Joe  Parsons  of  South  Caro- 
lina led  in  prayer. 

14.  Rev.  Albert  Propst  brought  the  report  on  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Hospital  for  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson  who  was  confined  to 
the  hospital.  This  report  was  adopted.  Rev.  Propst  presented  Rev. 
E.  Dean  Bergen,  Chaplain  at  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston- Salem, 
N.  C,  who  spoke  to  the  report. 

Baptist  Hospital  Report 

The  year  1955  was  the  best  in  service  our  Baptist  Hospital  has 
ever  had.  Our  churches  gave  the  largest  Mother's  Day  Offering 
they  have  ever  made,  and  the  Hospital  was  able  to  serve  more  sick 
people  than  ever  before.  More  than  115,000  days  of  bed-patient 
care  were  rendered  to  almost  15,000  sick  people,  and  more  than 
100,000  visits  were  made  to  the  clinics  and  offices  of  the  medical 
staff. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  new  south  wing  and  the  mov- 
ing of  a  number  of  departments  into  new  quarters,  much  of  the 
original  building  which  was  constructed  in  1923  had  to  be  reno- 
vated. Most  of  this  work  has  been  completed,  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  new  waiting  rooms  for  visitors  and  many  other  changes.  Our 
Hospital  is  not  only  larger  now,  but  it  has  the  best  facilities  and 
staff  to  serve  our  people  that  it  has  ever  had. 

The  new  X-ray  department  is  one  example  of  improvement. 
Just  recently,  three  new  type  X-ray  machines  have  been  installed 
at  a  cost  of  over  $30,000.  A  small  concrete  building  is  now  under 
construction  to  house  a  cobalt  machine,  which  is  much  more  safe 
and  much  more  effective  in  the  treatment  of  certain  types  of  cancer 
than  any  X-ray  machines  now  being  used.  The  cost  of  this  will 
be  $75,000.  No  other  hospital  in  North  Carolina  has  equipment 
equal  to  these  new  machines.  We  now  have  the  best  X-ray  depart- 
ment in  the  South.  The  doctor  who  heads  the  department  is  one 
of  the  outstanding  radiologists  in  America. 

Most  other  departments  have  been  improved  and  new  depart- 
ments added.  Regular  services  are  being  held  in  the  beautiful  new 
Chapel  which  was  opened  in  June.  We  now  have  a  fine  specialist 
for  testing  and  advising  those  who  have  defective  hearing.  A 
highly  skilled  plastic  surgeon  is  joining  our  staff  this  fall.  Our  Bap- 
tist Hospital  is  trying  to  stay  in  the  forefront  in  providing  for  our 
people  the  best  there  is  available  in  medical  service. 

The  most  urgently  needed  new  facilities  are  a  new  nurses' 
home,  in  order  that  the  nursing  school  may  be  enlarged,  and  addi- 
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tional  parking  facilities.  Anyone  who  has  visited  the  Hospital  re- 
cently is  probably  aware  of  the  serious  parking  problem,  and  the 
nursing  school  need  is  equally  acute. 

Costs  in  all  hospitals  have  increased  steadily  and  every  indi- 
cation is  that  they  will  continue  to  increase.  Such  medical  service 
as  is  provided  by  our  Baptist  Hospital  cannot  be  made  available 
without  great  cost.  All  who  can  possibly  do  so  should  carry  hos- 
pital insurance  with  a  reliable  company.  Those  of  us  who  can  pay 
for  our  medical  care  must  do  so.  Then  we  need  to  give  generously 
through  our  Mother's  Day  Offering  to  help  care  for  those  who 
cannot  care  for  themselves.

Training  Union  Report 


It  is  with  deep  sincerity  and  humbleness  that  I  present  the 
following  report  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  of  the  Rowan  County 
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Association.  It  was  indeed  a  great  honor  for  me  to  represent,  what 
should  be  one  of  our  strongest  organizations,  the  Baptist  Training 
Union.  There  has  been  a  growth  in  our  Training  Unions  throughout 
this  Association;  however,  there  were  less  awards  earned  than  last 
year.  This  year  from  this  Association  we  reported  only  832  awards 
in  the  churches. 

We  must  develop  more  training  in  our  churches  if  our  people 
are  to  be  better  informed.  How  can  this  be  done?  I  would  like 
to  appeal  to  all  of  the  pastors  in  this  way,  are  you  taking  an  active 
part  in  seeing  to  it  that  your  Training  Union  hour  is  well  planned 
and  that  your  director  is  aware  of  the  importance  of  this  hour?

Our  Associational  "M"  Nights  are  always  a  challenge  and  for 
the  past  several  years  the  attendance  goal  has  been  1001,  however, 
as  yet,  this  goal  has  not  been  reached  but  there  is  much  more  to 
our  "M"  Nights,  than  just  the  attendance.

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Associational  W.M.U.  Report 

As  we  stand  on  the  threshold  of  a  new  year  and  glance  back 
over  the  year  just  passed  we  are  indeed  grateful  for  the  excellent 
leaders  who  have  worked  so  diligently  to  accomplish  great  things 
for  God. 

We  are  ever  mindful  of  the  failures  we  have  had  along  the 
way  but  we  can  always  rejoice  in  the  advances  made  in  Kingdom 
building. 

This  year  Woman's  Missionary  Union  launches  the  Aims  for 
Advancement  to  replace  the  Standards  of  Excellence  which  have 
been  in  use  since  1911.  The  statement  of  the  WMS  Aims  for 
Advancement  becomes  an  important  basis  for  the  outlined  program 
of  work.  Every  woman  should  be  challenged  to  appropriate  these 
Aims  in  personal  Christian  experience.  Each  of  the  Youth  organi- 
zations will  use  their  new  Aims  for  Advancement  as  a  guide  in 
accomplishing  its  maximum  of  achievement.  The  Aims  for  Ad- 
vancement constitute  a  program  of  work  for  the  entire  year.  In 
Aims  for  Advancement  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  a  working 
basis  for  an  ever-enlarging  program  of  missionary  service. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  also  adopted  a  uniform  method 
of  reporting  for  the  entire  convention.  For  some  years  there  have 
come  requests  for  a  uniform  plan  and  so  we  are  beginning  it  this 
year.  Reporting  is  an  important  part  of  organizational  life.  It  lets 
us  know  what  an  organization  is  doing  and  what  it  is  not  doing. 
It  helps  leadership  to  know  what  help  is  needed  and  where  it  is 
needed.  We  would  urge  our  leaders  to  make  certain  that  a  com- 
plete report  is  given  quarter  by  quarter  of  each  organization  in 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

The  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  are  giving  them- 
selves increasingly  to  the  study  of  the  world  and  its  people,  its 
needs,  its  opportunities,  its  possibilities  and  our  personal  relation 
to  them  in  the  enterprise  of  establishing  Christ's  Kingdom  of  love 
on  earth.  There  has  been  a  decided  increase  in  Mission  Study  and 
in  mission  books  read  in  the  past  twelve  months.  Through  our 
total  mission  study  program  new  worlds  have  been  opened  up  to 
many  this  year  and  new  interest  in  lost  humanity  has  been  aroused. 

In  the  program  of  Stewardship  teaching  for  the  women  and 
youth  of  the  churches,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  places  em- 
phasis upon  the  principle  of  the  tithe  and  the  support  of  the  Co- 
operative Program  through  local  church  budgets  as  the  basic  plan 
of  giving.  It  is  the  desire  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  that  the 
teaching  emphasis  upon  stewardship  in  all  the  units  of  the  organi- 
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zation  shall  be  a  vital  aid  to  the  pastor  who  is  seeking  to  develop 
his  church  membership  in  the  practice  of  scriptural  giving. 

We  often  use  the  expression,  "Members  of  a  missionary  Baptist 
church,"  and  then  limit  our  mission  activities  to  a  small  contribu- 
tion for  the  work  of  some  foreign  field,  forgetting  that  Jesus  said, 
"Ye  are  my  witnesses"  and  "The  field  is  the  world."  Through  the 
work  of  Community  Missions  we  each  can  become  missionaries  at 
home.  What  a  glorious  thought  that  each  individual  may  do  the 
same  witnessing  in  the  community  that  our  missionaries  do  on 
their  fields  of  labor. 

It  is  impossible  to  report  definite  results  in  the  prayer  life 
of  members  but  we  feel  that  there  is  a  deepening  of  interest  in 
individual  prayer,  in  reading  and  study  of  books  on  prayer,  and 
in  family  worship.  These  things  have  come  to  pass  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  division  of  prayer  and  the  election  of  local  prayer 
chairmen.  Under  the  direction  of  the  prayer  chairmen  our  women 
and  youth  have  been  called  to  participate  in  the  three  special  sea- 
sons of  prayer.  As  we  are  led  to  study  and  become  informed  of 
the  needs  of  the  world  then  will  we  pray  intelligently  for  those 
needs  and  we  will  give  sacrificially  when  we  know.  The  Inter- 
cessory Prayer  League  seems  to  be  filling  a  long  felt  need,  and 
we  hope  that  many  of  our  churches  are  going  to  make  use  of  the 
prayer  power  of  her  shut-ins  through  this  means. 

According  to  the  plan  of  our  convention  this  is  the  last  year 
of  the  work  of  the  joint  committee  in  fostering  our  Royal  Ambassa- 
dor work.  If  plans  go  according  to  schedule  by  this  time  next  year 
the  transfer  of  this  work  to  the  Brotherhood  shall  be  complete. 
We  are  indeed  happy  for  the  interest  manifested  by  the  men  in 
our  boys  and  sincerely  believe  that  the  work  will  make  great 
strides  in  the  immediate  future. 

Many  have  labored  faithfully  to  achieve  what  has  been  done 
during  the  past  year  and  as  we  "Lift  up  our  eyes  and  look  on  the 
fields,"  we  are  grateful  for  the  task  He  has  given  and  for  the  accom- 
plishments made  in  His  name,  but  we  are  ashamed  of  the  failures 
we  see.  May  the  "Lord  of  the  harvest"  thrust  us  forth  with  re- 
newed zeal  and  the  power  of  His  Spirit  that  we  may  reap  more 
abundantly  in  this  new  year.

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Report  of  Music  Committee 

"Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song:  sing  unto  the  Lord,  All  the 
earth.  Sing  unto  the  Lord,  bless  his  name;  show  forth  his  salvation 
from  day  to  day"  (Psalm  96). 

Music  is  the  universal  medium  of  Christian  worship.  Our  sing- 
ing of  hymns  unifies  us  in  the  worship  of  God. 

During  the  past  year  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  one 
of  the  highlights  was  the  publication  of  the  "Baptist  Hymnal."  A 
Hymnal  designed  especially  for  congregational  singing  is  the  prod- 
uct of  many  years  of  planning  and  work  by  a  committee  of  thirty- 
seven  men  and  women  from  all  sections  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  We  now  have  a  Hymnal  flexible  enough  to  be  used  in 
any  service  of  the  church  and  one  of  which  we  can  be  justly  proud. 

Your  Associational  Music  Committee  earnestly  suggests  that 
you  give  thoughtful  consideration  to  the  "Baptist  Hymnal"  when 
you  are  ordering  Hymnals  for  your  church. 

From  our  Digest  of  Church  Letters  we  find  a  definite  trend 
toward  increased  interest  in  good  music  in  our  churches.  We  have 
a  total  of  892  members  enrolled  in  53  choirs  in  the  Association. 
Eight  churches  reported  a  music  budget  with  a  total  of  $3,751 
budgeted.  All  churches  reported  using  hymnals  publishel  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  Press  except  one,  which  is  a  most 
encouraging  trend. 

An  Associational  School  of  Church  Music  was  conducted  dur- 
ing the  week  of  February  20,  1956.  Churches  throughout  the  Asso- 
ciation were  represented  in  the  School  and  we  feel  that  a  better 
quality  of  work  was  done  than  in  our  previous  schools  because  of 
the  increased  interest  of  those  who  attended. 

We  strongly  recommend  an  increased  program  of  training  in 
church  music  in  the  individual  churches,  with  particular  emphasis 
on  the  training  of  leadership.

Dr.  Potts  presented  Brother  Marse  Grant,  Editor 
of  Charity  and  Children,  who  spoke  to  the  report  with  a  heart- 
warming message. 

Report  of  The  Baptist  Orphanage  of  North  Carolina,  Inc. 

A  CONTINUING  NEED 
During  the  year  of  1955  a  total  of  824  applications  for  the  care 
of  needy  children  passed  over  the  desk  of  the  General  Superintend- 
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ent.  A  decision  had  to  be  made  on  each  case.  We  were  able  to 
admit  to  some  phase  of  our  program  137  of  these  children.  To  the 
other  687  we  had  to  say  no.  Of  course,  many  of  these  were  accepted 
for  some  sort  of  care  by  relatives  or  other  agencies. 

In  1955  there  were  58  per  cent  more  applications  sent  to  us 
than  in  1950.  Thus  the  need,  based  on  the  number  of  applications, 
grows  greater  each  year.  Last  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  736 
children,  or  23  more  than  the  year  before.  The  increase  was  in 
foster  home  care  and  was  made  possible  by  an  increase  in  the 
Thanksgiving  Offering. 

PLAN  OF  SUPPORT 

Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  Orphanage  received  part  of 
its  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  About  ten  per  cent 
of  the  total  income  was  given  through  this  channel.  Most  of  the 
churches  continue  to  place  the  Orphanage  in  their  budgets  or  else 
take  the  Once-A-Month  offering  through  their  Sunday  Schools. 
Each  church,  of  course,  makes  its  own  decision  about  this  matter. 
Let  us  always  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  income  for  the  Orphan- 
age from  church  budgets,  Once-A-Month  offerings,  and  the  Co- 
operative Program  is  fixed  and  will  be  the  same  amount  each  year. 
Therefore,  the  only  way  for  the  Orphanage  to  get  more  money  to 
meet  the  ever  increasing  needs  for  child  care  is  through  a  greater 
Thanksgiving  Offering. 

In  North  Carolina  there  are  more  Baptists  than  ever  before; 
the  income  of  our  people  is  at  an  all-time  high;  they  have  given 
more  money  to  our  total  Baptist  program  than  ever  before.  Surely 
this  year  they  will  make  a  greater  Thanksgiving  Offering  to  help 
the  homeless  child  if  our  church  leaders  will  give  them  a  chance. 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 

During  the  past  year  a  new  church  building  and  a  new  par- 
sonage have  been  completed  at  Kennedy  Home.  These  are  build- 
ings of  which  every  Baptist  can  be  proud.  A  contract  will  be  let 
sometime  this  fall  for  a  new  boys'  cottage  and  a  swimming  pool 
at  Kennedy  Home.  Bear  in  mind  that  all  of  these  buildings  are 
erected  with  special  gifts  or  bequests. 

CHARITY  AND  CHILDREN 

We  believe  your  Orphanage  publication,  Charity  and  Children, 
is  now  making  a  greater  contribution  to  our  Baptist  program  than 
ever  before  in  its  glorious  history.  With  the  tremendous  amount 
of  "trash"  reaching  our  people  through  the  printed  page,  it  is  im- 
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possible  for  us  to  get  too  much  good  literature  in  their  hands. 
Today  more  than  51,000  copies  of  Charity  and  Children  are  mailed 
out  each  week.  These  are  filled  with  information  about  some  phase 
of  our  Baptist  program.

Rev.  J.  W.  Creason,  pastor  of  the  Eastside  Baptist  Church, 
led  the  devotionals,  reading  from  the  prophecy  of  Isaiah. 

22.  Rev.  H.  G.  Matheny,  Vice-Moderator  of  the  Rowan  Asso- 
ciation, presided  at  the  evening  session.  Rev.  Matheny  made  an- 
nouncement of  the  coming  revival  at  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Salisbury.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  announced  "M"  Night  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  in  December.  Dr.  Potts  announced 
the  Brotherhood  Barbecue  Supper  and  meeting  to  be  held  at  Wake 
Forest  College  in  November. 

Brotherhood  Report 

The  Advisory  Committee  and  officers  of  the  Associational 
Brotherhood  met  at  the  First  Baptist  Crmreh,  Salisbury,  on  No- 
vember 20,  1955  and  planned  all  meetings  through  September  11, 
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1956.  The  response  to  this  meeting  was  good.  Four  Associational 
meetings  were  planned  and  committees  were  worked  out  for  vari- 
ous duties. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  December  13  at  East  Spencer  Bap- 
tist Church  with  51  present,  12  churches  represented.  Rev.  J.  W. 
Allen  led  the  group  in  Christmas  carols.  The  East  Spencer  Men's 
Chorus  rendered  two  old  and  familiar  hymns.  Francis  Cook  gave 
a  splendid  report  on  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  convention  in  Ashe- 
ville.  Then  the  men  present  were  thrilled  by  a  message  from  Rev. 
H.  M.  Hocutt  of  Oakdale.  At  this  meeting  the  men  unanimously 
accepted  the  challenge  of  directing  the  R.  A.'s  along  with  the  WMU 
for  1955-1956  and  1956-1957  and  having  the  opportunity  of  accept- 
ing the  fu]l  program  in  1957. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  March  13  at  Faith  Baptist  Church 
with  67  men  and  one  visitor.  A  report  from  the  campsite  com- 
mittee was  brought  requesting  that  anyone  knowing  of  available 
land  to  contact  some  member  of  the  committee.  The  program  con- 
sisted of  several  song  selections  from  the  different  quartets,  chor- 
uses and  individuals  of  the  Association.  This  musical  program  was 
enjoyed  by  all. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  with  the  Enon  Church  Brother- 
hood at  the  church  playground  where  the  men  enjoyed  some  fine 
fellowship  playing  volleyball  and  pitching  horseshoe  prior  to  the 
program.  Rev.  Charles  Lemley  gave  a  report  on  the  Regional 
Brotherhood  meeting.  Several  members  of  the  R.  A.  Chapters  from 
Calvary,  Faith  and  North  Main  gave  the  fundamentals  of  the  R.  A. 
program,  There  were  90  men  present  with  11  R.  A.'s  as  guests. 

Our  fourth  meeting  was  held  with  the  Pine  Ridge  Church  at 
which  time  the  following  officers  were  nominated:  President, 
Gerald  W.  Herrin;  Program  Vice-President,  B.  A.  Bailey;  Mem- 
bership Vice-President,  R.  J.  Davis;  Activities  Vice-President, 
James  Aldridge;  Song  Leader,  Jones  Parsons;  and  Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Robert  Nicholson.  The  men  were  reminded  of  the  R.  A. 
Clinic  sponsored  by  the  WMU  to  be  held  at  the  First  Church, 
Spencer,  on  October  18,  1956,  and  a  report  on  the  R.  A.  work  in 
the  Association  was  given  by  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff.  All  churches 
were  encouraged  to  take  part  in  the  convention-wide  Laymen's 
Day  on  October  14,  1956  by  Rev.  J.  O.  Richardson.  The  men  were 
also  reminded  of  the  State  Convention  to  be  held  at  Wake  Forest 
on  November  12.  It  was  announced  that  a  Brotherhood  Officers 
Clinic  and  R.  A.  Counselors  Clinic  would  be  the  program  for  regu- 
larly scheduled  Association  meeting  to  be  held  at  North  Main 
Church  on  December  11,  with  Horace  Easom  and  Bill  Jackson  lead- 
ing. The  75  men  present  at  this  meeting  were  inspired  by  a  mes- 
sage by  Rev.  John  Simpson. 
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The  activities  of  the  Associational  Brotherhood  have  been  lim- 
ited this  year.  However,  we  are  proud  to  announce  that  one  new 
Brotherhood  was  organized  and  two  others  in  process. 

The  Brotherhood  has  this  year  taken  very  much  interest  in 
the  Royal  Ambassadors  movement  and  our  ambition  is  that  every 
R.  A.  Chapter  in  our  Association  will  be  counseled  by  a  member 
of  the  Brotherhood  by  the  end  of  our  next  church  year. 

It  is  our  desire  and  wishes  that  each  church  Brotherhood  shall 
grow  in  members  and  strength  and  that  every  church  in  the  Asso- 
ciation shall  be  represented  by  a  Brotherhood.  The  Brotherhood 
officers  request  your  prayers  and  cooperation.

Report  of  The  Evangelism  Committee,  1955-1956 

As  Southern  Baptists  we  have  been  challenged  by  the  Great 
Commission  as  found  in  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  Chapter  28,  verses 
19  and  20.  In  other  words,  we  are  founded  upon  the  principle  that 
our  primary  task  upon  this  earth  as  representatives  of  Christ  is 
to  approach  and  win  people  to  Christ's  Way.  When  we  stop  to 
think  about  that  task,  we  realize  that  unless  that  purpose  is  upper- 
most in  the  minds  and  lives  of  every  church  member  we  are  failing 
in  our  obligation  to  Christ  and  to  the  world.  If  we  put  ourselves 
to  the  test  of  Christ,  "By  their  fruits  shall  ye  knew  them,"  it  is 
indeed  questionable  whether  or  not  we  are  living  up  to  our  respon- 
sibilities as  Christians,  and  whether  or  not  Christ  is  actually  pleased 
or  displeased  with  us. 

The  Digest  of  Church  Letters  has  shown  that  somewhere  dur- 
ing the  past  year  we  have  somehow  forgotten  or  grown  lax  about 
our  primary  purpose.  We  show  as  an  Association  453  baptisms  in 
contrast  to  533  during  the  preceding  year;  we  show  a  total  of  356 
additions  by  other  means  in  contrast  to  476  during  the  former 
year.  A  total  of  52  revival  meetings  were  held  in  the  33  churches 
of  our  Association  during  the  past  Associational  year. 

We  need  to  analyze  our  situation  very  closely.  It  is  noticeable 
that  also  during  the  past  year  we  have  had  a  great  number  of 
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organizational  meetings,  both  Associational  and  local.  Is  there  any 
relationship???  It  would  be  wise  if  each  church  would  consider 
these  facts  and  decide  whether  or  not  we  are  placing  more  emphasis 
on  a  smoothly  running  organization  than  on  the  task  of  winning 
souls  for  Christ. 

In  looking  at  the  past  records  to  discover  if  there  is  any  way 
in  which  we  can  profit  from  former  experiences,  it  is  the  considered 
opinion  of  this  committee  that  during  Simultaneous  Efforts  by  the 
Association  more  good  is  accomplished  in  terms  of  additions  to  the 
churches  and  general  spiritual  uplift,  than  during  staggered  and 
haphazard  efforts  at  soul-winning.  It  is  therefore  recommended  by 
this  committee  that  we  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  seriously 
consider  conducting  a  Simultaneous  Revival  effort  in  all  our 
churches  during  the  week  of  March  31  through  April  6,  1957.  It 
is  felt  that  due  to  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  it  took  approxi- 
mately 23  people  to  win  one  soul  to  Christ  through  baptism,  there 
should  be  a  concerted  effort  by  all  Baptists  to  more  nearly  approach 
the  ideal  of  one -to -eight — not  solely  for  the  purpose  of  figures,  but 
because  the  need  of  the  world  today  is  as  great  as  it  has  ever  been, 
and  we  can  only  start  world  evangelism  by  a  more  effective  pro- 
gram here  at  home. 

It  is  therefore  for  these  reasons  that  we  respectfully  urge  each 
church  to  cooperate  in  this  matter  and  set  up  a  definite  program 
of  evangelism  centering  around  a  Simultaneous  Effort  by  all 
churches  in  the  Association.  It  is  felt  that  in  this  way  we  can  do 
credit  to  our  heritage  as  a  freedom-loving  people,  and  as  fervent 
servants  and  witnesses  for  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ. 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  teach- 
ing them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded

28.  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley  gave  the  report  on  Ministers'  Retire- 
ment Plan  for  Brother  Richard  Eller  who*  could  not  be  present. 
The  report  was  adopted  upon  proper  motion  and  second.  There 
were  170  Messengers  and  105  Visitors  making  a  total  of  275  regis- 
tered at  this  time. 

Report  On  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan 

I  bring  you  herewith  the  report  on  the  Baptist  Ministers'  Re- 
tirement Plan  as  offered  by  our  Relief  and  Annuity  Board. 

As  of  July  this  year  787  individuals  are  participating  in  the 
Ministers'  Retirement  Plan.  Of  these  232  are  carrying  the  Widow's 
Supplemental  Annuity  Plan.  Beginning  with  the  first  of  January 
1956,  a  new  plan,  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan,  is  being 
offered.  It  is  more  flexible  and  includes  the  widow's  benefits.  132 
pastors  and  lay  workers  have  joined  this  plan  (Southern  Baptist 
Protection  Plan)  during  the  first  7  months  of  1956.  It  will  be  to 
the  advantage  of  our  younger  pastors  who  are  in  the  Ministers' 
Retirement  Plan  to  transfer  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection 
Plan.  Until  January  1,  1957  full  credit  for  Ministers'  Retirement 
Plan  dues  can  be  transferred  without  deduction.  Let  it  be  stressed 
that  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  includes  widow  benefits 
should  a  member  die  before  65  years  of  age. 
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With  the  cooperation  of  the  churches  and  the  State  Convention 
all  pastors  and  lay  workers  now  have  the  opportunity  to  provide 
for  their  families  in  case  of  death  and  for  retirement  income  in 
the  sunset  years.  Dues  are  payable  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Pro- 
tection Plan  by  the  member  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  of  the  "salary" 
base  up  to  a  maximum  salary  of  $4,000.  This  is  matched  by  a 
5  per  cent  contribution  from  the  church  and  5  per  cent  by  the 
Convention. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  80  age  annuitants.  There  are  4 
ministers  receiving  disability  benefits  and  36  widows  receiving 
benefits,  all  under  the  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan  which  was  first 
offered  in  1940.  All  of  these  have  paid  into  the  Plan  and  are  re- 
ceiving benefits  in  proportion  to  their  dues  and  the  matching  con- 
tributions by  the  church  and  the  Convention.  The  amounts  received 
vary  from  very  small  amounts  up  to  $125  monthly.  The  individual 
amount  received  by  the  annuitant  or  disabled  worker  depends  upon 
the  "salary  base"  on  which  he  has  paid  and  the  number  of  years 
he  has  participated  in  the  Plan.  The  monthly  benefits  amount  to 
$4,869.66  or  a  total  of  nearly  $60,000  per  year. 

Another  phase  of  the  work  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board 
is  "direct  relief"  in  grants  to  retired  ministers  and /or  their  widows 
who  have  not  had  the  opportunity  of  participating  in  any  Annuity 
Program.  There  are  64  of  these  old  soldiers  of  the  cross  receiving 
a  total  of  $10,948  annually,  and  97  widows  are  receiving  $11,340  for 
a  grand  total  of  $22,488.  This  comes  from  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  Cooperative  Program  receipts.  It  is  to  be  understood  that 
the  individual  amount  is  necessarily  small  and  that  the  recipient 
has  paid  no  dues  whatsoever.  This  is  purely  and  simply  aid  in  the 
name  of  a  compassionate  Saviour  to  those  who  by  reason  of  age 
or  disability  have  been  unable  to  provide  for  the  years  of  retire- 
ment.

29.  Brother  A.  L.  Jarrell  brought  the  report  on  North  Caro- 
lina Baptist  Homes  For  Aging  and  the  report  was  adopted.  Brother 
Jarrell  presented  Rev.  James  M.  Hayes  who  spoke  to  the  report. 

Report  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  For  Aging 

All  of  us  are  interested  in  aging  people,  for  we  are  aging — 
whether  young  or  old.  North  Carolina  Baptists  now  have  a  pro- 
gram, through  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging,  to  minister  to  as 
many  aging  people  as  the  present  facilities  will  accommodate. 

The  Homes  are  in  their  sixth,  and  greatest,  year  of  operation. 
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Resthaven  at  Winston-Salem  was  opened  in  March  1951  and 
Albemarle  Home  began  operations  in  December  1953.  Both  have 
been  filled  to  capacity.  When  a  vacancy  occurs,  there  is  always  a 
waiting  list.  Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Dormitory 
Building  began  in  February  and  should  be  completed  by  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  February  1,  1957.  The 
added  facilities  of  the  new  building  will  make  it  possible  to  care 
for  100  residents — 20  at  Resthaven,  36  at  Albemarle  Home,  and  44 
in  the  new  building. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  this 
new  building  which,  when  completed  and  equipped,  will  add  one- 
half  million  dollars  to  the  total  value  of  the  Homes.  What  is  more 
encouraging,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  total  cost  of  the 
new  building  will  be  paid  for  by  the  time  it  is  occupied,  if  our 
3,200  Baptist  Churches  will  respond  with  a  generous  Special  Day 
offering  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February,  1957.  The  goal  for  the 
offering  this  year  is  $100,000.  We  can  reach  this  goal  and  thus  pay 
for  the  building,  as  well  as  make  a  larger  number  of  aging  people 
happy  by  having  a  place  to  live  in  our  Homes. 

As  you  think  of  this  opportunity  to  do  good,  let  us  remember 
that  Jesus  said:  'Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least 
of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  open  their 
doors  to  the  faithful  men  and  women  who  have  spent  their  lives 
in  the  service  of  our  Lord  through  their  local  churches,  and  who, 
in  then  declining  years,  may  not  be  able  to  get  the  care  they  need, 
desire,  and  deserve.  The  high  aims  of  our  Homes  are  to  offer  these 
loyal  followers  of  Christ  security,  comfort,  congeniality,  and  such 
Christian  environment  as  to  make  their  last  years  of  life  here  a 
foretaste  of  that  wonderful  life  in  the  world  to  come.  Our  Homes 
are  putting  forth  their  best  efforts  to  render  a  ministry  of  Christian 
love  to  its  residents. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  should  keep  in  mind  that  their  special 
offering  and  the  share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program  received  by  the 
Homes  help  to  make  this  ministry  possible  to  all  who  come  to  the 
Homes,  and,  especially,  to  a  large  number  who  could  not  come  but 
for  such  help.  Our  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  able  to  meet  the 
challenge  to  make  adequate  provision  for  the  aging,  and  as  "labor- 
ers together  with  God,"  we  can  meet  it,  and  I  am  sure  that  the 
churches  of  the  Rowan  Association  will  want  to  do  their  part 
toward  this  cause.

Report  on  Radio  and  Television 

We  have  had  a  Radio  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention since  1938,  and  it  has  been  in  the  Cooperative  Program 
since  1946.  In  1954,  the  Convention  added  ''television"  to  the  title. 
Then  in  1955  the  Commission  headquarters  was  moved  from  At- 
lanta, Georgia,  to  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

The  Baptist  Hour,  the  official  radio  broadcast  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  celebrated  its  fifteenth  anniversary  and 
100,000th  broadcast  this  year.  The  Baptist  Hour  has  grown  until 
today  it  is  carried  on  400  radio  stations  in  33  states  and  several 
foreign  countries.  It  is  now  prepared  on  tape  at  the  Fort  Worth 
offices  and  distributed  to  all  these  points  in  and  beyond  the  bounds 
of  the  Convention. 

As  a  fitting  observance  of  its  success  on  radio,  the  Radio  and 
Television  Commission  launched  a  13-film  series  for  television  on 
April  1,  1956.  The  series  is  called  "This  is  the  Answer."  Through 
the  medium  of  television,  additional  millions  will  be  reached  with 
the  gospel  mesage.  Southern  Baptists  thus  climaxed  15  years  of 
progress  in  the  field  of  electronic  evangelism. 

Based  on  parables  of  the  Bible,  the  television  series  reached  a 
viewing  audience  of  10  million  individuals  each  week.  It  is  expected 
to  grow  rapidly  and  each  film  will  reach  an  additional  church 
audience  in  rentals  through  the  Baptist  Book  Stores. 

More  evidence  of  progress  will  be  seen  in  a  new  commission 
headquarters  building  to  be  erected  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  during 
1957-1958. 

The  Commission  is  rendering  a  valuable  service  in  making 
known  to  the  nation  at  large  what  Southern  Baptists  stand  for. 

Production  of  two  television  programs  and  six  radio  programs 
for  CBS  and  NBC  has  served  to  point  up  the  fact  that  Southern 
Baptists  have  taken  their  place  beside  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  Protestant  Groups,  the  Jewish  Council  and  the  Catholic 
organizations  which  produce  radio  and  television  programs. 
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It  has  been  suggested  that  we  add  to  our  calendar  the  observ- 
ance of  a  Baptist  Hour  Sunday.  That  May  19  be  that  day  in  1957 
and  that  the  third  Sunday  in  May  each  year  following  be  used. 

We  urge  again  that  you  let  your  wishes  be  known  to  your  sta- 
tions, always  encouraging  them  in  the  production  of  good  programs.

Mrs.  Blalock  displayed  a  map  of  Rowan 
County  with  the  location  of  all  of  the  Baptist  Churches  in  the 
Rowan  Association  encircled  in  red. 

Report  of  The  Historical  Commission 

In  Isaiah  54:  2-3  we  read: 

"Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent,  and  let  them  stretch  forth 
the  curtains  of  thine  habitation.  Spare  not,  lengthen  thy 
cords  and  strengthen  thy  stakes  for  thou  shalt  break  forth 
on  the  right  side  and  on  the  left!" 

Our  God  honored  the  Great  Prophet,  Isaiah,  with  the  inspira- 
tion of  these  words,  and  so  we  of  the  Rowan  Association  are  hon- 
oring Him  in  Kingdom  building.  God  never  fails  to  honor  a  people 
dedicated  and  consecrated  to  Him. 

We  are  marching:  On  to  victory,  following  our  Mighty  Com- 
mander— On  to  Victory,  conquering  every  foe!  Remembering  back 
across  the  year  brings  a  thrill  of  warmth  and  a  prayer  of  gratitude 
to  our  hearts.  Our  Heavenly  Father  has  been  good  to  us.  He  has 
blessed  us  beyond  our  most  cherished  dreams.  He  has  rewarded 
us  with  His  guidance,  grace,  encouragement  and  progress. 

The  past  year  has  found  very  few  of  our  churches  marking 
time.  Most  of  our  thirty -three  churches  have  made  notable  prog- 
ress. Our  two  youngest  efforts,  the  Brenner  Avenue  Mission,  with 
an  enrollment  of  86,  has  a  newly  organized  Brotherhood  with  19 
members  and  26  in  the  W.  M.  S.  The  pastor,  Rev.  Charles  Lemly, 
is  entering  into  the  work  with  a  deep  and  devoted  consecration. 
The  Brenner  Avenue  Chapel  has  purchased  a  nine-acre  lot  on  the 
Statesville  Road  in  Milford  Hills,  and  hopes  to  start  a  church  build- 
ing there  in  the  near  future. 

Our  very  newest  venture,  the  Crusade  Mission,  is  on  the 
Bringle  Ferry  Road  at  Herrington  Heights.  This  Mission  is  pas- 
tored  by  Rev.  Gerald  Lanier,  who  is  attending  Fruitland  Institute 
to  further  his  studies.   Mr.  Lanier  comes  home  on  weekends  to 
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serve  the  Mission  and  he  is  doing  a  fine  and  responsive  work  with 
35  members  enrolled  and  70  in  the  Sunday  School,  with  30  at  the 
Vacation  Bible  School.  Let  us  pray  faithfully  for  these — our  two 
Missions — and  ask  God  to  direct  us  where  our  hands  and  hearts 
are  needed.  We  see  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  of  God  working 
in  the  hearts  of  our  people — new  churches,  new  educational  plants, 
new  equipment,  new  instruments  and  new  pastoriums,  all  testifying 
to  Him  that  we  are  builders,  together  with  God. 

But  our  more  than  ten  thousand  Baptists  in  the  Rowan  Asso- 
ciation can  and  should  do  great  things  in  His  name  and  for  His 
glory.  Our  Blessed  Lord  had  very  few  souls  to  hear  Him  when 
He  flung  the  great  challenge  on  the  Mount,  telling  them  to  go  into 
all  the  world,  preaching,  teaching  and  healing  in  His  name,  saying 
"Even  greater  things  ye  can  do!" 

It  is  inspiring  to  note  some  of  our  material  progress  during 
the  year.  Calvary  has  completed  a  fine  new  education  plant  and 
China  Grove  First  have  been  in  their  new  educational  building 
for  almost  a  year.  A  new  pastorium  has  been  built  at  Southside, 
also  an  enlarged  new  sanctuary  and  educational  plant  are  under 
construction.  Dunn's  Mountain  congregation  held  the  first  service 
in  their  lovely  new  church  on  the  14th  of  October.  We  rejoice 
with  the  pastor,  Rev.  Simpson,  and  his  people  on  their  notable 
accomplishment,  together  with  God.  Their  church  is  one  of  the 
very  loveliest  and  most  beautifully  planned  in  our  Association  and 
might  well  become  a  pace  setter  for  other  groups  who  plan  to  build. 

Eastside  has  added  an  educational  plant  of  ten  rooms  and  East 
Spencer  has  remodeled  their  sanctuary,  relocating  their  choir  space, 
adding  two  Sunday  School  rooms  and  enclosing  the  entrance  vesti- 
bule. West  Landis  liquidated  their  indebtedness  and  changed  from 
pews  to  chairs  in  the  Sunday  School.  Trinity  has  also  carried  on 
an  extensive  program  of  renovation. 

Wyatt's  Grove  has  erected  a  new  pastorium  for  their  minister 
and  Oakdale  has  done  much  improving  by  rearranging  the  down- 
stairs of  their  church  and  adding  new  Sunday  School  space. 

Salisbury  First,  having  been  pastorless  for  some  months,  called 
the  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  of  Wilmington  to  be  their  pastor  on 
the  23rd  of  May.  Rev.  Stephenson,  who  began  his  duties  in  August, 
is  a  leader,  dedicated,  consecrated  and  deeply  spiritual.  His  gra- 
cious bearing  and  humility  has  already  endeared  him  to  his  people, 
and  the  Mother  Church  of  the  Rowan  Association  is  looking  to  an 
even  greater  usefulness  under  his  guidance. 

Among  our  pastorless  churches  are  Calvary,  the  Rev.  Jesse 
Ballew  having  accepted  a  call  to  Charlotte,  and  Emmanuel,  whose 
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pastor,  Rev.  Zeb  Baker,  has  gone  to  Western  North  Carolina. 
Wyatt's  Grove  and  Community  Church  have  new  pastors.  Charles 
Lemly  at  Brenner  Avenue,  Rev.  Vernon  Helms  at  Landis  and 
Rev.  O.  J.  Morgan  at  Central. 

Rowan  Baptists,  ten  thousand  strong,  have  an  electrifying  po- 
tentiality— serving,  giving,  witnessing  and  ministering.  Yet  a  mo- 
ment of  introspection  gives  our  hearts  serious  pause  to  ask  if  we 
are  not  doing  so  little  with  so  much.  We  must  continue  even  more 
diligently  through  prayer  and  by  God's  help,  to  send  out  more 
ministers,  missionaries,  Christian  educators  that  we  may  fulfill  the 
Master's  blessed  command.  So,  we  must  deepen  our  faith,  enlarge 
our  vision,  renew  our  courage,  and  relight  the  hope  in  our  hearts. 

Let  us  awake  to  a  renewed  sense  of  Christianity  that  puts  feet 
on  our  prayers,  compassion  and  love  in  our  hearts,  and  a  song  of 
praise  on  our  lips,  that  we  may  "Know  Him  and  the  power  of  His 
Resurrection."  May  we  all,  people  and  pastors  alike,  lock  arms, 
working  together,  drawing  a  little  faster  the  cords  of  the  tie  that 
binds,  strengthening  God's  Kingdom,  working  out  in  a  glorious 
manner  the  rich  heritage  of  salvation  He  so  freely  gave,  building 
a  history  not  made  by  hands  alone,  but  emanating  from  the  very 
heart  of  God  into  eternity.  "Therefore  my  beloved  brethren,  be 
ye  steadfast,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord — forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord!"

Baptist  Student  Union  Report 

Primarily  this  report  is  the  statement  of  the  Department  of 
Student  Work. 

This  year  approximately  20,000  Baptist  students  are  enrolled 
in  the  58  colleges  and  32  schools  of  nursing  in  our  state.  Our  seven 
N.  C.  Baptist  colleges  claim  4,000  of  this  number.  The  other  16,000 
are  in  state  or  private  non-Baptist  institutions. 

When  boys  and  girls  go  away  from  home  to  school  neither 
Mom  nor  Dad  nor  the  local  church  can  accompany  them  directly. 
To  help  bridge  the  gap  between  home-life  and  school-life  is  the 
Baptist  Student  Union. 

BSU,  since  1921,  has  become  an  increasingly  strong  link  be- 
tween Baptist  college  students  and  the  local  church.  It  is  a  move- 
ment designed  to  help  bring  college  students  under  the  continued 
influence  of  a  personal,  living  relationship  with  Christ.  BSU  seeks 
to  develop  mature  Christians  who  can  and  will  make  a  spiritual 
contribution  to  the  world  through  their  chosen  vocation.  The 
emphases  of  BSU  are  these:  redemptive  experience  and  salvation, 
denominational  loyalty  and  churchmanship,  spiritual  growth,  evan- 
gelism and  missions,  Christian  fellowship,  Christian  studentship, 
and  Christian  citizenship. 

HOW  DOES  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION  WORK? 

Baptist  Student  Union  works  on  three  levels:  southwide,  state- 
wide, and  the  local  campus.  The  Department  of  Student  Work  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board  provides  literature  and  leadership  for 
the  movement  over  the  South.  Dr.  Kernie  Keegan  is  head  of  this 
work. 

In  the  state  BSU  is  promoted  by  the  Department  of  Student 
Work  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Bruce  E.  Whitaker.  He  is  assisted  by  Miss  Miriam  Hollis,  Asso- 
ciate; Miss  Bidney  Dixon,  Secretary;  and  a  staff  of  eleven  local 
Directors  of  BSU.  (In  other  institutions  local  Baptist  pastors  and 
faculty  members  serve  as  BSU  advisers) : 

Miss  Gloria  Blanton,  East  Carolina;  Miss  Frances  Nicoll, 
Woman's  College;  Rev.  Rowland  Pruette,  Western  Carolina;  Rev. 
Edward  Christman,  Wake  Forest;  Miss  Janet  Stallings,  Baptist 
Hospital;  Rev.  James  O.  Cansler,  Carolina;  Rev.  Robert  C.  Lasater, 
State;  Rev.  John  Davis,  Appalachian;  Rex.  Knox  Sampson,  Pern- 
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broke;  Miss  Maxine  Carrier.  Meredith;  and  Rev.  Boyce  Medlin, 
Duke  University. 

The  Convention  owns  Student  Centers  at  Woman's  College, 
East  Carolina,  and  State  College.  Funds  have  been  approved  for 
the  purchase  of  lots  for  Centers  at  Duke  and  the  University  of 
North  Carolina.  The  Department  publishes  a  monthly  magazine, 
The  Reveille,  works  with  the  local  WMUs  to  inform  the  Directors 
of  students  entering  college;  and  undergirds  the  work  on  campuses 
without  a  Director.  Working  with  this  Department  is  the  BSU 
Committee  of  the  General  Board,  which  includes  three  college  stu- 
dents. In  local  situations  there  is  a  Student  Affairs  Committee 
which  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  Director. 

On  the  local  campus,  BSU  works  through  an  elected  Officers' 
Council.  This  council  meets  weekly  to  plan  the  program  of  the 
local  group.  In  these  councils  the  initiative,  maturity  and  abilities 
of  the  students  are  developed  as  they  gain  practical  experience 
working  in  close  harmony  with  the  local  church  and  the  college 
family. 

WHAT  DOES  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION  DO? 

BSU  seeks  to  minister  to  the  total  needs  of  the  students,  par- 
ticularly to  their  spiritual  needs.  The  major  emphasis  is  church 
relatedness.  Only  the  location  of  the  church,  its  personnel,  and  its 
schedule  limit  the  emphasis  of  BSU  at  this  point. 

On  the  campus,  BSU  fills  the  gap  between  the  secular  facts  of 
the  classroom  and  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  student.  Activities 
vary  from  campus  to  campus,  but  the  following  are  characteristic: 
worship  programs,  Bible  study,  dormitory  devotional  groups,  dis- 
cussion groups,  student  choirs,  religious  emphasis  weeks,  social 
activities,  missions  emphasis  weeks,  exchange  program,  steward- 
ship, and  personal  evangelism.  A  new  project  called  Operation 
Outreach  will  go  into  effect  November  1,  1956.  This  new  program 
has  a  threefold  purpose:  (1)  To  provide  all  BSU's  with  an  avenue 
of  service  to  the  local  churches,  (2)  to  inform  churches  as  to  the 
nature  and  work  of  BSU  (by  students  active  in  BSU),  (3)  to 
inform  and  encourage  future  college  youth  concerning  BSU. 

The  program  is  designed  for  an  evening  service  and  features 
six  students.  They  would  help  with  Training  Union  (perhaps  give 
a  demonstration  program)  and  be  in  charge  of  the  evening  service 
by  presenting  a  portrait  of  a  typical  BSU.  No  student  will  expect 
remuneration  but  the  host  church  will  be  expected  to  take  care  of 
the  car  expense  (1  car)  and  provide  the  evening  meal  for  the  six 
team  members.

A  complete  list  of  colleges  and  "contact"  persons  may  be  se- 
cured from  the  BSU  office  in  Raleigh. 

The  local  councils  also  promote  the  state  and  southwide  proj- 
ects: in  the  fall,  the  BSU  Convention;  in  the  spring,  the  Officers' 
Clinic;  the  student  summer  work  program,  and  the  BSU  State 
Choir.  They  promote  the  reading  of  The  Baptist  Student,  the 
Southern  Baptist  Magazine  for  students,  and  encourage  attendance 
at  the  Southwide  Student  Retreat  at  Ridgecrest  in  June.  Each 
campus  also  takes  part  in  the  LISTEN  campaign,  a  plan  by  which 
each  student  is  encouraged  to  give  a  penny  a  day  or  a  meal  a  month 
for  missions  and  physical  aid.  Last  year  this  fund  provided  for 
three  summer  missionaries,  for  five  scholarships  for  students  in 
Baptist  theological  seminaries  on  the  mission  fields,  and  five  hun- 
dred dollars  for  agricultural  implements  to  a  flooded  area  in  India. 

WHAT  DOES  BAPTIST  STUDENT  UNION  NEED 
TO  DO  ITS  JOB? 

Baptist  Student  Union  needs  revolve  primarily  around  two 
pivotal  points — greater  cooperation  with  the  home  church  and  in- 
creased financial  support. 

The  ministry  of  BSU  and  the  home  church  are  cooperative 
ministries.  The  college  student  is  at  the  age  at  which  he  is  most 
likely  to  stop  going  to  church  even  if  he  stayed  home.  When  he 
leaves  the  influences  of  home  and  community,  he  is  much  more 
likely  to  stop.  For  this  reason  the  home  church  needs  to  teach  the 
student  what  BSU  is  and  to  encourage  him  to  take  active  part  in 
its  program.  In  some  colleges  as  many  as  600  new  Baptist  students 
enter  at  one  time.  Unless  the  students  have  been  encouraged  to 
seek  out  BSU,  many  will  break  good  habits  of  home  training  before 
they  can  be  found  and  visited  by  BSU  for  enlistment  into  the  col- 
lege church.  Home  churches  need  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  stu- 
dents in  college  and  to  inform  the  Directors  of  the  special  needs  of 
the  students. 
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Financially,  BSU  needs  funds  for  additional  personnel  and  more 
adequate  Student  Centers,  In  several  areas  of  the  state,  concentra- 
tions of  500  to  1,000  students  work  without  professional  help.  On 
other  campuses  the  task  is  so  great  that  one  local  Director  working 
alone  cannot  provide  an  adequate  ministry.  These  conditions  will 
continue  until  more  help  is  provided. 

Each  Student  Center  owned  by  our  Convention  is  a  converted 
residence  which  is  not  adequate  for  the  program  which  must  be 
operated  through  it.  They  must  be  renovated  and  made  more  ade- 
quate. On  other  campuses  where  the  need  is  just  as  great,  there 
are  no  centers.  Since  on  many  campuses  half  the  students  are  not 
in  the  college  town  on  the  weekend,  BSU's  must  have  Student 
Centers  for  a  week-day  ministry  for  those  who  leave. 

The  task  of  Christian  education  is  crucial  in  our  denomina- 
tion's growth  and  service.  The  students  and  workers  in  BSU  re- 
quest your  prayers  and  your  financial  support  through  the  Co- 
operative Program  as  they  seek  to  carry  on  the  work  committed 
to  them,  particularly  in  the  situations  where  BSU  is  the  denomina- 
tion's only  means  of  bringing  Christ  into  education.

Dr.  Potts  presented  Rev.  R.  M.  Hauss, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Allied  Church  League,  who  brought 
some  remarks  relative  to  the  work  of  this  organization  in  the  vari- 
ous counties  in  organizing  for  the  petition  for  a  State-Wide  Refer- 
endum on  Beverage  Alcohol.  A  motion  carried  for  an  additional 
five  minutes  of  time  for  Rev.  Hauss.  Rev.  Mason's  report  was 
adopted. 

Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness 

We  who  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  presenting  a 
report  on  Public  Morals,  based  on  facts,  can  do  no  less  than  to  fill 
the  hearts  of  this  audience  with  a  dismal  and  disheartening  pic- 
ture— for  that  is  just  what  it  is! 

Is  it  not  strange  that  in  this  wonderful  America  where  the 
Gospel  is  so  widely  preached  that  each  year  we  must  continue  to> 
report  back  that  immorality  is  on  the  increase? 

No  nation  is  any  stronger  or  purer  than  its  homes.  One  out  of 
every  three  marriages  today  ends  in  divorce. 
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It  seems  that  the  most  prevalent  and  most  destroying  sin  of 
this  age  is  the  sin  of  immorality.  Apparently,  the  dance,  the  movies, 
mixed  bathing,  scanty  apparel,  obscene  pictures,  ungodly  fiction 
and  other  forms  of  rotten  literature,  along  with  other  vices,  have 
joined  hands  in  a  great  effort  to  destroy  our  nation.  Let  us,  as 
Baptists,  set  the  right  example  by  separating  ourselves  from  the 
sinful  things  of  the  world  and  consecrating  the  whole  of  our  lives 
to  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ! 

We  are  our  brother's  keeper!  What  kind  of  generation  shall 
we  expect  to  come  from  the  drinking,  smoking,  dancing,  gambling, 
movie-going,  nudist-loving,  pleasure  mad,  petting,  loafing,  parent- 
hating  and  God-defying  people  of  today? 

In  America  today  65,000,000  people  over  15  years  of  age  are 
drinking  beverage  alcohol  either  occasionally  or  regularly.  This 
includes  75  per  cent  of  all  adult  men  and  55  per  cent  of  all  adult 
women.  The  sale  of  legal  beverage  alcohol  exceeds  $9,000,000,000! 

Petitions  are  being  circulated  in  our  beloved  state  calling  for 
a  State-Wide  Referendum  on  the  question  of  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  North  Carolina.  Let  every  Baptist 
of  voting  age  cast  his  vote  against  the  liquor  traffic  by  signing  the 
Referendum  Petition! 

Betting  on  horse  racing  is  now  legalized  in  24  states.  There  are 
at  present  approximately  450  horse  and  dog  race  tracks  in  the 
United  States.  The  most  reliable  estimates  of  illegal  betting  in 
this  country  which  is  placed  annually  on  horse  racing  alone  with 
professional  gamblers  is  put  at  $10,000,000,000.  This  is  a  small  fig- 
ure compared  with  what  is  called  "Legal  Betting."  Gambling  in 
any  form  and  under  any  conditions  is  forever  and  eternally  sinful! 
Whether  it  be  for  a  Coke  or  $1,000.00,  it  is  wrong! 

According  to  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  most  crime  is  on  the  increase  as 
the  years  go  by.  He  reports,  "The  movies,  many  of  which  deal  with 
crime,  are  exerting  a  tremendous  influence  upon  the  pliable  young 
minds.  Lav/- enforcement  files  are  replete  with  the  stories  of  juve- 
nile offenders  who  confess  to  having  received  their  ideas  of  crime 
from  the  movies." 

Mr.  Hoover  goes  on  to  say,  "Crime  books,  comics  and  news- 
paper stories  crammed  with  anti-social  and  criminal  acts,  glorifying 
the  criminal,  are  extremely  dangerous  in  the  hands  of  the  unstable 
child." 

We  cannot  here  report  on  all  the  immorality  which  abounds 
in  our  land,  but  we  surely  see  the  need  of  crying  unto  God  for 
help!   We  are  calling  on  all  who  know  our  Lord  to  live  a  holy, 
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consecrated  life  unto  God  and  before  men.  Let  the  world  see  what 
a  Christian  is  like! 

Finally,  we  call  on  all  our  ministers  of  the  Gospel  to  "Be  thou 
an  example  of  the  believers,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in  charity, 
in  spirit,  in  faith,  in  purity."  To  "Preach  the  Word,  be  instant  in 
season,  out  of  season;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all  long  suffer- 
ing and  doctrine."  To  "Cry  aloud,  spare  not,  lift  up  thy  voice  like 
a  trumpet,  and  show  my  people  their  transgressions."

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS 

"And  ye  (the  receivers  of  the  Holy  Spirit)  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem."  This  is  the  home  plate,  or  Assoeia- 
tional Missions.  State,  Home,  and  Foreign  Missions  have  to  be 
regulated  according  to  the  work  that  is  done  around  this  home 
plate,  or  in  Assoeiational  witnessing. 

The  most  of  our  Assoeiational  work,  in  witnessing  for  the  Lord, 
has  been  presented  in  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee,  or 
some  other  department  of  the  Association,  and  will  not  be  repeated 
here.  However,  I  want  to  include  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the 
fine  work  of  our  Assoeiational  Field  Worker  and  Missionary,  Miss 
Ruth  Bagwell. 

The  same  night  the  Executive  Committee  decided  to  prepare 
for  better  living  conditions  Miss  Ruth,  as  many  called  her,  resigned. 
Miss  Ruth  has  often  said,  "I  haven't  swept  under  my  bed  since  I 
have  learned  that  man  was  made  from  dust."

STATE  MISSIONS 

When  we  go  from  Assoeiational  Missions  into  State  Missions, 
we  would  do  well  to  remember  the  words  of  Jesus,  "Ye  shall  be 
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witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea."  This  in- 
cludes the  cities,  hills,  mountains,  and  the  sea  coasts  of  North 
Carolina.  Time  and  space  will  not  permit  a  detailed  discussion  of 
our  State  Mission  work.  However,  I  wish  to  name  at  least  some  of 
the  ways  in  which  our  State  Mission  work  is  carried  on.  There 
are  in  all  twenty-four  Ministries  of  State  Missions.  Here  are  some 
of  the  departments  through  which  State  Mission  work  is  carried 
on:  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Baptist  Student  Union,  Evan- 
gelism, Church  Music,  Rural  Church,  Audio -Visual  Aids,  Church 
Planning,  Brotherhood  and  Royal  Ambassadors,  Aiding  and  Estab- 
lishing Churches,  Silent  People,  Allied  Church  League,  Student 
Loan,  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  Promotion,  and  others,  along 
with  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Charity  and  Children,  Assemblies,  Bap- 
tist Hospital,  and  Preachers'  School.  We  appreciate  the  work  of 
all  of  our  State  Workers,  and  heading  the  list  is  Dr.  M.  A.  Huggins, 
General  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey,  State  Mis- 
sions Secretary.  Let  us  pray  for  them,  and  back  them  as  they  try 
to  win  the  people  of  our  state  to  Christ. 

HOME  MISSIONS 

Jesus  said,  "And  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me — in  Samaria." 
The  Jews  hated  the  Samaritans.  Jesus  taught  us  that  Christianity 
was  for  all:  the  Samaritan  woman  is  an  example  of  that  teaching. 
Therefore,  we  believe  in  Home  Missions.  The  foreigners  among 
us,  and  the  lost  people  round  about  us,  all  need  Christ.  Our  Indians, 
our  orphans,  our  lonely,  and  our  aging  all  need  Christ.  In  the 
words  of  our  Home  Missions,  published  by  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
"Christ  Is  For  All." 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

"And  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me — unto  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  earth,"  said  Jesus,  and  His  followers  obeyed,  ".  .  .  every 
man  heard  them  speak  in  his  own  language"  (Acts  2:6).  They  got 
results,  ".  .  .  the  same  day  there  were  added  unto  them  about  three 
thousands  souls"  (Acts  2:41). 

What  are  we  doing  to  advance  the  cause  of  Christ  through 
Foreign  Missions?  Let  us  take  a  look  at  what  we  did  in  1955: 
Each  Southern  Baptist  Church  member  gave  a  total  of  $39.51  for 
all  causes;  $33.78  of  this  amount  was  kept  for  local  use.  Of  the 
$5.73  left,  $4.21  went  to  the  Cooperative  Program,  $1.52  Designated 
Gifts — of  this  $4.21,  $3.58  went  for  State  and  Convention- wide 
causes,  and  63  cents  went  to  Foreign  Missions.  This  will  help  us 
to  understand  why  our  Foreign  Mission  Bulletin  asked  the  ques- 
tion, "Brother  Pastor,  do  your  church  leaders  know  the  facts  about 
the  Missionary  Advance?  Do  they  know  that  1,058  Southern  Bap- 
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tist  missionaries  are  now  working  in  35  countries  and  territories 
around  the  world?" 

Let's  all  observe  World  Missions  Year  1956-1957. 

World  Missions  Year  began  with  a  week  of  special  emphasis: 
October  29  to  November  4,  1958.  The  rest  of  the  year  will  be  a 
time  of  study,  prayer,  and  commitment  for  all  Southern  Baptists. 

I  would  like  to  close  this  report  with  the  words  of  Dr.  Porter 
Routh,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee,  SBS, 
"World  Missions  must  always  start  with  personal  witness. 

World  Missions  is  community  missions  sponsored  by  the  WMS. 
World  Missions  is  a  Sunday  School  teacher  telling  a  Junior  boy 
about  Jesus.  World  Missions  is  preaching  in  30,377  churches.  It  is 
the  unheralded  work  of  an  associational  missionary.  It  is  the  un- 
compromising testimony  of  a  teacher  in  a  Christian  college.  It  is 
the  cooling  of  a  fevered  brow  in  a  Baptist  hospital. 

World  Missions  is  telling  the  story  to  the  migrant;  it  is  minis- 
tering to  the  minority;  it  is  pioneering  in  unchurched  areas.  World 
Missions  is  all  of  this  and  more.  It  is  going  to  the  Orient,  to  Africa, 
to  South  America.  Yes,  World  Missions  is  as  big  as  the  world,  and 
as  important  as  eternitj'  because  it  is  the  good  news  unto  salvation."

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  18,  1950 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds  and  to  direct,  promote  and  develop 
their  energies  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout 
the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Kingdom  advance. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  the  churches  within  its  bounds  and  messengers 
chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches,  each  church  being  entitled 
to  two  messengers  for  the  first  50  members,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  one  messenger  for  each  50  above  that  number.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  churches  to  correspond  annually  with  the  Association 
by  letter  and  messengers,  and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical 
information  but  also  facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to 
send  contributions  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The 
Clerk  shall  furnish  the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their 
annual  report,  these  to  be  mailed  at  least  six  weeks  before  the 
annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested 
to  have  the  letters  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two 
weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
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repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday  after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called 
into  extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

VII.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance,  but 
cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  this  Asso- 
ciation shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of  this 
constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  precedence 
over  the  other. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  organize 
themselves  into  a  new  church  with  the  purpose  of  seeking  the 
recognition  of  and  the  fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Asso- 
ciation, be  requested  to  fulfill  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Moderator  of  the  Association 
of  the  desire  to  organize  a  church  before  any  such  organization 
takes  place.  The  Moderator  will  then  ask  the  Executive  Committee 
to  study  and  pass  upon  the  need  of  and  the  practicability  for  such 
an  organization. 

2.  The  location  of  said  church  shall  be  sufficiently  removed  so 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  work  or  encroach  upon  the  territory 
of  the  churches  already  affiliated  with  this  Association.  This  will 
be  determined  by  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive -Promotion  Commit- 
tee the  group  will  then  request  a  council  to  examine  the  church 
covenant  and  the  articles  of  faith  of  the  proposed  church.  It  is  rec- 
ommended that  this  council  consist  of  three  pastors  and  three

deacons  of  the  Association  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  Should 
this  council  approve  the  covenant  and  articles  of  faith  the  group 
will  then  proceed  to  be  constituted  into  a  Baptist  Church  of  the 
same  faith  and  order. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  Association  present  a  letter  to  the 
Association  asking  for  recognition  and  seeking  fellowship  with  the 
Association,  including  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  faith 
and  the  church  covenant  adopted  by  the  body,  as  well  as  report 
of  the  work  since  time  of  organization  as  it  regards  all  phases  of 
our  Baptist  Program  of  Missions,  Evangelism,  Education,  Social 
Service,  Training  and  Worship. 

5.  The  previously  appointed  council  of  three  Pastors  and  three 
Deacons  will  examine  the  letter  and  report  of  the  newly  organized 
church,  and  will  recommend  to  the  Association  its  acceptance  or 
rejection  as  the  case  may  be. 

IX.  Committees 

1.  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive -Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors 
of  all  the  churches  within  the  Association,  and  the  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  President, 
W.  M.  U.  President,  and  the  chairman  of  the  Deacons  of  each 
church.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  carry  out  the 
policies  and  will  of  the  Association  in  the  interim  between  its 
annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any  action  contrary  to  the  will 
of  the  Association  or  which  would  initiate  any  new  policies  of 
procedures  binding  upon  the  Association  unless  specifically  so  di- 
rected. In  an  adequate  emergency  this  committee  may  take  such 
action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  conditions  arising  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  such  emergencies  to  be 
decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  but  such  actions  so  taken 
shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation for  its  consideration.  This  committee  shall  meet  quarterly, 
the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  committee.  The 
Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this  committee. 
(This  section  amended  at  Annual  Session  10-30-57) 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  comnosed  of 
the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiHary  organizations, 
including  Brotherhood  President.  The  duties  of  the  commitee  shall 
be  to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
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and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  and  to  advise  with 
any  church  having  any  problem  to  arise  and  seeks  such  help. 

3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations, 
Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance 
Committee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and 
Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music 
Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day,  or 
that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and  voted 
upon  favorably  the  following  year.

TUESDAY 

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  29,  1957 

1.  The  Thirtieth  Annual  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation opened  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  at  9:30  A.  M. 
with  the  Vice-Moderator,  Rev.  Herman  G.  Matheny,  presiding. 
Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  the  Dox- 
o^ogy  and  "All  Hail  The  Power  Of  Jesus'  Name."  Rev.  Robert 
WinecofT  of  the  West  Corinth  Baptist  Church  led  the  praise  and 
worship  period,  using  portions  of  scripture  from  the  third  chapter 
of  John's  gospel  and  the  Acts. 

2.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  order  of  business  as  printed 
in  the  program,  with  necessary  changes  to  be  made.  Motion  car- 
ried that  those  who  have  already  registered  plus  those  who  will 
register  be  enrolled  as  messengers. 

3.  The  Clerk  was  recognized  and  called  the  roll  of  churches. 
Thirty-two  of  the  thirty-three  churches  were  represented.  The 
Executive-Promotion  Committee  Report  was  given  by  the  Clerk 
and  approved  by  the  body. 

Report  of  Executive- Promotion  Committee 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  five 
times  the  past  Associational  Year.  The  Advisory  Committee  met 
four  times  during  the  year. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Executive -Promotion  Commit- 
tee a  unanimous  call  was  extended  to  Rev.  John  E.  Carter  of  Gran- 
ite Falls,  N.  C,  to  become  the  Associational  Missionary  of  the 
Rowan  Baptist  Association.  The  Committee  voted  to  raise  the 
amount  for  retirement  for  the  Associational  Missionary  to  five  per 
cent  (5%)  of  the  annual  salary  or  $195.00;  and  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  moving  the  Associational  Missionary  from  Granite  Falls,  N.  C, 
to  Salisbury. 
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The  Advisory  Committee,  in  the  April  meeting,  suggested  that 
an  application  from  the  Crusade  Baptist  Mission  for  aid  from  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  purchase  of  lot 
for  church  building  be  approved  by  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 

The  Executive- Promotion  Committee  approved  the  suggestion 
from  the  Advisory  Committee  at  the  April  meeting.  The  Execu- 
tive-Promotion Committee  approved  a  recommendation  from  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Rowan  Association  that  the  last  Sunday 
in  July  (the  28th)  be  designated  as  "Associational  Missions"  day. 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  at  a  called  meeting 
at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  on  May  24,  1957,  at  which 
time  the  Committee  approved  a  recommendation  from  the  Joint 
Committee  for  the  purchase  of  camp  site,  that  the  Rowan  Asso- 
ciation purchase  a  forty-eight  (48)  acre  tract  of  land  located  near 
the  East  Corinth  Baptist  Church,  about  fourteen  miles  from  Salis- 
bury, for  a  price  of  $1,000.00.  The  Committee  authorized  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  to  sign  a  ninety-day  option 
for  the  purchase  of  this  property.  The  Brotherhood  organization 
of  the  Rowan  Association  accepted  the  responsibility  of  raising  the 
necessary  funds  to  purchase  said  property. 

In  conformity  with  Section  VIII,  Paragraph  1  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association,  a  group  from  the  Rowan 
Association  composed  of  the  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk  and  various 
department  heads,  met  with  the  Board  of  Deacons  of  the  Landis 
Baptist  Church  in  Landis,  N.  C,  on  June  10,  1957,  to  discuss  the 
possibilities  of  the  organization  of  another  Baptist  church  in  Landis, 
as  some  twenty-two  persons  had  approached  the  Vice-Moderator 
relative  to  this  matter.  The  Vice-Moderator  appointed  a  Council 
composed  of  three  pastors  and  three  deacons  to  assist  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  new  church  in  accordance  with  Section  VIII,  Para- 
graph 3  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association.  This 
church  was  organized  in  Landis,  N.  C,  on  July  7,  1957,  with  twenty- 
three  charter  members,  and  adopted  the  name  of  Memorial  Baptist 
Church. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  Advisory  Committee  requested  the 
Vice-Moderator  to  appoint  someone  to  take  the  place  of  Rev.  R. 
Albert  Propst  on  the  Committee  on  Committees,  inasmuch  as  Rev. 
Propst  had  moved  off  of  this  field.  The  Vice-Moderator  appointed 
Rev.  Harold  J.  Mason  and  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley  to  serve  on  this 
committee. 

A  recommendation  from  the  Director  of  Seminary  Extension 
Center  of  Rowan  Association  was  approved  by  the  Executive-Pro- 
motion Committee  at  the  July  meeting,  that  the  Rowan  Association 
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conduct  a  Seminary  Course  this  coming  fall,  winter  and  spring  on 
a  trial  basis,  with  classes  to  open  on  September  24,  1957,  and  run- 
ning for  eighteen  weeks;  that  courses  be  offered  in  Old  Testament, 
New  Testament,  Religious  Education  and  Missions,  the  classes  to 
meet  on  Tuesday  night  of  each  week  at  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Salisbury.  The  Associational  Missionary  was  authorized  to  go  ahead 
with  the  purchase  of  necessary  equipment  for  mimeographing.  A 
Development  Committee  for  the  camp  site  was  appointed,  composed 
of  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff,  Rev.  J.  A.  Richardson,  Brothers  Charles 
Spry  and  Claud  Harwood.  A  motion  carried  authorizing  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  to  purchase  camp  site  for 
the  price  of  $1,000.00  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cates,  R.F.D.,  Gold 
Hill,  N.  C. 

The  Advisory  Committee  met  in  October  and  passed  favorably 
on  a  recommendation  to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  that 
a  committee,  composed  of  the  Department  Heads,  Moderator,  Clerk 
and  Associational  Missionary  be  appointed  to  study  the  advisability 
of  holding  joint  meetings  of  the  various  organizations  of  the  Rowan 
Association. 

At  the  October  meeting  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
approved  the  recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  rela- 
tive to  appointment  of  a  committee  to  study  the  advisability  of 
holding  joint  meetings  of  the  various  organizations.

4.  Rev.  Harold  J.  Mason  brought  a  recommendation  from  the 
Council  appointed  by  the  Vice-Moderator  to  assist  the  Memorial 
Baptist  Church  in  its  organization,  that  the  Memorial  Baptist 
Church  be  carried  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation until  such  time  as  it  is  officially  brought  into  the  Association 
as  a  member.  This  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Report  of  Church  Council 

The  Council  which  was  appointed  by  the  Acting-Moderator 
to  investigate  the  Associational  Letter  and  application  for  Asso- 
ciational membership  of  the  Memorial  Baptist  Church  of  Landis 
has  examined  the  same  and  desires  to  make  the  following  report: 

First,  the  Council  wishes  to  commend  Memorial  Baptist  Church 
for  the  work  done  during  its  first  three  months,  and  for  its  desire 
to  seek  fellowship  with  the  Association. 

Second,  inasmuch  as  the  church  has  been  organized  for  only 
three  months  and  the  Association  has  not  had  ample  time  to  fulfill 
the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  and  whereas  most  associations 
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require  a  newly  organized  church  to  be  received  under  the  watch- 
care  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  one  year,  we  recommend 
that  Memorial  Baptist  Church  of  Landis  be  received  under  the 
watchcare  of  Rowan  Baptist  Association  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

Third,  it  is  the  belief  of  the  Council  that  a  church  under  the 
watchcare  of  an  Association  develops  a  good  spirit  of  cooperation, 
and  that  the  Association,  in  such  a  relationship,  is  able  to  render 
to  that  church  greater  service.

6.  The  Vice-Moderator  appointed  the  following  as  Committee 
on  Committees:  Rev.  Harold  J.  Mason,  Chairman,  Rev.  John  E. 
Carter,  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson,  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff,  Dr.  James 
Bulman. 

7.  Rev.  Harold  J.  Mason  was  recognized  and  gave  a  recom- 
mendation for  change  in  Section  IX,  Paragraph  1  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association.  This  recommendation  was 
deferred  to  the  second  day  of  the  Annual  Session,  and  appears  in 
detail  in  the  minutes  of  the  second  day's  session.  There  were  133 
Messengers  and  48  Visitors  registered  at  this  time,  making  a  total 
of  181. 

8.  Rev.  John  E.  Carter,  Associational  Missionary,  was  recog- 
nized and  presented  the  new  pastors  of  the  Association.  They  were 
as  follows:  Rev.  Sidney  Oxendine,  Rev.  J.  B.  Gibson,  Rev.  Dale 
Hooper,  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman,  Rev.  Troy  Clement,  Rev.  Billy  Free- 
man, Rev.  Clarence  Talbert,  Rev.  A.  C.  Carpenter,  Rev.  Jack  Nor- 
ris,  Rev.  Wade  James.  Rev.  Carter  also  introduced  Dr.  Herman 
Ihley,  visitor,  from  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

9.  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley  was  recognized  and  brought  the  report 
of  Committee  on  Ordinations.  A  motion  carried  for  adoption  of 
this  report. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ordination 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  June  13,  1957,  at  3:30,  the  Associational 
Ordination  Committee  met  in  the  pastor's  study  at  Stallings  Me- 
morial Baptist  Church  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  eligibility 
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of  Roy  Clinton  Bailey  for  the  full  gospel  ministry.  The  Chairman, 
R.  O.  Brinkley,  served  as  moderator  and  R.  Albert  Propst  as  clerk. 
The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  led  by  Reverend  J.  A.  Rich- 
ardson, Jr.,  pastor  of  North  Main  Baptist  Church.  The  Chairman, 
as  moderator,  led  in  examining  the  candidate  as  to  his  experience 
of  conversion;  his  call  to  the  ministry;  and  his  understanding  and 
beliefs  concerning  vital  points  of  Baptist  doctrine.  After  a  profit- 
able session,  the  candidate  satisfied  the  Committee  as  to  his  expe- 
riences and  beliefs  and  the  motion  to  recommend  that  Stallings 
Memorial  Baptist  Church  continue  with  his  ordination  was  made 
by  Brother  Richardson  and  duly  seconded  by  the  Reverend  H.  G. 
Matheny,  and  passed  unanimously.  The  meeting  was  dismissed 
with  prayer  by  the  Reverend  R.  Albert  Propst. 

On  Wednesday  night,  June  19,  1957,  8: 00  P.  M.,  a  meeting  was 
held  at  the  Stallings  Memorial  Baptist  Church  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  ordaining  to  the  full  gospel  ministry  Roy  Clinton  Bailey. 
The  meeting  was  opened  with  a  hymn,  "The  Church's  One  Founda- 
tion," led  by  the  Reverend  J.  W.  Allen;  after  which  the  invocation 
was  offered  by  the  Reverend  R.  Albert  Propst.  The  report  of  the 
Associational  Ordaining  Committee  was  then  read  recommending 
that  Stallings  proceed  with  the  ordination.  The  vote  to  proceed 
was  unanimous.  After  the  reading  of  the  scripture — EL  Corinthians 
4:1-7 — and  prayer,  the  charge  was  given  to  the  candidate  by  the 
Reverend  J.  W.  Allen.  The  sermon  "Adventurous  Preaching"  based 
on  Ezekiel  2: 1,  5  was  delivered  by  the  Reverend  R.  Albert  Propst. 
After  the  sermon  the  ceremony  of  "Laying  on  of  Hands"  was  ob- 
served and  the  ordination  prayer  was  led  by  the  Reverend  Charles 
Lemley,  pastor  of  the  Brenner  Avenue  Chapel.  J.  R.  Whisenant, 
Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Deacons  of  the  Stallings  Memorial 
Baptist  Church,  then  presented,  on  the  church's  behalf,  a  BiWe  to 
the  candidate.  The  congregation  then  joined  in  singing  "A  Charge 
to  Keep  I  Have"  and  was  dismissed  by  the  newly  ordained  minister.

Sunday  School  Report 

Jesus  established  the  Church.  He  commissioned  it  in  Matthew 
28:19-20  which  in  part  says,  Teach  them  to  observe  all  things, 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded.  A  properly  functioning  Sunday 
School  guarantees  that  the  Bible  will  be  taught.  Effective  Bible 
study  leads  naturally  to  intensive  effort  toward  reaching  people, 
winning  them  to  Christ  and  into  Christian  service. 

This  year,  our  Rowan  Association  reports  35  Sunday  Schools, 
9,578  Sunday  School  enrollment,  366  baptisms,  35  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  and  an  active  Sunday  School  organization. 

The  State  Sunday  School  Department  reports  a  total  of  3,266 
Sunday  Schools.  The  Sunday  School  enrollment  at  the  close  of 
1956,  was  736,635.  There  were  2,764  Vacation  Bible  Schools  re- 
ported during  1956.  Thirty-five  thousand,  nine  hundred  training 
awards  were  earned  in  1,192  churches  last  year.  The  state  goals 
for  1957-58  are  as  follows: 

"Ye  are  witnesses" 

People — An  enrollment  gain  of  30,000. 
Children— 3,000  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 
Training — 50,000  awards  in  1,400  churches. 

Enlargement — 150  churches  moving  from  class  to  department 
schools. 

Efficiency — 75  Standard  Sunday  Schools  and  10  Standard  Asso- 
ciations. 

Missions — 100  new  Sunday  Schools.

12.  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  brought  the  report  on  Baptist 
Homes  for  the  Aging.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  this  report. 
Rev.  Stephenson  introduced  Rev.  James  Hayes,  Superintendent  of 
N.  C.  Baptist  Homes,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  who  spoke  to  the 
report. 

Report  on  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 

This,  the  seventh  year  of  operation  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for 
the  Aging,  has  been  the  greatest  year  of  expansion,  thanks  to  our 
Lord  for  His  continued  favor,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptists  for 
their  increased  support. 
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The  new  Administration  and  Residential  Building  was  opened 
June  13.  All  rooms  are  now  occupied,  except  four  in  the  infirmary, 
which  are  reserved  for  residents  who  will  need  them. 

The  new  building  increased  facilities  to  112  residents,  counting 
residents  at  Resthaven  and  the  Albemarle  Home.  It  also  added 
half  a  million  dollars  to  the  value  of  the  assets  of  the  Homes  for 
the  Aging. 

Another  forward  step  was  taken  in  July  when  the  General 
Board  voted  unanimously  to  accept  the  offer  of  Don  G.  Matthews, 
Sr.,  Hamilton,  N.  C,  to  give  $50,000  and  land  on  which  to  build 
a  Home  for  the  Aging  in  eastern  Carolina.  This  fourth  Home  will 
probably  add  space  for  approximately  forty  aditional  residents, 
thus  bringing  the  total  capacity  of  all  the  Homes  to  150  residents. 

Two  Wills  have  been  probated  in  Forsyth  County  in  which 
the  Homes  were  remembered  with  sizeable  gifts  when  received. 
Word  has  come  of  other  Wills  in  which  the  Homes  will  share. 

A  total  of  about  eighty-five  thousand  ($85,000)  dollars  has 
been  received  from  the  February  Special  Day  Offering.  This  rep- 
resents an  average  gift  of  ten  (10c)  cents  per  Baptist — 850,000  in 
number. 

The  challenge  facing  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  at  present  is  to 
finish  paying  for  the  new  building,  although  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention authorized  that  the  Homes  might  borrow  up  to  one  hun- 
dred, seventy-five  thousand  ($175,000)  dollars  to  finish  paying  for 
the  construction  and  equipping  the  new  building  on  Reynolds  Park 
Road.  Actually,  it  was  not  necessary  to  borrow  but  one  hundred 
thousand  ($100,000)  dollars.  Surely,  with  all  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists responding  with  a  generous  Special  Day  Offering  on  the  third 
Sunday  of  February,  1958,  and  with  continued  gifts  coming  in  from 
other  sources  as  they  have  been  in  the  past,  this  balance  of  one 
hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars  should  be  paid  within  the 
year.  Accordingly,  if  every  pastor  and  superintendent  of  the  Sun- 
day School  will  urge  the  members  of  each  church  to  respond  to 
this  worthy  cause,  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  would  be  free 
of  debt  by  the  end  of  the  year,  1958. 

The  residents,  and  all  connected  with  the  Homes  for  the  Aging, 
are  deeply  grateful  for  the  support  received  in  the  past,  and  join 
with  the  Baptists  of  our  state  in  thanking  God  for  His  favor  and 
blessings  year  by  year. 

The  state  of  health  of  the  residents  has  been  remarkably  good, 
considering  their  ages  65  to  97  years.

Testament.  Rev.  Richardson  brought  very  forcefully  the  need  of 
reconciliation  to  God.  He  returned  thanks  for  the  noon  meal. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 
1:30  P.  M. 

15.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  the 
hymns  "  'Tis  So  Sweet  To  Trust  In  Jesus,"  and  "My  Jesus  I  Love 
Thee,"  led  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen.  Rev.  Sidney  Oxendine,  pastor  of 
the  East  Corinth  Baptist  Church,  led  the  devotionals,  using  the 
scripture  as  found  in  the  20th  chapter  of  John's  gospel. 

16.  Rev.  Charles  Lemley  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report 
on  Christian  Education  for  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson.  Upon  proper 
motion  and  second  the  report  was  adopted.  Brother  Lawson  Allen 
of  Gardner-Webb  College  was  recognized  and  brought  words  of 
greeting  and  a  challenge  for  support  of  Christian  Education.  Brother 
C.  W.  Bazemore,  Associate  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  was 
recognized  and  brought  some  inspiring  remarks  relative  to  Chris- 
tian literature. 

Report  on  Christian  Education 

The  some  825,000  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  continue  to  dem- 
onstrate their  belief  in  the  importance  of  supporting  Baptist  col- 
leges as  training  centers  for  preparing  Baptist  leadership.  This 
interest  is  shown  in  the  enrollment  of  6,500  students,  most  of  whom 
come  from  our  Baptist  homes,  with  aporoximately  800  being  trained 
for  the  ministry  and  other  full-time  Christian  service. 

For  aiding  these  young  people  in  their  college  training  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  are  contributing  an  average  of  $1.25 
per  person  for  both  operating  and  capital  out1  ay  purposes  in  these 
colleges,  for  a  total  of  $1,100,000  annually.  It  is  our  hope  that  in 
the  near  future  it  will  be  possib^  to  increase  this  financial  assist- 
ance to  provide  an  average  of  $2.00  per  member  in  our  Baptist 
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churches;  certainly  this  is  not  too  much  to  expect  our  people  to 
invest  in  the  training  of  our  future  leaders  in  the  greatest  denomi- 
nation in  the  state. 

Baptists  of  North  Carolina  should  know  that  they  are  doing 
more  to  provide  for  the  training  of  their  young  people  than  any 
of  the  other  denominations,  and  yet  we  cannot  escape  the  fact  that 
of  the  21,000  Baptist  young  people  enrolled  in  colleges  in  North 
Carolina,  only  about  one  out  of  every  five  is  able  to  attend  one  of 
the  Baptist  colleges.  In  addition  to  the  training  of  ministers  and 
other  full-time  church  workers,  these  colleges  are  our  chief  source 
for  Baptist  doctors,  lawyers,  teachers  and  business  leaders. 

These  seven  Baptist  colleges — Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Camp- 
bell, Chowan,  Gardner-Webb,  Mars  Hill  and  Wingate — have  an 
annual  operating  budget  of  $6,000,000,  and  a  plant  valuation  of 
$35,000,000. 

In  1957,  for  the  first  time,  these  colleges,  through  the  Council 
on  Christian  Education,  promoted  Father's  Day  as  Christian  Edu- 
cation Day  in  all  the  Baptist  churches  of  the  state.  Although  the 
total  contributions  were  not  as  much  as  hoped  for,  the  response 
throughout  the  state  was  most  encouraging,  and  already  plans  are 
being  made  for  Father's  Day,  Sunday,  June  15,  1958,  and  we  urge 
all  our  pastors  and  other  friends  of  Christian  Education  to  include 
this  in  their  calendar  of  activities  for  the  new  year.

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Missions  Report 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

Advance  has  been  the  mark  in  our  Foreign  Missions  work.  Our 
Foreign  Mission  Board  is  constantly  exploring  new  territories,  ap- 
pointing new  missionaries  and  strengthening  the  work  already  in 
progress. 

We  now  have  a  total  of  1,180  active  missionaries  on  foreign 
soil.  These  missionaries  serve  38  different  countries  or  territories. 

A  new  high  peak  has  been  reached  in  the  number  of  volun- 
teers for  mission  service.  In  churches,  colleges,  assembles,  semi- 
naries, convention  meetings  hundreds  of  young  people  are  dedicat- 
ing themselves  for  foreign  missions. 

One  outstanding  feature  that  thrills  us  now  is  the  response  of 
many  from  places  of  responsible  leadership  who  are  responding  to 
the  call.  Many  young  ministers  and  their  wives  who  have  large 
churches,  many  doctors  who  have  large  practices,  many  school 
teachers  and  leaders  from  other  fields  are  volunteering  for  foreign 
missions.  These  already  have  many  years  of  valuable  exoerience 
in  their  various  fields  that  will  assist  them  greatly  in  their  new 
calling.    -":  iv, 

To  support  these  missionaries  Southern  Baptists  gave  the  larg- 
est amounts  through  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  and  the 
Cooperative  Program  that  we  have  ever  given. 

The  aim  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  is  to  have  1,750  mission- 
aries on  the  field  by  1963. 

Yes,  advance  is  our  motto.  But,  alas,  there  are  many  adver- 
saries before  us.  Some  of  these  are  racial  strife,  discord  in  our 
churches  and  convention,  the  feeling  of  security  and  just  plain 
lack  of  care. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Dr.  Baker 
James  Cauthen,  Executive  Secretary,  told  of  the  world-wide  re- 
sponsibilities of  Southern  Baptists  and  how  these  responsibilities 
have  taken  on  renewed  and  compelling  significance.  He  said: 
"Christianity  is  under  critical  examination  by  the  people  of  the 
world  as  never  before  in  history.  They  know  that  the  Christian 
faith  is  widely  accepted  in  this  country.  Why,  then,  does  it  not 
control  our  pattern  of  life  more?  Amid  the  confusion  growing  out 
of  racial  strife  many  people  across  the  world  are  wondering  wheth- 
er Christianity  has  any  real  concern  for  human  welfare." 

This  tells  us  if  we  are  to  advance  in  the  great  cause  of  taking 
the  Gospel  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  world  we  must  once 
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again  examine  our  own  hearts  and  lives  and  get  them  in  the  center 
of  God's  will  so  that  we  will  not  hinder  or  destroy  the  effectiveness 
of  our  Ambassadors  for  Christ  in  the  courts  of  other  lands. 

HOME  MISSIONS 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  is  doing  a  work  that  many  of  us  are 
vaguely  familiar  with.  Often  we  lose  sight  of  the  magnitude  of  this 
vital  work. 

When  we  speak  of  Good-Will-Centers,  Migrants,  and  Rescue 
Missions,  many  of  our  people  hardly  know  what  we  are  talking 
about.  Yet  our  Home  Mission  Board  is  carrying  on  work  in  these 
areas  that  are  blessing  many  souls. 

We  are  told  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  more  invita- 
tions from  unchurched  areas  than  they  can  possibly  accept.  This 
means  that  Southern  Baptists  have  something  that  peoples  of  other 
areas  want. 

During  the  past  year  our  Home  Mission  work  has  experienced 
growth  and  achievement.  The  total  number  of  missionaries,  exclu- 
sive of  part-time  workers,  is  1,180. 

These  missionaries  serve  in  Cuba,  Alaska,  work  with  the  In- 
dians, Spanish  and  French-speaking  people,  Negroes,  Migrants, 
Jews,  and  with  the  Military  personnel.  These  are  to  mention  only 
a  few  of  their  places  of  service. 

One  of  the  greatest  needs  is  for  funds  and  personnel  to  go  into 
new  territories  that  have  been  calling  for  evangelistic  churches. 
There  are  many  large  cities  in  the  West,  Northwest,  and  Midwest 
that  have  no  evangelistic  ministry. 

May  we  feel  the  pull  of  these  lost  people  and  respond  with  our 
prayers,  gifts  and  interest  so  that  our  Home  Mission  Board  may 
reach  them  with  the  Gospel. 

STATE  MISSIONS 

One  of  the  greatest  evangelistic  and  Christian  culture  fields 
we  have  is  right  here  in  our  beloved  state. 

Our  State  Mission  ministry  is  seeking  to  assist  the  churches 
in  every  area  possiiVe.  In  fact  our  State  Mission  workers  have  far 
more  calls  upon  them  than  they  have  either  the  funds  or  the  per- 
sonnel to  answer. 

There  are  a  number  of  fields  of  work  included  in  our  State 
Mission  program.  To  mention  a  few,  there  is  the  Sunday  School, 
Training  Union,  Baptist  Student  Union,  State  Music  Department, 
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Church  Development  Department,  assembly,  camp,  work  with  the 
silent  people,  ministerial  education,  hospital,  and  work  among  the 
Negroes. 

Our  colleges  are  full  now.  In  just  a  few  years  we  cannot  pos- 
sibly take  care  of  all  the  young  people  who  seek  further  training. 
We  must  seek  a  way  to  improve  and  enlarge  these  colleges. 

Our  State  Mission  Program  is  set  up  as  a  ministry  to  assist 
the  churches  in  the  convention.  We  must  do  our  best  to  so  support 
it  that  its  ministry  will  be  even  a  greater  blessing  among  us. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS 

The  District  Association  has  long  been  the  strongest  link  in 
our  Baptist  chain.  When  the  Associations  are  strong  they  help 
every  church  in  the  Association  to  better  perform  their  work. 

Our  Associational  Mission  Program  is  set  up  as  a  ministry  to 
all  of  our  churches.  This  year  we  called  a  new  Associational  Mis- 
sionary, who  has  come  to  live  and  work  among  us.  He  has  been 
faithful  in  assisting  churches  in  Vacation  Bible  School  work,  study 
courses,  filling  pulpits,  and  in  many  other  things. 

During  the  year  our  Associational  Brotherhood  sponsored  a 
move  to  purchase  a  camp  site.  This  camp  site  now  belongs  to 
Rowan  County  Baptists.  We  feel  that  in  years  ahead  this  will  be 
one  of  the  finest  moves  on  the  part  of  our  Association. 

Your  Associational  Missions  Committee  has  investigated  a  few 
possible  areas  for  new  missions  or  churches. 

Some  of  our  tasks  ahead  are  an  Associational  School  of  Mis- 
sions in  March,  1958,  in  development  of  our  new  camp  and  seeking 
to  strengthen  the  work  in  all  of  our  churches.

Music  Report 

The  program  of  Church  Music  continues  to  advance  in  the 
Rowan  Association. 

Our  people  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  the  importance  of 
the  use  of  good  Church  Music  in  every  phase  of  our  work. 

And  we  feel  that  important  advances  have  been  made  among 
our  leaders  in  selecting  suitable  music  to  be  used  in  the  various 
services  of  our  churches. 

Proper  selection  cannot  be  over-emohasized.  One  great  use 
of  music  is  to  create  an  atmosphere  befitting  the  service  in  which 
it  is  used.  Essentially,  music  is  designed  to  appeal  to  a  congrega- 
tion rather  than  to  entertain. 

Our  worship  services  should  have  a  worshipful  atmosphere 
created  by  the  very  best  hymns  of  worship  and  praise,  along  with 
carefully  selected  anthems.  Evangelistic  services  should  be  set 
with  music  with  an  evangelistic  appeal. 

We  have  a  weaHh  of  material  available  from  the  Music  De- 
partment of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  And  we  are  missing 
a  great  opportunity  if  we  are  not  using  Hymnals  and  other  music 
literature  published  by  our  own  Denomination. 

We  recommend  strongly  a  program  of  Music  Education  in 
every  church.  Your  Associational  Music  Committee  will  be 
strengthened  this  year,  and  will  be  happy  to  help  in  any  way  pos- 
sible with  the  music  problems  in  our  individual  churches.

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Training  Union  Report 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Association  stands  second  in  our  state  in 
the  percentage  of  churches  with  Training  Unions.  Thirty  of  our 
33  churches  have  Training  Unions.  We  hope  that  we  may  be  the 
first  Association  to  have  a  Training  Union  in  every  church. 

We  have  had  four  mass  meetings  during  the  year.  We  had  one 
youth  night.  And  the  Associational  officers  have  had  four  meet- 
ings. Our  "M"  night  last  December  was  our  largest  mass  meeting. 
We  had  649  present.  We  still  have  a  goal  of  1,000  that  we  have  had 
for  many  years.  We  hope  that  this  will  be  the  year  that  we  will 
reach  our  goal. 

In  September  of  this  year  we  had  a  Leadership  Training  School 
conducted  by  Mr.  James  P.  Morgan,  State  Training  Union  Direc- 
tor. We  had  325  enrolled  with  an  average  attendance  of  275.  There 
were  21  churches  represented  and  about  200  awards  granted. 

There  were  21  churches  that  had  Training  Schools  during  the 
year.  These  churches  reported  a  total  of  875  awards  from  these 
schools.  We  hope  that  every  church  will  have  at  least  one  study 
course  or  training  school  during  this  year. 

Training  Union  is  not  just  another  organization  that  must  be 
kept  going.  It  is  the  most  vital  organization  we  have  for  the  train- 
ing of  new  converts  and  the  training  of  Christians  who  want  to 
be  good  servants  of  the  Lord.

Brotherhood  Report 

The  Brotherhood  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  past  year  has 
been  a  most  enjoyable  and  successful  one. 

All  four  of  our  Associational  meetings  were  well  attended  and 
the  programs  well  received. 
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Our  main  program  this  year  was  the  promoting  of  the  Royal 
Ambassadors  as  a  part  of  our  Brotherhood.  Several  new  RA  chap- 
ters and  Brothershoods  were  organized  and  others  reorganized. 
The  Church  Brotherhoods  have  accepted  the  challenge  of  leading 
our  boys  and  in  most  chapters  we  now  have  Brotherhood  members 
as  RA  leaders  and  counselors.  We  are  still  indebted,  however,  to 
the  W.  M.  U.  for  their  cooperation  and  ask  their  continued  guidance 
in  this  transfer. 

Several  years  ago,  under  the  presidency  of  Robert  M.  Davis, 
a  camp  site  committee  was  appointed  to  seek  a  tract  of  land  suit- 
aWe  for  an  Associational  assembly.  With  Claude  Harwood  as  chair- 
man, this  committee  worked  diligently  and  patiently  until  they 
found  the  property  they  thought  best  suited  for  our  purpose.  A 
description  of  the  property,  being  located  approximately  14  miles 
east  of  Salisbury  near  East  Corinth  Church,  consisting  of  47.6  acres, 
was  presented  to  the  Association  Brotherhood.  They  in  turn  rec- 
ommended to  the  Association  Executive-Promotion  Committee  that 
the  property  be  purchased  for  $1,000.00.  Your  Executive-Promo- 
tion Committee  unanimously  approved  the  purchase  and  authorized 
the  Brotherhood  to  raise,  through  the  churches,  the  necessary 
funds.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  were  well  received  by  the 
churches  and  that  the  funds  were  raised.  The  deed  has  been  re- 
ceived at  this  time  and  I  would  like  to  present  it  to  Mr.  Graham 
Carlton,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation. 

We  wish  to  thank  those  churches  and  individuals  who  had  a 
part  in  helping  us  to  secure  this  asembly  ground  and  especially 
the  W.  M.  U.  who  played  a  big  part  in  the  raising  of  the  necessary 
funds.  It  is  the  desire  of  your  Associational  Brotherhood  that  this 
property  be  developed  and  used  by  the  Association  to  further  the 
Glorification  of  God. 

It  has  been  a  privilege  for  the  Brotherhood  to  have  worked 
side  by  side  with  the  other  branches  of  this  Association  this  year 
and  with  God's  guidance  it  will  continue  to  do  so.

Report  on  Relief  and  Annuity 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  was  established  largely  because 
of  a  sense  of  guilt  which  troubled  many  Southern  Baptists,  due 
to  the  fact  that  so  little  assistance  was  being  given  to  our  retired 
preachers. 

Almost  every  community  has  seen  aged  preachers  without 
financial  income.  Widows,  some  with  small  children,  were  left 
without  any  source  of  income.  Southern  Baptists  were  embarrassed 
and  rightly  so,  that  such  conditions  were  allowed  to  exist. 

In  1918  the  Relief  and  Annuity  was  founded,  as  an  effort  to 
solve  this  proVem.  In  later  years  the  retirement  plan  was  launched 
and  has  experienced  marvelous  growth.  On  January  1,  1956,  the 
Protective  Plan  became  operative  in  North  Carolina.  It  is  the 
result  of  a  re-study  of  the  retirement  needs  of  the  pastor  today, 
designed  by  those  who  are  themselves  preachers. 

It  offers  five  principal  benefits  as  follows: 

1.  NORMAL  RETIREMENT  ANNUITY— You  receive  a  credit 
of  lVz%  of  all  the  salaries  on  which  you  pay  dues  as  long  as  you 
participate  in  the  Plan. 

2.  WIDOW'S  ANNUITY— There  is  no  ceiling  on  the  amount 
of  annuity  the  widow  may  draw  either;  this,  too,  is  based  on  the 
percentage  of  the  pastor's  potential  annuity. 

3.  DISABILITY  ANNUITY— If  you  join  the  Plan  before  you 
are  30,  and  have  been  in  for  one  year,  you  are  eligible  for  a  dis- 
ability annuity.  If  you  join  after  30,  you  must  be  in  the  Plan  a 
year  and  have  five  years  service  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion. 
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4.  EARLY  RETIREMENT  ANNUITY— You  may  retire  any 
time  after  age  60  on  a  commuted  annuity — which  is  the  annuity 
you  had  built  up  payable  at  age  65,  reduced  0.6%  for  each  month 
of  retirement  prior  to  age  65  because  of  the  longer  period  of  time 
over  which  the  annuity  will  be  paid.  This  will  be  the  basic  annuity, 
to  which  credits  will  be  added  if  you  return  to  active  service. 

5.  LUMP  SUM  DEATH  BENEFIT— If  you  are  single,  or 
should  leave  no  wife  surviving,  a  lump  sum  benefit  will  be  paid 
your  estate  or  beneficiary  named.  The  amount  of  this  benefit  if 
you  should  die  before  retirement,  will  be  twice  your  potential 
annual  age  annuity.

27.  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff  was  recognized  and  gave  the  Radio 
Report  which  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Radio  Committee 

Radio  and  Television  along  with  all  the  Audio-Visual  Aids 
are  playing  a  larger  and  larger  part  in  our  Denominational  pro- 
gram. The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  continue  to  expand 
in  the  field  of  electronic  evangelism. 

Nineteen  years  have  passed  since  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  study  radio  as  a  medium  of  evangelism.  Television  has  since 
appeared  on  the  scene  and  is  rapidly  advancing.  Southern  Baptists 
are  taking  advantage  of  this  new  method  of  reaching  the  popu^tion 
of  this  country  and  with  a  view  of  contacting  the  world  for  Christ. 

The  Baptist  Hour,  the  official  radio  broadcast  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  is  now  in  its  sixteenth  year  on  the  air.  It  is 
now  a  weekW  broadcast  on  440  stations  in  34  states  and  in  several 
foreign  countries. 

Other  radio  programs  produced  by  the  commission  include: 
"The  Moral  Side  of  the  News,"  "The  International  Sunday  School 
Lessons,"  and  "The  Chanel  Upstairs."  These  are  distributed  to  a 
total  of  134  stations.  The  Baptist  Hour  Choir  has  produced  an 
a'bum  of  religious  music  for  R.C.A.  Victor  Recordings,  which  went 
on  sale  to  the  general  public  this  past  September. 

The  commission  set  out  to  produce  a  series  of  religious  dramas 
based  on  the  parables  of  Jesus.  These  are  being  shown  on  110 
television  stations  and  reach  a  total  of  fifty  million  viewers  in  a 
series  titled  "This  Is  The  Answer." 
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During  last  year  sixteen  of  these  30-minute  dramas  were  com- 
pleted, with  10  more  to  be  completed  this  year. 

The  Audio-Visual  Aids  Department  of  North  Carolina  has 
been  showing  a  film  called  The  Ministry  of  Healing  on  many  of 
our  television  stations  in  recent  weeks.  The  film,  in  color,  is  built 
around  our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  and  is  available 
free  to  any  church  requesting  it. 

Here  in  Salisbury  our  radio  stations  carry  such  programs  as 
the  devotional  periods,  daily,  and  The  Baptist  Hour  each  Sunday 
evening  at  6:30. 

The  medium  of  radio  and  television  is  teeing  more  and  more 
people  the  story  of  Jesus  as  Bantists  understand  it.  May  God  give 
us  power  to  use  this  power  aright.

28.  Rev.  C.  E.  Wraight  was  recognized  and  brought  the  Hos- 
pital Renort  which  was  adopted.  Rev.  Wraight  introduced  Dr. 
W.  K.  McGee,  Director  of  Denominational  Relations,  Bantist  Hos- 
pital, Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  who  spoke  to  the  report.  Dr.  McGee 
brought  some  interesting  and  informative  remarks  relative  to  the 
work  of  the  Baptist  Hospital. 

Hospital  Report 

We  rejoice  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  new  advances 
for  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  Once  more  it  has  set  a 
new  record  in  its  ministry  to  sick  people.  It  has  provided  123,000 
days  of  bed  care  for  15,784  patients.  There  were  61,000  visits  to  the 
outpatient  clinics  and  60,000  visits  to  the  private  clinics.  Service 
patients  came  from  92  of  the  100  counties  of  our  state.  This  rep- 
resents specialized  medical  care  in  twenty-five  different  fields  of 
medicine  and  surgery.  It  represents  the  services  of  skilled  medical 
specialists  and  special  equipment  in  each  of  these  fields.  It  repre- 
sents a  medical  staff  and  equipment  which,  because  of  the  many 
skills  and  the  large  investment  involved,  cannot  be  provided  except 
in  such  a  medical  center.  It  provides  medical  service  of  the  high- 
est order  for  our  people  in  North  Carolina,  whatever  their  financial 
circumstances  may  be. 

The  new  Cobalt  machine  is  in  full  operation,  providing  treat- 
ment for  about  35  cancer  patients  each  day.  Our  very  fine  plastic 
surgeon  is  doing  highly  skilled  work,  and  our  heart  surgeon  has 
performed  successfully  some  of  the  newest  and  most  difficult  heart 
operations  known.  These  services  are  typical  of  those  offered  by 
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our  Baptist  Hospital.  The  adaptability  of  our  hospital  to  unusual 
circumstances  was  demonstrated  by  the  noble  part  it  played  in 
providing  needed  medical  care  for  the  unfortunate  victims  of  the 
Flat  Rock  School  fire,  when  adequate  preparations  were  made  in 
one  hour's  time  to  admit  100  patients.  The  new  Davis  Memorial 
Chapel  was  dedicated  last  March,  and  is  being  used  in  a  most 
wonderful  way  to  minister  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  those  seeking 
spiritual  help  and  guidance  in  a  critical  hour  of  their  experience. 

We  are  convinced,  I  am  sure,  that  there  is  much  for  which  we 
can  be  justly  proud  in  our  Baptist  Hospital,  and  the  splendid  serv- 
ices it  provides  for  both  us  and  our  fellowmen.  The  Mother's  Day 
Offering  for  our  hospital  is  a  necessity  if  this  great  ministry  of 
healing  is  to  continue  in  the  name  of  Christ  through  the  generosity 
of  Baptist  people,  and  surely  that  is  the  way  we  want  it.  This  offer- 
ing from  our  Association  has  not  been  proportionate  to  our  demand 
for  service  for  some  time  back,  nor  has  it  been  as  good  percentage- 
wise as  that  from  churches  of  many  other  Associations.  Our  Lord 
so  willingly  healed  the  sick  and  diseased  during  His  earthly  min- 
istry, and  longs  to  do  the  same  today  through  our  hospital  as  Bap- 
tist people  make  it  possible. 

In  the  past  year  there  have  been  44  service  patients  and  566 
visits  to  the  out-patient  department  from  Rowan  County.  How- 
ever, our  Mother's  Day  Offering  has  been  most  encouraging  this 
year  with  an  increase  of  nearly  30%  over  that  of  the  previous  year, 
and  even  more  encouraging  is  the  fact  that  very  nearly  100%  of 
our  churches  participated.  As  your  hospital  representative  let  me 
join  those  at  our  hospital  in  expressing  appreciation  to  Rowan 
Baptists  for  the  fine  spirit  of  concern,  cooperation  and  the  good 
offering  you  made  this  year.  Above  all  else  this  shows  the  faith- 
fulness of  the  people  of  our  Association  to  our  Lord  in  this  great 
ministry  of  healing  the  sick  today.

W.  M.  U.  Report 

Once  a  year  we  come  to  reflect  on  our  records  and  examine  our 
purposes.  This  year  we  will  let  you  look  in  the  statistical  tables 
for  our  records  of  the  past  year  and  thus  give  our  undivided 
attention  to  our  purposes.  Sometimes  it  seems  that  all  of  us  do 
not  understand  the  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 
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The  object  or  purpose  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  to  pro- 
mote Christian  missions  through  a  program  of  mission  study, 
prayer,  community  missions  and  stewardship.  Now  may  we  take 
a  closer  look  at  each  of  these  basic  fundamentals  of  our  work. 
Mission  Study: 

Someone  has  said,  "Books  are  passports  to  lands  afar."  Through 
the  reading  and  study  of  mission  books,  women  and  young  people 
learn  of  the  great  achievements  and  needs  of  kingdom  work,  and 
the  many  opportunities  for  special  service  at  home  and  far  away. 
We  need  to  become  an  informed  people  concerning  world  condi- 
tions and  world  needs.  When  we  know,  we  care;  when  we  care,  we 
will  act  to  give  Christ  to  the  world. 

Prayer: 

The  best  help  possible  for  the  cause  of  missions  is  earnest, 
purposeful,  continuous  prayer.  Through  prayer  we  most  surely 
live  out  our  watchword,  "Laborers  together  with  God,"  for  by 
prayer  we  link  ourselves  with  the  source  of  power.  It  was  in 
prayer  that  Woman's  Missionary  Union  was  born  and  her  useful- 
ness in  promoting  the  Kingdom  is  conditioned  by  her  prayer  life. 
Because  we  believe  this,  definite  suggestions  are  made  to  encour- 
age individual  prayer  as  well  as  prayer  in  families  and  in  other 
groups. 

Community  Missions: 

Where  does  world  missions  begin?  Where  there  are  people 
without  Christ,  homes  that  are  not  Christian,  those  who  suffer 
affliction  and  trouble.  Such  conditions  are  found  everywhere,  even 
at  your  own  door.

If  Christians  today  are  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  life  wholly 
consecrated  to  the  service  of  Christ,  they  must  realize  that  the 
paying,  of  the  tithes  and  the  giving  of  offerings  are  a  vital  part  of 
the  giving  of  self.  Christ  wants  the  individual  first  of  all,  these 
things  will  follow  along  when  we  are  a  surrendered  people.  When 
one  really  loves  God  and  has  realized  the  glory  of  being  a  "laborer 
together  with  Him"  in  building  the  Kingdom  Eternal,  then  are 
they  seeking  ways  and  means  by  which  they  may  be  a  Kingdom 
builder.

Our  History  of  the  Rowan  Association  is  living  testimony  that 
we  do  love  His  kingdom  and  are  following  the  commands  of  our 
Blessed  Lord.  He  has  been  good  to  us  in  this,  another  year.  He 
has  honored  and  blessed  our  efforts  beyond  our  greatest  expecta- 
tions! But  our  Heavenly  Father  wants  us  to  expect  great  things 
of  Him;  so  we  do.

Rev.  Gribble  to  Landis.  The  Landis  Church  has  a  newly  or- 
ganized work — Chapel  Grove  Mission. 

East  Corinth  has  called  Rev.  Oxendine. 
And  Calvary  Rev.  Dale  Hooper. 

More  and  more  of  our  churches  are  improving  their  buildings, 
grounds,  and  pastoriums.  In  our  city  churches  there  has  been 
much  activity. 

North  Main  is  building  a  two-story  educational  plant  that 
will  house  four  departments  of  their  Sunday  School.  The  lovely 
contemporary  architecture  will  set  the  pattern  for  the  sanctuary 
that  will  be  built  in  the  future  on  Main  Street  on  the  recently 
acquired  property.  They  have  also  recently  redecorated  and  re- 
finished  the  interior  of  the  pastor's  home,  and  added  central  heat- 
ing. We  are  so  grateful  that  our  pastors  can  have  gracious,  com- 
fortable homes  to  live  in.  They  deserve  them.  And  it  is  wonderful 
to  see  the  manifestation  of  loving  esteem  in  the  hearts  of  our 
people.  Let  us  remember,  "the  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire." 

The  two  China  Grove  churches  have  had  a  fair  share  of  pros- 
perity. Rev.  Brinkley's  church  has  burned  the  mortgage  on  their 
spacious  educational  plant.  And  our  Vice-Moderator,  Rev.  Math- 
eny,  of  South  China  Grove,  has  added  a  new  educational  building 
and  also  redecorated  the  interior  of  the  sanctuary. 

West  Corinth  has  undertaken  the  "Lord's  Acre"  project  and 
their  people  have  set  a  goal  of  $2,500.00. 

Salisbury  First  has  installed  air  conditioning.  We  have  called 
to  be  Minister  of  Music  at  First  Church,  Mr.  Fred  Kelly  of  the 
renowned  Finley  Williamson  Choral  School  at  Princeton,  N.  J. 
He  began  his  duties  in  August. 

East  Spencer  has  literally  spread  the  carpet.  They  have  painted 
the  church  and  Sunday  School  rooms,  added  air  conditioning, 
beautified  the  baptistry,  and  laid  a  new  front  entrance  walk. 

Emmanuel,  under  the  direction  of  their  new  pastor,  Rev.  Wade 
James,  plans  to  build  a  baptistry,  re-do  the  auditorium,  carpet 
the  floor,  and  add  new  pews. 
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Rockwell  has  purchased  new  pews,  added  a  church  sign,  and 
called  a  new  pastor,  Rev.  C.  V.  Talbert. 

Grace  Church  of  Kannapolis  has  this  year  completed  a  mag- 
nificent church  and  educational  plant  valued  at  $120,000.00. 

Enon  is  now  enjoying  their  beautiful  and  spacious  new  edu- 
cational building.  On  May  26  it  was  dedicated,  with  open  house 
and  laying  of  the  corner  stone. 

Many  churches  have  landscaped  pastors'  homes  and  church 
grounds  and  generally  beautified  their  properties.  For  the  most 
part,  all  of  our  churches  are  kept  beautiful,  inviting  and  wor- 
shipful. 

The  men  at  Brenner  Avenue  Chapel  have  spent  many  summer 
Saturdays  clearing  a  spacious  winding  road  circling  the  church 
site,  that  will  give  entrance  from  McCoy  Road  and  Statesville 
Highway.  Soon,  on  this  property,  God  willing,  will  stand  another 
church  bearing  witness  to  Christ  and  His  way  of  life. 

We  will  be  interested  to  know  historically  that  11  of  our  33 
churches  were  organized  before  the  turn  of  the  century.

And  our  three  Missions,  all  established  recently — Brenner 
Avenue  from  Salisbury  First;  Crusade  Mission  from  Trading  Ford; 
and  Chapel  Grove  Mission  from  the  Landis  Church. 

We  are  happy  to  welcome  into  our  Associational  fellowship 
Rev.  John  Carter  and  his  family  who  came  to  us  in  April  from 
Granite  Falls  in  Western  North  Carolina.  Rev.  Carter  has  a  fine 
educational  background,  rich  in  experience  and  service.  He  has 
already  endeared  himself  to  all  of  us  by  his  interest  and  steadfast 
devotion  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Our  people  enjoyed  inspiring  fellowship  in  the  Associational- 
sponsored  four-night  Training  Union  school  held  at  First  Baptist 
Church,  with  an  enrollment  of  around  300  every  night.  Leadership 
for  this  school  was  brought  to  us  by  State  workers,  headed  by 
Mr.  J.  P.  Morgan. 
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There  have  been  two  new  Brotherhoods  organized  in  our  Asso- 
ciation this  year — at  Wyatt's  Grove  and  Rockwell.  The  Associa- 
tional  Brotherhood  has  made  wonderful  progress.  Perhaps  the 
most  notable  effort  was  the  purchasing  of  a  more  than  47 -acre  tract 
of  land  near  Gold  Hill  for  a  camping  site.  It  will  be  primarily  for 
the  boys,  but  I  suspect  many  of  us  adults  will  find  our  way  out 
there  for  moments  of  fun  and  recreation.  This  purchase  is  a 
gigantic  step  forward  and  we  are  all  very  pleased  and  grateful 
for  it. 

We,  of  the  Rowan  Association,  are  making  history  moment  by 
moment,  day  by  day.  Work  is  prospering  in  a  most  gracious  way 
in  every  direction.  Our  people  have  captured  a  new  vision  of 
activity  and  usefulness.  Let's  remember  our  business  as  missionary 
Baptists  is  throwing  a  life  line  to  a  lost  world.  Our  Associational 
progress  is  no  stronger  than  the  weakest  church.  We  must  have 
a  ministry  educated,  dedicated,  consecrated  to  carry  on  the  work.

Which  was  adopted. 

Report  on  Evangelism 

Southern  Baptists  have  always  been  evangelistic.  This  accounts 
for  their  continual  growth  and  influence  throughout  the  land  and 
the  world. 

In  August,  1956,  the  State  Secretaries  of  Evangelism  outlined 
a  three-year  program  of  evangelism.  The  stated  objective  for  1957 
and  to  be  continued  through  1959  is  "GETTING  A  WARM  AND 
WORKABLE  PROGRAM  OF  EVANGELISM  INTO  EVERY 
CHURCH."  The  special  emphasis  agreed  upon  for  1958  is  "PER- 
SONAL SOUL  WINNING."  The  grand  objective  for  1959  is  "GET- 
TING THE  MESSAGE  OF  EVANGELISM  TO  EVERY  LOST 
PERSON."  To  this  end  Simultaneous  Revival  Crusades  will  be 
held  March  15-29  and  April  12-26,  1959,  which  is  the  first  year 
of  the  Jubilee  Advance  Program.  Each  state  will  have  two  zones 
using  both  of  the  above  dates. 

We  recommend  that  Rowan  Association  accept  April  12-26, 
1959,  for  a  Simultaneous  Revival  date. 

We  have  let  down  in  our  evangelistic  efforts  during  the  past 
year  as  the  following  facts  reveal: 

SOUTH-WIDE:  A  loss  in  baptisms  of  32,240  over  the  year 
before.  From  a  total  of  416,000  in  1955  to  384,000  in  1956. 

It  took  22  Southern  Baptists  to  win  one  to  Christ  in  1956! 

A  staggering  5,260  churches  baptized  no  one  last  year! 
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STATE- WIDE:  A  loss  in  baptisms  of  3,139  over  the  year 
before.  From  a  total  of  35,000  in  1955  to  30,000  in  1956. 

It  took  25  North  Carolina  Baptists  a  whole  year  to  win  one  to 
Christ  in  1956! 

There  are  an  estimated  2,000,000  lost  people  in  our  state! 

ASSOCIATION-WIDE:  A  loss  in  baptisms  of  87  over  the  year 
before.  In  1956  we  baptized  453  in  Rowan.  But  in  1957  we  baptized 
but  366! 

It  took  28  of  us  one  whole  year  to  win  one  soul  to  Jesus  Christ! 

Four  churches  reported  no  baptisms  in  1957  while  last  year 
every  church  in  the  Association  reported  2  baptisms  or  more. 

Surely,  in  the  light  of  these  revealing  and  heart-searching  fig- 
ures every  Southern  Baptist  needs  to  take  to  heart  the  Sunday 
School  Motto  for  1957-1958:  "Ye  are  Witnesses."  We  need  to  seek 
to  win  more  lost  people  to  Christ! 

We  hope  and  pray  that  throughout  the  Convention,  Sunday, 
January  5,  1958,  will  be  observed  as  COMMITMENT  DAY  in  every 
church. 

We  call  on  all  preachers  and  members  in  the  churches,  to 
increase  their  efforts  in  prayer  for  the  lost,  and  to  give  themselves 
to  personal  soul  winning  work.

There  were  243  Messengers 
and  110  Visitors,  making  a  total  of  353  registered  at  this  time. 

Report  of  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness 

We  are  very  fortunate  in  Rowan  County  to  have  the  leader- 
ship and  understanding  counsel  of  our  pastors,  lay  leaders,  Asso- 
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ciationa'l  Missionary  and  other  devoted  Christian  workers.  How- 
ever, it  behooves  us  each  year  to  take  stock  of  our  county  and 
our  people. 

As  we  look  about  us  we  can  immediately  observe  a  large 
number  of  young  people,  who  have  not  been  able  to  find  the  proper 
guidance,  either  at  home  or  in  the  social  and  educational  associa- 
tion with  others,  and  therefore  seem  to  be  confused  at  what  part 
they  will  play  in  our  society.  Many  rebel  when  unable  to  see 
clearly  what  they  must  do.  The  result,  of  course,  is  crime,  violence, 
and  destructiveness.  We  would  not,  as  a  usual  thing,  set  before 
our  young  people  a  pattern  of  unrighteous  living,  but  we  fail  in 
many  respects  to  place  before  them  the  proper  pattern  of  moral 
and  righteous  diligence. 

The  problem  does  not  relate  alone,  however,  to  our  young  peo- 
ple, but  also  we  find  many  adults  who  have  never  been  able  to 
find  a  point  of  refuge  from  the  confusion  existing  in  their  lives. 
In  all  our  scientific  abilities  and  progress,  peace  of  mind  and  hap- 
piness of  heart  seems  to  elude  a  great  many  of  our  adults,  and 
they  resort  to  a  position  of  desttructiveness  or  they  shy  away  from 
society.  They  may  present  a  bad  example  or  they  fail  to  present 
a  good  one. 

One  of  the  first  things  that  I  have  noticed  during  the  year  has 
been  a  desire  of  our  people  to  work  hard  to  obtain  new  business 
and  industry  for  our  community.  Each  seems  determined  to  per- 
form a  good  job  in  his  or  her  position  of  employment.  There  are 
many  who  apply  themselves  to  service  in  various  charitable  capaci- 
ties. However,  most  of  us  in  our  endeavor  to  do  well  in  business, 
or  to  do  a  good  job  in  our  charitable  endeavor  fail  to  remember 
to  give  "Christ  the  praise."  In  our  daily  lives  it  is  just  as  important 
to  exhibit  our  Christian  faith  and  spiritual  relationship  with  God 
as  to  express  ourselves  on  Sunday  in  the  Sunday  School  class  or 
the  pulpit.  Perhaps  it  is  much  easier  for  us  to  put  off  the  doing  of 
those  things  essentially  spiritual  in  nature  because  of  the  press  of 
material  matters.  We  must  observe  carefully  if  in  our  own  lives 
everything  we  do  is  completely  and  definitely  influenced  by  our 
close  relationship  to  our  Heavenly  Father. 

In  the  twenty-first  chapter  of  Proverbs,  beginning  with  the 
sixth  verse,  we  read: 

"The  getting  of  treasures  by  lying  tongue  is  a  vapor 
driven  to  and  fro  by  them  that  seek  death. 
The  violence  of  the  wicked  shall  sweep  them  away, 
because  they  refuse  to  do  justice. 
The  way  of  him  that  is  laden  with  guilt  is  exceeding 
crooked; 

But  as  for  the  pure,  his  work  is  right." 
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The  attitude  with  which  we  perform  our  task  makes  the  accom- 
plishment sweeter  and  dearer  to  us.  An  humble  man  doing  a  great 
work  gives  praise  to  the  one  who  deserves  it,  while  the  proud  and 
boasting  man  takes  the  praise  from  him  who  is  worthy. 

The  dignity  of  work  lies — first — in  vocation.  In  God's  call. 
Whatever  our  occupation,  we  must  remember  that  God  is  the  giver 
and  ours  is  the  duty  of  performing  the  task.  Secondly — the  dignity 
of  work  lies  in  the  creativeness  of  our  efforts,  God  created  the 
Heavens  and  all  therein  and  we  create  each  day  the  results  of  our 
labor,  whether  it  be  farming,  manufacturing,  repairing,  teaching  or 
making  a  Christian  home.  No  matter  how  hard,  or  thankless  our 
task,  if  we  perform  it  with  love  and  devotion  to  God's  will,  the 
work  is  a  high  calling.  Third — the  dignity  of  work  lies  in  its  use- 
fulness to  man.  Perhaps  we  should  ask  ourselves  if  our  work  up- 
lifts the  lives  of  others  for  whom  we  work  or  with  whom  we  come 
in  contact,  and  the  answer  will  show  our  response  to  God's  Word. 

Perhaps  you  remember  the  Sunday  School  teacher  who  worked 
in  the  school  cafeteria.  She  had  a  habit  of  cursing  when  she  be- 
came angry  or  upset.  One  day  a  co-worker  asked  her  if  she  did 
not  teach  Sunday  School  and  the  teacher  replied  that  she  did.  The 
co-worker  then  told  the  Sunday  School  teacher  that  her  lessons 
must  not  mean  very  much  to  her  for  her  to  use  such  bad  language. 
The  teacher  began  to  think  about  this  thing  and  on  the  following 
day  she  apologized  to  her  co-worker  and  assured  her  that  she 
would  endeavor  to  practice  what  she  taught. 

In  Proverbs,  chapter  20,  verse  5,  we  find  these  words: 
"Counsel  in  the  heart  of  man  is  like  deep  water; 
But  a  man  of  understanding  will  draw  it  out." 

Relying  completely  upon  God  to  place  His  will  for  our  lives 
within  our  hearts,  through  a  desire  to  know  God's  will  for  our 
hearts  and  lives,  we  can  draw  out  the  light  for  our  path  and  the 
direction  of  travel  for  our  lives. 

On  the  surface  we  find  a  good  moral  sound  people  in  our 
county,  but  there  is  a  great  deal  of  unrest  and  strife.  In  dealing 
with  this,  we  must  seek  out  the  methods  of  reaching  those  without 
Christ  and  strengthening  those  who  know  Him  in  our  lives.  Today's 
appeal  is  for  the  church  member  and  the  professing  Christian  to 
exemplify  Christ  at  home,  at  work,  and  at  worship.

43.  There  was  no  one  present  with  the  Orphanage  Report,  and 
a  motion  carried  that  the  report  be  included  in  the  Minutes  as 
information  to  the  Association. 
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Orphanage  Report 

(As  information  to  Association) 

The  year  1956  was  another  busy  one  at  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes.  We  were  ab'e  to  admit  to  our  care  only  one-fifth  of  the 
children  for  whom  application  was  made.  There  were  a  total  of 
813  applications.  Of  this  number  only  169  children  could  be  admit- 
ted to  soms  phase  of  our  program.  Certainly  all  the  other  644 
were  in  need  or  their  applications  would  not  have  been  signed  by 
Baptist  pastors. 

Careful  research  by  our  Social  Service  Department,  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  pastors  who  had  signed  the  applications,  made  it  pos- 
sible to  place  many  of  these  644  children  with  relatives  or  other 
agencies  where  their  needs  are  being  met.  Many  others  could  not 
be  placed  and  are  still  waiting  for  someone  to  come  to  their  rescue. 
Our  pastors  have  been  most  tolerant  and  cooperative  in  trying  to 
reach  the  weighty  decisions  as  to  which  children  were  in  greatest 
need  and  should  be  admitted  to  fill  our  few  vacancies. 

The  question  often  arises,  "How  many  dependent  children 
should  North  Carolina  Baptists  provide  for?"  Probably  an  exact 
answer  is  impossible.  Last  year  we  served  a  total  of  751,  an  increase 
of  15  over  the  year  before.  Of  these,  126  were  supported  in  foster 
boarding  homes.  Perhaps  a  conservative  estimate  is  that  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina  should  serve  about  1,000  children  annually.  It 
is,  therefore,  planned  to  gradually  expand  the  foster  home  program 
until  we  as  a  Denomination  are  caring  for  our  proportionate  share 
of  dependent  children. 

Another  need  is  the  Indian  Orphanage  at  Pembroke.  This 
Home,  which  cares  for  fifteen  to  twenty  children,  is  located  in 
Robeson  County  in  the  Burnt  Swamp  Baptist  Association.  Since 
this  Home  has  not  been  and  probab'y  cannot  be  adequately  sup- 
ported by  the  local  Association,  considerable  sentiment  has  devel- 
oped among  North  Carohna  Baptists  for  admitting  it  as  a  part  of 
the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  In  view  of 
this  sentiment  and  the  pressing  need,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Baptist  Children's  Homes  at  their  regular  annual  meeting  in  May, 
1957,  voted  unanimously  to  recommend  to  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention, at  its  annual  meeting  in  November,  that  the  Pembroke 
Orphanage  be  made  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Child 
Care  Program.  If  the  Convention  approves  this  action,  it  wi7.l 
necessitate  the  erection  of  one  cottage  at  Pembroke  at  a  cost  of 
about  $50,000.00,  and  an  additional  operating  budget  of  about 
$20,000.00  per  year. 
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We  believe  we  can  get  the  money  for  the  cottage  through  spe- 
cial gifts  and  bequests.  The  current  support  would  have  to  come 
through  the  churches.  Our  Baptist  churches  have  two  plans  for 
supporting  the  Children's  Homes: 

Plan  Number  I  is  a  combination  of  the  Onee-A-Month  Offer- 
ing and  the  Cooperative  Program.  Through  this  plan  the  Homes 
receive  a  fixed  amount.  This  cannot  be  increased  or  decreased 
except  by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

Plan  Number  II  is  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Every  dollar 
of  this  comes  to  the  Children's  Homes  and  may  be  increased  by 
the  churches  to  meet  the  increasing  needs  as  far  as  our  people 
wish  to  go. 

The  only  possible  way  now  for  your  Children's  Homes  to  get 
more  money  to  meet  these  challenging  needs  is  through  an  in- 
creased Thanksgiving  Offering  in  November.  If  every  church  will 
increase  its  Thanksgiving  Offering  ten  per  cent  this  will  give  us 
the  $20,000.00  to  support  the  children  at  Pembroke.  As  our  people 
go  beyond  this  amount  in  their  giving,  we  will  expand  the  Foster 
Home  Program  and  care  for  some  of  the  644  children  who  had  to 
be  turned  away  last  year.  Surely  the  Master  is  not  pleased  with 
His  servants  until  they  have  done  their  best. 

Since  our  report  last  year  we  have  built  a  new  swimming  pool 
at  Kennedy  Home,  and  a  new  cottage  for  boys  is  under  construc- 
tion. Perhaps  a  contract  for  another  boys  cottage  at  Mills  Home 
will  be  let  within  the  next  twelve  months.  These  new  buildings 
are  erected  with  special  gifts  and  bequests. 

Charity  and  Children  continues  to  serve  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists in  promoting  the  Kingdom  of  God.  It  not  onlly  keeps  our 
people  informed  about  their  program  of  child  care,  but  it  also 
strives  to  give  a  little  clearer  insight  into  all  phases  of  our  Denomi- 
national work.  Here  it  joins  hands  with  the  Biblical  Recorder  and 
all  Southwide  Baptist  publications  in  trying  to  let  the  people  see 
what  transpires  in  our  Conventions,  Associations,  Board  meetings, 
and  institutional  programs.  The  circulation  continues  to  grow.  The 
circulation  is  about  52  thousand.  We  believe  every  church  will 
profit  by  a  Charity  and  Children  Club.

The  Rowan  Woman's  Missionary  Union  met  April  24,  1957,  for 
its  thirtieth  session,  with  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Salisbury  as 
host.  The  theme  for  the  meeting  was  "The  Field  is  the  World." 
Mrs.  J.  A.  Richardson,  Jr.,  superintendent,  called  the  session  to 
order  at  9:45  A.  M.  Instrumental  music  was  rendered  by  Mrs.

Greetings  from  our  former  missionary,  Miss  Ruth  Bagwell, 
were  read.  The  following  committees  were  appointed:  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Callaway,  Mrs.  Henry  Waller,  and  Mrs.  Claud  Beaver,  appreciation 
committee;  Mrs.  John  Dry,  Mrs.  Eller  and  Mrs  .Messick,  time  and 
place  committee. 

Mrs.  Ed  Ketchie  read  the  treasurer's  report,  showing  a  balance 
of  $172.00  in  the  bank. 

A  most  comprehensive  and  informative  review  of  the  mission 
work  on  the  Home  Field  was  presented  by  Mrs.  Richardson,  who 
concluded  her  message  with  these  heart- searching  and  challenging 
questions:  What  have  we  done  with  the  "Commission"  Christ  gave 
us?  Are  we  fulfilling  the  "Purpose"  for  which  God  created  us? 
Have  we  been  our  "Best"  for  Christ?  Mrs.  Richardson  urged  that 
we  strive  for  a  greater  vision  and  exercise  greater  efforts  toward 
winning  souls  for  Christ  while  the  door  of  opportunity  is  open. 

The  hymn,  "O  God,  We  Pray  For  All  Mankind,"  was  sung, 
after  which  a  preview  of  our  mission  work  was  given  by  Mrs. 
James  McCoy,  the  Enlistment  Vice-President.  Mrs.  McCoy  stated 
that  we  have  sixteen  full  graded  W.  M.  U.  organizations,  and  urged 
that  our  goal  for  the  new  year  be  "that  every  W.  M.  S.  be  a  full 
graded  union." 
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Mrs.  Charles  Bolden,  Mission  Study  Chairman;  Mrs.  Carl 
Brown,  Stewardship  Chairman;  Mrs.  James  Bulman,  and  Mrs. 
James  Elium,  Prayer  Chairmen;  and  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gupton,  Com- 
munity Missions  Chairman,  presented  the  four  fundamentals  of 
mission  work  in  our  Association. 

Mrs.  J.  C.  Scruggs,  Young  People's  Leader,  emphasized  the 
opportunity  of  working  with  the  youth  in  the  home  field. 

The  highlight  of  the  morning  session  was  the  message  of  Mrs. 
McGee.  Her  subject  was  "Ways  to  Witness."  She  prefaced  her 
message  by  outlining  the  new  pattern  of  work  given  by  the  South- 
wide  W.  M.  U.  She  stated  that  we  are  a  growing  organization  and 
changes  must  be  made.  She  urged  that  we  do  something  about  our 
plans  for  advancement  in  the  World  Mission  program,  that  each 
organization  strive  to  be  an  "Honor  Society,"  to  dedicate,  in  right 
proportion,  our  gifts  to  our  Lord  so  that  the  world  needs  may  be 
cared  for.

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CONSTITUTION 

Adopted  October  29,  1958 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the^^^^ 
churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for  &**rtCfftg 
the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to  cooperate 
with  our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention in  spiritual  advance,  with  the  understanding  that  coopera- 
tion with  the  State  and  Southern  Conventions  is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 
This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  churches  within  its  bounds,  our  Associational 
Missionary,  and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches. 
Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers  for  the  first  fifty 
members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  fifty 
above  that  number,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  ten  messengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to 
correspond  annually  with  the  Association  by  letter  and  mes- 
sengers, and  give  in  not  only  their  statistical  information  but  also 
facts  concerning  the  general  welfare;  and  to  send  contributions 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  Association.  The  Clerk  shall  furnish 
the  churches  with  two  printed  forms  for  their  annual  report,  these 
to  be  mailed  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  annual  session  of  the 
Association,  and  the  churches  are  requested  to  have  the  letters  in 
the  hands  of  the  Clerk  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Association. 

IV.  Officers 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer  and  Historian.  These  shall  be  elected 
annually  for  a  term  of  one  year  with  the  understanding  that  the 
Moderator  will  automatically  retire  after  having  served  two  com- 
plete terms. 

V.  Trustees 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  officers,  the  Association  shall 
elect  three  trustees  each  year  who  shall  hold  in  trust  all  property 
and  effects  of  the  Association,  take  care  of  and  keep  the  same  in 
repair,  accept  gifts  for  the  Association  and  perform  all  other  duties 
which  the  Association  may  declare,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 
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VI.  Meetings 

The  Association  will  meet  annually  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wednes- 
day after  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October,  and  can  be  called  into 
extra  session  if  necessary  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Executive- 
Promotion  Committee.  All  such  sessions  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  Robert's  "Rules  of  Order." 

Vli.    Powers  and  Prerogatives 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  whatever  to  infringe  upon 
the  rights  or  usefulness  of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  or  recom- 
mend measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption  and  guidance, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  The  churches  constituting  the 
Association  shall  each  retain  complete  autonomy  under  Christ  as 
supreme  Head,  Lawgiver,  Governor  and  Lord  over  His  churches, 
and  unite  only  that  they  may  more  successfully  promote  the  cause 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world.  In  case  any  conflict  of  interpreta- 
tion shall  arise  as  between  this  section  and  any  other  section  of 
this  constitution  the  interpretation  of  this  section  shall  have  prece- 
dence over  the  other. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  be  organ- 
ized into  a  new  church  and  who  desire  the  recognition  of  and 
fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Association  shall  be  requested 
to  observe  the  following  plan  of  procedure: 

1.  That  notice  be  given  to  the  Associational  Membership 
Committee  of  the  desire  to  organize  a  new  church. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Associational  Membership,  when  called 
upon,  shall  counsel  with  said  group  as  to  the  need  for  a  new 
church,  its  proper  location,  their  views  upon  the  teachings  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures  as  they  relate  to  eternal  salvation,  the  ordinances, 
evangelism,  and  missions  around  the  world. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Associational 
Membership  a  report  shall  be  made  by  the  aforesaid  committee 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  Should  this  committee  act 
favorably  upon  the  report,  the  group  shall  then  proceed  to  be 
constituted  into  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annua!  session,  present  a  letter  to  the 
Rowan  Association  asking  for  membership  in  the  Rowan  Associa- 
tion. They  shall  include  with  the  letter  of  request  a  copy  of  the 
Articles  of  Faith  and  the  Church  Covenant  adopted  by  the  body. 

5.  The  Committee  on  Associational  Membership  shall  present 
the  request  of  the  new  church  or  other  churches  applying  for 
fellowship  with  the  Association  at  the  morning  session  of  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  meeting.    Each  shall  be  received  under 
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watchcare  for  one  year.  If  the  church  or  churches  so  received 
are  found  to  be  sound  in  the  faith,  and  are  earnestly  seeking  to 
cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in  the  Rowan  Association,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  the 
Committee  on  Associational  Membership  shall  recommend  to  the 
Association  at  the  next  annual  session  their  acceptance  into  fellow- 
ship with  the  Association. 

6.  The  churches  thus  admitted  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
Association,  and  all  other  churches  in  fellowship  with  the  Asso- 
ciation, are  recognized  as  free  to  withdraw  from  the  fellowship 
of  the  Association. 

IX.  Committees 

1 .  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected  officers  of  the 
Association,  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  the 
Associational  Training  Union  Director,  and  Associational  W.  M.  U. 
Superintendent,  Associational  Brotherhood  President,  the  Pastors 
of  all  the  churches  within  the  Association,  and  the  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  President, 
W.  AA.  U.  President,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Deacons  of  each 
church.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  carry  out  the 
policies  and  will  of  the  Association  in  the  interim  between  its 
annual  sessions  and  shall  not  take  any  action  contrary  to  the  will 
of  the  Association  or  which  would  initiate  any  new  policies  of 
procedures  binding  upon  the  Association  unless  specifically  so 
directed.  In  an  adequate  emergency  this  committee  may  take  such 
action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  due  to  conditions  arising  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  such  emergencies  to  be 
decided  upon  by  the  Advisory  Committee,  but  such  actions  so 
taken  shall  in  every  case  be  submitted  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Association  for  its  consideration.  This  committee  shall  meet  quar- 
terly, the  time  and  place  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  committee. 
The  Moderator  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  this  committee. 

2.  Advisory  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed 
of  the  Moderator,  Associate  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Chairman 
of  Finance  Committee,  Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  and  the 
three  Trustees  with  the  duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organi- 
zations of  the  Association.  The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be 
to  make  plans  for  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings 
and  for  the  meeting  of  the  annual  Association  or  for  any  called 
meeting  of  this  body.  This  committee  shall  advise  with  any  church 
which  may  feel  led  to  seek  their  counsel.  Furthermore  this  com- 
mittee, with  the  concurrence  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Com- 
mitte,  shall  set  aside  a  day  during  the  church  year  for  a  special 
offering  for  Associational  Missions  when  such  seems  necessary. 
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3.  Program  Committee.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of 
the  Moderator  and  four  members  at  large.  The  duties  of  the  com- 
mittee shall  be  to  plan  the  programs  of  the  annual  Association. 

4.  Committee  on  Committees.  This  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Moderator  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and 
shall  be  composed  of  five  members  whose  duties  shall  be  to  rec- 
ommend the  appointment  of  the  standing  committees  and  to  name 
any  other  committees  called  for  by  the  Association,  such  as,  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Education,  Associational  Missions,  Associational 
Membership,  Obituary  Committee,  Committee  on  Ordinations, 
Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness,  Finance 
Committee,  Radio  Committee,  Committee  on  "lime,  Place  and 
Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  Nominating  Committee,  Music 
Committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  various  boards  and  insti- 
tutions supported  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

5.  Committee  on  Christian  Education.  This  committee  shall 
represent  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  in  our  Association,  giv- 
ing information  concerning  our  Baptist  Schools  when  it  has  oppor- 
tunity to  do  so,  encouraging  attendance  upon  and  support  for 
these  schools,  and  shall  give  a  report  of  its  work  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Rowan  Association. 

6.  Associational  Missions  Committee.  This  committee  shall 
consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  assist  our  Asso- 
ciational Missionary  in  every  way  possible,  to  seek  out  places 
where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work  with  our  Associational 
Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  establishing  such  work.  The 
chairman  of  this  committee  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  our  Association  on  the  work  of  our  Missionary  for  the 
preceding  twelve  months  period.  In  the  event  that  the  Associa- 
tion should  find  itself  without  a  Missionary,  this  committee  shall, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  endeavor  to  locate 
a  suitable  person  for  the  office.  When  it  seems  that  such  person 
has  been  found  the  committee  shall  bring  its  report  to  the  Execu- 
tive-Promotion Committee  for  its  approval  or  rejection. 

7.  Committee  on  Associational  Membership.  (The  duties  of 
this  committee  are  given  in  Section  VIII.) 

8.  Obituary  Committee.  The  Obituary  Committee  shall  con- 
duct a  brief  service  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  in 
memory  of  those  members  from  the  various  churches  who  have 
been  called  to  their  heavenly  home. 

9.  Committee  on  Ordinations.  The  Ordinations  Committee 
shall  consist  of  five  pastors.  Its  duties  shall  be  to  serve  in  an 
advisory  capacity  wherever  its  services  are  desired  by  the  churches 
of  the  Association.  When  called  upon,  it  shall  examine  such  can- 
didates as  come  before  it  relative  to  their  call  to  and  fitness  for 
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the  Gospel  Ministry,  make  recommendations  to  the  church  of 
which  the  candidate  is  a  member,  and  help  arrange  for  the  ordina- 
tion service  if  such  help  is  requested. 

1 0.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness.  The 
duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the 
moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study  these  condi- 
tions, to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethical  standards  of 
life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  to  give  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

11.  Finance  Committee.  This  committee  shall  keep  itself  in- 
formed concerning  the  financial  needs  of  the  Association.  It  shall 
see  to  it  that  all  expenditures  are  kept  within  the  budget,  and 
supervise  all  financial  matters.  Along  with  its  annual  report  to 
the  Association  it  shall  bring  a  proposed  budget  based  upon  the 
needs  of  the  associational  program,  and  the  ability  of  the  churches 
to  support  this  program. 

12.  Radio  and  Television  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  give  encouragement  to  the  local  radio  and 
television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now  making  of  their  facilities 
in  broadcasting  morning  devotions,  the  broadcast  and  telecast  of 
the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television  Commission  of  Southern 
Baptists,  and  other  desirable  programs  of  a  religious  nature.  This 
committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  these 
stations,  when  special  efforts  are  underway  on  an  Associational- 
wide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our  Baptist  work  might  be  duly  pub- 
licized and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our  county. 
A  report  of  this  committee's  work  shall  be  given  at  the  annual 
Associational  meeting. 

13.  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher.  This  committee 
shall  recommend  the  meeting  place  for  our  annual  Association, 
state  the  time,  and  recommend  a  minister  and  an  alternate  for 
the  annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to  the  Association  in 
annual  session. 

14.  Committee  on  Resolutions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  draw  up  suitable  resolutions  relating  to  the  hos- 
pitality of  the  host  church  or  churches,  the  services  rendered  by 
the  visiting  speakers,  the  work  of  the  Associational  officers,  and 
other  pertinent  matters  that  should  be  included  in  this  committee's 
report. 

15.  The  Nominating  Committee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
committee  to  recommend  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Association 
prospective  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  including  Moderator, 
Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician,  Treasurer, 
Chorister,  Pianist,  and  others  who  are  to  be  included  with  the 
Associational  officers. 
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16.  Music  Committee.  This  committee  shall  offer  suggestions 
and  guidance  in  the  selection  of  the  type  of  music  that  is  desirable 
in  worship  and  in  our  varied  Associational  and  church  activities. 
It  shall  plan,  at  such  times  as  seem  opportune,  for  a  week  of 
instruction  in  church  music,  and  also  seek  as  it  has  opportunity, 
to  encourage  all  of  our  people  to  manifest  a  greater  interest  in 
this  vital  phase  of  our  Lord's  work. 

17.  Visual  Aids  Committee.  The  Associational  Missionary  to- 
gether with  four  other  members  shall  constitute  this  committee, 
with  the  Missionary  serving  as  chairman.  This  committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  visual  aid  equipment  of  the  Association  and 
keep  same  in  good  repair.  It  shall  recommend  to  the  Advisory 
Committee  additional  purchases  of  this  equipment  when  such  is 
to  the  best  interest  of  the  Association,  and  if  the  cost  of  such 
purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside  in  the  budget  for  this 
purpose.  This  equipment  shall  be  made  available  for  use  by  the 
churches  and  in  the  promotion  of  the  entire  Associational  pro- 
gram. When  this  equipment  is  borrowed  and  put  to  use  by  any 
church  or  organization  of  the  Association  it  is  to  be  returned 
promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Missionary.  Those  who  use  this 
equipment  shall  be  requested  to  handle  same  with  care  and  to 
be  responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal  wear. 

18.  Committee  on  the  American  Bible  Society.  This  committee 
shall  represent  the  American  Bible  Society  in  our  Association.  It 
shall  seek  to  enlist  our  people  in  the  support  of  the  work  of  the 
American  Bible  Society,  and  shall  give  a  report  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association. 

19.  Camp  Development  Committee.  This  committee  shall  have 
general  supervision  of  the  Associational  camp  which  is  located 
in  the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County.  It  shall  inform  our  people 
about  the  scheduled  activities  and  opportunities  offered  at  the 
camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are  to  govern  its 
use.  The  above  committee  shall  promote  the  use  of  this  camp  to 
the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high  and  worthwhile  purpose  as  a 
center  for  Christian  activities  by  all  departments  of  the  Associa- 
tional program.  Only  such  activities  as  tend  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  Christian  character  shall  be  encouraged  by  the  committee. 

X.  Amendments 

Any  section  of  this  constitution,  except  Section  VII  which  shall 
remain  forever  intact,  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  session  of 
the  Association  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  messengers  present, 
provided  the  amendment  is  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  on  and  passed  on  favorably  the  second  day, 
or  that  notice  shall  be  given  during  the  meeting  in  one  year  and 
voted  upon  favorably  the  following  year.

MORNING  SESSION  OCTOBER  28,  1958 

1.  The  Thirty-First  Annua!  Session  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation opened  at  the  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church,  Route  5, 
Salisbury,  at  9:30  A.  M.  with  the  Moderator,  Rev.  Herman  G. 
Matheny,  presiding.  Rev.  L.  D.  Scruggs,  pastor  of  the  Wyatt's 
Grove  Baptist  Church,  led  the  praise  and  worship  period,  using 
portions  of  scripture  from  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Romans.  Rev. 
J.  W.  Allen  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "All 
Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name,"  with  Mrs.  J.  Earle  Blalock  at  the 
piano  and  Mrs.  James  L.  McCoy  at  the  organ. 

2.  Mrs.  James  L.  McCoy,  Associate  Clerk  and  Statistician,  was 
recognized  and  called  the  roll  of  churches.  Thirty-two  of  the 
thirty-three  churches  and  two  of  the  three  missions  were  repre- 
sented. 

3.  Rev.  John  H.  Simpson,  pastor  of  the  Dunn's  Mountain 
Church,  was  recognized  and  gave  instructions  relative  to  the  noon 
meal.  Brother  Simpson  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Rev.  John 
E.  Carter,  that  the  order  of  business  as  printed  in  the  program 
be  adopted,  and  that  all  who  had  registered  and  those  who  will 
register  constitute  the  enrollment  of  Messengers.  The  motion 
carried. 

4.  James  L.  McCoy,  Clerk,  was  recognized  and  gave  the 
Executive-Promotion  Committee  report  and  the  Digest  of  Church 
Letters.  Upon  proper  motion  and  second  the  report  was  approved. 
The  Moderator  appointed  the  Committee  on  Committees  com- 
posed of  the  following:  Rev.  B.  Lester  Huff,  chairman,  Rev.  Harold 
J.  Mason,  Rev.  John  E.  Carter,  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson,  Dr.  Clyde 
D.  Chapman.  There  were  149  Messengers  and  56  Visitors  regis- 
tered at  this  time,  making  a  total  of  205. 
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Report  of  Executive-Promotion  Committee 

The  Rowan  Baptist  Executive-Promotion  Committee  met  four 
times  the  past  Associational  Year.  The  Advisory  Committee  met 
three  times  during  the  year. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
a  recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  was  adopted  that 
the  Rowan  Baptist  Association  purchase  a  Cardex  Mimeograph 
machine  to  be  used  for  mailing  purposes.  A  recommendation 
from  the  Advisory  Committee  was  also  adopted  that  the  Mod- 
erator appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  study  the  Constitution  and 
to  recommend  any  changes  they  deemed  necessary.  The  Mod- 
erator appointed  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley,  chairman,  and  Rev.  Harold 
J.  Mason,  and  Rev.  H.  M.  Hocutt. 

The  Advisory  Committee,  in  the  April  meeting,  suggested  that 
the  Addresserett  mailing  list  as  used  by  the  Associational  Mission- 
ary be  sent  to  Raleigh  to  be  revised  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $20.00. 
The  committee  also  suggested  that  the  Rowan  Association  endorse 
the  West  Landis  Church  request  for  aid  from  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Executive-Promotion  Committee  approved  the  suggestion 
from  the  Advisory  Committee  at  the  April  meeting  that  the  Ad- 
dresserett mailing  list  as  used  by  the  Missionary  be  sent  to 
Raleigh  to  be  revised  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $20.00,  with  an 
amendment  added  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  study  the 
possibility  of  securing  an  addressograph  machine  to  replace  the 
present  addresserett.  The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  Hocutt,  Rev.  Rich- 
ardson and  Rev.  Carter  to  serve  on  this  committee.  The  suggestion 
from  the  Advisory  Committee  that  the  Rowan  Association  endorse 
the  request  from  the  West  Landis  Church  for  aid  from  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  in  the  amount  of  $900.00  per 
year  was  also  approved. 

At  the  July  meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship  was  extended  to  Rev.  H.  H.  Roberts, 
new  pastor  of  Needmore  Church,  by  Rev.  John  E.  Carter.  The 
Associational  Treasurer's  report  at  this  meeting  showed  a  balance 
on  hand  April  1,  1958  of  $1,561.13  with  receipts  for  the  quarter 
ended  June  30,  1958  of  $1,945.26,  disbursements  of  $1,672.04, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $1,834.35;  of  this  amount  there  was 
$1,338.04  in  the  General  Fund  and  $496.31  in  the  Camp  Site 
Fund.  The  Treasurer's  report  also  showed  a  balance  of  $3,168.59 
in  the  Building  Fund  at  this  time. 

The  Advisory  Committee  met  in  October  and  passed  favorably 
on  a  recommendation  to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  that 
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the  Rowan  Association  follow  Dr.  Matthews'  plan  in  preparing 
for  the  Simultaneous  Revival  next  Spring,  and  that  the  Council 
and  necessary  committees  be  set  up  to  execute  this  plan. 

At  the  October  meeting  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee 
approved  the  recommendation  from  the  Advisory  Committee  rela- 
tive to  Dr.  Matthews'  plan  in  preparation  for  the  Simultaneous 
Revival  to  be  held  next  Spring,  and  instructed  the  Committee  on 
Evangelism  to  line  up  the  necessary  committees. 

Rev.  Dale  Hooper  reported  to  the  committee  that  the  Seminary 
Extension  Center  classes  on  Tuesday  nights  had  been  discontinued 
due  to  lack  of  interest  and  participation.  The  Executive-Promotion 
Committee  voted  to  instruct  the  Associational  Treasurer  to  pay 
the  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  this  endeavor.  A  vote 
of  appreciation  was  taken  for  the  staff  of  the  Seminary  Extension 
Center  classes. 

A  roll  call  of  churches  disclosed  twenty-one  churches  and  one 
mission  represented  with  a  total  present  of  forty-seven  at  the  final 
meeting  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for  the  Associa- 
tional Year.

Brother  Carter  extended  the  right  hand  of  Christian  welcome  to 
Rev.  H.  H.  Roberts  of  the  Needmore  Church,  Rev.  L.  D.  Scruggs 
of  the  Wyatt's  Grove  Church,  Rev.  Banks  Mullis  of  the  Trading 
Ford  Church,  Rev.  Ivey  Sipes  of  the  St.  Jude's  Mission.  Visitors 
welcomed  were-.  Rev.  J.  W.  Loy  of  the  Locust  Baptist  Church, 
Brother  C.  W.  Bazemore  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Professor  John 
McLeod  of  Mars  Hill  College,  Mrs.  Clarence  Barber  of  Christ 
Eipiscopal  Church,  Cleveland,  N.  C,  Brother  Tom  Baker  of  Win- 
ston-Salem, N.  C,  Mrs.  Ned  Carter,  Judson  Rotan  of  Whiteville, 
N.  C.  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "To  God 
Be  The  Glory."  There  were  159  Messengers  and  59  Visitors, 
making  a  total  of  218  registered  at  this  time. 

6.  Rev.  J.  B.  Gibson  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report  on 
Christian  Literature.  Brother  C.  W.  Bazemore  of  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder was  recognized  and  brought  some  heart-warming  remarks 
relative  to  witnessing,  and  displayed  a  copy  of  the  Biblical  Re- 
corder over  one  hundred  years  old.  The  Christian  Literature  report 
was  adopted. 
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Report  on  Christian  Literature 

Paul  admonishes  Timothy  to  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved 
unto  God  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly 
dividing  the  word  of  truth."  In  this  day  in  which  we  are  living, 
right  and  wrong  have  become  mixed  up  in  the  minds  of  people, 
and  Christians  are  no  exception.  Pastors  and  Sunday  School  teach- 
ers constantly  meet  people  with  the  problem  of  ferreting  out 
the  truth.  Paul  gives  us  one  method  of  finding  the  truth — study. 
Through  our  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union  literature,  we  are 
aided  in  Bible  study;  also  there  is  a  concentrated  week  of  Bible 
study  in  January.  Bible  study  in  the  home  is  essential  to  teaching 
our  children,  and  for  this  period  "Home  Life"  and  "Open  Win- 
dows" are  useful. 

As  we  study  to  know  the  truth,  we  must  learn  of  Christians 
today  and  their  work.  To  learn  of  Christ's  work  in  our  state,  we 
should  have  a  copy  of  "The  Biblical  Recorder"  in  every  Baptist 
home.  This  can  be  subscribed  to  individually  for  $2.50,  by  the 
club  plan  for  $2.00,  or  every  family  plan  for  $1.50  a  year.  "Char- 
ity and  Children"  published  at  Mills  Home  is  another  publication 
in  our  state. 

"Home  Mission"  informs  us  of  work  in  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  while  "The  Commission"  informs  us  of  work  of  South- 
ern Baptists  around  the  world.  Just  as  there  are  graded  materials 
in  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union,  there  are  also  monthly 
graded  mission  publications:  "Royal  Service,"  "Brotherhood  Jour- 
nal," "Window  of  YWA,"  "Tell,"  "Ambassador  Life,"  and  "Sun- 
beam Activities." 

In  addition  to  these  periodicals,  the  Sunday  School  Board  also 
publishes  the  books  used  in  the  various  weeks  of  study  in  our 
churches.  There  were  55  new  books  published  in  the  past  year, 
and  186  books  reprinted.

7.  Brother  Clarence  G.  Wise  was  recognized  and  gave  the 
Sunday  School  report  which  was  adopted. 

Sunday  School  Report 

It  is  with  heartfelt  gratitude  that  we  come  to  make  this  annual 
report  to  the  Association. 

On  behalf  of  the  entire  staff  of  Associational  Sunday  School 
officers,  let  me  pledge  our  adherence  to  the  ideal  that  our  task 
is  one  of  service.  Our  only  purpose  is  to  help  the  churches  through 
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proper  use  of  their  Sunday  Schools  to  reach  the  lost  for  Christ  and 
lead  the  saved  to  acknowledge  the  Lordship  of  Christ  in  daily 
living. 

This  year  our  Association  is  reporting  33  churches  and  33  Sun- 
day Schools.  Our  Sunday  School  enrollment  this  year  is  9,775, 
an  increase  of  197  over  last  year. 

Achievements  this  past  year  include:  24  churches  observed 
January  Bible  Study;  32  Vacation  Bible  Schools  and  Mission  Vaca- 
tion Bible  Schools  were  held;  27  churches  reported  training  awards. 

We  respectfully  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  That  we  adopt  for  this  year  the  theme,  "That  They  Might 
Have  Life." 

2.  That  the  Sunday  School  leadership  of  each  church  in  our 
Association  be  urged  to: 

Determine  to  gain  a  minimum  of  10  per  cent  in  enrollment 
and  15  per  cent  in  attendance. 

Move  up  the  pattern  of  organization  by  starting  new  classes 
and  departments. 

Start  a  new  Sunday  School  this  year. 

Follow  a  weekly  visitation  plan. 

Provide  a  training  program  which  would  include  January  Bible 
Study  Week,  Preparation  Week,  and  Operation  Home  Study. 

Hold  a  Vacation  Bible  School  and  conduct  a  Mission  Vacation 
Bible  School. 

Give  priority  to  personal  witnessing. 

Encourage  all  Sunday  School  workers  to  participate  in  the  regu- 
lar Associational  Sunday  School  meetings  and  programs  in  order 
that  our  own  work  may  be  strengthened  and  that,  through  co- 
operation, all  churches  may  carry  out  their  divine  commission. 

3.  That  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Sunday  School  Asso- 
ciation appoint  a  nominating  committee  three  or  more  months  in 
advance  of  the  annual  Association  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
nominating  an  Associational  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School 
to  the  Executive  Committee  for  approval  and  that  the  newly- 
elected  superintendent  be  given  authority  to  select  and  enlist  the 
other  officers  to  be  presented  for  approval  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  the  Sunday  School  Association.  This  procedure  is  sug- 
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gested  in  order  to  have  the  Sunday  School  organization  completed 
and  ready  to  function  at  the  beginning  of  the  Associational  Year.

8.  Rev.  Charles  Lemley  was  recognized  and  brought  the  report 
on  the  American  Bible  Society.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of 
the  report. 

Report  on  The  American  Bible  Society 

Southern  Baptist  plans  for  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance,  1959- 
1964,  remind  us  that:  In  every  missionary  advance  the  Bible  goes 
forward  first! 

The  Bible  is  a  "must"  in  missions  and  evangelism.  If  the  people 
of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and 
nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible.  It  is  the  one  basic  source  of 
knowledge  of  Him.  The  Bible  is  the  missionary's  chief  tool;  he 
uses  it  in  all  his  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  It  can  go 
where  the  human  missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  when  he  must 
leave — and  keep  on  speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

Every  man  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language,  but  in 
most  countries  the  people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing 
the  Scriptures. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  to  translate  the  Bible,  pub- 
lishes without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit, 
usually  below  cost,  for  worldwide  mission  work.  For  the  blind, 
it  supplies  Scriptures,  at  a  small  fraction  of  cost,  in  raised-letter 
systems  and  on  Talking  Book  records.  The  Bible  Society  is  an 
active  partner  of  Southern  Baptists  and  serves  every  form  of 
Southern  Baptist  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad. 

Southern  Baptists  support  the  work.  Because  the  Bible  Society 
serves  mission  work — and  because  Southern  Baptist  missionaries 
depend  on  the  society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for  distribution  to 
their  people — Southern  Baptist  churches  give  to  the  American 
Bible  Society.  In  1957,  Southern  Baptists  gave  $118,815  to  the 
American  Bible  Society. 

The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  Church  is  needed.  The  fol- 
lowing suggestions  are  based  on  what  many  churches  (many) 
are  doing: 

Country  and  village  churches — $10  to  $25. 
Churches  in  small  cities — $25  to  $100. 
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Larger  churches — $100  to  $200. 

Great  city  churches — $200  to  $500  or  more. 

We  challenge  Rowan  Baptist  churches  to  give  to  this  great  cause 
that  hungry-hearted  people  in  mission  lands  will  receive  the 
Bible — people  who  otherwise  would  not  have  the  printed  Word 
of  God.

9.  Rev.  J.  Roy  Clifford,  Pastor,  First  Baptist  Church,  Lexington, 
N.  C.  was  recognized  and  brought  a  report  of  the  Committee  of 
Twenty-Five.  He  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  committee  was 
to  study  the  needs  of  our  Baptist  Institutions  now  in  operation 
and  any  new  ones  formed.  Brother  Clifford  stated  that  the  com- 
mittee had  employed  the  services  of  Booze,  Allen  &  Hamilton, 
Consultants,  to  study  the  situation  and  that  they  had  issued  a 
preliminary  report  to  the  committee  with  a  full  report  to  be  issued 
soon.  The  Committee  of  Twenty-Five  expects  to  release  a  full 
report  of  their  own  in  the  very  near  future. 

10.  Rev.  W.  J.  Stephenson  was  recognized  and  gave  the 
report  on  Evangelism  and  30,000  Movement.  This  report  was 
adopted.  There  were  167  Messengers  and  67  Visitors  for  a  total 
of  234  registered  at  this  time. 

Report  on  Evangelism 

Evangelism  is  the  heart  of  God's  work  on  earth.  It  must  ever 
be  in  the  foreground  of  all  our  endeavors  in  the  churches  and 
in  the  Association  if  we  follow  the  New  Testament  pattern.  Every 
Christian's  greatest  privilege  and  responsibility  is  to  let  Jesus 
Christ  work  in  and  through  us  to  evangelize  the  world.  This  is 
the  Great  Commission  and  to  carry  out  the  Great  Commission  is 
to  do  the  work  of  evangelism. 

What  are  we  doing  in  response  to  this  high  call  from  God? 
Let  us  look  briefly  at  the  record. 

All  churches  in  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina 
last  year  had  a  ratio  of  baptisms  to  membership  of  1  to  25.  This 
means  that  on  an  average  last  year  it  took  25  church  members 
a  whole  year  to  win  one  person  to  Christ.  This  record  isn't  any- 
thing that  it  should  be,  but  it  does  represent  an  increase  in  bap- 
tisms of  4%  over  the  preceding  year.  Total  baptisms  reported 
in  the  state  in  1956  were  32,468,  and  in  1957  they  were  33,796. 

In  the  Rowan  Association  last  year  the  ratio  of  baptisms  to 
membership  was  1  to  28.   Total  baptisms  reported  in  our  Asso- 
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ciation  in  1957  were  366.  This  year  the  churches  reported  482 
baptisms.  This  represents  a  ratio  of  1  to  22  in  1958. 

The  number  of  people  won  to  Christ  and  baptized  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  churches  gives  only  a  partial  picture  of  the  work 
of  evangelism  in  the  churches.  The  remainder  of  the  picture  is 
seen  in  what  happens  to  the  converts  after  baptism.  Here  statistics 
are  not  so  easily  compiled,  but  the  number  who  will  be  won  to 
Christ  and  baptized  in  the  future  is  dependent  upon  the  matur- 
ing of  those  being  baptized  now.  A  Christian  grows  only  as  he 
participates  in  witnessing  for  Christ.  Thus  the  program  of  evan- 
gelism in  a  church  consists  of  winning  people  to  Christ  and  keep- 
ing them  enlisted  in  the  total  work  of  redemption. 

Next  year  we  face  an  unparalleled  opportunity  to  lead  all  the 
people  in  the  churches  to  engage  in  the  total  work  of  redemption 
by  going  all-the-way  in  cooperation  in  the  continent-wide  Simul- 
taneous Evangelistic  Crusade.  This  Crusade  will  be  the  biggest 
concerted  effort  ever  made  to  win  the  North  American  continent 
to  Christ  and  to  experience  new  depths  of  dedication  to  Christ 
on  the  part  of  all  church  members.  Seven  major  Baptist  conven- 
tions in  the  United  States  and  Canada  are  cooperating  in  this  Cru- 
sade. These  conventions  are  composed  of  75,000  churches  which 
have  19,000,000  members.  Here  is  an  opportunity  like  we  have 
never  faced  before  to  get  into  the  stream  of  God's  redeeming 
purpose.  Surely  every  church  in  this  Association  will  want  to  be 
a  part  of  this  great  effort!  April  12-26,  1959.

Brother  Simpson 
challenged  all  present  to  major  on  Christian  personal  witnessing. 
The  meeting  was  adjourned  for  the  noon  meal.

13.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of 
the  hymn  "To  God  Be  The  Glory,"  led  by  Rev.  Dale  Hooper  with 
Mrs.  James  L.  McCoy  at  the  organ.  Rev.  H.  H.  Roberts  was  recog- 
nized and  led  the  devotionals,  using  Luke  24:36-48.

Mission  Report 

Foreign  Missions-. 

Southern  Baptists  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the  world 
ministry  Christ  is  expecting  in  our  generation.  We  can  interpret 
the  remarkable  growth  being  experienced  in  Southern  Baptist 
life  only  in  terms  of  trusteeship  on  a  world  scale.  Never  in  all 
history  has  the  Gospel  of  Christ  been  more  urgently  needed.  It 
alone  can  bring  to  each  individual  release  from  sin  and  power 
for  personal  living. 

To  a  greater  degree  than  we  have  ever  known,  young  people 
across  the  Convention  are  seeking  to  find  God's  will  for  their 
lives.  Many  ministers  and  other  Christian  workers  who  are  fully 
trained  and  are  yet  young  enough  to  go  to  mission  fields  are  dis- 
covering that  Christ  is  calling  them  into  world  mission  service. 
We  are  thankful  that  within  the  past  year  in  our  Association  two 
of  our  young  pastors  and  their  wives  have  volunteered  for  foreign 
missions. 

Doors  are  open  in  many  countries  where  we  have  had  mission 
work  only  a  few  years.  The  entire  map  of  Africa  is  being  re- 
studied  from  the  standpoint  of  missions  advance.  We  are  chal- 
lenged by  large  areas  in  the  Moslem  world  where  limited  witness 
for  Christ  is  found.  Doors  have  been  opened  in  many  countries 
in  Latin  America  where  only  a  beginning  has  been  made. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  reports  that  no  fewer  than  200  mis- 
sionaries each  year  are  needed  to  keep  up  our  advance  in  these 
areas  of  world  missions.  At  the  present  we  have  about  1,300 
missionaries  under  appointment.  Many  of  this  number  are  wives 
of  missionaries.  We  must  pray  and  work  diligently  if  we  are  to 
meet  the  goal  of  1,750  missionaries  by  1963. 

The  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Lottie 
Moon  Christmas  offering  is  steadily  increasing.  The  Lottie  Moon 
offering  last  year  went  beyond  the  $5,000,000  mark. 
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Almost  daily  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  receives  reports  from 
the  mission  fields  of  grave  concern  in  relation  to  the  racial  strife 
now  rampant  in  our  country.  Many  missionaries  tell  of  the  pres- 
sure brought  upon  them  and  their  efforts  by  the  reports  of  racial 
strife  in  the  United  States.  We  should  give  ourselves  to  prayer 
and  greater  concern  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  help  settle  this  strife 
in  a  Christ-like  way. 

This  is  a  day  of  crisis.  The  world  is  bewildered,  frightened 
and  despairing.  Human  hearts  everywhere  are  awaiting  the  posi- 
tive victorious  note  which  only  is  sounded  in  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  God  is  entrusting  to  us  the  potential.  We  must  respond 
with  unlimited  dedication  and  service. 
Home  Missions: 

This  has  truly  been  a  year  of  advance  in  our  Home  Mission 
program.  Many  new  areas  have  seen  doors  of  opportunity  open 
to  Southern  Baptists.  Probably  the  most  notable  is  our  new  work 
in  New  York  City.  Following  the  Billy  Graham  Crusade  the  Rev. 
Paul  S.  James  was  appointed  director  of  this  work.  He  is  also 
serving  as  pastor  of  the  first  Southern  Baptist  mission  in  that  city. 
Another  new  adventure  is  in  Canada.  Rev.  W.  B.  King  is  now 
serving  as  a  contact  man  between  Canadian  Baptists  and  our 
Convention.  He  has  been  received  enthusiastically  by  Canadian 
Baptists. 

Our  work  in  other  pioneer  fields  is  on  the  upswing.  There  are 
so  many  areas  that  are  seeking  help  from  Southern  Baptists  that 
it  is  difficult  to  meet  all  these  pleas. 

We  now  have  almost  1,300  missionaries  on  the  various  fields. 
These  missionaries  were  helped  by  about  500  student  workers 
during  the  summer  months.  These  missionaries  serve  in  Goodwill 
Centers,  with  migrants,  with  language  groups,  with  Indians, 
Negroes,  Rescue  homes,  as  well  as  pastors  in  pioneer  churches. 
Our  work  in  Panama,  Cuba  and  Alaska  has  been  growing  steadily. 

The  support  of  our  Home  Mission  program  is  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Warren  is  jointly  employed  by  the  Home  Mission 
Board  and  the  Sunday  School  Board  as  director  of  the  "30,000 
Movement."  This  is  part  of  our  Jubilee  Advance  which  will  be 
climaxed  in  1964.  In  connection  with  this  program  is  the  great 
evangelistic  emphasis.  Our  theme  for  1958  has  been  "A  Warm 
and  Workable  Program  of  Evangelism  for  Every  Church  Member." 
The  theme  for  1959  is  "New  Life  For  You." 

One  of  the  greatest  mission  fields  in  the  entire  world  is  America. 
We  should  pray,  give  and  work  that  the  work  of  our  Home  Mis- 
sion program  will  be  strengthened. 
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State  Missions-. 

State  Missions  is  the  missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ  and  teach,  enlist, 
and  train  the  saved  in  the  ways  of  real  Christian  living. 

We  have  over  846,000  Baptist  church  members  in  North  Caro- 
lina. Only  about  40  per  cent  of  these  are  enlisted  in  the  Kingdom 
program.  Thus  we  can  see  that  the  task  of  reaching  the  other  60 
per  cent  and  evangelizing  the  unsaved,  is  tremendous. 

Our  people  need  to  be  taught  and  trained.  To  assist  the 
churches  in  this  task  our  State  Missions  program  provides  camps, 
assemblies,  clinics  and  other  services  that  are  of  much  value. 
Also  our  State  Missions  program  includes  the  Department  of 
Evangelism,  the  Department  of  Interracial  Cooperation,  Work  with 
the  Silent  People,  the  Allied  Church  League,  the  Fruitland  Bible 
Institute,  Student  Work,  the  Department  of  Church  Planning,  the 
Brotherhood  and  Royal  Ambassador  work,  as  well  as  the  depart- 
ments of  Sunday  School,  Training  Union,  Music  and  W.  M.  U. 

The  State  Missions  program  assists  in  buying  church  lots,  assists 
young  ministers  in  their  training,  aiding  weak  churches  in  supple- 
menting the  pastor's  salary,  and  supports  seven  Baptist  colleges. 

The  great  need  of  our  State  Missions  program  is  more  money. 
Never  are  our  leaders  able  to  meet  and  assist  in  the  many  needy 
calls  from  all  over  the  state.  If  we  want  to  see  North  Carolina 
continue  to  advance  in  its  great  Baptist  program  we  in  the  local 
churches  must  redouble  our  efforts  to  give  more  prayer  and 
money  support. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS: 

The  District  Association  is  one  of  the  strong  points  in  our  Bap- 
tist Program.  Down  through  the  years  this  unit  in  our  total  pro- 
gram has  proven  itself  to  be  of  much  value  to  the  churches  pro- 
viding fellowship,  training  and  inspiration. 

Our  Associational  Missions  program  is  designed  to  assist  the 
churches  in  the  mission  of  reaching  the  lost  and  training  the 
saved. 

During  the  year  one  of  the  highlights  in  our  Association  was 
the  School  of  Missions  in  March.  This  proved  a  blessing  to  all 
the  churches  that  participated. 

Our  Associational  Missionary  has  been  busy  in  about  all  phases 
of  the  total  program.  He  planned  and  conducted  a  census  in  the 
St.  Jude's  community  in  West  Rowan.  Out  of  this  a  mission  Sun- 
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day  School  has  been  started  and  is  functioning  under  the  direction 
of  the  Enon  Baptist  Church.  Other  areas  in  our  county  have  been 
investigated  with  the  idea  of  some  future  work  being  started.

Report  on  Christian  Education 

The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  continue  to  demonstrate  their 
belief  in  the  importance  of  supporting  Baptist  colleges  as  training 
centers  for  preparing  Baptist  leadership.  This  interest  is  shown 
in  the  enrollment  of  7,634  students,  most  of  whom  come  from 
our  Baptist  homes,  with  approximately  900  being  trained  for  the 
ministry  and  other  full-time  Christian  service. 

In  thinking  of  Baptist  people  in  general  we  would  remind  them 
that  our  five  two-year  junior  colleges  and  our  two  four-year  senior 
colleges  are  not  only  good  colleges  from  an  academic  standpoint 
but  they  are  Christian  in  purpose  and  motivation.  We  believe 
these  colleges  embody  the  "Seven  Marks  of  a  Christian  College" 
as  follows: 

1.  Christian  Ownership — These  seven  colleges  are  owned  by 
the  844,689  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  who  delegate  their  opera- 
tion to  trustees  elected  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

2.  Christian  Administration — The  Christian  men  and  women 
who  are  elected  as  trustees  select  others  as  administrators  who 
are  dedicated  to  the  advance  of  the  Kingdom  through  the  training 
of  young  men  and  women  for  Christian  service  and  leadership. 

3.  A  Christian  Faculty — More  than  400  competent  Christian 
men  and  women  are  employed  as  teachers.  They  are  chosen  for 
their  personal  Christian  dedication,  their  intellectual  honesty,  their 
educational  preparation,  and  their  ability  to  teach.  The  Christian 
faculty  constitutes  the  first  imperative  in  a  Baptist  college. 

4.  Christian  Students — A  Christian  college  campus  provides 
the  finest  educational  environment  for  young  people  coming  from 
a  Christian  background.  In  such  a  climate  young  Christians  de- 
velop more  completely  and  non-Christians  are  more  readily  helped 
educationally  and  personally. 

5.  Christian  Ideals — Christian  education  takes  total  knowledge 
and  translates  it  into  the  practical,  workable,  durable  pattern  of 
personal  living  for  a  purpose:  service  to  God  and  mankind. 
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6.  Christian  Teachings — The  basic  interpretation  that  flows 
from  Christian  truth  enhances  every  subject  taught  in  our  seven 
Baptist  colleges.  The  content  of  these  academic  subjects  is  alike 
in  all  good  colleges.  The  basic  differences  lie  in  the  application 
of  the  dynamic  faith  of  the  Christian  religion;  thereby,  adding  new 
light  and  new  truth  to  the  mind  of  the  student. 

7.  Christian  Service — The  end  product  of  a  Christian  college 
will  be  found  in  Christians  at  work  for  the  Kingdom  as  teachers, 
preachers,  missionaries,  housewives,  business  and  professional 
people.  Completing  their  studies,  these  graduates  of  our  Christian 
colleges  go  out  with  a  fresh  breadth  and  wholesome  outlook  of 
Christian  faith  in  whatever  they  may  do. 

One-eighth  of  all  students  in  North  Carolina's  61  colleges  and 
universities  are  enrolled  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges. 

Our  financial  information  shows  that  the  total  value  of  our 
seven  college  plants  amounts  to  $35,000,000.  The  total  operating 
budgets  for  the  last  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $8,811,618.  During 
this  time  the  colleges  received  $691,440  from  endowments, 
$480,000  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  $3,125,178  from 
gifts,  grants,  etc.,  and  $4,515,000  in  tuition  fees.

Children's  Home  Report 

Administrative  Changes  and  Expansion  of 
Services  Noted 

June  30,  1958  marked  the  culmination  of  15  years  of  pro- 
gressive leadership  by  W.  C.  Reed  with  the  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  of  North  Carolina.  After  serving  as  Superintendent  of 
Kennedy  Home  for  seven  years,  Mr.  Reed  moved  to  Thomasville 
where  he  served  as  General  Superintendent  for  eight  years.  Under 
his  supervision  the  Children's  Homes  experienced  one  of  their 
greatest  periods  of  building,  growth,  and  expansion  of  services. 
At  present  North  Carolina  Baptists  probably  provide  more  serv- 
ices for  dependent  children  than  any  other  similar  group  in 
America.  Those  associated  with  our  child  care  program  have,  in 
the  73  years  of  its  history,  developed  a  program  which  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  of  North  Wilkesboro,  was  elected  by  the 
trustees  to  succeed  Mr.  Reed.  Dr.  Wagoner  assumed  his  duties 
July  1.

Another  Year  of  Progress 

The  year  1957-58  has  been  a  fruitful  one  in  expanding  serv- 
ices. Since  October  1,  1957,  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  directly 
served  a  grand  total  of  753  children.  In  addition  to  these,  our 
social  workers  have  been  able  to  place  with  relatives  or  other 
agencies  more  than  200  children  where  their  needs  are  now  being 
met.  Each  application  has  been  investigated  by  our  case  workers. 
During  the  past  year  we  were  able  to  admit  about  one-fourth 
of  the  applicants  as  compared  with  one-fifth  admitted  in  1956. 
Through  the  dedicated  resourcefulness  of  our  social  workers, 
many  homes  were  re-established  while  others  were  saved  from 
breaking. 

Indian  Orphanage  Now  Our  Responsibility 

Last  year's  report  pointed  up  the  need  for  expanding  our 
Foster  Homes  and  for  the  care  of  the  Indian  children  at  Pembroke. 
The  Baptist  State  Convention  at  its  annual  meeting  last  November 
voted  unanimously  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  and  to  make  the 
Odum  Home  at  Pembroke  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Child  Care  Program.  This  work,  with  16  children,  has  been  under 
the  care  and  support  of  your  Homes  since  January  1958.  Money 
has  been  set  aside  to  build  a  new  cottage  at  Pembroke  for  the 
Indian  children.  We  are  now  working  to  get  a  clear  title  to  the 
land.  When  that  is  done,  we  will  move  rapidly  to  erect  the 
building. 

Financing  and  Expanding  Program  of  Child  Care 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  two  sources  for  supporting  the 
Children's  Homes: 

Source  Number  I  is  a  combination  of  the  Once-A-AAonth  Offer- 
ing and  the  Cooperative  Program.  Through  this  plan  the  Homes 
receive  a  fixed  amount.  This  cannot  be  increased  or  decreased 
except  by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

Source  Number  II  is  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Every  dollar 
marked  "Thanksgiving  Offering"  comes  to  the  Children's  Homes. 
Last  year  we  asked  for  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  in  the  Thanks- 
giving Offering.  The  churches  responded  with  a  15  per  cent 
increase.  This  increase  of  $31,000  enabled  us  to  support  the 
Indian  work  at  Pembroke  and  at  the  same  time  to  considerably 
expand  the  Foster  Home  Program.  We  have  confidence  that 
North  Carolina  Baptists  will  continue  to  remember  deserving 
children  at  Thanksgiving  with  a  generous  offering. 
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Looking  Toward  the  Future 

During  the  coming  year  a  cottage  will  be  erected  at  Mills  Home 
for  boys  and  a  cottage  at  Kennedy  Home  for  girls.  These  new 
buildings  are  being  made  possible  by  special  gifts  and  bequests. 

Serious  consideration  must  be  given  in  the  near  future  to  more 
adequate  care  for  the  children  whose  emotional  stability  has  been 
seriously  damaged.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  the  potential 
resources  with  which  to  meet  this  growing  need. 

A  bundle  of  Charity  and  Children  should  go  into  every  Baptist 
Church  in  the  state.  If  your  church  is  not  receiving  this  attractive 
and  informative  paper  each  week,  please  write  Editor  AAarse  Grant 
at  Thomasville  immediately  and  begin  a  club  in  your  church.  All 
pastors  and  Sunday  School  superintendents  will  receive  compli- 
mentary copies  if  they  will  send  their  names  to  the  editor. 

Most  important  of  all,  remember  to  pray  for  the  children  being 
served  by  your  Children's  Homes.  Some  carry  heavy  burdens 
which  can  be  lightened  with  your  prayers  and  material  support. 
The  administration  and  staff  members  also  appreciate  every  ex- 
pression of  your  love  and  concern  for  this  Christ-ordained  min- 
istry.

17.  Rev.  Harold  J.  Mason  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report 
on  the  Hospital.  Brother  Mason  presented  Dr.  C.  C.  Carpenter, 
Dean  of  the  Medical  School,  Baptist  Hospital,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C, 
who  spoke  to  the  report  and  brought  greetings  from  the  Hospital. 
Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  the  report. 

Hospital  Report 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  provides  a  well-rounded  program  of  med- 
ical care  and  training  under  Christian  guidance  and  influence. 
Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  is  one  of  the  largest  producers 
of  professional  medical  and  hospital  personnel  in  the  country  and 
was  the  first  hospital  in  North  or  South  Carolina  to  install  the  new 
Cobalt  Therapy  Machine  for  the  treatment  of  cancer. 

Our  hospital  serves  our  people  when  they  are  sick  and  need 
specialized  medical  care  which  requires  facilities  beyond  those 
available  in  their  own  communities.  The  Hospital  works  in  full 
cooperation  with  our  local  physicians.  It  offers  a  wide  range  of 
specialized  training  in  the  different  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery, 
in  nursing,  in  various  other  fields  of  medical  care,  and  in  pastoral 
care. 
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Last  year  the  Hospital  provided  bed  care  for  16,000  patients. 
There  were  120,000  visits  to  the  clinics  and  offices  of  the  medical 
staff  and  chaplains.  Service  patients  came  from  92  of  the  100 
counties  of  the  state.  The  services  of  the  medical  staff  were  given 
free  to  all  service  patients,  and  the  Hospital  spent  more  than  half 
a  million  dollars  in  providing  free  care  for  them  beyond  what 
they  were  able  to  pay. 

A  service  patient  pays  what  he  can  of  the  cost  of  this  care.  To 
help  make  up  the  difference  between  what  he  can  pay  and  the 
cost,  the  Hospital  has  some  assistance  from  welfare  agencies  and 
the  Duke  Endowment  for  patients  who  can  qualify,  but  it  must 
depend  primarily  upon  the  Mother's  Day  offerings.  This  fund 
can  be  used  only  in  cases  of  real  need  and  after  the  patient's 
family  has  paid  all  it  can  and  all  other  possible  help  has  been 
secured. 

Two  factors  are  forcing  the  Hospital  to  seek  a  largely  increased 
Mother's  Day  support  if  it  is  to  be  able  to  continue  such  a  service 
to  our  sick:  First,  hospital  costs  everywhere  have  increased  more 
than  30%  in  the  last  five  years.  Second,  as  the  number  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  increases,  the  demand  for  this  service  increases. 

Fortunately  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  Moth- 
er's Day  offerings,  also.  These  contributions  have  grown  by  20% 
in  the  last  five  years.  Yet,  it  is  clear  that  only  through  greatly 
increased  support  by  our  churches  can  the  Hospital  hope  to  con- 
tinue to  give  the  large  volume  of  free  service  it  has  been  giving 
to  our  people. 

We  believe  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will  provide  the  neces- 
sary funds  if  they  realize  the  need,  for  we  have  found  that  when 
churches  acquaint  their  people  with  the  need,  the  response  is 
excellent.  When  the  Hospital  movie  and  the  slide  film  have 
been  shown  and  an  active  effort  has  been  made  to  present  the 
Mother's  Day  program,  offerings  have  been  generous.  Our  need, 
therefore,  is  simply  for  our  churches  to  inform  their  people  of  the 
need  more  effectively.

18.  Dr.  Clyde  Chapman  was  recognized  and  brought  the 
report  on  Homes  For  The  Aging.  He  in  turn  presented  Brother 
James  Hayes,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Homes  For  The 
Aging,  who  spoke  to  the  report.  The  report  was  adopted.  Rev. 
J.  W.  Allen  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymn  "I  Am  Thine  O  Lord." 
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Report  on  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  Aging 

The  Homes  For  Aging  are  now  in  their  eighth  year  of  opera- 
tion— Resthaven  opened  March  16,  1951;  the  Albemarle  Home, 
December  7,  1953;  and  the  Administration  Building,  Winston- 
Salem,  June  13,  1957.  The  three  Homes  have  facilities  for  119 — 
counting  residents  and  helpers.  The  average  number  of  residents 
will  exceed  100. 

Efforts  were  launched  in  June  to  raise  $100,000  to  match  a  gift 
of  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews,  Sr.,  of  $50,000  and  land  on  which  to 
build  a  fourth  Home  For  The  Aging  to  be  located  at  Hamilton, 
Martin  County.  It  is  expected  that  the  campaign  will  be  success- 
fully completed  this  year,  and  the  construction  of  the  new  Home 
will  then  begin.  This  Home  will  provide  facilities  for  approxi- 
mately forty  residents,  giving  a  total  capacity  for  all  three  Homes 
of  150  persons. 

The  Homes  have  had  a  good  year  financially.  The  auditors' 
report  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1957  showed  that  the 
income  was  $268,924.58.  When  the  new  Administration  Build- 
ing was  ready  for  occupancy,  $103,000  was  borrowed  to  finish 
paying  for  construction  and  equipment.  All  of  this  has  been 
repaid  except  $20,000.  Funds  received  from  the  Special  Day 
Offering  and  the  Cooperative  Program  have  helped  to  meet  the 
current  cost  of  operation.  The  Homes  have  also  received  help 
from  individual  and  corporation  gifts.  The  largest  individual  gift 
for  the  year  was  $40,000. 

A  large  number  of  the  residents  have  been  aided  financially. 
Less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  residents  have  given  to  the  Homes 
assets  sufficient  to  pay  their  cost  of  keep  for  life.  Thirteen  resi- 
dents have  paid  the  monthly  rate,  which  is  less  than  the  actual 
cost  to  the  Homes.  Most  of  the  residents  are  paying  one-third  to 
one-half  of  their  cost  of  keep.  This  means,  therefore,  that  the 
difference  in  cost  is  taken  from  funds  received  from  denomina- 
tional channels  and  special  gifts  by  individuals  and  corporations. 

Our  program  of  ministering  to  the  aging  presents  a  great  chal- 
lenge to  the  850,000  Baptists  of  our  state.  We  think,  first,  of  the 
ever-increasing  number  of  aging  friends  needing  larger  dormitory 
facilities;  and,  secondly,  of  doubling  the  capacity  of  our  infirmary 
in  the  Administration  Building.  It  now  accommodates  fifteen 
patients,  but  we  should  have  space  for  at  least  thirty.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  elderly  people  will  become  invalids  at  the  rate  of  10 
per  cent  annually.  There  have  been  times  when  we  did  not  have 
sufficient  room  for  those  who  needed  to  be  in  the  infirmary.  Our 
aging  friends  must  look  to  our  Baptist  constituency  to  meet  these 
pressing  needs. 
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With  gratitude  to  all  who  have  made  our  present  Homes  pos- 
sible— churches,  individuals  and  corporations — and  with  confi- 
dence that  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  will  continue  to  care 
for  these  "old  soldiers"  of  Christ  in  a  deserving  way,  we  look  to 
the  future  with  great  hope. 

Note:  The  Rev.  Charles  P.  Burchette,  Jr.  began  working  with 
the  Baptist  Homes  For  Aging  in  May,  and  is  living  at  the  Albe- 
marle Baptist  Home.  He  will  devote  his  efforts  in  the  field  of 
promotion  and  public  relations,  and  will  be  ready  to  answer  invi- 
tations to  speak  at  churches  and  group  meetings  as  the  oppor- 
tunities are  given  to  him.

Dr.  Bradley  explained  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram, urging  proper  distribution  of  gifts  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  and  brought  some  challenging  remarks  relative  to  stew- 
ardship of  the  churches  in  the  Baptist  program. 

21.  The  afternoon  session  was  brought  to  a  close  to  recon- 
vene this  evening  at  7:15  at  the  Dunn's  Mountain  Baptist  Church, 
Route  5,  Salisbury.  The  group  was  dismissed  with  prayer  offered 
by  Rev.  Harold  J.  Mason.

22.  The  evening  session  was  opened  with  Brother  Charles 
Bolden  leading  the  praise  and  worship  with  hymn  singing.  Brother

Fount  Of  Every  Blessing."  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Clarence 
Wraight.  Brother  Bolden  then  led  in  the  singing  of  the  hymns

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Report  of  Music  Committee 

A  glance  at  the  Digest  of  Church  Letters  will  give  you  an  idea 
of  the  facts  and  figures  concerning  the  program  of  Church  Music 
in  the  Rowan  Association. 

However,  in  this  report  we  should  like  to  call  to  your  attention 
some  of  the  needs  that  we  feel  are  necessary  for  the  improvement 
of  our  musical  programs. 

First,  we  should  never  lose  sight  of  the  importance  of  continu- 
ous and  relentless  training.  A  program  of  good  church  music  is 
not  attained  overnight.  It  comes  as  a  result  of  hours  and  even 
years  of  planning,  study  and  training.  Every  church  should  make 
adequate  provisions  for  a  comprehensive  training  program  in 
church  music. 

Second,  we  need  people  who  are  willing  to  give  of  their  time 
and  talent  faithfully.  A  good  program  of  church  music  will  not 
be  achieved  as  long  as  choir  members  and  musicians  do  not 
accept  their  responsibilities  as  choir  members  and  musicians.  At 
the  same  time  we  need  to  enlist  others  from  our  congregations 
who  possess  musical  talent  and  are  not  using  those  talents. 

The  selection  of  proper  music  for  every  service  of  the  church 
is  most  important  if  we  are  to  get  the  best  results  from  our 
musical  program.  All  of  our  hymnals  contain  a  topical  index  from 
which  we  can  select  hymns  for  every  phase  of  our  services.  These 
are  tools  to  aid  us  in  planning  our  worship  services.  Let's  use 
them.

23.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Allen  was  recognized  and  gave  the  Training 
Union  report  for  Rev.  J.  W.  Alien  who  was  sick.  Motion  carried 
for  adoption  of  this  report. 

Associational  Training  Union  Report 

The  past  year  has  seen  new  Training  Union  life  come  to  many 
of  the  churches  in  our  Association.  From  reports  all  of  the  Train- 
ing Unions  in  our  Association  are  having  the  best  attendance  they 
have  had  in  several  years.  Many  unions  and  departments  have 
been  started  in  the  churches. 

We  have  had  four  meetings  during  the  year.  Our  "M"  Night 
last  December  saw  605  people  attending  with  Rev.  Thomas  Haggai 
as  the  speaker.  On  September  30  an  Officers  and  Leaders  Clinic 
was  conducted  at  the  Calvary  Church  with  230  people  present. 
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Twenty-one  of  our  churches  reported  having  a  Training  School 
during  the  year.  We  had  a  total  of  1,056  awards  for  these 
churches.  Our  hope  is  that  every  church  with  a  Training  Union 
will  have  at  least  one  Study  Course  during  next  year. 

At  one  of  our  Summer  Assemblies  Dr.  J.  E.  Lambdin,  our  South- 
ern Baptist  Secretary,  said:  "When  you  have  a  weak  Training 
Union  don't  say,  'Our  Training  Union  is  weak/  rather  say,  'Our 
church  is  weak  in  its  training  program'.  "  Training  Union  is  not 
another  organization  to  be  kept  alive  in  our  churches.  It  is  the 
very  life  blood  of  our  total  program.  Nowhere  else  can  one  find 
the  training  he  will  find  in  a  good  Training  Union. 

Let  us  give  ourselves  diligently  to  building  the  type  of  Training 
Unions  in  our  churches  that  will  keep  new  leadership  flowing 
into  every  area  of  our  church  life.  The  Training  Union  is  not  just 
an  organization,  it  is  an  "organism."

Brotherhood  Report 

The  Brotherhood,  having  been  established  to  undergird  the 
work  of  their  pastors  and  churches,  is  pleased  to  report  that 
more  men  and  boys  than  ever  before  are  participating  in  the 
program  of  the  Church  and  Association.  Three  new  Brotherhoods 
and  two  R.  A.  chapters  have  been  started  this  year. 

The  R.  A.  enrollment  has  increased  by  3  per  cent  and  the 
Brotherhood  by  21  per  cent  over  last  year.  The  total  Brotherhood 
enrollment,  including  the  R.  A.'s,  is  now  1,135,  or  an  increase 
of  13V2  per  cent. 

We  are  proud  of  the  achievements  made  this  first  year  of  the 
Brotherhood  and  R.  A.'s  combined  and  appreciate  the  efforts  of 
everyone  who  had  a  part  in  this  success.  The  four  Associational 
Brotherhood  meetings,  the  R.  A.  conclave  and  camps  were  well 
attended  and  the  programs  well  received. 

The  W.  AA.  U.  has  been  very  cooperative  with  the  Brotherhood 
and  we  are  indebted  to  them  for  their  help. 
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We  recommend  strongly  to  the  men  and  pastors  of  the  churches 
who  do  not  have  Brotherhoods  that  they  seek  to  begin  a  unit 
immediately.  Your  Associational  officers  will  be  more  than  glad 
to  help  the  individual  churches  as  much  as  possible.

27.  Rev.  John  Carter  was  recognized  and  he  presented  a 
film  "Serving  Christ/'  which  illustrated  faithfulness  in  serving 
Christ  in  the  business  world.  Rev.  Carter  dismissed  with  prayer 
and  the  evening  session  was  adjourned.

28.  Rev.  Dale  Hooper  led  the  congregation  in  the  singing  of 
the  hymns  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy"  and  "To  God  Be  The  Glory."  Rev. 
A.  C.  Carpenter  was  recognized  and  led  the  devotionals  using 
the  fourth  chapter  of  the  Acts. 

29.  Rev.  H.  AA.  Hocutt  was  recognized  and  brought  the  report 
of  Relief  and  Annuity  which  was  adopted. 

Relief  and  Annuity  Board 

Since  its  organization  40  years  ago,  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  has  paid  out  benefits  totaling  nearly  $27,000,000.  In  1957 
alone,  $2,245,861.18  in  benefits  was  received  by  more  than 
5,000  retired  and  disabled  ministers  and  denominational  leaders 
and  widows. 

At  the  close  of  1957,  there  were  approximately  17,500  active 
members  in  the  Board's  various  retirement  plans,  with  nearly 
20,500  churches,  boards  and  agencies  cooperating.  During  the 
year,  membership  in  the  plans  increased  by  2,454. 

Each  year  continues  to  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  re- 
tirement, disability,  and  widow  annuities.   Last  year  503  persons 
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were  added  to  the  Board's  annuity  roll,  136  more  than  the  pre- 
vious year. 

Presently,  only  34  per  cent  of  our  Southern  Baptist  ministers 
are  enrolled  in  the  Annuity  Board's  protection  program.  The 
Board's  Promotion  Department  is  constantly  working  to  enlist  the 
thousands  of  others  in  this  vital  program.  A  study  of  the  retire- 
ment pension  plans  of  other  denominations  reveals  an  important 
fact.  In  the  denominations  showing  the  greater  percentage  of 
their  preachers  in  the  protection  program,  the  church  assumes 
the  entire  financial  responsibility,  paying  the  pastor's  dues  as 
well  as  its  own. 

Out  of  the  approximately  11,000  Southern  Baptist  churches 
now  participating  with  their  pastor  in  this  protection  program, 
around  36  per  cent  are  paying  both  member  and  church  dues. 
It  is  hoped  our  churches  will  give  this  matter  some  serious  thought 
as  a  possible  solution  to  giving  these  preachers  and  their  families 
the  protection  they  need  through  the  Annuity  Board's  program. 

On  July  1,  1957,  602  members  were  participating  actively  in 
the  North  Carolina  Ministers  Retirement  Plan.  As  of  the  same 
date  in  1958  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  membership  stands 
at  553.  This  reflects  the  decreasing  trend  as  expected  since  the 
Plan  was  closed  to  new  members  on  January  1,  1956,  when  the 
Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  became  operative  in  our  state. 
During  the  year,  22  Age  Annuities  and  1  Disability  Annuity  were 
set  up.  The  balance  of  the  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  trans- 
fer to  other  states,  transfer  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection 
Plan,  and  by  the  death  of  5  members.  At  present  190  annuitants 
are  receiving  benefits  from  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  and  1 
from  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan. 

On  July  1,  1957,  we  had  302  members  in  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist Protection  Plan.  During  the  year  115  new  certificates  were 
issued;  6  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  members  transferred  to  the 
Protection  Plan;  20  transferred  from  other  states  to  North  Caro- 
lina for  a  total  increase  of  141.  On  the  other  hand,  6  North 
Carolina  members  transferred  to  other  states,  and  two  members 
withdrew  from  the  Plan,  leaving  a  net  increase  of  133.  This 
makes  a  total  of  435  in  the  Protection  Plan. 

The  total  membership  in  both  the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Protection  Plan  now  stands  at  1,026. 
This  means  that  about  35  per  cent  of  our  possibilities  are  cov- 
ered by  our  Plans. 

Rev.  Ottis  J.  Hagler  is  Secretary  of  Retirement  Plans  in  North 
Carolina.  His  address  is  The  Baptist  Building,  301  Hillsboro  Street, 
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Raleigh.  He  is  anxious  to  help  pastors  and  churches  obtain  the 
benefits  of  the  Plan  in  case  of  disability,  old  age,  or  death.

30.  Rev.  Dale  Hooper  was  recognized  and  gave  the  Radio 
report  which  was  adopted.  The  recommendations  coming  from 
this  committee  appear  in  detail  in  the  Radio  report. 

Radio  Report 

Twenty  years  ago  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  to  make  a  study  of  the  radio  as  a  possibility 
for  use  in  evangelism.  A  commission  was  formed,  which,  with 
the  coming  of  television,  was  expanded  in  1946  and  called  the 
Radio-Television  Commission. 

The  official  radio  broadcast  of  the  Convention  at  the  present 
time  is  the  Baptist  Hour,  which  has  been  most  effective  in  its 
ministry,  reaching  a  wide  audience  across  our  country  on  more 
than  450  radio  stations.  This  program  is  carried  weekly  on  the 
local  station  WSAT  at  6:30  P.  AA.  Sunday. 

Two  and  a  half  years  ago  the  commission  produced  a  13-film 
series  of  30-minute  religious  dramas  for  television  called  "This  Is 
The  Answer."  This  proved  to  be  very  successful,  and  another 
13-film  series  was  added.  During  the  past  two  and  one-half  years 
"This  Is  The  Answer"  has  been  shown  on  211  TV  stations  reach- 
ing over  90  per  cent  of  the  nation's  TV  homes.  Certainly  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  facts  about  this  is  that  these  stations  have 
given — free  of  charge — well  over  a  million  dollars  worth  of  time 
to  Southern  Baptists. 

Because  of  the  success  the  commission  has  realized  in  radio 
and  TV  a  much  larger  project  has  heen  undertaken.  A  new  effort 
will  be  made  in  1959  to  take  Christ  to  the  lost.  This  project  is 
known  as  TELEVANGELISAA.  The  basic  plan  is  to  use  the  persuasive 
power  of  television  drama,  coupled  with  the  personal  concern 
of  visitation  evangelism,  to  get  the  message  to  the  lost  of  the  land. 
Briefly  this  is  the  approach  to  be  made  (quoting  from  The  Beam, 
June,  1958,  p.  4,  a  monthly  publication  of  the  Radio-Television 
Commission):  "Dealing  with  problems  is  the  real  purpose  of 
TELEVANGELISAA.  Beginning  on  Sunday,  January  4,  1959,  a  com- 
plete new  series  of  13  half-hour  dramas  for  "This  Is  The  Answer" 
will  be  shown.  .  .  .  Each  film  will  deal  with  a  different  problem 
which  keeps  men  from  Christ.  ...  In  them  they  will  see  lives 
blighted  by  alcohol,  infidelity,  greed,  self-righteousness,  and 
other  equally  disastrous  obstacles  to  the  spiritual  life.  After  por- 
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fraying  the  situation  the  films  will  show  that  the  individuals  con- 
cerned are  lost  without  Christ,  and  that  the  problem  they  face 
can  be  overcome  through  Him,  by  the  guidance  for  living  avail- 
able in  the  Bible."  A  booklet,  written  for  each  film,  takes  the 
story  beyond  the  film's  solution  to  develop  the  plan  of  salvation 
and  give  further  scriptural  help  for  those  facing  the  problem. 
To  be  most  effective  the  churches  will  need  to  plan  evangelistic 
visitation,  going  into  the  homes  to  seek  decisions  following  these 
films.  Dr.  Stevens,  director  of  the  commission,  calls  this  "one 
of  the  most  unusual  evangelistic  undertakings  of  this  electronic 
age." 

The  TELEVANGELISAA  project  is  an  important  part  of  the  1959 
year  of  Simultaneous  Revivals  across  the  Convention.  The  wide- 
spread appeal  of  television  will  be  linked  with  the  effectiveness 
of  personal  witnessing  in  preparation  for  the  simultaneous  cru- 
sade in  the  Spring.  The  best  use  possible  needs  to  be  made  of 
the  project  by  our  churches. 

The  Radio  Committee  recommends: 

1.  Because  of  the  widespread  use  of  television  by  Southern 
Baptists,  that  the  Association  Radio  Committee  be  expanded  to 
the  Radio-Television  Committee. 

2.  That  the  elected  committee  for  1958-59  immediately  set 
to  work  to  utilize  to  the  fullest  the  TELEVANGELISAA  project  in 
our  churches. 

3.  That  the  elected  chairman  of  the  Radio-Television  Commit- 
tee be  named  on  the  Simultaneous  Revival  Steering  Committee 
for  1959  when  it  is  formed  in  order  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of 
pastors  and  churches  for  the  project  in  January,  as  well  as  to  pub- 
licize the  crusade  in  April. 

4.  That  the  new  committee  consult  the  local  radio  station  now 
carrying  the  Baptist  Hour  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  more  suitable 
time  for  it  since  all  Baptists  should  be  in  Training  Union  at  6:30 
on  Sunday  evening.

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Report  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union 

"Rededication  to  a  cause 

In  which  we  play  a  part 
Demands  the  work  of  mind  and  hand, 

A  prayer  within  the  heart; 
And  with  the  power  of  these  three 

We  can  arise  and  sing 
Of  wonders  and  accomplishments 

A  future  day  will  bring/' 

Years  come  to  an  end  but  purposes  continue.  For  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  members  many  of  the  tasks  are  the  same;  we 
retain  the  same  basic  fundamentals  year  after  year.  The  plans 
revolve  around  these  basic  fundamentals  of  prayer,  community 
missions,  mission  study  and  stewardship;  developments  are  deter- 
mined by  needs  and  growth.  Progress  is  being  made  in  some 
areas  of  our  work  while  in  others  we  are  lagging  behind. 

There  are  needs  to  be  met.  Enlistment  continues  to  be  a  major 
need.  We  have  three  churches  without  any  of  the  missionary 
organizations  and  a  number  of  others  with  their  doors  closed  to 
the  youth  groups.  Those  of  us  who  have  full  graded  unions  seem 
satisfied  to  reach  only  a  part  of  the  women  and  youth  with  a 
mission  emphasis.  Another  major  need  is  the  participation  of  our 
women  and  young  women  in  soul  winning  visitation.  Yet  another 
strategic  need  is  that  of  special  emphasis  on  scriptural  giving. 
We  did  not  give  as  much  to  our  special  offerings  for  missions 
last  year  as  we  have  in  the  past. 

All  through  the  ages  women  have  heeded  the  call  to  serve  in 
building  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Many  of  our  women  have  re- 
sponded to  that  call  with  the  result  that  new  organizations  have 
been  formed  and  through  these  some  have  been  won  to  Christ 
and  to  definite  Christian  service. 

The  possibilities  of  achievement  in  the  Rowan  Association  are 
great.  The  full  attainment  will  demand  a  high  vision,  deep  com- 
mitment, great  patience,  and  a  willingness  to  sacrifice.  With  the 
work  of  mind  and  hand  fully  dedicated  and  a  "prayer  within  the 
heart,"  we  of  this  Association  can  dare  to  sing  of  "wonders  and 
accomplishments  a  future  day  will  bring."

32.  Mrs.  J.  Earle  Blalock  was  recognized  and  gave  the  report 
of  the  Historical  Commission.  The  report  was  adopted  by  the 
body. 
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Historical  Report 

"Heaven  is  not  gained  by  a  single  bound,  but  we  reach  the 
summit  round  by  round."  These  words  were  written  by  the 
immortal  Shelley,  but  hear  the  words  of  our  Christ  when  He  says 
"And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up,  will  draw  all  men  unto  myself.  For  ye 
are  my  witnesses  in  Judea  and  around  the  world."  So  we  must 
work  the  works  of  Him  who  sent  us  while  it  is  yet  day  for  the 
night  cometh! 

Our  Rowan  Association  is  now  composed  of  33  churches  and 
4  missions.  Our  missions  are:  Brenner  Avenue,  sponsored  by  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Salisbury,  Crusade  by  Trading  Ford,  St. 
Jude's  under  the  direction  of  Enon,  and  Memorial,  out  from 
Landis,  which  was  established  independently  and  is  without  a 
sponsoring  church.  All  these  are  more  than  thriving  missions. 
Memorial  is  already  in  a  lovely  new  building,  and  Brenner  Avenue, 
at  the  moment,  in  process  of  construction.  We  are  grateful  and 
proud  that  we  are  gaining,  but  there  is  a  desperate  need  and 
room  for  more. 

The  Association  has  perhaps  not  made  any  spectacular  strides, 
yet  there  have  been  gains  and  some  losses  in  number.  However, 
the  year  has  been  progressive  and  rewarding.  Many  churches 
have  called  new  pastors,  music  directors,  educational  directors 
and  have  added  new  equipment.  Calvary  has  installed  an  Allen 
organ  and  has  had  41  baptisms.  Grace  at  Kannapolis  is  turning 
the  old  pastorium  into  a  fellowship  building.  Community  dedi- 
cated a  new  educational  building  on  June  15  of  this  year.  Trad- 
ing Ford  is  completing  a  pastorium  at  a  cost  of  $20,000.00,  and 
also  purchased  additional  land.  They  have  also  called  a  new  pas- 
tor, Rev.  Banks  Mullis,  who  will  begin  his  pastoral  duties  on 
November  1  of  this  year.  Enon  is  sponsoring  St.  Jude's  Mission. 
Gold  Hill  called  Rev.  Robert  Easley  as  full-time  pastor  on  Septem- 
ber 21.  Needmore  also  has  a  new  pastor,  Rev.  H.  H.  Roberts, 
who  began  his  work  on  June  15.  Rowan  Mills  has  transformed 
the  downstairs  auditorium  into  Sunday  School  departments.  They 
have  also  created  five  new  Sunday  School  classes  and  organized 
a  Training  Union  under  the  guidance  of  their  pastor,  Rev.  A.  C. 
Carpenter.  The  new  pastor  at  Southside,  Rev.  Gradv  Carpenter, 
began  his  ministry  there  on  September  29,  1958.  David  Staley 
and  wife  Betty  are  now  serving  a  small  church  in  a  mountain 
community  near  Asheville,  N.  C.  Ralph  Brunson  and  his  familv, 
former  members  of  the  First  Church,  Salisbury,  have  already 
sailed  for  North  Africa  to  begin  mission  work  there. 

Rev.  Dale  Hooper  and  Rev.  Robert  Winecoff  are  two  of  our  fine 
young  pastors  who  have  heard  the  call  to  the  foreign  field,  and 
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are  now  awaiting  their  sailing  orders!  Mr.  Hooper  is  at  Calvary 
and  Mr.  Winecoff  was  formerly  at  West  Corinth. 

The  Brotherhood  men  of  the  First  Church,  Salisbury,  are  hap- 
pily busy  these  days  building  a  spacious  recreation  lodge  at  Ellis 
Cross  Roads.  The  lodge  is  set  on  a  hill  in  a  beautifully  wooded 
area  just  back  of  Mt.  Tabor  Methodist  Church.  The  land  was 
donated  by  the  father  of  one  of  our  members. 

The  land  bought  by  the  Rowan  Association,  near  Gold  Hill,  is 
awaiting  right-of-way  decisions  before  beginning  any  building  or 
ground  work. 

Did  you  know  that  10  of  our  churches  report  no  Brotherhood, 
but  the  Brotherhood  and  R.A.'s  in  our  Association  now  number 
1,135?  The  W.  M.  U.  has  a  present  enrollment  of  2,744  which 
is  a  gain  of  214  over  last  year.  The  Sunday  School  enrollment  is 
9,775  which  is  a  gain  of  197  over  last  year.  The  Training  Union 
enrollment  is  3,048  which  is  a  gain  of  221  over  last  year.  Three 
of  our  churches  have  no  W.  M.  U.  All  of  our  churches  except 
one  had  a  Vacation  Bible  School  the  past  Associational  Year.  The 
Vacation  Bible  School  enrollment  showed  a  gain  of  209  over  last 
year.  The  number  of  tithers  reported  were  1,597.  The  number 
of  baptisms  reported  were  482,  a  gain  of  116  over  last  year 
There  was  a  total  of  459  additions  by  letter,  a  gain  of  102  over 
last  year.  We  lost  by  death,  erasure  or  change  of  membership 
536.  So  let  us  each  turn  our  eyes  upon  Jesus  and  dedicate  our 
lives,  our  talents,  our  abilities,  our  time  and  our  money  to  our 
conquering  Christ  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve — glorifying 
Him  in  every  effort,  magnifying  Him  in  every  word — pledging 
with  the  beloved  Paul  who  said  "I  was  not  disobedient  to  the 
heavenly  vision." 

If  we  are  to  accomplish  the  spiritual  victory  God  expects  of 
us  in  our  Rowan  Association,  we  must  humble  ourselves  and  lose 
ourselves  in  the  love  of  God  and  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit; 
making  this  our  prayer: 

Wherever  He  leads  I'll  go — 
Wherever  He  leads  I'll  go — 
I'll  follow  my  Christ  who  loves  me  so 
Wherever  He  leads  I'll  go.

Dr.  James 
Bulman  made  a  motion  that  the  proposed  Article  No.  VIII  be 
amended  to  omit  the  words  "the  Baptist  State  Convention"  and 
"Southern  Baptist  Convention,"  and  to  add  to  Article  No.  VIII 
the  following  words,  to  be  designated  as  Section  6,  "The  churches 
thus  admitted  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Association,  and  all  other 
churches  in  fellowship  with  the  Association,  are  recognized  as 
free  to  withdraw  from  the  fellowship  of  the  Association,"  and  so 
as  to  change  in  Article  No.  VIII  the  words  "membership  in"  to 
"fellowship  with"  and  the  words  "the  membership  of"  to  "fellow- 
ship with."  A  substitute  motion  was  made  by  Rev.  J.  W.  Allen 
to  accept  the  change  in  the  wording  from  "membership"  to  "fel- 
lowship," but  to  retain  the  wording  "The  Baptist  State  Convention" 
and  "Southern  Baptist  Convention,"  and  to  accept  the  addition  of 
Section  6  to  Article  No.  VIII.  The  substitute  motion  carried  and 
Article  No.  VIII  was  adopted.  Motion  carried  for  adoption  of  the 
proposed  committees  enumerated  in  the  Constitution  giving  effect 
to  the  changes.  To  wit:  The  title  of  the  Radio  Committee  changed 
to  read  "Radio  and  Television,"  and  the  wording  of  the  second 
sentence  of  paragraph  one  under  Section  two  changed  to  read: 
"The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be  to  make  plans  for  the  Execu- 
tive-Promotion Committee  meetings  and  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Annual  Association,  or  for  any  called  meetings  of  this  body."  An- 
other sentence  added  to  Section  seventeen  to  read:  "Those  who 
use  this  equipment  shall  be  requested  to  handle  same  with  care 
and  to  be  responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal  wear." 
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A  motion  carried  for  adoption  of  the  changes  in  the  committees. 
A  motion  carried  for  adoption  of  the  roster  of  committees.  A 
motion  was  made  by  Rev.  R.  O.  Brinkley  that  the  recommended 
Constitution,  together  with  the  changes,  be  made  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association.  After  proper  sec- 
ond a  standing  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  overwhelmingly 
carried.  Rev.  John  Carter  made  a  motion  for  a  standing  vote  of 
appreciation  for  all  officers  of  the  Association  who  had  labored 
so  faithfully  during  the  past  year.  The  motion  carried. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Proposed 
Changes  of  Constitution 

I.  Name 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  The  Rowan  Baptist  Association. 
II.  Object 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  promote 
measures  for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches  within  our  bounds,  to  recommend  plans  for  advancing 
the  work  of  our  Lord  throughout  the  earth,  and  to  cooperate  with 
our  Baptist  State  Convention  and  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  spiritual  advance,  with  the  understanding  that  cooperation  with 
the  State  and  Southern  Conventions  is  purely  voluntary. 

III.  Membership 

This  body  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  Baptist  Ministers 
who  are  pastors  of  churches  within  its  bounds,  our  Associational 
Missionary,  and  messengers  chosen  and  certified  by  the  churches. 
Each  church  shall  be  entitled  to  two  messengers  for  the  first  fifty 
members  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  messenger  for  each  fifty 
above  that  number,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more 
than  ten  messengers. 

VIII.    Organization  and  Admission  of  New  Churches 

Any  group  of  baptized  believers  in  Christ  desiring  to  be  organ- 
ized into  a  new  Church  and  who  desire  the  recognition  of  and 
fellowship  and  cooperation  with  this  Association  shall  be  requested 
to  observe  the  following  plan  of  procedure: 

1.  That  notice  be  given  to  the  Associational  Membership  Com- 
mittee of  the  desire  to  organize  a  new  church. 

2.  The  Committee  on  Associational  Membership,  when  called 
upon,  shall  counsel  with  said  group  as  to  the  need  for  a  new 
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church,  its  proper  location,  their  views  upon  the  teachings  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures  as  they  relate  to  eternal  salvation,  the  ordinances, 
evangelism,  and  missions  around  the  world. 

3.  Upon  being  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Associational 
Membership  a  report  shall  be  made  by  the  aforesaid  Committee 
to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee.  Should  this  Committee 
act  favorably  upon  the  report,  the  group  shall  then  proceed  to 
be  constituted  into  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church. 

4.  The  new  church  having  been  duly  organized  and  consti- 
tuted, may  at  the  next  annual  session,  present  a  letter  to  the 
Rowan  Association  asking  for  membership  in  the  Rowan  Associa- 
tion. They  shall  include  with  the  letter  of  request  a  copy  of  the 
Articles  of  Faith  and  the  Church  Covenant  adopted  by  the  body. 

5.  The  Committee  on  Associational  Membership  shall  present 
the  request  of  the  new  church  or  other  churches  applying  for 
fellowship  with  the  Association  at  the  morning  session  on  the 
first  day  of  the  annual  meeting.  Each  shall  be  received  under 
watchcare  for  one  year.  If  the  church  or  churches  so  received  are 
found  to  be  sound  in  the  faith,  and  are  earnestly  seeking  to 
cooperate  with  our  Baptist  work  in  the  Rowan  Association,  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
the  Committee  on  Associational  Membership  shall  recommend  to 
the  Association  at  the  next  annual  session  their  acceptance  into 
fellowship  with  the  Association. 

6.  The  churches  thus  admitted  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, and  all  other  churches  in  fellowship  with  the  Association, 
are  recognized  as  free  to  withdraw  from  the  fellowship  of  the 
Association. 

COMMITTEES 

1.  Committee  on  Christian  Education. 

This  Committee  shall  represent  the  cause  of  Christian  Education 
in  our  Association,  giving  information  concerning  our  Baptist 
Schools  when  it  has  opportunity  to  do  so,  encouraging  attendance 
upon  and  support  for  these  schools,  and  shall  give  a  report  of  its 
work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Rowan  Association. 

2.  Associational  Missions  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  members.  Its  duties  shall 
be  to  assist  our  Associational  Missionary  in  every  way  possible, 
to  seek  out  places  where  Baptist  work  is  needed,  and  to  work 
with  our  Associational  Missionary  or  a  sponsoring  church  in  estab- 
lishing such  work.   The  chairman  of  this  Committee  shall  make 
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a  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of  our  Association  on  the  work  of 
our  Missionary  for  the  preceding  twelve  months  period.  In  the 
event  that  the  Association  should  find  itself  without  a  Missionary, 
this  Committee  shall,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mitte,  endeavor  to  locate  a  suitable  person  for  the  office.  When 
it  seems  that  such  person  has  been  found  the  Committee  shall 
bring  its  report  to  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  for  its 
approval  or  rejection. 

3.  Committee  on  Associational  Membership. 

(The  duties  of  this  Committee  are  given  in  Section  VIII.) 

4.  Obituary  Committee. 

The  Obituary  Committee  shall  conduct  a  brief  service  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  our  Association  in  memory  of  those  members 
from  the  various  churches  who  have  been  called  to  their  heavenly 
home. 

5.  Committee  on  Ordinations. 

The  Ordinations  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  pastors.  Its 
duties  shall  be  to  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  wherever  its 
services  are  desired  by  the  churches  of  the  Association.  When 
called  upon,  it  shall  examine  such  candidates  as  come  before  it 
relative  to  their  call  to  and  fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry,  make 
recommendations  to  the  church  of  which  the  candidate  is  a  mem- 
ber, and  help  arrange  for  the  ordination  service  if  such  help  is 
requested. 

6.  Committee  on  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness. 

The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  inform  themselves  as 
to  the  moral  conditions  and  practices  in  our  midst,  to  study  these 
conditions,  to  use  their  influence  to  promote  high  ethical  standards 
of  life  and  conduct  on  the  part  of  our  people,  and  to  give  a  report 
of  their  work  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

7.  Finance  Committee 

This  Committee  shall  keep  itself  informed  concerning  the  finan- 
cial needs  of  the  Association.  It  shall  see  to  it  that  all  expendi- 
tures are  kept  within  the  budget,  and  supervise  all  financial  mat- 
ters. Along  with  its  annual  report  to  the  Association  it  shall  bring 
a  proposed  budget  based  upon  the  needs  of  the  Associational 
program,  and  the  ability  of  the  churches  to  support  this  program. 
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8.  Radio  and  Television  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  give  encouragement 
to  the  local  radio  and  television  stations  in  the  use  they  are  now 
making  of  their  facilities  in  broadcasting  morning  devotions,  the 
broadcast  and  telecast  of  the  programs  of  the  Radio-Television 
Commission  of  Southern  Baptists,  and  other  desirable  programs 
of  a  religious  nature.  This  Committee  shall  further  seek  to  enlist 
the  cooperation  of  these  stations,  when  special  efforts  are  under- 
way on  an  Associational-wide  basis,  to  the  end  that  our  Baptist 
work  might  be  duly  publicized  and  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  people  of  our  county.  A  report  of  this  Committee's  work  shall 
be  given  at  the  Annual  Associational  Meeting. 

9.  Committee  on  Time,  Place  and  Preacher. 

This  Committee  shall  recommend  the  meeting  place  for  our 
Annual  Association,  state  the  time,  and  recommend  a  minister 
and  an  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon.  This  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Association  in  Annual  Session. 


10.  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  draw  up  suitable  reso- 
lutions relating  to  the  hospitality  of  the  host  church  or  churches, 
the  services  rendered  by  the  visiting  speakers,  the  work  of  the 
Associational  officers,  and  other  pertinent  matters  that  should  be 
included  in  this  Committee's  report. 

11.  The  Nominating  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  recommend  to  the 
Annual  Session  of  the  Association  prospective  officers  for  the  ensu- 
ing year,  including  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Associate 
Clerk  and  Statistician,  Treasurer,  Chorister,  Pianist,  and  others  who 
are  to  be  included  with  the  Associational  officers. 

12.  Music  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  offer  suggestions  and  guidance  in  the  se- 
lection of  the  type  of  music  that  is  desirable  in  worship  and  in  our 
varied  Associational  and  church  activities.  It  shall  plan,  at  such 
times  as  seem  opportune,  for  a  week  of  instruction  in  church 
music,  and  also  seek  as  it  has  opportunity,  to  encourage  all  of 
our  people  to  manifest  a  greater  interest  in  this  vital  phase  of  our 
Lord's  work. 
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13.  Advisory  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  Moderator,  Associate 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Chairman  of  Finance  Committee, 
Chairman  of  Missions  Committee,  and  the  three  Trustees  with  the 
duly  elected  heads  of  the  auxiliary  organizations  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be  to  make  plans  for 
the  Executive-Promotion  Committee  meetings  and  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Annual  Association,  or  for  any  called  meetings  of  this 
body.  This  Committee  shall  advise  with  any  church  which  may 
feel  led  to  seek  their  counsel.  Furthermore  this  Committee,  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Executive-Promotion  Committee,  shall  set 
aside  a  day  during  the  church  year  for  a  special  offering  for  Asso- 
ciational  Missions  when  such  seems  necessary. 

14.  Visual  Aids  Committee. 

The  Associational  Missionary  together  with  four  other  members 
shall  constitute  this  Committee,  with  the  Missionary  serving  as 
chairman.  This  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  visual  aid  equip- 
ment of  the  Association  and  keep  same  in  good  repair.  It  shall 
recommend  to  the  Advisory  Committee  additional  purchases  of 
this  equipment  when  such  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Association, 
and  if  the  cost  of  such  purchase  is  above  the  amount  set  aside 
in  the  budget  for  this  purpose.  This  equipment  shall  be  made 
available  for  use  by  the  churches  and  in  the  promotion  of  the 
entire  Associational  program.  When  this  equipment  is  borrowed 
and  put  to  use  by  any  church  or  organization  of  the  Association 
it  is  to  be  returned  promptly  to  the  office  of  the  Missionary. 
Those  who  use  this  equipment  shall  be  requested  to  handle  same 
with  care  and  to  be  responsible  for  any  damage  other  than  normal 
wear. 

15.  Committee  on  the  American  Bible  Society. 

This  Committee  shall  represent  the  American  Bible  Society  in 
our  Association.  It  shall  seek  to  enlist  our  people  in  the  support 
of  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  and  shall  give  a  report 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

16.  Camp  Developaaent  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  Associa- 
tional Camp  which  is  located  in  the  eastern  part  of  Rowan  County. 
It  shall  inform  our  people  about  the  scheduled  activities  and 
opportunities  offered  at  the  camp  and  also  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations that  are  to  govern  its  use.  The  above  Committee  shall 
promote  the  use  of  this  camp  to  the  end  that  it  may  serve  a  high 
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and  worthwhile  purpose  as  a  center  for  Christian  activities  by  all 
departments  of  the  Associational  Program.  Only  such  activities 
as  tend  toward  the  development  of  Christian  character  shall  be 
encouraged  by  the  Committee.

Report  of  Public  Morals  and  Civic  Righteousness 

To  the  Rowan  Baptist  Association: 

When  the  Association  convenes  each  year,  it  becomes  neces- 
sary for  us  to  take  inventory  of  our  daily  living  and  the  place  that 
God  plays  in  these  activities. 

During  the  past  year  "big"  things  have  been  happening.  Satel- 
lites have  been  placed  in  orbit  around  the  earth;  a  missile  shot 
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toward  the  moon  traveled  better  than  92,000  miles;  a  submarine 
crossed  under  the  Arctic  ice;  a  World's  Fair  was  held  in  Brussels, 
Belgium  with  phenomenal  exhibits  by  many  nations  throughout 
the  world;  and  many  other  experiences  could  be  listed  and  classi- 
fied as  "big".  Behind  all  of  these  were  the  ordinary  lives  of  many 
men  and  women,  bringing  hopes  and  aspirations  into  fruition. 

In  religion  huge  crowds  have  attended  the  Crusades  and  thou- 
sands have  received  Christ  in  the  glorious  atmosphere  of  many 
at  worship.  "Big"  things  have  been  accomplished  in  the  spiritual 
realm  too. 

However,  the  ordinary  phases  of  life  continue  after  the  "big" 
happenings  are  over  and  we  find  the  problems  of  life  are  still 
there  to  be  dealt  with.  School,  work,  recreation  and  other  ordi- 
nary pursuits  confront  us  and  seek  new  and  continuing  answers. 
They  seem  commonplace,  perhaps,  beside  the  greater  happenings 
of  the  day,  but  each  is  important.   Many  factors  play  a  part. 

The  smile  is  a  source  of  comfort  to  many.  The  story  is  told  of 
Donald  MacLeod,  a  Scottish  preacher,  who  stopped  to  get  his 
shoes  shined  by  a  young  boy  on  a  London  street.  The  boy  ap- 
peared to  be  rather  blue  from  the  winter  winds.  Rev.  MacLeod 
asked  the  boy  if  he  were  cold  and  smiled  in  a  friendly  way.  The 
boy  replied,  "I  was,  until  you  smiled."  This  facial  response  to 
friend  or  any  other  can  make  a  "big"  difference  in  that  life.  Fail- 
ure to  so  respond  denotes  thoughtless  indifference  where  care  and 
sincere  regard  for  others  can  lighten  a  load  and  create  new  inter- 
est in  making  a  worthwhile  contribution  to  life. 

A  word  of  greeting  on  the  street,  at  work,  at  church,  and  on 
any  other  occasion  creates  a  better  atmosphere  for  discussion, 
cooperation  and  worship.  Displaying  a  cheerful  attitude  makes 
persons  more  receptive  to  suggestions  and  friendship. 

Sincere  interest  in  the  welfare  of  others  will  make  it  easy  for 
us  to  respond  in  a  friendly  manner  to  their  presence.  As  Chris- 
tians we  must  display  this  feeling  to  all  men  and  women.  To 
them  this  common  courtesy  can  be  very  meaningful. 

Christians  seem  to  be  lax  in  these  matters  requiring  little  effort 
on  our  part  and  yet  so  vital  in  presenting  righteous  living  to  our 
people. 

The  moral  standards,  termed  old-fashioned  by  many,  seem  to 
be  losing  their  prominent  place  in  the  lives  of  our  people.  Intol- 
erance, unfaithfulness,  deceit,  and  corrupt  practices  have  come  to 
be  accepted  as  a  part  of  our  society.  In  individuals,  unions,  man- 
agement, trusted  business  friends,  young  people,  elder  folk,  and 
even  in  the  churches,  the  challenge  of  Paul  that  "I  will  eat  no 
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meat  if  it  offend  my  brother,"  has  become  a  greedy  determination 
to  get  all  one  can.  The  actions  of  most  are  not  flagrant  but  a 
passive  resistance  to  needed  assistance  and  failure  at  times  to 
exercise  restraint. 

Of  course  there  are  many  whose  devoted  lives  of  service  are 
indeed  true  work,  worthy  of  being  received.  For  these  we  are 
very  thankful. 

"Big"  things  .  .  .  but  the  biggest  are  ordinary  expressions  of 
good  will  and  lives  devoted  to  Christian  service. 

In  the  13th  chapter  of  St.  John  we  read: 

"Ye  call  me  Master  and  Lord:  and  ye  say  well;  for  so  I  am. 

"If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  your  feet;  ye 
ought  also  to  wash  one  another's  feet. 

"For  I  have  given  you  an  example  that  ye  should  do  as  I  have 
done  to  you. 

"Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  the  servant  is  not  greater  than 
his  Lord;  neither  is  he  that  is  sent  greater  than  he  that  sent  him. 

"If  ye  know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do  them." 

Through  service  and  thoughtfulness  toward  others,  we  follow 
Jesus'  example  and  participate  in  "big"  religious  experiences.
